RULES  OF  ORDER.

Irt.  The  CoDTention  shall  be  opened  every  day  with  pnyer. 

2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  nor 
shall  afterwards  stand  np,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

8d.  When  any  member  is  about  to  qpeak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Con- 
tention, he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Preaident»  and 
rfkall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  penonality. 

4th.  If  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Conventioii, 
the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order,  in  which  case,  the  member  so 
eaDed  to  order  thali  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Con- 
vntion  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate;  and  if  there  be  ne 
appeal,  the  decirion  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to;  if  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  re- 
quire it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  When  two  or  morp  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name 
the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question  without  leave  of  the 
Convention,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member,  choosing  to  speak,  shall  bare  spoken. 

7th.  Whilst  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  Convention, 
•one  shall  walk  out  o(,  or  across,  the  house;  nor  in  such  case,  nor  when  a  member  is 
qwaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse;  nor,  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass 
between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  immediately  and 
particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  a  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Convention  on  any  question,  jio  member  with- 
oat  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  members  shall  be  counted. 

10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  the  question  is  put,  shall  give 
his  vote,  unless  the  Convention,  for  specisl  reasons,  shall  excuse  him. 

1 1  th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President,  or,  being 
in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read  aloud  by  the  Secretary,  before  debate. 

nth.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  President  or  any  member  shall 
require  it. 

13th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Secretary,  it  thall  be 
darned  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Convention,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before 
decision  or  amendment 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjoum* 
to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day, 
to  commit  to  a  committee,  or  to  amend — which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  they  stand  arranged. 

16th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put^" 
It  ahall  be  admitted  only  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and,  until 
il  is  dedded,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  further  debate  on  the  main  question. 

17th.  ^On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

laih.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  CoDTention  or  is  postpooid  ladefinitely,  the 
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Mine  ahill  not  be  acted  opon  again  during  the  aeerion,  without  eonaent  of  two  thirds  of 
the  members  present 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  where  the  sense  will  admit 
of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amendment,  as 
a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition  under  debate. 

2 1st  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmatiTe  or  negaitiv% 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  a  recGnsideration  thereof,  on 
the  same  or  next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention,  unless  he 
has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

38d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats  without  the  limit  of 
those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of  members,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive 
■eeommodation  of  vidting  clergymen  and  candidates  for  orders,  who  may  be  invited  by 
tli^  rector  or  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  are  held, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Convention;  it  being  expected  that  those  to 
whom  such  seats  are  appropriated  will  confine  themselves  to  the  same. 

S4th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention,  be  admitted 
above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the  members  of  the  Convention,  and  it  is  expected 
and  hoped  that  not  only  the  spectators  will  attend  to  this  regulation,  but  that  the 
rector  and  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  are  held  will 
aae  that  this  rule  of  order  is  not  violated. 

25th.  There  shall,  on  the  teeond  day  of  the  Convention,  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  following  standing  committees, 
to  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  each  order: 

A  committee  en  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Addresses  of 
the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  on  the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

A  committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

A  committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund.

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed  in  to  the  Secretary,  and 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  one  clerical  and  two  lay  members,  which  shall  report  who 
are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention;  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  any 
delegate  to  his  seat,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elections,  to  be  by 
the  said  committee  forthwith  examined  into  and  reported  upon  to  the  Convention. 

27th.  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  questions  shall  be  by  ayes  and  noes.

Staunton,  May  21,  1861. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convention 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churcli  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  together  with  a  number  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  assembled  at  11  o'clock  in  Trinity 
Chnrchy  Staunton. 

Morning  Prayer  having  been  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  Grammer,  and  the 
Convention  Sermon  pieached  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Kinkle,  the  Right  ReT. 
Bbhop  Meade  took  the  Chair,  and  calling  the  Convention  to  order,  read  a 
letter  from  Wm.  H.  Bldck ford,  resigning  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention. Whereupon,  the  Rev.  J.  Grammer  was  requested  to  act  as  Secre- 
tary until  a  Secretary  should  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  who  accord- 
ingly proceeded  to  call  over  the  list  of  the  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in 
this  Convention,  when  the  following  answered  to  their  names  and  took 
their  seats  as  members  of  the  Convention,  to  wit :

The  Rev.  John  Grammer,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention,  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  several  funds  belonging  to 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  (see  Journal  for  1850,  page  49,)  presented  the 
following  report ;  which  was  laid  on  the  table : 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  'Ho  inquire  into  the  manner  in  which 
the  funds  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  and  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  of  the  fuxxi  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  de- 
ceased clergymen,  are  invested  and  held,"  and  to  report  to  this  Convention  "their 
opinion  as  to  the  aafe^  of  the  said  funds  and  the  beat  plan  for  aecaring  the  aame^" 
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haTing  procured  from  thoae  to  whoie  care  thew  several  funds  were  respectively  committedy 
t  full  statement  of  their  several  amounts,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  these  were  seve- 
ndly  invested  and  held,  and  having,  at  a  meeting  of  all  the  members  of  the  committee, 
eonvened  in  Richmond  in  November  last,  duly  .examined  these  statements,  and  given  to 
the  whole  subject  a  deliberate  consideration,  respectfully  present  the  following  report: 

1.  That  on  the  Ist  of  November  last,  the  funds  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
■mounted  to  the  nominal  sum  of  fifty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dol- 
lars and  eighteen  cents— consisting  in  (16,600  in  stock  of  the  Farmer's  Baiik  of  Vir- 
ginia; $1,500  in  6tock  of  the  Bank  of  Virginia;  $900  m  stock  of  the  Exchange  Bank  of 
Virginia;  $4,000  in  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Company's  Bondfs  guaranteed  by  the  State 
of  Virginia;  $12,000  in  James  River  and  Kanawha  Company's  Bonds,  guaranteed  by 
the  State  of  Virginia;  $6,500  in  bonds  of  the  (itate  of  Virginia;  $4,500  in  bonds  of  in- 
dividuals, with  personal  security;  $500  in  an  individual  bond,  without  securi^; 
$1,037  18  in  a  loan  to  the  Education  Society,  acknowledged  by  its  Treasurer,  and 
$7,200  in  money  then  ready  for  investment.  That  of  these  bonds  and  certificates  of 
stocky  one  stands  in  the  name  of  Wm.  Pollock,  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  Virginia;  but  most  of  the  othera  in  the  names^  either  of  John  Gray,  George  Hamil- 
ton, and  Wm.  Pollock,  or  else  of  Wm.  Pollock,  Richard  C.  L.  Moncure,  and  Douglass 
Gordon,  but  with  various  forms  and  designations  appended,  such  as  '*  the  survivora  of 
them,  the  heirs,  executors,  and  administratora  of  such  survivor,"  or  <*  Trustees  of  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  their  arsigns,"  or  "Agents  for  Trustees  of  Theological  Seminaiy  or 
tssigns,''  dec.  Ac 

2.  That  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  has  no  permanent  or  vested  funds,  but 
depends  upon  incoming  contributions  for  meeting  its  current  expenditures;  and  tly 
committee  regret  to  find  that  for  some  time  past  its  receipts  have  been  inadequate  to  the 
lupply  of  its  wants. 

S.  That  the  Episcopal  Fund  amounted  nominally,  at  the  date  before  mentioned,  to 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  consisted  of  60  sh^ires  of  stock  of  the 
Exchange  Bank  of  Virginia;  85  shares  of  stock  of  the  Farmers  Bank  of  Virginia,  and 
10  shares  of  stock  of  the  Bank  of  the  Valley  of  Virginia;  and  that  the  several  certificates 
of  these  stocks  stands  in  the  names,  either  of  W.  C.  Page  and  R.  C.  Mason,  or  of  W. 
C.  Page  and  L.  A.  Cazenove,  but  with  designations  varying  in  the  several  certificates, 
describing  them  in  some  as  **  Church  Wardens  of  Christ  Church;"  in  othera  as  **Trus- 
tees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,"  and  limiting  the  title  in  some  of  the  certificates  "  to  them 
and  their  successora  in  office,  as  trustees,"  dec,  and  in  others,  **Xo  the  survivora  of  them 
intrust,"  dec 

4.  That  *'  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen," 
amounted,  at  the  date  before  mentioned,  to  the  nominal  sum  of  nine  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy  dollars,  and  consisted  of  74  shares  of  stock  in  the  Exchange  Bank  of 
Virginia;  21  shares  of  stock  in  the  Farmer's  Bank  of  Virginia,  and  one  share  of  stock  in 
the  Bank  of  Virginia.  But  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Wm .  Williams,  who  had  been 
Treasurer  of  this  fund,  and  in  whose  name,  as  such,  it  had  been  invested,  had  placed  it 
in  an  exceedingly  precarious  position,  which  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  Treasurer 
(who  had  been  appointed  by  the  last  Convention)  to  exercise  over  it  any  control,  or 
draw  from  it  any  products.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  that  an  immediate  and  vigo- 
rous effi>rt  should  be  put  forth  to  rescue  this  fund  from  the  danger  (to  which  it  was  ex- 
posed) of  entire  alienation,  and  restore  it,  if  possible,  to  the  control  and  possession  of  the 
Convention.     And  as  there  was  no  one  legally  authorised  or  empowered  to  act  in  the 
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pramiaefl,  the  coramittee  felt  constrained,  by  the  necewities  of  the  caie^  to  aamme  a  con- 
dructive  right  over  the  whole  subject,  and  adopt  such  active  measures  as  its  urgency  re* 
quired;  and  they  have  now  the  satisfactfon  of  informing  the  Convention,  that  after  mudi 
difficulty,  they  succeeded,  mainly  through  the  honorable  and  earnestly  kind  eo-  operation 
of  Mrs.  Williams,  aided  by  her  friend  and  legal  adviser,  Mr.  Wood  Bouldin^  in  having 
all  the  stock  of  which  this  fund  consists  regularly  transferred  to  the  trustees  appointed 
to  hold  it,  and  the  certificates  thereof  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

And  now,  in  regard  to  the  safety  of  these  several  funds,  your  committee  consider  that 
their  position,  as  above  represented,  iurniih^s  grounds  for  aniious  apprehensions.  For 
while  we  entertain  all  reasonable  confidence  in  the  security  of  the  public  institutions  in 
which  the  greater  portion  of  these  funds  is  invested,  and  from  the  well  known  piudenca 
of  the  former  and  present  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  we  are  bound  to  pra- 
sume  that  the  individuals  whose  private  bonds  have  been  received  by  them  are  amply 
responsible  for  the  amounts  of  their  several  obligations;  and  while  the  several  oertifioatea 
of  stock  and  private  bonds,  indicate  upon  their  faces,  by  the  introduction  of  terms  of 
limitation  to  successors  and  suivivors,  and  by  declarations  of  the  trusts  and  uses  for 
which  the  amounts  are  held,  that  carefulness  and  caution  have  not  been  wanting  on  the 
part  of  those  who  made  these  several  investments;  and  although  the  church  may  con- 
tinue to  obtain,  as  she  has  hitherto  invariably  enjoyed,  for  the  management  of  her  funds^ 
the  services  of  gentlemen  of  the  highest  integrity,  punctuality,  and  devotedness,  yet, 
nevertheless,  the  jeopardy  in  which  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  widows,  &c.,  has  so  recently 
been  placed,  exposes  evidently  the  fact  that  our  funds,  under  the  present  system,  are  not  se- 
cure; and  it  accordingly  urges  upon  us  the  necessity  for  adopting  further  means  for 
averting,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  any  similar  danger. 

'  Your  committee,  therefore,  while  acknowledging  that  there  can  be  no  hope  of  obtain- 
ing absolute  security  for  our  funds  so  long  as  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth*  by 
withholding  protection  from  the  funds  of  ecclesiastical  bodies,  encourage  the  unprinci- 
pled and  dishonest  in  seizing  upon  such  funds  whenever  circumstances  will  enable  them 
to  do  so,  and  alienating  them  from  their  proper  objects  and  owners,  are,  however,  oi  the 
opinion,  that  something  may  he  done  to  relieve  your  funds  from  the  danger  to  which 
they  are  most  especially  exposed,  and  thus  give  them  a  very  reasonable  measure  of  se- 
'  curity.  And  for  the  attainment  of  this  desirable  object,  they  would  respectfully 
submit  the  plan  for  the  management  of  your  funds  which  is  embodied  in  the  following 
resolutions,  to  wit: 

1.  Be  it  resolved.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Tnjptees  of  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary,  to  advise  their  Treasurer  to  call  in,  as  soon  as  it  can  conveniently  ha 
done,  so  much  of  the  fund  of  that  Institution  as  is  outstanding  on  personal  security,  and 
invest  the  proceeds  in  permanent  stocl^ 

3.  Be  it  resolved.  That  all  investments  of  the  funds  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
the  Episcopal  fund,  and  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
clergymen,  shall  be  made  (where  it  has  not  already  been  so  done)  in  permanent  public 
stocks,  and  in  the  name  of  an  uniform  but  separate  body  of  trustees  for  each  of  the  above 
named  funds;  and  that  each  body  shall  consist  of  three  persons,  of  whom  the  treasurer 
of  the  fund  for  which  they  are  respectively  trustees,  shall  be  one;  that  the  certificate  of 
each  investment  shall  invariably  run  in  the  following  form,  to  wit: 

«  To  A.  B.  and  C.  (the  trustees)  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  for  the  sole  uaa 
and  benefit  of  them  and  such  survivor  or  survivors,  as  Trustees  of  ^   (tha 

Theological  Seminary,  Episcopal  Fund,  or  tha  Widows  and  Orphans  Fund,  aa  tha 
case  may  be.) 
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That  it  aliall  be  the  datjr  of  the  mirTiTorf  or  nunrlfor  of  etch  body  of  tratteef  to  fill, 

without  delay,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Biahop  of  the  Dioceae,  aubject  to  the  aano* 

tion  of  the  next  CooTention,  any  vacancy  which  may  at  any  time  occur  in  their  or  hia 

rcBpectiTO  bodiea,  and  cauae  all  the  certificatea  of  investment  to  be  forthwith  renewed, 

conformably  to  the  above  directiona.

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The  time  having  come  for  reading  the  Episcopal  reports,  Bishop  Meade 
0tated  that  having  had  the  misfortune  of  losing  his  notices  of  Episcopal 
acts  during  the  past  year,  he  must  rely  on  the  parochial  reports  to  make 
up  the  deficiency,  as  each  clergyman  whose  parish  has  been  visited  would 
state  what  had  been  done  in  the  same.  He  then  proceeded  to  read  the 
following  Address : 

THE  TRUE  CHURCHMAN. 

Mt  Deir  Brsthrx^t  :    In  looking  forward  to  this  meeting,  my  thoughts  have  very 
naturally  lumed  to  some  method  whereby  I  might  contribute  to  its  usefulness.    A  word 
in  season  is  good.     To  know  what  that  word  should  be,  passing  events  must  be  noticed, 
and  a  lesson  sought  from  them.     We  life  in  an  age  of  high  religious  excitement.     Our 
own  beloved  church  partakes  largely  of  it.     What  the  meaning  of  Ood*s  Word  is  on 
important  points  of  doctrine  and  order,  and  what  the  sense  of  our  articles,  offices,  and 
otheK  standards,  are  topics  earneatly  discussed.     As  might  be  expected,  each  party  ad- 
duces scripture  for  its  justification  in  **  contending  earnestly  for  the  faith,'*  expressing  a 
strong  confidence  that  it  holds  the  faith  as  **  once  delivered  to  the  saints."    Equally 
confident  is  its  language  as  to  the  doctrine  of  the  church.     Not  only  the  correctness  of 
the  opposite  party  in  its  judgment  of  the  church's  doctrine,  but  the  sincerity  of  its  attach- 
ment to  the  church  itself,  is  oAen  called  in  question.     To  this  evil  habit  there  has  ever 
been  a  strong  propensity  in  human  nature,  wherever  a  difference  of  opinion  exists  on 
important  questions,  whether  of  Church  or  State,  and  the  law  of  love  has  been  often 
greatly  violated.    Zeal,  whether  for  our  church  or  country,  often  becomes  an  ungodly 
and  uncharitable  thing.     One  has  called  it  **  the  curst  ungodliness  of  zeal."    We  would 
not  however  be  guilty  of  violating  the  law  of  love  in  another  way,  viz :  by  condemn- 
ing as  utterly  void  of  piety  and  patriotism  all  who  are  even  violent  and  denundt- 
tory  towards  those  whom  they  regard  as  in  great  error.     We  would  not  be  fierce,  even 
for  moderation,  lett  we  fall  into  the  same  condemnation.     There  is  what  has  been  called 
*'  an  extreme  middle,"  which  is  also  to  be  avoided.     To  condemn  all  as  wrong  who  are 
arrayed  against  each  other  in  a  warm  contest  on  some  important  point,  is  a  very  easy  and 
convenient  way  of  deciding  controversy  ;  one  which  requires  little  study,  and  oftentimea 
has  little  of  charity  in  it     To  judge  righteous  judgment  is  what  God  requires  ^  and  as 
leal  without  knowledge  is  not  likely  to  do  this,  so  neither  is  indiflerence  to  the  distinc- 
tions between  truth  and  error ;  for  religion  is  that  thing,  above  all  others,  about  which  we 
are  not  allowed  to  be  lukewarm. 

Without  further  preface,  let  me  state  to  my  brethren  the  subject  of  this  address.  It 
will  be  the  consideration  of  a  delicate  question,  sometimes  not  very  kindly  handled,  vis  : 
'*  What  constitutes  true  churchmanship,  or  who  is  that  true  churchman,  that  sincere  and 
cealouD  friend  and  member  of  the  church,  who  must  Dot  be  charged  with  unfaithfulness 
or  false-heartedneas?"  In  the  discussion  of  it,  I  shall  make  no  invidious  comparisons, 
indulge  in  no  denunciations,  but  address  myself  honestly  to  the  task,  by  such  lights  and 
authorities  as  the  Word  of  God,  faithful  history,  and  the  standards  of  the  church  may 
fiimish. 

First.  In  endeavoring  to  show  wherein  true  churchmanship  consists,  and  of  course 
who  the  true  churchman  is^  we  should  inquire  into  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  terms. 
Though  allowable  when  rightly  used,  yet  are  they  not  to  be  found  in  scripture,  and  for 
the  most  pert  have  been  unhappily  and  unkindly  used,    llie  word  church,  however, 
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from  which  thej  are  drmwn,  is  often  ueed  bj  the  sacred  writer^  and  there  are  also  ex- 
pieasions  in  the  ecripturee  aetting  forth  what  these  terms  intend  to  declare,  viz  :  great 
»a]  for  the  chorch  of  God,  a  true  lovei  and  faithful  servant  of  the  charch.  The  word 
church,  from  whence  they  are  deriTcd,  has  a  general  as  well  as  limited  meaning.  In  its 
general  sense  it  denotes  all  God's  people,  aod  whatever  pertains  to  his  kingdom.  The 
tine  churchman,  in  regard  to  this  sense  of  the  term,  is  one  \»  ho  ii  zealous  for  all  things 
appertaining  to  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  loves  the  whole  church  of  God — the  blessed 
company  of  God*s  faithful  people — and  shows  his  churchmanship  by  what  he  does  for 
it  and  them.  But  there  ii  a  peculiar  and  restricted  sense  in  which  the  word  church  is 
used,  and  from  it,  in  that  restricted  sense,  tbe  terms  churchman  and  churchmanship,  as 
commoDly  used,  are  drawn.  We  read  not  only  of  tbe  church  of  God — the  church  of 
Christ — but  the  church  of  Corinth,  of  Ephesus,  &c.  In  all  history  we  read  in  like  man- 
ner of  churches  in  the  various  countries  of  Christendom.  After  a  time,  when  a  great 
diviaion  took  place,  we  reed  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  church,  and  at  a  still  later  period, 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  and  of  those  who  protested  against  its  dominion  and  cor- 
mpcion.  Among  these  we  may  reckon  the  Protestant  Episcopal  churches  of  Eng- 
land and  America,  the  latter  being  derived  from  the  former,  and  adopting  her  doctrine, 
worship,  and  polity,  making  only  such  changes  as  the  difierences  of  civil  government 
required.  The  title  of  churchman  was  at  an  early  period  of  her  history  given  to  a  mem- 
ber of  the  established  church  of  England ;  and  the  distinctive  appellations  of  high  and 
low  churchman  were  added  to  designate  certain  views  entertained  as  to  her  scriptural 
claims,  or  her  authority  as  the  estaUisbed  church,  or  as  to  both. 

In  detennining  what  true  churchmanship  is,  we  of  America  must  leave  out  of  view  all 
that  ii  peculiar  to  our  mother  church  as  an  establishment,  and  any  things  in  her  which 
may  have  been  altered  after  our  Revolution.  We  may  be  allowed,  and  indeed  are  bound 
to  have  reference  to  the  hittory  of  the  reformation  in  England,  the  changes  made  in  the 
prayer  book,  and  the  writings  of  the  reformers ;  for  all  these  are  genuine  evidences  of  the 
mind  of  those  who  shaped  our  articles  and  prayers. 

But  beside  these  we  have  a  very  simple  method  of  trying  the  true  churchman,  in  those 
documents  to  which  almost  all  declai'e  that  they  appeal,  as  containing  their  views  of 
doctrine  and  churchmanship,  namely,  our  articles,  liturgy, .  and  homilies,  as  we  now 
have  them  $  for  though  the  two  former  have  been  subjected  to  several  revisions,  they  are 
substantially  the  same  as  when  first  established.  There  are,  it  is  true,  those  who  seem 
disposed  to  erect  another  test  or  standard  of  orthodox  churchmanship,  almost  elevating  it 
to  a  level  with  that  which  is  divine.  They  make,  not  the  Reformation  and  the  fathers  of 
our  Protestant  church,  the  judge  and  pattern,  but  the  church  at  some  early  period,  and 
the  writings  of  sndent  fathera.  They  prefer  to  be  called  catholic  churchmen  or  Catho- 
lics, thus  inventing  another  name  not  found  in  scripture,  snd  using  it  even  more  im- 
properiy  than  the  other ;  but  as  so  many  of  them  have  of  late  years  chosen  to  enlarge 
their  title  yet  more,  and  become  Roman  Catholics,  and  as,  with  such  exceptions,  church- 
men declare  themielves  willing  to  be  tried  by  our  acknowledged  standards,  we  shall  pass 
by  these  unhappy  deserters,  snd  proceed  to  the  application  of  the  admitted  test  to  all  others. 

In  the  prayer  book  and  homilies  then  we  have  the  churches  doctrine,  worship,  polity, 
discipline,  and  her  bearing  towards  all  other  churches.  Let  us  try  the  churchman  by 
these,  and  in  the  order  just  mentioned. 

1st  Who  b  the  true  churchman  as  to  doctrine  ?  Since  God  has  chosen  to  save  men 
by  the  fooltshneis  of  preaching,  and  to  sanctify  souls  by  the  truth,  we  may  well  give  this 
the  precadMioe.    The  true  churchman,  if  a  minister,  while,  according  to  his  ordination 
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TOWS,  he  will  carry  erery  thing  to  the  bible,  making  the  law  and  teadmonj  of  God  the 
role  of  his  faith  and  the  aubatance  of  his  preaching,  will  alao  ha^e  a  conadentioas  regard 
to  his  subscripdon  to  the  creeda  which  were  completed  at  different  periodi,  aa  they  were 
called  for,  and  to  the  articles,  thoae  more  enlarged  creeds,  which  were  either  drawn  up, 
or  confirmed  after  due  examination,  by  men  as  competent,  and  we  believe  aa  much  under 
the  guidance  of  Ood*8  spirit,  as  those  who  executed  the  former— though  from  their  length 
and  the  variety  of  subjects  embraced  in  them,  the  latter  are  more  likely  to  be  misunder- 
atood,  and  even  to  be  in  error.  They  were  not  merely  drawn  up  in  the  first  place  by  a 
few  men  of  learning  and  piety,  but  have  during  the  last  three  hundred  years  been  sub- 
jected to  re- examination  by  bishops,  other  ministers,  and  laymen,  and  been  used  and 
approved  by  millions  of  God's  people  in  the  Episcopal  church  in  England,  America, 
and  elsewhere,  and  highly  approved  by  other  millions,  not  of  our  communion.  But  little 
variety  of  opinion  can  be  entertained  as  to  the  meaning  of  those  great  fundamental  doc- 
trines which  are  the  life  and  soul  of  them.  If  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  a  few  worda 
and  phrase^  in  some  of  the  offices,  yet  their  general  meaning  is  evidently  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with  the  articles.  As  the  latter  were  deeigpied  to  be,  to  a  certain  extent, 
expositions  of  the  former,  and  set  forth  for  the  express  purpose  of  determining  contro- 
versies, the  true  churchman  will  see  in  all  of  them  not  yea,  nay, — that  is  difierent  doc- 
trines and  palpable  oontradictiona— but  the  same  mind  of  the  same  peraona,  (for  they 
were  the  woikof  the  same  persons,)  and  will  therefore  honestly  esteem  both,  even  though 
he  might  desire  to  see  more  cleameas  in  some  passagea,  for  the  sake  of  concord.  The 
true  churchman  will  delight  to  see  sound  doctrine  so  well  guarded,  not  merely  by  brief 
creeds,  but  by  more  specific  articles,  devotional  offices  and  prayera.  He  will  bleas  God 
that  by  auch  meana  greater  unity  la  produced  among  her  members  than  by  all  the  in- 
fcllible  decrees  of  Rome,  and  the*  in  some  good  degree  falae  doctrines  are  kept  out  of  our 
pale.  He  is  not,  however,  required  in  the  face  of  all  history  to  affirm  that  the«e  or  any 
other  articles  or  prayers  can  prevent  all  heresy,  but  that  thty  are  admirably  formed  for 
this  purpose,  as  numbers  not  of  our  cooimonion  candidly  acknowledge.  He  will  not 
regard  them  as  inspired,  aa  some  have  done  their  symbolical  books ;  he  will  not  esteem 
tfiem  either  aa  equal  to  scriptare^  or  as  unerring  interpreters  of  scripture,  but  will  love 
them  as  in  his  opinion  superior  to  any  human  composition,  either  ancient  or  modem,  aa 
containing  much  of  the  very  beat  which  has  come  down  to  us  from  primitive  times,  aa 
being  the  result  of  great  piety,  much  learning,  undaunted  firmness,  most  laborioua  study, 
and 'as  being,  worthy  of  most  devout  gratitude  to  that  God,  who,  though  he  doea  not  now 
inspiie  with  unerring  wisdom,  as  at  the  first,  the  expounders  of  scripture^  doea  still  fulfil 
his  promise  of  being  with  his  church  to  the  end  of  the  world,  to  preserve  the  sacred  de- 
posit of  truth  which  was  granted  to  it.  Thua  far  and  no  farther  can  the  true  Protestant 
Episcopal  churchman  go,  without  going  beyond  our  reforming  fathers  in  England,  and 
Che  reviewers  of  their  works  in  this  country.  I  need  not  add  that  the  great  doctrinea 
which  he  will  see  in  the  prayer  book,  as  the  centre  around  which  all  othera  revolve,  and 
which  keep  all  others  in  their  proper  place,  are  those  of  the  holy  trinity,  the  atonement, 
the  deep  depravity  of  human  nature,  renewal  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  justification  by  faith, 
and  the  sacraments  aa  means  of  grace  to  those  who  use  them  faithfully.  These  must  be 
received  into  an  honest  heart  as  the  great  doctrines  of  the  church  ;  else,  all  other  zeal  in 
ita  behalf  will  not  constitute  us  true  churchmen.  The  reformers  would  have  repudiated 
all  auch  as  mere  formalists,  placing  them  with  those  who  cried  « the  temple  of  the  Lord, 
the  temple  of  the  Lord  are  we,"  while  the  Lord  of  the  temple  was  not  in  them  by  his 
■pint  and  hia  word. 
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tdlj.  Let  uf  sea  who  if  the  true  churchman  as  to  the  next  point,  vix  :  the  worahip  of 
the  church.  That  it  is  a  most  important  and  influential  part  of  the  proTision  made  in 
the  prayer  hook  for  the  promotion  of  our  aaWation  must  he  acknowledged,  from  the  ftct 
that  in  all  ages  so  much  care  has  been  taken  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  possible.  Ood*s 
ancient  people  had  their  prayers  for  the  temple  and  the  synagogue,  some  of  which  have 
eome  down  to  as,  and  may  be  read  at  this  day.  Our  Lord  and  his  disciples  often  joined 
in  their  use.  Others  were  added  from  time  to  time,  more  suited  to  Christian  worship. 
One  given  to  us  by  our  Lord  himself,  was  incorporated  into  every  oflice  and  liturgy  of 
the  primitive  church,  and  contains  the  substance  of  all  other  prayers  into  which  it  was 
•mplifiad.  With  such  high  authorities,  who  can  question  the  advantage  of  a  public 
litnTgy }  and  among  the  various  liturgies  which  have  been  adopted  from  the  earliest  ages 
to  the  present  time,  who  but  must  give  the  highest  place  to  our  own  }  With  the  word  of 
God,  the  experience  of  so  many  ages,  and  all  the  liturgies  of  by-gone  days  before  them 
as  their  ^ides,  how  could  such  holy,  learned  and  faithful  men  otherwise  than  succeed 
in  producing  a  book  which  for  three  hundred  years  has  appeared  so  excellent  that  but 
little  alteration  has  been  called  for?  Is  it  weakness  or  superstition,  or  mere  sectarianism, 
to  rejoice  in  it,  to  make  our  boast  of  it,  to  bless  God  for  it,  and  to  regard  it  as  a  glorious 
inheritance  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  forefathers,  from  which  we  will  never  part }  What 
individual  or  number  of  individuals,  however  holy  and  wise,  if  set  down  to  prepare  a 
liturgy  without  making  use  of  the  helps  and  materials  of  past  ages,  could  have  furnished 
one  which  may  compare  with  it?  In  proof  of  which,  let  the  prayer  for  public  worship 
drawn  up  by  that  most  holy  and  most  talented  man,  Richard  Baxter,  and  ofiered  as  a 
substitute  for  the  English  liturgy,  be  examined.  Nothing  could  more  eflfoctually  have 
eslsblished  the  superiority  of  our  service,  than  the  proposition  to  supercede  it  by  that 
well  meant  effort,  but  most  utter  failura,  of  Mr.  Baxter.  When  we  consider  also  the 
eflScacy  of  a  liturgy  for  the  use  of  ministeis  and  people,  in  moulding  the  minds,  establish- 
ing the  principles,  and  directing  the  feelings  of  the  worshippers,  how  can  we  sufficiently 
rtjoioe  in  having  one  of  so  holy,  heart-stirring  and  sublime  a  character  as  our  own?  If 
it  be  true  which  has  been  said  of  the  ballads  of  a  country,  that  they  have  more  power  to 
form  the  character  of  its  citizens  than  the  statutes  thereof^  how  much  more  true 
must  it  be  of  the  prayers  which  are  continually  used,  by  comparison  with  any  other  pro- 
visions of  the  church?  And  who  can  but  admire  the  spirit  of  our  prayers  ?  What  book 
on  earth  save  the  bible  is  so  full  of  Christ  as  the  prayer  book  ?  Every  petition  is  put  up 
either  to  him,  or  through  him  :  we  fear  to  proceed  more  than  a  few  short  sentences  in 
prayer,  without  stopping  and  calling  on  Christ  to  take  our  requests  and  plead  for  them 
with  the  Father.  And  need  I  speak  of  the  spirit  of  adoption,  the  spirit  of  praise,  of  deep 
humility,  of  hungering  and  thirsting  after  righteousness,  of  earnest  longing  for  more 
grace,  which  breathes  throughout  them  ^  How  can  such  poor  creatures,  who  have 
need  of  so  many  hdps  to  prayer,  otherwise  than  rejoice  in  such  ?  He  that  calls  himself  a 
chnrchman,  and  delights  not  in  her  prayers,  has  taken  a  misnomer  to  himself. 

And  yet,  while  the  true  churchman  loves  the  church's  prayers,  he  is  not  required  to 
deny  that  there  may  be  and  are  other  prayers,  either  extempore  or  composed,  which  are 
most  acceptable  to  God,  when  the  heart  goes  with  them.  He  may  delight  to  think  that 
so  many  thousands  of  petitions,  public  and  private,  uttered  in  other  words,  are  most 
prevailing  with  heaven.  He  well  knows  that  there  were  occasions  when  holy  men  of 
flcripture,  prophets^  apostles,  and  our  Lord  himself,  while  generally  uniting  in  estab- 
Kskwd  fonns^  must  have  used  others —some  of  which  indeed  are  interspersed  through  the 
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bible.  He  knowe  that  oar  fore&then  engaged  in  no  war&re  againat  other  pfajerit 
iHiether  extempore  or  oompoeed,  bat  beaidea  ezpreaaly  aandioning  each,  bj  robiicy  in 
paatoral  nata  to  the  aick,  aaed  brief  onea  in  the  pulpit  before  and  after  aecmona;  sptti' 
voBDM  of  which  we  have  in  connection  with  aome  of  our  homiliea,  and  with  many  of  th« 
aermons  of  the  old  divinea.  Nor  haa  it  eyer  been  attempted,  either  in  England  or  Ame- 
rica, to  forbid  what  aome  practice  even  to  thia  day.  Nor  baa  aoch  practioe  erer  led  to 
the  thought  of  aupemding  the  liturgy  of  the  church  by  any  other  prayera*  And  if  such 
Kbetty  haa  been  ever  allowed  in  the  pulpit  and  before  the  great  congregationa  how  much . 
more  on  thoae  occaaona  when  the  miniiter  meeta  with  a  few  of  hia  people  for  pn^er  and 
exhortation  in  a  leaa'pablic  way,  eapedally  when  even  then  he  ahowa  hia  love  of  the 
drarch'a  prayera  by  naing  a  portion  of  the  aame. 

8dly.  Let  ua  now  inquire  what  the  true  churchman  holda  aa  to  the  miniatry  and  gov- 
ernment of  Chriat*a  church. 

To  him,  one  thing  aeema  to  be  clear,  vis:  that  the  church  of  God  under  each  of  ita  two 
great  diapenaatioaa^  haa  had  divera  ordera  of  minialera  in  it.  In  the  Jewish  church,  be- 
yond diapute,  there  were  the  high  prieat,  prieat,  and  levite.  In  the  Chriatian,  we  are 
ezpreaily  told  that  Chriat  "gave  to  hia  church,**  and  that  God  *<hath  aet  in  hia 
church,**  miniatera  of  di&rent  ordera,  and  for  difierent  purpoaea,  aa  apoatlei^  propheti^ 
evangelists,  paatora,  and  teachera.  Although  aome  of  theae  were  of  abort  duration  and 
for  apedal  purpoaea,  yet  the  principle  of  aubordinatioa  and  the  (act  of  divera  ordera  aeem 
to  be  clearly  eatabliahed.  Aa  to  the  number  and  precise  office  of  those  which  were  continued, 
there  haa  been  diveraity  of  aentiment.  At  the  time  of  the  Reformation,  the  Pope,  with 
hia  chief  devoteea,  maintained  that  there  were  only  two  of  divine  appointment,  via; 
prieata  and  deacons,  and  that  the  Pope  gave  to  the  bishops  their  pre-eminence  over  the 
presbyters.  Some  Protestants  maintained  that  there  was  only  one  order  of  the  ministry, 
though  there  were  other  officers  to  be  helpers  of  the  same.  The  wisdom  and  modera- 
tion of  our  church  on  this  subject  is  worthy  of  all  praise.  In  her  articles  she  affirma 
nothing  poaitively  or  dogmatically  concerning  it,  although  so  dear  and  strong  on  the 
great  points  of  doctrine.  She  only  declares  the  necessity  of  a  lawful  call  to  the  minia^ 
try,  in  opposition  to  aelf-constituted  teachers.  But  in  the  preftu»  to  her  ordination  aer- 
vicea,  ahe  exhibits  the  perfection  of  prudence,  honesty,  and  charity,  in  atatiAg  the 
grounds  of  her  own  deciaon  and  action.  She  there  affirms  her  undoubting  belief  that 
from  the  apoetlea*  timea,  that  is,  even  during  their  days,  and  ever  ainoe,  there  were  and 
have  been  theae  orders,  viz:  bishops,  priests,  and  deacons — that  while  the  apoetlea  them- 
aelvea  were  exerdaing  their  high  and  peculiar  gifts,  there  were  these  orders.  In  the 
aervioea  themaelvea,  she  speaks  of  God  as  by  his  spirit  and  divine  providence  appoint- 
ing divers  orders;  not  that  Christ  himself  expressly  appointed  them  with  hu  own  lips^ 
aa  he  did  the  sacramenta,  ordaining  the  apoetlea  to  be  of  the  first  order,  and  all  bishopa 
to  be  full  and  regular  aucoeaaora  to  them  in  office.  On  this  disputed  ground  ahe  did  not 
venture.  Aa  to  the  preciae  amount  of  apoatolic  power  granted  to  them,  ahe  aaya 
nothing.  That  diey  were  aucceasors  to  the  apoetlea  in  some  things,  as  inferior  minis- 
tera  were  in  other  things,  she  doubtless  held,  although  the  only  occasioD  on  which  the 
term  apoatolic  aacceanon  is  uaed,  appeara  in  an  office  (the  institution  of  miniatera)  where  it 
moat  comprehend  all  ordera  of  the  ministry,  and  refera  to  their  deecent  from  the  apoatle^ 
not  to  the  powers  poaaeaaed  by  them.  She  must  have  been  well  aware  that  aa  propheta 
and  evangeliata  had  oeaaed  to  be  uaed  in  the  church,  and  aa  deacona  had  bees  created  by 
the  apoatlei^  the  Holy  Ghoat  moving  them  thereto^  ao  there  were  thoae  who  btUeved  that 
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the  tpotftolic  oflSoe  oeued  with  the  first  apottles,  and  that  biahopa,  as  t  new  otder»  were 
appointed  to  govern  the  chorch,  and  therefore  may  ahe  have  avoided  the  introduction  of 
that  diqinted  point.* 

And  now,  if  it  be,  or  if  we  believe  it  to  be,  that  God  haa  not  onlj  thna  ihowed  hie 
preference  to  a  three  fold  ministrj  among  the  Jews,  bat  by  his  spirit  and  providence  led 
the  apoetlea  to  ordain  bishopa,  presbyters,  and  deacons,  as  officers  in  the  charch,  what 
need  we  more  to  decide  our  choice  most  positively,  and  make  us  adhere  to  it  most  un- 
waveringly. Can  we  consent  to  place  on  the  mere  ground  of  human  expediency,  on 
account  of  the  auppoaed  advantages  of  episcopacy,  that  for  which  we  think  we  can  pro- 
duce such  an  exhibitioii  of  God's  will.^    Seeing  that  human  nature,  whether  aa  to  civil 

*  It  may  b*  Uioii(ht  that  u  for  the  moit  part  the  advecatei  of  tbr  apostolie  snooeMioa,  aadentood 
IB  its  falMt  MUM,  mbbU  that  wme  of  the  gms  of  the  apo^tlei.  aa  iaipiratioa  and  miraclei,  oeaMd  vrtth 
then ,  aad  oaly  the  ordinary  powere  of  sovemmeat  and  erdiaation  were  oonUnned  to  the  bithope  at 
their  ««ooe»on.  aad  as  the  oppoaenta  aho  admit,  that  althoogh,  hke  the  office  of  deaooa,  the  episcopal  offloo 
wat  a  new  one.  ertablishcd  by  the  apostles  aador  the  dirrctioa  tuf  the  lloly  Ghoet,  yet  it  did  •■ooeed  to  noma 
of  the  powers  of  the  apoitoKu  oAoe,  therefore  the  dispute  is  rather  one  of  words  or  aaniM,  and  not  of  nneh 
ijnpartanw. 

The  opponents,  however,  think  otherwise,  and  say  that  as  the  OTerj^wa  power  of  the  Pojie  resulted 
froai  the  doetrioo  of  his  saoeessian  to  the  alle^  supiemaev  of  Peter,  so  if  eaoh  bishop  is  to  be  rsftrded  u  a 
Nfalar  saoeeMor  to  the  apostles,  who  had  thow  freat  aad  undvined  powers  which  were  neoessarv  to  the 
lint  establishnMat  of  Christianity,  it  may  lead  to  a  claim  of  much  gwktet  powers  and  privilefes  on  their  part 
ibaa  can  consist  with  the  rifhti  of  others  and  the  welfare  of  the  church.    This  appreheasioa  has  been  ia> 
crMsed  of  late  years  by  the  high  clairox  of  tractarians  in  behidf  of  bishops,  who  are  declared  bv  them  to  bo 
the  foil  saccessors  to  all  the  power,  and  ehanaeh  of  all  the  trace  deposited  ia  tba  apostlM  for  Uw  Mtablish" 
UMataad  fatnre  goremmeot  and  sanctification  of  the  church.    The  opponents  also  say  that  the  ohnrch  hasnot' 
only  lejeetod  this  doctrine,  by  snhfMtin|f  bishops  to  laws  made  not  by  themMlvcs  only,  bat  eoiqohitly  bf  .• 
othtf  detgroien  aad  laymen,  thus  resinctinr  their  power,  n  was  not  the  cmc  with  the  apostles,  but  haa . 
caiefblly  renaiaed  firom  aav  language  identityiag  the  eplscotwl  with  the  apostolic  office.    A  reference  to  tho- 
eoneeeration  serTioa  and' other  parts  of  the  prayer  book  will  show  tiiat  they  are  correqt  in  the  affirmatioo  of  a. 
eairfal  avoidance  of  aay  expiessions  identifying  the  two  offices.    The  bishops  an  indeed  reprcMnted  aa> 
doiM  sooe  tliiaga  after  the  example  of  the  aiiostles — m  ia  confirmation, — aad  reference  is  had  to  the  apos- 
tles re  the  consecration  Mrvioe  ;  yet  are  the  bishops  not  declared  to  be  of  their  order,  not  identified  with  thern^ 
ss  deawmi  aad  priests  aie  with  thoM  who  were  first  ordaiaed  to  those  onlere.    Let  anv  one  asamina  tba 
rarions  places,  where,  if  this  doctrine  were  certainly  held  by  the  charch,  and  intended  to  be  taught,  it  woald 
have  been  nsosteasy,  nataral.  and  proper  to  introdace  it, 'and  yet  see  how  it  is  avoided,  and  he  must  coa- 
dode  that  it  is  only  a  matter  of  private  inference  on  the  part  of  those  who  hold  it,  and  from  insufficient  data.    Ik 
■ay  have  been  one  of  those  doabtfol  points  about  which  she  chose  lo  be  silent,  knowing  that  there  wu  a 
diversity  of  Matiment.    If  the  learned  Dr.  Harrow's  testimony  is  of  weight  on  this  subjeei,  the  fathers  them' 
wives  did  aot  identify  the  two  offices,  as  some  have  inferred  from  their  language.     See  hb  able  treatise  on 
the  Pope's  snpMmaey.    If  the  author  is  not  mistaken,  the  writings  of  the  reformers  furnish  abundant  evi- 
dence that  wme  of  them  made  tJie  same  distinction.    That  scripture  which  is  most  relied  on  for  the  identifi- 
cation  of  the  two,  is  tbo  promiM  of  our  Loni  of  being  with  tbo  apoetles  to  the  end  of  the  world.    Bis  pros 
face  with  their  snooassors  in  perpelnating  Uie  apostolic  office  and  onlaining  other  ministen,  is  supposed  to  ba 
tba  tme  meaning  of  that  promise.    Such  does  not  seem  to  be  sustained  uy  the  ohureh*s  tsiachin^.    In  the 
bomHy  on  the  Ifoly  Ghost  this  promise  is  regarded  as  ^iren  to  the  whole  church,  for  the  prsMrvalion  of  tlia 
faith.    In  the  98th  hvmn  and  in  the  institution  office  it  is  applied  to  all  the  ministers  of  the  gospel,  no  inti- 
aatioo  being  givea  that  it  was  chieflv  for  the  soooessors  of  the  af^Mtles  in  perpetuating  theu  offices.    The 
99th  h^mn  is  a  kind  of  paraphnwe  of  that  passage  io  Ephesians  which  speaks  of  the  appointment  of  divert 
ttders  in  the  ministnr,  via  :  apostles,  prophets,  evangelists,  pastors,  and  teachers. 

AAer  speaking  of^ihe  three  former,  u  having  been  at  the  first,  it  represents  the- two  iast  as  still  oontinning, 

'*  fn  lower  forms,  to  bless  our  eyes, 
PMtors  from  hence  and  teachers  riw, 
Who>  though  with  feebler  rays  they  shine,. 
Btill  mark  a  long  extended  line. 
So  shall  the  bright  saccession  run. 
Through  all  the  courses  of  the  sun, 
While  unborn  churches,  by  their  care. 
Shall  riw  and  flourish  large  and  fair.'' 

Out  prewnt  bisbops  of  coutw  most  come  under  the  denomination  of  pastors,  who  ara  panyinc  ••■•the  wiMrk 
bcfnn  oy  apostles,  prophets,  and  evangelists,  which  b  not  only  the  opinion  of  fome  judMons  omnmentators, 
bat  sstiiM  to  bo  supported  by  the  conseeration  wrvioe,  where  we  find  the  term  pastor  ennhatieaJly  applied  to 
btohops.  In  that  service,  when,  if  ever,  the  church  would  identify  the  apostolic  episcopal  office,  we  find  that 
the  title  of  aposUa  is  never  given  to  the  bishop,  nor  the  term  apostleship  ever  used.  The  terms  used  aw 
bishop  aad  pastor— the  work  of  a  bishop— the  office  to  which  you  are  called — this  administration,  etc.  Re^- 
enw  »  indeed  nuuie  to  the  apostles  in  the  servioe,  and  leawns  from  scripture  are  used  which  relate  tothem,  and 
most  properlv  too,  for  tlie  bishop's  office  aad  work  come  nearest  to  that  of  the  apostlw,  and  follow  afler  it; 
bat,  u  Dr.  Barrow  remarks,  a  dictator  may  appoiat  some  one  to  succeed  him  in  government,  but  not  in  the 
sama  oflfee  of  dictator,  that  being  only  temporary. 

From  what  has  bean  stUd,  we  may  snrely  infer,  that  the  church  does  not  require  to  be  believed,  as  eawaUal 
lo  a  troa  attaebnHat  to  henelf,  what  slw  has  carefully  avoided  to  inculcate  in  her  standards. 

If  we  sineanly  womve  what  she  plainly  teaches  as  to  the  episcopal  office,  and  thow  who  fill  it  according  to 
hs  umoiiwaati^  aad  all  omb  estena  them  for  their  office,  as  wall  as  work  sake,  we  shall  reap  abandant 
beasdUs  tbaraftooi. 
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or  religiouB  concerns,  is  so  much  the  same  in  every  age,  and  that  in  eTcry  age  sabordi- 
nation,  divers  orders  and  officers,  both  in  church  and  state,  are  required,  can  we  think 
that  this  was  an  intimation  of  the  divine  will  only  for  a  certain  generation,  and  that 
other  generations  might  at  pleasure  change  it  for  one  which  seemed  to  be  suitable  to 
themselves?  A  true  churchman  cannot  do  this.  He  will  love  and  respect  that  aytiiem 
which  he  believes  to  be  God's  will  for  the  government  of  his  household  too  much, 
to  consent  to  any  depaiture  not  justified  by  great  necessity.  But  is  it  needful  to  go 
yet  further  in  our  belief  of  the  divine  appointment  of  such  a  ministry,  and  say  of  it,  as  of 
the  holy  sacraments,  that  it  is  appointed  by  Christ  himself,  or,  as  of  the  holy  law,  that 
Ood  spake  these  words  and  said;  and  that  it  can  admit  of  no  change  whatever,  without 
deatruction  to  the  whole,  and  that  no  diversity  of  opinion  on  the  subject  can  be  admit- 
ted? Is  it  necessary  to  true  church manship,  to  a  sincere  and  hearty  approval  of  our  ee- 
cMastical  organization,  and  a  zealous  promotion  of  it,  that  we  affirm  there  can  be  no 
other  mmistry  whose  labors  are  accepted  and  blessed  of  heaven,  no  other  church  than  that 
which  has  such  a  ministry  ?  Then  must  we  cease  to  claim  fellowship  on  this  point  with, 
our  Anglican  forefathers,  must  forget  all  the  past  history  of  our  mother  church,  strike  from 
the  list  of  true  churchmen  her  Cranmers,  and  Jewells,  and  Hookers,  and  a  long  line  o(her 
best  bishops  and  other  ministers,  who  held  no  such  opinion,  but  declared  the  very  contrary. 

The  well  known  sentiments  also  of  such  fathers  of  the  American  church  as  White, 
and  Wharton,  and  Smith,  the  chief  reviewers  of  our  prayer  book,  must  be  repudiated, 
and  the  kmguage  of  its  preface  and  other  parts  be  entirely  changed.  If  any  think  that 
they  see  a  more  eiclusive  doctrine  in  God's  Word,  or  in  ancient  tradition,  they  can 
only  claim  the  privilege  of  holding  it  as  a  private  opinion.  To  treat  it,  and  require 
others  to  hold  it,  as  the  doctrine  of  the  church,  in  spite  of  all  her  history,  and  to  de- 
nonnce  those  as  false-hearted  and  unsound  who  do  not,  is  itself,  not  only  a  violation  of 
Christian  charity,  but,  as  we  conceive,  of  true  Protestant  churchmanship,  since  notliing 
can  be  clearer  than  that  our  reformers  in  England,  and  our  fathers  in  America,  who 
impressed  their  views  on  the  articles,  offices  and  other  parts  of  the  prayer  book,  as  well 
as  set  them  forth  in  other  ways,  only  held  that  our  Episcopal  regimen  was  essential  to 
the  perfection,  and  not  to  the  existence  of  a  church.  And  need  we  add,  that  when  per- 
fection is  required  as  a  true  note  or  mark  of  a  church  of  Christ,  then  will  there  cease  to 
be  one  upon  earth? 

4thly«  Having  considered  what  true  churchmanship  is  in  regard  to  order  and  polity, 
let  us  see  what  are  its  views  as  to  the  discipline  of  the  church. 

Godly  discipline  has  ever  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  notes  or  marks  of  a  true  church. 
Our  Protestant  forefathers  charged  the  church  of  Rome  with  being  greatly  wanting  in 
this,  and  scarce  deserving  the  name  of  church  by  reason  of  such  went  Discipline  re- 
lates to  the  laws  of  any  society,  and  the  penalties  of  disobedience.  All  institutions  must 
have  laws  for  the  good  government  thereof.  Christ's  kingdom  has  its  laws  and  penal- 
ties. Many  of  them  were  expressly  appointed  by  Christ  himself.  Othen>,  in  conformity 
with  the  same,  have  from  time  to  time  been  put  forth  by  the  church.  No  true  church- 
man  can  otherwise  than  acknowledge  the  obligation  of  obedience  to  such  as  are  lawfully 
enacted.  To  obey  the  powers  ordained  of  God,  whether  civil  or  ecclesiastical,  when  ex- 
ercised according  to  his  revealed  will,  is  a  most  bounden  duty.  The  ministers  of  our 
church,  at  the  lime  of  their  ordination,  promise  faithful  obedience  to  those  who  are  placed 
over  them,  and  who  exercise  their  authority  according  to  prescribed  rules  or  canons.  A 
due  respect  also  is  required  to  their  godly  admonitions  and  judgments.  This  obedience 
and  respect  is  to  be  shown  not  merely  to  those  with  whom  we  may  agree  in  sentimenr.

or  sympathize  in  theological  viewa,  bat  conBcientioasly,  as  to  the  Lord;  and  it  may  be 
done  without  any  improper  sacrifice  of  Christian  liberty  or  right  of  private  judgment. 

As  to  all  the  roles  and  regulations  of  the  church  called  canons,  robrics,  or  by  any 
other  name,  whether  the  observance  be  specially  required  by  raters  or  not,  the  true 
churchman  will  hold  himself  bound  to  do  it.  He  will  not  select  certain  of  them,  such 
as  he  most  approves,  or  most  accord  with  his  doctrines,  and  scrapulously  observe  these^ 
making  such  observance  a  test  of  churchmanship,  and  denouncing  those  who  do  nol^ 
but  he  will  do  with  them  as  with  the  laws  of  Ood,  resolve  to  obey  them  all,  out  of  re- 
spect to  the  authority  enjoining  them.  And  yet,  as  even  the  laws  of  Ood  differ  in  im- 
portance, and  may  some  of  them  be  omitted  or  disobeyed  under  peculiar  circumstancesi 
since  God  himself,  preferring  mercy  to  sacrifice,  allows  even  his  holy  sabbath  to  be  vio- 
lated as  to  its  letter,  and  sacrifices  and  offerings  to  be  withheld;  so  a  wise  discretion  haa 
ever  been  conceded  to  God*s  ministers  in  the  observance  of  inferior  ralea,  or  in  regard  to 
things  become  obsolete,  having  due  reference  to  times,  places,  and  drcumstancea. 
Wherever  such  discretion  has  not  been  allowed,  or  exercised,  the  result  has  been  that 
men  have  strained  at  the  gpiat  and  swallowed  the  camel,  have  tithed  mint,  anise,  and 
cummin,  and  neglected  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law.  It  should  always  be  remem- 
bered that  as  the  sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath,  so  rabrici 
and  canons  were  made  for  the  church,  and  not  the  church  for  them.  In  the  course  of 
a  ministry  of  more  than  forty  years,  during  which  I  have  mingled  much  with  brethren 
of  all  orders  of  the  ministry,  and  all  shades  of  opinion,  and  of  course  had  much  opportunity 
ef  obeenration,  I  have  often  discerned  the  propensity  in  persons  of  different  viewa^ 
habits,  and  latitudes,  to  select  their  own  favorite  robrics  and  customs  for  strict  ob- 
servance, and  pass  others  by  as  of  little  importance,  while  severely  condemning  those 
who  did  not  think  and  act  with  themselves  As  to  that  part  of  discipline  which 
con«sts  in  the  enforcement  of  penalties,  whethei  on  the  clergy  or  laity,  it  is  proper  to 
say  something.  The  true  churchman,  zealous  for  the  honor,  anxious  for  the  purity  of 
the  church,  remembering  that  judgment  will  begin  at  the  house  of  God,  and  what 
charges  are  given  on  the  subject  in  the  sacred  writings,  will  not  be  loose  and  negligent 
as  to  godly  discipline.  If  the  primitive  church  in  some  respects  may  have  gone  to  an 
extreme  in  its  use,  the  church  of  England,  ever  since  the  Reformation,  has  mourned 
over  the  want  of  it  and  prayed  its  restoration.  Although  loo  many  of  friends  and  foea^ 
in  England  and  America,  have  seemed  to  consider  it  a  prominent  feature  in  the  church  to 
leave  all  but  the  most  extreme  offenders  to  God  and  their  own  conscience,  such  was  not 
the  opinion  and  design  of  the  reformers,  however  hindered  they  may  have  been  in  th^ 
eiecotion  thereof.  Tbey  drew  their  estimate  of  evil  living,  both  in  the  clergy  and  laity, 
firom  the  early  church,  and  renewed  some  of  the  canons  of  the  same.  They  under- 
siood  the  works  of  the  devil,  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  the  pomps  and  vanities  of  the  world, 
u  renounced  in  the  baptismal  vows,  which  vows  were  copied  from  the  primitive  litur- 
gies, as  they  were  understood  in  primitive  times,  that  is,  as  being  all  manner  of  sins^ 
whether  of  the  flesh  or  spirit,  all  the  vain  and  sinful  amusements  of  the  world,  in  which 
some  professing  Christians  have  ever  delighted.  Instead,  therefore,  of  the  trae  church- 
man leaving  it  to  puritans  and  tho«e  of  other  denominations  to  condemn  and  oppoee 
these  things,  and  exercise  discipline  thereon,  if  he  follows  the  retormers,  as  they  followed 
Ihe  apostles  and  fathers,  and  is  trae  to  the  spirit  and  design  of  our  baptismal  vows,  ro- 
brics^ and  canons,  none  will  be  more  decided  in  bis  condemnation  of  all  evil  living,  and 
when  either  clergy  or  laity,  of  whatever  order  or  rank,  shall  transgress,  and  bring  reproech 
on  the  chordi,  will  be  ready  to  sustain  and  enforce  all  godly  discipline. 
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Laitlj.     Let  ui  inqaire  into  the  feelbgs  and  condnct  of  the  true  cburchman  toward 
all  who  call  tbemeelTea  by  the  name  of  Christ    This  has  become  a  most  delicate  ai^d 
important  qaeBtion,  by  reason  of  the  numerous  diirisions  of  Christendom,  and  the  dif- 
'ferenoes  existing  between  the  churches  thereof.     To  say  nothing  of  those  before  the  Re- 
ibrmation,  at  that  time  large  numbers,  in  connection  with,  and  in  subjection  to  the 
church  of  Rome,  renounced  her  unscriptural  authority,  her  false  doctrines,  and  corrupt 
'worship.     They  who  thus  renounced  her  were  divided  into  separate  churches  them- 
*aelTes,  according  to  the  different  countries  in  which  they  lived,  various  circumstances 
oontributing  to  modify  their  forms  of  church  polity  and  public  worship.     In  one  thing, 
however,  they  have  all  agreed,  viz:  in  refusing  communion  with  the  church  of  Rome,  on 
'  account  of  her  many  abominations.    The  church  of  Rome,  on  the  other  hand,  has  never 
ceased  to  anathematise  them  and  their  descendants  as  schismatics  and  heretics  who  have 
no  part  or  lot  in  the  church  of  God.     She  also  continues  to  this  day  the  same  in  doctrine, 
worship,  and  manners;  and  if  Protestants  are  true  to  the  principles  of  the  Reformation,  there 
can  be  no  communion  as  churches,  or  as  individuals^  in  religious  ordinances,  whatever  may 
be  the  charities  of  social  life.    The  consistent  Protestant  churchman  who  holds  the  Reforma- 
tion in  esteem,  understands  and  appreciates  the  differences  between  us  and  Rome,  must  per- 
ceive, that  whilst  she  continues  unchanged,  any  approximation  on  our  part  must  be  a 
departure  from  the  principles  of  the  Reformation,  and  fraught  with  danger.     Our  mother 

church  for  a  long  time  publicly  prayed  against  the  wilea  and  artifices  of  Rome;  and  al-

though  we  wish  not  that  prayer  restored,  if  we  do  not  watch  and  pray  continually,  and 
adopt  all  proper  means  of  defence,  we  shall  suffer  from  that  same  foe,  whether  going  about 
as  a  roaring  lion,  or  in  the  garb  of  an  angel  of  lighL 

As  to  the  intercourse  of  Protestants  and  Protestant  churches,  one  with  another,  it  has 
varied  agcording  to  times  and  circumstances.  Some  have  refused  intercommunion  when 
it  was  believed  that  there  had  been  such  a  departure  from  the  faith,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Qible,  and  the  confessions  adopted  at  the  Reformation,  as  would  justify  such  a  refusal. 
J  need  not  say  that  our  forefathers  of  the  Reformation  held  most  friendly  communion 
with  the  ministers  and  members  of  those  continental  churches  with  which  they  agreed  so 
well  in  doctrine.  They  differed  from  them  as  to  church  polity  and  worship,  but  did  not 
consider  this  as  a  bar  to  such  friendship  and  co-operation  as  they  could  not  conscien- 
tionsly  have  with  Rome.  They  could  and  did  unite  with  them  in  the  publication  and 
circalation  of  that  Bible  whose  use  Rome  forbids.  They  could  and  did  unite  in  writing, 
circulating,  and  using  tracts,  catechisms  and  books,  which  were  called  for  by  the  times 
jn  which  they  lived. 

In  the  progress  of  events,  and  when  secessioD,  on  what  she  regarded  insufficient 
grounds,  began  to  take  place  from  the  bosom  of  the  English  church,  it  was  not  to  be 
expected  that  this  same  sympathy  and  joint  action  should  continue  in  all  things,  either 
as  to  kind  or  degree.  But  still  even  dissenters  from  the  church  of  England  were  never 
regarded  as  the  corrupt  followers  of  Rome.  They  were  never  denounced  as  the  great 
anti- Christ  of  scripture.     On  the  contrary,  whereas  upon  .mere  than  one  occasion  when

Rome  was  seeking  to  regain  her  lost  irfluence  and  authority,  we  find  all  Protestants 
uniting  as  against  a  common  foe^  we  never  hear  of  English  churchmen  invoking  the  aid 

of  Rome  to  put  down  Protestant  dissent  within  the  realm.  *

*  8ee  how  differently  the  Proteatants  from  the  Contioeot  are  entertained  at  the  great  National  Fair  now 
going  on  in  Enp^and.  fron  the  follower!  of  Rome.  The  ArchbiahM  of  Oanterbory,  the  Aidiop  of  London, 
mad  noble  lavmen  ,  are  active  in  providing  chorchei  for  the  former,  for  the  aw  of  ministers  and  people,  and 
sddrewing  them  in  the  moat  fraternal  manner,  while  d«noiiBcing  the  latter  as  enemies.  Sach  a  conna  ia 
•orely  not  the  m'a  media  belweea  Rome  and  Geneva. 
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Wbat  then  it  the  proper  course  te  be  punaed  by  a  true  and  conBiatent  churchman, 
Ivhelfaer  Anglican  or  American,  who  deairea  to  be  regulated  by  the  principlea  and  prac- 
ticea  of  onr  fbrefathen  ?  Will  he  seek  to  find  aome  road  juJt  eqoi-diatant  between  the 
dinrdi  of  Home  and  the  non-Epiacopal  charchea  of  the  Reformation,  or,  as  is  aometimea 
■aid,  between  Home  and  Genera  ?  Such  surely  is  not  the  road  once  travelled  by  our 
fbrefathera,  and  ao  deeply  atained  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  the  Engliah  church. 
8iidi  aarely  ia  not  the  road  marked  out  in  our  prayer  book  and  homiliea.  What  if  it  be 
'granted  that  onr  church  haa  retained  aome  few  things  which  others  laid  aside,  and  thus 
'may  be  aaid  to  atahd  between  Rome  and  Geneva ;  let  it  be  remembered  that  one  may 
stand  between  two  pointa,  or  travel  between  two  roada,  and  yet  be  very  near  to  the  one, 
whDe  a  gnat  way  off  from  the  other.  A  churchman  might  in  aome  thinga  go  between 
the  two^  and  yet  be  very  far  from  that  via  media  for  which  aome  contend,  and  which,  aa 
(he  experience  of  the  last  few  eventful  years  has  proved,  too  often  leads^  like  the  old  Fta 
Appia,  into  the  main  street  of  Rome.  The  true  churchman  will  indeed  condemn  and 
avoid  all  thfnga  which  aeem  to  be  contrary  to  God's  word,  and  thoae  atandards  which  ie 
has  sincerely  adopted,  but  then  he  will  make  a  great  difference  between  the  corniptiona 
of  Rdme  and  the  backslidings  of  some  Protestants.  The  &lse  doctrines,  idolatrous  wor* 
■hip,  and  evil  practices  of  Rome  are  establiahed  by  her  higheat  authority,  are  nniveraally 
adopted,  are  gloried  in,  are  required  to  be  received  of  all  in  order  to  aalvatioh.  The 
apostles  of  Prbteatanfcs  are  thoae  of  individuals  and  parties  who  have  deviated  from  ttie 
acknowledged  atandarda  of  their  churches,  and  are  very  few  by  comparison  with  thoae  of 
iKome.  8nch  a^  the  Sociniana,  the  Unitariana  and  Geologists  of  Europe  and  America 
Irho  have  departed  from  the  faith  of  their  Protestant  fathera,  and  aome  of  whom  have 
troubled  Epiacopal  churchea  from  the  days  of  Anus  to  the  present  moment  Let  us  be 
ihankfnl  that  under  God  our  articlea  and  prayers  and  apostolic  form  of  government  have 
contributed  much  to  keep  ua  more  aound  in  the  faith  than  some  who  have  not  enjoyed 
the  same  advantages,  and  let  ua  adhere  to  them  most  steadily  and  zealously  on  thai  ao- 
eount.  And  now,  if  it  be  said,  seeing  there  is  such  great  difference  between  the  errors 
of  Rome  and  of  some  Protestant  churches,  may  we  not,  while  refusing  all  fellowahip  with 
(he  one,  indulge  in  the  freest  and  fullest  intercourse  with  the  other ;  we  answer,  it  re- 
quires bot  little  experience  to  satisfy  a  aound-minded  peraon  that  the  communion  and 
amalgamation  which  some  good  people  think  so  very  desirable,  and  for  which  some  de- 
signing ones  argue,  as  may  «uit  their  purpose,  is  utterly  impracticable  without  producing 
worse  evib  than  those  sought  to  be  avoided.  This  is  true  of  all  the  varioua  divisions  of 
the  Christian  world,  but  especially  ao  in  relation  to  our  church,  diflbring  as  it  does  so 
much  from  others  as  to  its  ministry  and  worship.  The  wise  and  candid  of  all  denomi- 
na^ona  see  and  feel  that  common  churchea,  mixed  services  and  partnership  concerns  fail 
cf  their  object,  or  at  any  rate  can  only  be  justified  in  some  infant  state  of  religious  socie- 
ty, and  as  exceptions  to  a  general  rule.  But  it  may  be  asked,  whether,  beside  that  Chrip- 
tbn  intercourse  which  the  truly  pious  of  every  name  should  be  always  ready  to  hold  as 
iiadividnals  and  neighbors,  there  are  not  some  objects  and  occasions  which  may  unite  not 
only  the  hearts  but  the  hands  of  Protestanta  in  promoting  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  aa 
ina  the  case  with  our  forefathera,  and  thereby  prove  to  Romanists  and  infidels  that  we 
are  agreed  on  the  great  essentials  of  the  Christian  faith,  and  are  earnestly  desirous  for  the 
eitenaion  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.  The  false  assertion  of  Rome,  that  Proteatanta 
"kin  all  In  utter  confusion  among  themselves,  was  disproved  by  the  fact  that  they  agreed 
together,  as  we  have  said,  in  publishing  and  circulating  the  Bible,  and  many  other  bookf 
aetting  forth  the  great  undisputed  truths  of  the  Bible,  and  aubaequently  preaenting  in  one 
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Tolome  all  tbeir  oonfetnons,  thereby  showing  a  wondeifal  agreement  on  main  points. 
And  are  there  no  sach  institutions  in  our  day,  having  the  same  objects  in  view,  in  which 
all  Protestants  may  unite  without  any  sacrifice  of  principle  }  What  shall  we  say  of  those 
noble  institutions  of  England  and  America  which  are  distributing  in  almost  every  tongue 
millions  of  the  sacred  scriptures,  in  which  of  course  all  denominations  believe  they  are 
disseminating  their  own  views  of  divine  truth  without  any  abatement  ?  And  may  we 
not  add  to  these  at  least  two  great  associations  of  our  land,  in  which  for  so  many  yean 
Christians  of  the  leading  denominations  have  so  harmoniously  and  effectively  combined, 
our  own  church  having  ever  been  fully  and  ably  represented  therein  1*  Who  does  not 
rejoice  tn  think  of  the  circulation  by  them  of  millions  of  excellent  books,  tracts,  cate- 
chisms, and  hymns,  suitable  for  every  age  and  class,  and  from  which  nothing  is  omitted 
which  any  but  Romanists  would  consider  essential  to  salvation  1  We  cannot  but  regard 
these  institutions  as  raised  up  by  Providence,  as  for  other  reasons,  so  especially  for  unit- 
ing Protestants  in  one  common  effort  against  the  assaults  of  Rome  in  these  latter  days, 
when  the  battle  of  the  Reformation  is  again  to  be  fought,  and  by  no  church  more  vigor- 
ously than  our  own.  A  more  effective  antidote  to  the  poison  which  she  would  insinuate 
into  all  ranks  of  our  citizens  cannot  well  be  conceived,  than  is  to  be  found  in  those  al- 
most innumerable  publications  which  are  carried  as  by  the  winds  of  heaven  into  every 
nook  and  comer  of  our  land.  If  it  be  pleaded  that  some  things  which  different  denomi- 
nations deem  important  must  be  left  out  of  these  publications,  we  reply,  let  such  things 
be  set  forth  as  they  already  are,  and  ever  will  be,  by  other  societies.  Denominational 
leal  will  always  do  this.  And  if  any,  either  from  conscientious  scruples,  or  other  cause^ 
choose  to  devote  their  ef&rts  and  means  entirely  to  these  latter  institutions,  ihey  of  course 
have  full  liberty  so  to  do,  but  let  not  such  upbraid  with  false-heartedness  to  their  own 
church,  any  who  differ  from  them.  For  one,  I  shall  not  let  my  liberty  be  judged  of  in 
■nch  matters  by  other  men's  conscience  or  opinion.  Nor  with  such  examples  as  I  have 
quoted,  and  those  which  in  every  period  since  the  Reformation  might  be  adduced,  do  I 
fisel  that  I  am  the  less  sincere  and  true  in  my  loyalty  to  the  church  of  my  fathers  and  of 
my  choice.  And  I  humbly  conceive  that  as  the  citizens  of  our  country  show  their  pa- 
triotism and  attachment  to  the  constitution  by  a  becoming  respect  to  the  well  known 
sentiments  and  conduct  of  the  heroes  and  statesmen  who  secured  our  liberties  and  found- 
ed our  goveriunent,  so  may  we  show  our  churchmansbip,  as  Protestants,  by  a  filial 
though  not  superstitious  regard  to  the  sentiments,  and  a  respectful  though  not  slavish 
following  after  the  example  of  the  reformers  and  fathers  of  our  church. 

COirCLUSIOF. 

In  drawing  these  remarks  to  a  close  let  me  now  sum  up  in  a  few  words  the  impression 
which  prevails  in  my  mind  as  to  the  character  of  a  true  churchman  in  our  branch  of  the 
Christian  church, 

1st  He  is  one  who  is  sincerely  attached  to  the  doctrines  thereof,  as  seen  in  the 
prayer  book,  and  confirmed  by  the  contemporaneous  writing^  of  those  who  drew  up  the 
prayer  book  in  England,  or  revised  it  in  America:  not  as  interpreted  by  the  fathers,  or 
what  is  called  Catholic  consent  Nevertheless,  according  to  the  prayer  book,  he  ac- 
knowledges the  Bible  as  the  only  divine  rule  of  faith,  and  esteems  the  doctrines  of  the 
dinrch  because  he  believes  them  to  be  according  to  that  divine  rule.  2d.  He  loves  the 
liturgy  of  the  church  because  he  believes  it  to  be  according  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible 
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and  prayer  book.  Ai  to  her  worahipe^  he  seeks  to. enter  into  its  deep  spirit  of  devotion, 
without  which  all  his  admiration  and  praise  of  it  will  be  of  no  avail.  If  he  be  a  minister, 
he  wiH  read  it  as  one  who  feels  its  truth,  and  will  seek  to  indace  his  congiegation  to  unite 
audibly  and  heartilj  with  him.  If  a  parent,  he  will  not  only  open  his  mouth  and  utter 
it  as  one  not  ashamed,  but  seek  to  lead  his  chiklren  and  others  to  do  the  same.  3d.  As 
to  the  ministiy  and  government  of  the  church,  he  will  show  his  belief  of  its  apostolic 
appointment  and  many  excellencies,  by  obeying,  according  to  his  station,  those  who  are 
over  him  in  the  Lord.  He  will  honor  each  order  of  that  ministry  whiph  he  believes  to 
have  come  down  from  the  apostles,  according  to  its  ofl&oa  ant  the  authority  given  to  it, 
not  wishing  to  elevate  or  depress  either  of  them.  4th.  As  to  those  divisions  of  Christen- 
dom which  have,  whether  through  unavoidable  necessity,  or  mistaken  judgment,  deviated 
from  what  he  conceives  to  be  the  apoetolic  regimen,  he  will  seek  to  judge  of  them  and 
act  towards  them  as  God  sets  the  example  anc)  our  forefathers  followed.  He  will  see  that 
God  chose  to  use  them  as  he  did  the  reformers  of  our  mother  church,  for  restoring  true 
£uth  and  piety  when  they  were  almost  vanished  from  among  men;  and  that,  to  the  pre- 
sent day,  he  still  continues  to  use  them  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  his  cause  upon 
earth.  While  therefore  he  laments  what  he  regards  as  a  defect,  through  which  great  evils 
have  entered  their  communion,  he  dares  not  reject  from  the  church  of  Christ  those 
whom  Christ  hath  thus  honored,  but,  as  he  hopes  to  meet  with  them  and  be  ever  with 
them  in  his  presence  hereafter,  so  he  delights  to  walk  with  them  in  love  here  below,  and 
coH>pefate  in  all  good  works,  so  far  as  can  be  done  without  the  sacrificing  of  conscience, 
and  the  engendering  of  discord  and  oonfi^on.  As  a  man  may  be  a  patriot  and  a  phi- 
lanthropist at  the  same  time,  may  love  his  own  country  especially,  and^  yet  love  the 
whole  human  race,  so  the  churchmaa  may  love  above  all  other  his  own  particular  church 
and  seek  its  prosperity  more  diligently,  and  yet  love  all  the  people  of  God,  by  whatever 
name  they  be  called.  Thus  while  especially  dcToted  to  his  own  church,  and  even  to 
some  portion  of  the  same,  it  may  be  truly  said  of  him, 

"  To  leet  or  partj  bis  large  sonl 
Diidaiiit  to  Im  confined. 

The  good  he  loves  of  every  Bame 
And  prays  for  all  niaDkind." 

His  charity  only  begins  at  home;  it  knows  no  bounds  but  those  set  by  God  himself 
for  his  own  benevolence. 

"  God  loves  from  whole  to  parts,  bat  haman  soal 
From  individaal  to  the  whole.** 

I  confess,  my  brethren,  that  I  have  always  loved  our  own  and  mother  church  for  thi% 
as  for  many  other  reasons,  that  I  think  in  her  whole  history,  from  the  Reformation  to 
the  present  day,  there  has  been  a  due  admixture  of  this  liberal  feeling  towards  others 
with  a  most  ardent  attachment  to  her  own  peculiarities.  If  in  either  of  them  there  has 
been,  whether  in  public  acts  or  private  opinions,  any  thing  to  the  contrary,  (nor  is  this 
denied,)  it  is  believed  that  the  great  body  of  her  members  have  not  partaken  of  it  The 
high  station  they  have  occupied,  and  the  intelligence  belonging  to  tbem,  have  doubtless 
contributed  not  a  little  to  such  liberality;  but  the  spirit  breathing  through  all  her  devo- 
tions, and  the  character  and  example  of  her  early  reformers  and  martyrs,  and  the  com- 
pilers of  her  prayer  book,  have  contributed  much  more.  In  her  whole  history  there  is 
also  much  to  interest,  though  not  without  that  which  we  must  all  lament  and  condemn. 
Let  the  hiskny  of  the  English  church  be  stricken  from  the  annals  of  Christendom,  let  the 
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tfliemoin  of  her  bidiopi,  other  ministers  and  eminent  laymen  be  consigned  to  oblivion, 
let  all  the  volnmes  of  sermons,  theological  treatises  and  devotional  works  be  dismissed 
horn  the  libraries  of  the  divines  of  every  denomination,  and  what  a  melancholy  blank 
would  be  created.  And  may  I  not  add,  that  if  the  history  of  her  youthful  daughter  in 
America,  as  seen  in  the  early  efforts  for  her  first  establiskment  on  the  part  of  English 
firiends,  in  the  difficulties  encountered  in  our  own  country,  in  the  character  of  many  of 
,her  leading  advocates  both  among  the  clergy  and  laity,  and  in  the  socceas  which,  through 
6od*s  blessing,  has  crowned  their  labois,  be  considered,  we  have  much  to  interest  our 
V minds  and  much  to  end^r  her  to  our  hearts.  And  may  I  not  further  add,  that  as  there 
is  a  church  of  England  and  America  which  we  are  allowed  to  love  above  all  other  great 
divisions  of  the  church  of  Christ  upon  earth,  so  there  is  to  us,  my  brethren  and  friends, 
•  church  in  Virginia  which  we  may  love  and  care  for  with  a  yet  more  special  afiection. 
Is  there  nothing  peculiarly  interesting  in  her  history  to  Justify  the  hlMdriographer  of  the 
diurch  in  the  United  States  to  choose  it  for  his  first  effort^  Is  there  nothing  in  her  ear 
liest  history  to  excite  even  a  romantic  interest  in  her  behalf,  though  there  be  much  more  to 
mourn  over  in  the  progress  thereof  ?  Is  there  nothing  to  the  same  end  in  her  struggles 
for  existence  itself  at  the  dose  of  the  revolution,  when  thousands  were  crying  out  "down 
with  her,  down  with  her,  even  to  the  ground?**  Is  there  nothing  to  sustain  our  faith 
and  excite  our  gratitude  to  Gbd,  in  the  most  unexpected  resuscitation  of  her  from  a  state 
of  apparent  death  ^  Is  there  nothing  to  endear  her  to  the  heart  in  the  repaired  temples  of 
our  forefathers, , and  even  in  the  yet  remaining  ruins  of  some  of  the  old  ones?  Is  (here 
nothing  to  commend  her  to  our  choice  in  the  character  of  those  individuals  and  ftmilies 
who  in  tiroes  of  desertion  still  adhered  to  her  fkllen  fortunes,  and  whose  descendants  now 
constitute  the  great  body  of  her  communion '  Is  diere  nothing  in  her  well  attended  con- 
tentions, and  the  affection  which  has  ever  bound  our  hearts  together  on  audi  occasions, 
to  make  us  love  the  church  in  this  diocese?  Is  there  nothing  to  commend  it  to  our  af- 
fection and  confidence  in  that  seminary  which  has  not  only  supplied  our  own  State  with 
so  many  faithful  ministers,  but  whose  hundreds  of  alumni  are  to  be  seen  in  all  parts  of 
our  own  land,  and  yet  more,  who  form  so  large  a  proportion,  almost  indeed  the  en  tit  e 
band,  of  those  devoted  missionaries  who,  in  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  are  seeking  to 
spread  the  glorious  gospel  through  the  worid? 

Is  it  weskness,  my  friends,  to  love  such  a  church,  and  speak  of  it  sometiBDes  even  to 
boasting?  Not,  if  at  the  same  time  we  mourn  over  our  unworthiness  as  members  there- 
of and  do  not  withhold  the  candid  acknowledgment  of  much  error  and  sin  pervading 
our  portion,  as  well  as  all  other  portions  of  Zion.  But  with  such  feeling  and  confession  we 
may,  and  I  trust  all  of  us  will,  as  to  our  church  in  its  wide  extension  through  the  earth, 
and  in  her  special  location  in  our  midst,  take  up  the  language  of  one  of  our  sweet  hymns: 

*'  Beyond  my  highest  joji 
I  prize  her  heavenly  wayi, 
Heriweet  commnDion,  »olemn  vows, 
Her  hymns  of  lew  nnd  prnite. 
If  e'er  ny  henit  foifet 
Her  welfare  or  her  woe. 
Let  every  Joy  this  heart  fonake 
And  every  fpfief  o*er0ow. 
For  her  my  tnua  sbnfl  fUl, 
For  her  my  pnyn  uoeod, 
To  her  my  oarea  and  toils  be  given, 
Tin  toils  and  cares  shall  end." 
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The  hour  for  diviae  aer?ice  having  arrived,  on  motion,  the  Convention 
took  a  recede  till  aAer  service. 

The  Convention  again  assembled  after  church.  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  Johns 
in  the  Chair.  The  following  committees  were  then  announced  by  the  As- 
sistant Bishop :

Rt  Rev.  John  Johns  then  read  his  report,  a?  follows : 

BISHOP  JOHNS'S  REPORT. 

In  emimerating  the  services  of  the  past  conventional  year,  those  performed  at  Alexan- 
dria during  the  aeaslon  of  the  Convention,  are  the  first  in  order: 

May  18th»  I  lactored  in  Christ  Church,  and  the  next  morning,  in  the  same  church,  I 
eonfiniMd  five  peraooa.    SSd^  I  pleached  in  Christ  Church,  Balthnore.    SOth,  I  cone*- 
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cratad  8t  John's  Charch,  Portsraontlu  The  tentence  of  coniecntion  wm  read  bj  the 
Rev.  Mr.  ChiBhoIm;  Mnrice  by  the  Rer.  Meesra .  Cheeven  and  Jackaon,  aanated  in  tlie 
lessons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carraway;  sermon  by  myself.  St  John's  is  a  neat  and  conve- 
nient brick  edifice,  favorably  located,  and  has  connected  with  it  a  commodious  parsonage. 
The  whole  arrangement  is  highly  creditable  to  the  congregation  so  recently  organized,  and 
furnishes  reasonable  hope  of  growing  efficiency.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  I  con- 
firmed three  persons.  SOth,  itk  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  I  baptized  the  in&nt  son  of  the 
Rector.  It  was  my  intention  to  have  proceeded  immediately  to  Princeas  Ann,  but  as 
the  notice  had  not  been  received  in  time  to  be  sufficiently  circulated,  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  postpone  the  service,  and  another  appointment  was  made  for  June  23d. 

June  9th,  I  preached  at  Westover  Church  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afiemoon  ad- 
dressed the  congregation  of  coloured  persons  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leavell.  On 
this  visit,  I  baptized  the  Rector's  daughter,  and  also  the  youngest  four  chilctren  of  Mr. 
Selden.  15tb,  I  preached  at  Old  Church,  Hanover,  and  confirmed  one  person-  16th,  I 
preached  at  8t.  Peter's,  New  Kent.  These  two  churches,  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the 
Rev.  E.  McGuire  to  Westmoreland,  are  still  without  a  minister.  83d,  the  dsy  assigned 
for  Princess  Ann,  I  was  again  disappointed,  being  detained  at  home  by  the  sudden  illness 
of  a  member  of  my  family.  27th,  I  preached  at  Hampton,  then  without  a  Rector,  but 
since  supplied  by  the  Rev.  John  C.  McCabe,  who  officiates  also  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  in  the  Old  Church,  near  Bacon's  Castle. 

July  10th,  1 1th,  12th,  I  attended  the  examinations  at  the  Seminary  and  High  School. 
11th,  I  lectured  in  the  morning  in  Christ  Church,  Alexandria.  12th,  I  assLited  in  the 
ordination  services  in  the  same  church,  and  admitted  to  Priests'  Orders  the  Rev.  Wm. 
N.  Irish.  At  night,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  ten.  18th,  I 
preached  in  the  church  at  Little  Falls  and  confirmed  two.  At  night,  in  Zion  Church, 
Fairfax  Court  House,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dana,  I  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion and  confirmed-  four.  14th,  at  Centrevtlle,  I  consecrated  St.  John*s  Church;  sen- 
tence of  consecration  by  the  Rector;  sermon  by  myself;  Rev.  Messrs.  Dana  and  Dalrymple 
were  present,  and  participated  in  the  services.  This  church,  the  first  ever  erected  in 
this  village,  is  well  situated  to  supply  the  wants  of  a  hitherto  very  destitute  neighborhood. 
15th,  I  preached  In  the  church  at  Hay  Market.  16th,  I  preached  in  the  church  at  War- 
renton  and  confirmed  thirteen.  At  night,  after  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dana,  I  addressed  the 
congregation.  17th,  in  the  same  church,  I  admitted  to  Priests'  Orders  the  Rev.  Charles 
If.  Shields;  the  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Norton;  the  candidate  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dana;  sermon  by  myself.  19th,  I  preached  at  St  James'  Churclit 
Culpepper.  21st,  I  consecrated  St.  Paul's  Church,  (^ulpepper  county;  sentence  of  con- 
secration by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cole;  service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  t^tringfellow;  sermon  by  myself. 
I  also  confirmed  five.  22d,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's,  Culpepper 
Court  House.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  I  confirmed  three.  24th,  I  preached  in 
St  Thomas's  Church,  Orange  Court  House,  and  confirmed  two.  29th,  I  preached  in 
St  Anne's  Parish,  Albemarle.  31st,  I  consecrated  St.  John's  Church,  Columbia;  the 
sentence  of  consecration  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clover;  service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Am- 
bler; sermon  by  myself 

August  4th,  on  my  way  to  visit  several  places  in  the  Interior,  west  of  the  monntaini^ 
I  preached,  both  morning  and  night,  in  Trinity  Church,  Staunton.  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th, 
I  was  occupied  in  crossing  the  mountains  to  Lewis  county.  9th,  near  Boebanan,  in  an  old 
building  by  the  way  side,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two.  10th,  at  Weaton,  I  preached 
in  tie  mornings  and  at  night  again  addieased  the  congregation,     lltfa,  in  dit 
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phoe,  I  pnadied;  united  in  the  administration  of  the  oommunion,  and  confirmed  aeven. 
The  new  choreh  in  (hie  place,  though  not  rafficiently  adTanoed  for  consecration,  was 
famished  with  temporary  seats  and  accommodated  a  large  congregation.  Our  services 
in  this  vicinity  are  comparatively  of  recent  introduction.  Judging  from  what  I  have 
seen,  thej  seem  to  be  fiivorably  received.  More  has  already  been  effected  than  was  an- 
ticipated. Our  worthy  brother  who  labors  there  at  a  distance  from  all  clerical  associa- 
tion, is  entitled  to  aid  in  meeting  the  eipenses  incurred  in  erecting  their  building.  Just 
at  this  crisis,  a  little  help  will  greatly  lighten  his  work,  and,  under  God's  blessing,  secure 
the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Church  in  one  of  the  most  interesting  regions  of 
Western  Vii^ginia.  ISth,  I  rode^twenty-three  miles  to  Claiksburg,  and  preached  in  the 
Methodist  Church  to  a  large  congregation.  1 9th,  this  day  was  occupied  in  reaching 
Fairmonnt,  where  I  preached  at  nigl^t  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In  this  vicinity  I 
found  several  iiunilies  attashed  to  our  church,  and  very  solicitous  to  enjoy  its  stated  ser* 
vices.  14th,  after  a  rough  ride  of  five  and  twenty  miles^  I  reached  Morgantown,  where 
I  remained  several  dayi^  and  preached  on  the  16th  at  night,  and  on  the  18th,  both 
morning  and  night,  in  the  Methodist  Church,  which  was  kindly  loaned  to  us  for  our 
servioM.  Our  members  here  are  not  numerous,  but  they  are  firm  and  faithful.  A  sin- 
gle man  suited  to  the  place,  able  and  willing  to  do  diligently  the  work  of  an  evangelist, 
would  be  kindly  received  and  cared  for  there,  and  would  soon  be  in  a  suitable  church  of 
his  ovm.  At  present,  our  friends  there  are  joint  owners  with  another  denomination  of 
a  very  good  brick  building,  but  as  our  partners  had  made  their  appoinments  for  the  very 
days  on  whidi  our  services  were  to  take  place,  we,  as  I  have  stated,  were  generously 
accommodated  elsewhere.  These  ecclesiastical  firms,  wherever  tried,  have,  by  all  par- 
ties, been  found  inconvenient,  and  I  am  gratified  to  know  that  as  soon  as  our  people  in 
Morgantown  can  secure  a  minister  for  themselves,  a  different  arrangement  will  be  made. 
I  cannot  leave  the  noble  country  through  which,  for  the  last  fortnight,  I  have  been 
itinerating,  without  claiming  for  it  your  special  consideration  as  a  field  for  Missionary 
operations.  The  unsurpassed  grandeur  of  its  mountains — the  feitility  of  its  beautiful  val- 
leys— its  rich  and  ineihaustible  mineral  treasures — its  rapidly  increasing  and  induiitrious 
occupants,  indicate  infallibly  iu  distinguished  destiny.  Those  internal  improvements 
now  in  progress,  connecting  it  with  our  principal  maritime  cities  and  opening  to  it  an 
adequate  market,  must  vastly  augment  its  productions,  and  by  disclosing  its  peculiar  ad- 
vantages to  the  view  of  enterprising  settlers,  cover  it  with  an  active  and  prosperous  popu- 
lation. These  quickening  influences  are  already  strongly  stitring  there.  They  are  seen 
and  felt  at  every  turn,  even  by  the  transient  traveler.  The  accumulating  results,  like 
other  modem  developments,  will  surprise  the  most  sanguine.  To  the  operation  of  such 
potent  agencies  we  have  not  been  much  accustomed.  Our  stereotyped  habits  have  ren- 
dered us  slow  to  conceive  and  covet  such  advancement.  But,  unless  the  signs  of  the 
times  are  strangely  deceptive,  our  day  for  this  progress  is  at  hand — what  other  States  have 
experienced  we  are  to  see  largely  manifested  in  our  Western  region — and  it  is  for  us  as 
an  important  branch  of  the  Chrittian  Church,  to  discern  the  dawn  and  prepare  to  do  our 
responaible  part  in  the  eventful  work  of  the  opening  day.  As  that  interesting  portion  of 
this  extensive  Conwionwealth  wakes  into  full  activity,  it  is  ours  to  see  that  due  pre|)ar- 
ation  be  made  to  meet  its  spiritual  wants.  Before  it  teems  with  new  population  our 
preachers  should  be  there  with  all  the  plastic  powers  of  revealed  truth,  and  all  the  ap- 
pointed appliances  of  Divine  grace,  that  the  social  system  as  it  organizes  there  may  take 
the  form,  attain  the  symmetry,  and  become  instinct  with  the  spirit  of  the  GospeL  In 
the  accomplishment  of  this  QhjficX  we  shall  best  discharge  oar  bounden  duty,  and 
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moft  happily  provide  for  our  own  peace  and  prosperity.  Thoroughly  ersngiliie  thit 
great  Sute,  and  we  need  little  fear  the  viciantudea  of  political  ascendencies;  for  sanctified 
rule,  wherever  it  may  be  seated,  will  govern  with  equity,  and  be  felt  only  by  the  bless- 
ings which  it  difTuses.  The  virtual  concentration  of  communities  produced  by  those  &- 
duties  of  quick  and  easy  intercommunication  which  the  triumphs  of  modem  adenoe  and 
art  are  fast  furnishing,  may,  unlesa  the  elements  thus  brought  togedier  be  happily  har- 
monized, only  hasten  or  render  more  disastrous  the  explosion  which  mast  ensue. 
Where  the  minds  of  men  are  misguided  and  their  hearts  ^^vered  in  disaffection,  it  is 
vain  to  rely  on  the  restraining  power  of  written  constitutions  or  the  conservative  influence 
of  paper  guarantees.  To  give  stability  to  the  dvil  institutions  which  we  prixe,  and  per- 
petuate the  liberties  in  which  we  rejoice,  -the  Ooapel  presents  the  only  efficient  basis^ 
and  supplies  the  only  eflbctual  bands.  Its  golden  rule  of  righteousness  and  its  golden 
chain  of  love  cannot  be  dispensed  with  without  periling  even  our  political  prosperity. 
Let  us,  then,  gird  ourselves  for  generous  and  unwearied  effort,  that  we  may  lealoualy 
co-operate  with  our  brethren  in  the  Western  section  of  the  State  in  planting  and  extend* 
ing  there  the  Church  of  opr  aflections,  and  so  secure  the  prevalence  of  that  healthfol  and 
holy  influence  which  will  cement  our  fraternal  union,  and  ensure  Heaven's  special  bless- 
ing on  this  favored  Commonwealth. 

On  my  return  East,  I  offidated  as  follows: 

September  2d,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Georgetown.  9th,  I  preached  in  Trinity 
Church,  Washington.  16th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Baltimore.  S8d,  on  my 
route  to  the  General  Convention,  I  pieached  in  St  Mark's  Church,  New  York.  Thm 
proceedings  of  ihe  General  Convention  occupied  us  a  fortnight 

In  this  time  I  ofiidated  as  follows: 

October  5th,  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Cindnnati.  I2th,  preached  in  College 
HaH,  and  a)  night,  in  Trinity  Church,  Covington.  On  the  adjournment  of  the  Con* 
vention,  I  proceeded  to  visit  the  churches  on  the  Ohio.  The  low  stage  of  water  at  the 
time  deprived  us  of  the  usual  mode  of  conveyance,  and  we  travelled  by  land  through  the 
interior  of  the  Sute  to  Wheeling.  30th,  in  St  John's  Church,  South  Wheeling,  after 
a  sermon  by  Bishop  Burgess,  I  confirmed  twenty  two,  snd  at  night,  I  preached  in  the 
same  church.  22d,  at  Moundsville^  a  missionary  station,  at  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hy* 
land  offidates,  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight  28d,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  J.  D. 
McCabe,  I  left  Wheding  and  descended  the  river  to  a  misnonary  station  at  Cow  CiiMfc. 
24th,  I  preached  in  a  small  log  house  on  the  river  bank,  and  after  the  services  we  rode 
twenty  six  miles  to  Parkersborg.  The  constant  rain  during  the  next  day  interfered  with 
our  proposed  services  at  Bellevue,  another  misnonary  station,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Perkins,  and  where  there  is  a  church  ready  for  consecration.  27th,  I  consecrmled 
Trinity  Church,  Parkersburgt  the  sentence  of  consecration  was  read  by  the  Rector,  and 
the  service  by  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCabe;  sermon  by  myself.  The  church,  commenced  by 
the  late  Rev.  T.  Smith,  whose  tomb  is  in  the  tower,  is  an  appropriate  monument  of  hb 
leal  and  faith  in  the  good  cause  to  which  he  and  all  he  bad  were  ao  honestly  devoted. 
The  buikling  is  Gothic,  and  furnished  in  good  taste.  I  trust  its  completion  wiU  giw  m 
new  impulse  to  the  congregation,  and  be  followed  by  the  adding  to  the  Church  UMny 
"  such  as  riiaU  be  saved."  On  this  occamon  I  confirmed  three  persons.  28th  and  29th9 
we  were  occupied  in  returning  to  Wheeling.  80th,  I  went  to  Wellsburg,  and  preached 
these  at  night  81st,  I  consecrated  St  John's  Church,  Brooke  county  {  the  sentence  of 
conwcration  and  aervice  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hjfland;  sermon  by  myself.  Thia 
DMl  brick  diiirdi  is  a  sobitilvte  for  a  decayed  firame  hnikfing.    The  coogrogitum,  m 
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well  M  tbe  one  ftt  WeUibnrg.  are  at  prewot  under  the  care  of  the  Rer.  Mr.  Hjland, 
who  alao  officiatee  at  MoaDdiville»  below  Wheeling. 

November  lit,  I  conaearated  St.  John's  Chorch,  Soath  Wheeling ;  the  sentence  of 
conaecration  waa  read  by  the  Rector «  morning  aenrice  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong ;  ser* 
moo  by  myself.  This  church  was  to  haTO  been  consecrated  the  week  previous,  on  my 
first  viaity  hot  the  scaflblding  at  the  entrance  for  the  par(KMe  of  finishing  the  tower  could 
noc  then  be  removed,  and  the  service  was  postponed.  This  congr^ation  of  St.  John'a 
baa  beeo  collected  and  organiaed,  and  their  church  erected,  within  a  tew  months.  Ap- 
pearances indicate  that  this  is  only  an  initiatory  movement  and  a  temporary  habitation  i 
for  although  the  boilding  just  completed  is  very,  creditable  to  the  young  congregation,  its 
rapid  growth  has  already  led  to  tbe  securing  of  another  lot,  .with  a  view,  in  due  time^  to 
a  larger  and  more  permanent  edifice.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  I  confirmed  eight, 
one  of  whom  waa  from  the  Mjasionary  atation  at  Cow  Creek.  3d,  in  St.  Matthew'a 
Charcfa,  WheeUng^  I  admitted  the  Rev.  William  L.  Hyland  to  PrieeU  Orders «  the  ser- 
vice was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tompkina ;  the  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  J. 
D.  MeCabe  j  aermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  forty-eight,  one  of  whom  was  from  St.  John's.  This  large  ac* 
to  St.  Matthew'a  vras  particularly  gratifying  to  me  as  an  evidence  of  the  continued 
of  God  on  the  seivioes  of  an  early  and  devoted  friend,  with  whom,  at  the  com« 
menoement  of  our  ministry,  I  had  labored,  side  by  side,  in  adjacent  parishes  in  the 
Dioceae  of  Maryland,  and  whom,  on  thia  my  third  visit,  I  was  glad  to  meet  and  greet  in 
the  midat  of  hia  unabated  usefulness.  Moreover,  in  the  encouraging  increase  of  St. 
Matthew's,  it  was  highly  satisfactory  to  find  that  its  prosperity,  instead  of  being  arrested 
by  the  aeoesaion  nqcessary  in  the  formation  of  the  new  congregation,  is  still  on  the  ad- 
vsDoe — that  the  separation  of  the  promising  scion  had  but  promoted  the  growth  and 
iertility  of  the  parent  stock.  10th,  on  my  route  home  I  passed  a  Sunday  in  Baltimore^ 
and  preached  morning  and  night  in  Christ  Church.  1 8th  and  25th,  I  preached  in  the 
Asylum  at  Williamsburg,  supplying  the  place  of  the  Chsplain,  who  was  confined  by 
sickness.    28th,  I  preached  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  Cbrist  Church,  Norfolk. 

January,  1851,  I  again  preached  in  the  Asylum.  19th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  in 
Williamsburg.     29th,  I  lectured  in  St  PauKs  Church,  Richmond. 

February  2d,  I  preached  in  the  church  in  Williamsburg.  9 lb,  in  the  church  at  Wil- 
liamsburg I  admitted  Henry  F.  Groves  to  Deacons  Orders  {  the  service  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  E.  Withers ;  the  sermon  was  preached  and  the  candidate  preaented  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  ToCten.     16th,  I  preached,  morning  and  night,  in  the  Centurion  Church,  Old  Point. 

.March  26th,  I  lectured  in  the  church  at  Williamsburg.  30th,  in  the  morning,  I 
preached  in  the  Monumental  Church,  Richmond,  and  confirmed  thirteen.  In  the-  aAer- 
noon,  I  preached  in  St.  Jamea'  Church  and  confiimed  twelve.  At  night,  after  a  sermon 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Batch,  I  confirmed  five,  one  of  whom  was  from  St  James'  Church. 

April  6th,  I  preached  in  the  church  in  Williamsburg.  1 1th,  I  preached  in  Christ 
Chuich,  Norfolk.  12th,  in  Trinity  Church,  Portsmouth,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  L.  P. 
Clover  to  Priests  Orders ;  the  service  was  read  hf  the  Rev.  A.  Smith,  and  the  Rev.  J. 
C.  MeCabe ;  aermon  by  the  Rev.  John  H.  Wingfield  $  and  the  candidate  waa  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Jamea  Chishelm.  I  also  confirmed  one  person.  13th,  in  the  morning,  I 
pieadifld  in  Chriat  Church,  Norfolk,  and  confirmed  forty,  of  whom  twenty  were  colored 
At  night,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's,  and  confirmed  twenty-eight,  of  whom  ten 
oolorad  pecaons^  connected  with  Christ  Chuich.  These  large  additioaa  to  congra- 
gatloiiaalna^iy.iMiinBroiis^  have  aoggiatai  tbe  azpedien^  of  encting  a  new  church,  aad 
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I  found  the  subject  eo  aerioasly  agitated  by  thoae  intereated,  that  I  am  penoaded  they 
will  not  be  long  in  its  aocomplishment.  The  number  of  aerTanta  who  have  recently 
joined  onr  communion  there,  and  who  are  regarded  but  the  first  fruits  of  a  greater  in- 
gathering, seems  to  indicate  the  necessity  of  providing  enlarged  accommodations.  14th« 
I  had  an  appointment  at  8t  John's,  Portsmouth,  but  it  was  thought  expedient  to  poat- 
pone  it  on  account  of  the  weather.  24th,  accompanied  by  the  Rot.  Mr.  Withers,  I  left 
home  to  visit  several  of  the  congregations  south  of  James  River.  At  night,  I  preached 
in  Smithfield,  and  confirmed  three  from  the  chorch  in  Surry,  near  Bacon's  Castle. 
86th,  we  proceeded  to  Dr.  Urqubart's,  where  we  passed  the  night,  and  by  making  an 
early  start  the  next  morning,  reached  Jerusalem  in  time  for  service.  26th  and  27th,  I 
preached  each  day  in  the  Court  House  at  Jerusalem,  and  attended  other  aervices  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Withers  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilcoxon.  In  the  county  of  8outh* 
ampton,  there  are  many  families  attached  to  the  Episcopal  Church  and  desirous  to  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  her  ministry.    During  the  past  year  they  have  been  occasionally  supplied 

by  the  brethren  of  the Convocation.     We  found  the  congregations  large, 

attentive  and  serious.  In  time  past  there  were  not  less  than  three  churches  in  that 
county.  At  present  our  people  there  have  no  church  of  their  own,  and  no  one  to  break 
to  them  the  bread  of  life.  They  are,  however,  able  and  ready  to  put  up  a  suitable  build- 
ing, and  prepared  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  a  minister.  I  trust  they  will  not  long 
be  left  **as  sheep  without  a  Shepherd."  28th,  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation  in 
Immanuei  Church,  Sussex.  The  Rev.  Mr-  Roberts  gives  to  this  place  his  fifth  Sundays. 
Its  proper  connexion  is  with  Southampton,  and  the  two  furnish  a  promising  field  of  labor. 
S9th,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Petersburg,  and  confirmed  aeven.  SiHh,  I  preached 
in  St.  Paul's,  Petersburg,  and  confirmed  three.  Other  candidates  were  prevented  from 
attending  by  the  heavy  rain. 

May  7th,  I  left  home  to  meet  my  appointments  on  my  way  to  the  Convention.  8th,  I 
lectured  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Richmond.  9th  and  tOth  were  occupied  in  reaching 
Lynchburg.  On  arriving  there  I  found  that,  as  the  new  church  was  not  quite  completed, 
it  was  deemed  desirable  to  defer  its  consecration,  and  the  next  morning,  at  an  early  hour, 
I  proceeded  to  a  church  in  the  vicinity.  1 1th,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's,  Bedford, 
and  confirmed  seven.  l!^th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  the  church  at  Liberty,  and 
confirmed  two.  At  night,  I  preached  again  in  the  same  church.  1 5th,  I  preached  in 
St.  John's,  Roanoke,  and  confirmed  two.  1 6th,  I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Fin- 
castle,  and  confirmed  six.  17th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Buchanan,  and  con- 
firmed four.  1 8th,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Lexington,  and  confirmed  seven. 
19th,  the  preacher  selected  to  deliver  the  anniversary  sermon  before  the  Bible  Society  of 
the  Military  Institute  having  been  prevented  from  attending,  I  accepted  an  invitation  from 
the  Committee,  and  addressed  the  members  snd  others,  assembled  in  Grace  Church. 

In  the  detail  of  services  thus  rendered,  I  have  taken  occasion  to  advert  to  aome  of  the 
many  and  interesting  spheres  of  missionary  operation  which  this  extensive  Diocese  pre- 
sents. In  view  of  the  work  to  which  we  are  thus  providentially  invited,  and  in  the 
prosecution  of  which  I  am  sure  of  your  readiness  to  unite,  permit  me  to  renew  my  ap- 
peal on  behalf  of  the  Society  organized  for  this  purpose  by  our  Convention.  I  am  thank- 
ful to  perceive  a  growing  interest  and  increasing  patronage  in  reference  to  this  institution. 
On  its  past  and  present  efiSdency  I  need  not  dwell.  The  pleasing  proof  is  apparent  in 
every  part  of  the  Diocese.  What  has  thus  been  accomplished,  however,  but  widens  our 
horizon  and  discloses  more  to  be  done.  Only  strengthen  the  sinews  of  this  tried  arm  of 
which  I  speak,  by  libeM  oontributioiifl  and  beHeviDg  prayers,  and,  under  God,  the  good 
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noik  win  prooMd.    Then  all  oar  people  wiO  leam  to  know  and  praiie  Him*  **  and  God* 

tvw  oor  own  God,  ahail  gbe  as  Hia  bleaHnff." 

In  doaing  tUa  report,  aome  alloaion  may  be  expected  to  the  conditioa  and  proapeetaof 

the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  with  which,  by  the  advice  of  the  Convention,  I  am 

oAdally  coonedad.     We  are  now  in  our  aecond  aeaiion  linee  tlie  reorganiation.    Oor 

matiienlation  liaC  haa  been  doubled,  and  we  have  the  promiae  of  an  addition  at  the  beginning 

ef  the  next  term  in  October,  quite  as  large  aa  the  healthful  growth  of  the  inatitntion  will  al- 

low.    Nolwithatanding  the  oppoaitioo  which,  from  vaiioua  quarterly  we  have  encoonterad, 

■id  the  failure  of  patronage  from  thoae  on  whom  we  auppoaad  we  might  rely,  our  auooeaa 

hai  thoa  hr  quite  equalled  my  expeotation.    We  ihal]  soon  aee  whether  the  experiment  will 

fUly  aaawer  the  hope  by  which  it  was  recommended.     In  the  management  of  the  Inali- 

tBlion  no  aarioua  diflkalty  haa  yet  been  experienced;  and  with  the  co-operation  of  my 

iMe  and  Jodieiooa  coUeagoea,  and  the  eountenanoe  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Yiaitors^ 

I  prosiae  myaelf  that  we  ahaU  bo  able  to  establish  for  the  College  a  reputation  which 

wiU  tender  it  attractiTe  to  such  students  as  we  aeek  to  educate.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dana  read  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  during  the  past  conventional  year. 

Ilie  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  So- 
dcty,  together  with  the  account  of  the  Treasurer,  were  presented  and 
referred  to  the  appropriate  committee. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Andrews,  Rev.  John  Grammer,  and  Mr.  Ed- 
mund Fountaine,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  letter  of  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  with  reference  to  the  society  for  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  pftrts,  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  United  States,  communicated  to  the  Convention  by  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

A  petition  was  received  from  the  citizens  of  New  Martinsville,  Wetzel 
county,  for  the  formation  of  a  new  parish  within  the  limits  of  said  county, 
to  be  denominated  Wetzel  Parish,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
New  Parishes. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning 
tt  9  o^clock.

Readved,  In  aid  of  the  above  object,  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  dheded 
to  remit  to  the  Bishop  the  preaent  surplus  of  the  contingent  fiind. 

lUsolvedf  As  further  necessary  to  this  object,  and  the  moat  convenient  and  anitable 
mode  of  effecting  the  aame^  that  the  aalaiy  of  the  Bishop  be  raised  from  ita  pwaent 
amount  of  $1000  to  {^SOOO  per  annum. 

On  motion, 

Ruolved^  That  the  Rev.  £.  C.  McGuire  and  Col.  F.  H.  Smith  be  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  communicate  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  reaolntioiis^ 
and  to  assure  him  of  the  spirit  in  which  they  were  originated  and  earned  through. 

Ordered,  that  the  Convention  proceed  to-morrow  morning,  9  o'clock,  to 
the  election  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  this  Diocese.

Commonwealth  from  foUownig  the  example  set  by  the  Governors  of  other  Statea  in 
setting  apart  a  special  day  for  this  purpose,  and  the  duty  referred  to  has,  in  conse- 
quenoe,  been  greatly  neglected :  therefore, 
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Enrrhfd,  That  tUi  Ck>nt«ntion  do  leoommeiid  to  tlie  Clergy  and  Parities  of  this 
DboeM  the  obaerviiioe  of  tlie  Fust  Thandaj  in  NoYember»  being  the  day  appointed  in 
the  rabiie  for  thia  pmpoae,  aa  a  day  of  Public  Thankagiving.to  Almighty  God  ibr the 
froili  of  the  earth. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  took  a  recess  to  attend  divine  service.

named  Innda;  and  that  each  body  shall  consiBt  of  three  persons,  of  whom  the  Treasoter 
of  the  land  for  which  they  are  respectiTely  Trnstoes  shall  be  one;  that  the  certificate  of 
each  investment  shall  invariably  run  in  the  following  form  to  wit :  <*  to  A  B,  dec  (the 
trostees,)  the  larvirorB  or  sonriTor  of  them,  for  the  solo  ose  and  benefit  of  such  sorviTor 
or  oarrivors,  as  Trostees  of  "  (the  Theological  Seminary,  Episcopal  Fand,  or  Widows' 
and  Orphans'  Fand,  as  the  ease  may  be.)  That  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  sanrivors  or 
oarviTor  of  each  body  of  Trostees  to  fill  withoat  delay — ^with  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Dioceae,  sabject  to  the  sanction  of  the  next  ConTontion — any  vacancy 
which  may  at  any  time  occur  in  their  or  his  respectiTe  bodies^  and  cause  all  the  certifi* 
catea  of  investment  to  be  forthwith  renewed  conformably  to  the  above  directions.

It  will  be  aeen  by  the  foregoing  statement,  that  this  Society  calla  for  the  ieak>aa  and 
hnmediate  assiatance  of  all  thoee  who  deaire  the  exiatenoe  of  oar  Charch  throughout  the 
State.  The  committee  need  at  once  several  hundred  dollaia  to  pay  the  salariea  pledged 
to  their  misstonariea,  whoee  quarterly  instalments  are  now  due. 

Several  stationa  of  great  promise  are  now  vacant.  The  missionary  atationa  at  Rich- 
mond, Buchanan,  Lexingfton,  City  Point,  and  Amherst,  are  calling  for  missionaries; 
and,  sorely,  we  need  to  pray  earnestly  that  the  Lord  would  aend  forth  kborera  into  His 
hwest. 

To  contribute  to  each  atation,  and  at  the  same  time,  to  discharge  their  duty  to  the 
Dioceae,  the  committee  have  been  obliged  to  pass  rules  reducing,  annually,  the  amount 
contributed  to  each  missionary  atation.  This  rule  they  will  endeavor  rigklly  to  adhere 
to,  while,  at  the  same  time,  they  will  also  contribute  generously  as  far  as  their  meaoa 
will  allow  them,  and  as  drcumatanoea  require.  Their  object  ia  to  make  the  churchea 
which  tbey  assist  self-supporting  as  soon  as  possible^  so  that  the  aid  of  the  Society  may 
extend  to  others  of  the  Diocese.     The  necessity  of  this  rule  requires  no  argument.

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theologiedl  Seminary  of  Va.  and  of  the  High  School* 

The  TrofteeB  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  of  the  High  School,  respectfally  re- 
porty  that  theae  important  inititutiona  of  the  Church  are  in  a  high  degree  flouriihing. 
ThiBj  continne  to  enjoy  the  favor  and  protection  of  Him  for  whoae  honor  they  were  ea- 
tabliahed,  and  to  whoae  glory  they  are,  and,  we  trust,  ever  will  be  consecrated. 

The  nomber  of  students  at  the  Theological  Seminary  is  thirty- two,  and,  considering 
the  namber  of  theological  students  at  other  Seminaries,  it  surely  calls  for  devout  thank- 
fidneaa  that  it  b  so  large.  We  have  adverted  in  our  late  reports  to  the  lamentable  want 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry  throughout  our  country,  and  to  the  necessity  of  urgent 
prayer  that  the  Lord  would  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest.  The  last  two  classes 
are  modi  largier  in  number  than  any  that  have  entered  for  some  time  past;  and  though 
we  feel  encouraged  by  the  present  number  at  the  Seminary,  yet  it  is  so  incommensurate 
to  our  wants,  and  so  much  smaller  than  we  might  reasonably  anticipate,  that  we  still  feel 
the  great  unportance  of  urging  upon  the  people  of  God  throughout  our  Diooeso  the  ne- 
oesaty  of  fervent,  persevering  prayer  for  this  object 

The  spirit  now  pervading  the  Seminary  is  highly  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the 
Church,  and  indicative  of  great  usefulness  and  efficiency.  There  is,  we  believe,  an 
humbler  devotedness,  leading  them  to  inquire  Lord  what  wilt  Thou  have  me  to  do^ 
As  an  evidence  of  this,  three  of  the  Alumni  will,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  take  their 
departure  as  missionaries  for  China;  and  it  is  understood  that  several  of  the  preaent 
students  will  be  ready  to  go  whenever  the  Church  shall  call  for  them. 

Our  Theological  Seminary  is  steadily  advancing  in  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the 
Church  throughout  our  country.  As  an  evidence  of  this,  we  have  lately  received  from 
a  distant  Diooeae  a  legacy  of  $1,000.  To  this,  also^  we  might  add  valuable  contribu- 
tions of  theological  and  literary  works  to  our  library.  And  students  from  other  Dioceses 
are  coming  to  our  Seminary  to  receive  the  advantages  of  that  religious  and  intellectual 
education  which  is  there  imparted  by  our  able  professors,  and  by  association  and  sym- 
pathy with  other  students.  The  number  of  candidates  from  our  own  Diocese  now  at 
the  Seminary  is  very  small,  so  that,  in  point  of  feet,  our  Seminary,  though  local  in  name, 
is  general  in  its  influence  and  usefulness.  We  are  very  much  gratified,  however,  in 
being  able  to  state  that  the  prospect  of  a  large  number  of  candidates  fixim  Virginia  for 
the  ensuing  year  is  highly  fevorable. 

The  library  now  amounts  to  more  than  5,000  volumes. 

The  permanent  fund  is  now  about  $60,000,  yielding  an  annual  income  of  at  least  six 
per  cent.  The  fund  has  received  an  increase  of  $7,278  during  the  past  year.  Of  this 
smount,  $1,000  is  a  special  legacy  for  the  use  of  the  library,  firom  the  late  Charles  D. 
Betta,  a  memkter  of  St  Mark's  Church,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  through  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Anthon,  to  whose  wisdom  and  judgment  that  gentleman  confided  the  direction  of  many 
charities. 

The  reports  of  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  of  the  Rector  of  the 
High  School,  herewith  appended,  will  exhibit  the  state  of  their  respective  departments. 

The  report  of  the  Rector  of  the  High  School  shows  that  that  institution  is  highly 
prosperous,  and  the  growing  exper^ce  of  its  valuable  Rector  will  render  it  all  that  the 
frpeoda  of  sound  literature  and  true  piety  could  desire.  We  are  gratified  in  being  able  to 
attle  thai  the  number  of  applicants  for  admission  is  far  more  than  can  be  accommodated, 
iad  also^  that  nol  a  single  case  requiring  aevere  discipline  has  occorred  during  the  year,

Had  it  been  deemed  erpedient, 
iod  had  the  accommodations  been  snfBdent,  the  namk»er  would  have  reached,  if  nol 
wiipaasnd,  one  handred.  The  proqwct  continues  encoaraging  for  the  fatnre  The  ra- 
igioiis  condition  of  the  school  continues  wholesome  The  students  ace  very  derout  and 
attentive  at  all  senrioes^  Ac. ;  and  the  voluntary  religious  exercises  are  uniformly  attend- 
ed by  all  the  students^  with  not  mora  than  two  or  three  excepdons.  No  occasion  baa 
iiisen  for  a  sbgle  case  of  expulsion,  dismission,  or  other  unpleasant  diaeipfine,  during  the 
whole  MHion.

Rer.  Dr.  McGuire,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Memorial  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Staunton  Female  Institute,  made  the  following  report,  which,  after 
considerable  discussion,  was  adopted : 

The  committed  to  whom  was  referrad  the  proposition  of  the  Virginia  Female  Institute^ 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  raport: 

1.  Thai  the  maximum  amount  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Convention,  if  the  propost- 
tiin  shall  be  accepted,  has  been  Axed  at  the  sum  of  $7,000,  as  will  appear  by  the  written 
obl^gatioo  of  highly  respectable  and  raqwnsible  citixens  of  Staunton,  herawith  subnutted* 
That  sora  the  committee  do  not  hentate  to  say  is  far  below  the  actual  cost  or  praseni 
value  of  the  property. 

S.  That  as  to  the  proper  legal  assurances  by  which  the  property  shall  be  held  under 
the  control  of  the  Conventien,  several  plans  have  been  suggested.  One  is,  that  the  sto^ 
now  hdd  by  the  trustees  and  individual  stockholdera  shall  be  transferred  in  ownenfaip 
to  sodi  persons  as  Uie  Convention  may  indicate  as  enjoying  its  fullest  confidence. 
Another  is,  that,  disregarding  the  charter  of  incorporation,  it  ihall  be  taken  and  held  by 
the  honorary  trustees  in  all  respects  as  the  funds  of  the  Church  are  held  for  other  objects. 
Upon  this  subject  the  committee  are  not  prepared  to  give  any  decided  opinion.  It  is 
one  not  necessary  to  be  decided  until  the  money  is  to  be  paid,  and  one  which  will  no 
doubt  he  decided  upon  the  best  legal  advice.  The  Trustees,  in  their  proposition,  under- 
take to  do  whatever  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  give  foil  efied  to  the  transfert  and  the 
emnmittee  do  not  doubt  that  they  can  and  will,  upon  the  payment  of  the  money,  do  all 
that  will  be  reqoirad  for  the  full  assurance  of  the  Convention. 

3.  As  to  the  financial  arrangements  necessary  to  raise  the  fonda  required,  and  the 
time  within  which  they  are  to  be  raised,  the  committee  have  been  asrared  that  although 
the  Convention  can  incur  no  legal  obligation,  yet,  upon  the  assurance  that  the  Diocese 
b  engaged  in  the  effort  to  buy  the  Institute,  there  will  be  no  diflSculty  in  securing  any 
nasooable  indulgence  as  to  the  time  of  payment  This,  however,  must  and  will  be 
dona  by  the  Trustees  themselves,  as  the  proper  and  only  parties  legally  competent  to  act 
The  mode  of  raising  the  necessary  fonds  has  been  a  subject  of  much  consideration  with 
the  conmillae^  and  they  have  concluded  to  recommend,  as  the  best  which  has  been  sug* 
gssledy  that  an  agent  shall  he  appointed,  with  authority  to  raise  within  the  Diocese  the 
wm  of  97,000. 

In  asofllorisny  the  eonmittee  beg  ks^  to  raeommend  the  following 
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Siuohedt  That  the  Biahopf  are  requested  to  appoint  one  or  more  agenti  to  loUcit  from 
the  membera  of  the  Proteatant  Episcopal  Church  in  Virginia,  snbsciiptiona  and  contri- 
bntiona  to  the  snm  of  $7,000,  to  enable  the  Convention  to  purchase  from  the  Tmstees 
of  the  Virginia  Female  Institute  at  Staunton  the  real  estate  and  school  buildinga  and 
other  property  thej  have  offered  to  this  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  when  the  followin^r  gentlemen 
were  elected :

The  Rev.  C.  W.  Andrews,  from  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  tlie  let- 
ter of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in  reference  to  the  celebration  of  the 
third  jubilee  of  the  society  in  England  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  in 
foreign  parts,  reported  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

Reiohedf  That  this  Convention  are  profoundly  sensible  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  due 
from  the  church  in  this  country  to  the  venerable  society  in  England  for  the  propagation 
of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  parts. 

Reiolved^  That  we  heartily  respond  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
that  our  branch  of  the  churdi  should  unite  in  the  joint  celebration  of  the  third  Jubilee  of 
thia  society. 

Retolved,  That  this  Convention  do  recommend  that  on  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
(June  88d,)  the  church  in  this  Diocese  do  unite  with  their  brethren  of  the  church  of 
Ki%land  in  the  celebration  of  this  solemn  Jubilee;  that  appropriate  sermons  be  preached 
in  all  the  parishes  of  this  Diocese;  and  that  the  people  be  invited  to  bring  their  ofieringa 
in  token  of  their  devout  gratitude  for  the  rich  blessings  they  have  derived  from  their 
mother  church  in  England,  especially  through  the  agency  of  the  Society  for  the  propa* 
gation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts. 

Reeoloed^  That  in  accordance  with  the  Divine  direction  freely  to  give  what  we  have 
freely  received,  the  offisrings  on  this  occasion  be  appropriated  to  the  mission  in  Chins« 
with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Female  Seminary  in  Shanghai,  for 
which  Bishop  Boone  has  so  earnestly  appealed  to  the  sympathies  and  charities  of  the 
church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoflf,  from  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  Beports  req)ectfuUy  report  that  they  have  given  atten- 
tion to  the  duty  assigned  them.  They  have  examined  one  hundred  and  twelve  reports, 
and  have  prepared  a  synopsii  of  the  whole;  all  of  which  they  recommend  to  be  added  to 
the  Journal. 

It  is  desirable  that  more  accuracy  and  system  should  distinguish  this  portion  of  the  labors 
of  the  Convention.  Among  other  things  which  cannot  be  ascertained  from  the  reports, 
and  which  it  would  be  generally  interesting  to  know,  is  the  number  of  the  colored  com- 
nramcanfts  and  of  colored  persona  confirmed.    At  present  they  are  so  reported  with  the 
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▼hfoi  eommwiiieiatiy  th«t  H  ii  hurdly  if  at  all  poanble  to  Meertun  wluit  tha  proportkn 
it.  The  nmiiber  of  tMchen  uid-icholari  in  Sanday  Schools  is  Tery  seldom  meDtioiied. 
The  onlj  method  in  which  these  and  other  defects  can  be  supplied,  is  by  the  diligent 
altantioii  of  the  clergy  to  drawing  up  their  reports  in  the  form  prefixed  to  the  last  Journal, 
la  this  way  the  oneroos  though  humble  labors  of  the  oommittea  would  be  ^eiy  muoh 
Bgfateiied,  and  all  those  frets  be  brought  together,  from  year  to  year,  by  which  aloi^e  we 
cm  satis&ctorily  ascertain  the  progress  of  the  church  in  very  important  particulara.

The  C^onvention  re-assemhled. 

Rer.  Dr.  McGuire,  from  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  Oommitlee  on  the  State  of  Ae  Church  in  this  Diooeee,  take  pleasure  in  repotting 
iti  continued  prosperitj.  There  are  some  local  exceptions  indeed;  but  we  are  generally 
greeted  by  cheering  signs  of  increase  and  expanrion.  In  some  of  the  western  and  south- 
wettcrn  counties^  there  is  a  deficiency  of  ministerial  labor  that  calls  for  regret  and  sym- 
piihyi  a  defidency  very  sensibly  felt  by  the  people,  and  by  no  means  to  be  ascribed  to 
tinir  incHsposition  or  inability  to  sustain  the  diurch.  The  source  of  the  evil  is  to  be 
ftipid  in  the  want  of  ministers.  It  is  belieTcd'that  an  ample  field  could  be  found  in 
Alt  region  ftir  a  large  increase  of  duly  qualified  laborers.    The  reflection  suggeiUi  thai 
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more  beed  be  given  to  the  Dinne  ezbortattooy  ''The  harreit  tnilj  if  great  bat  the  b- 
borert  ere  few:  pnj  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harreet  that  he  will  tend  ibith  laboren 
into  hie  hanreit." 

The  Qsaal  increate  of  church  edifioei  hai  dutingnisbed  the  hiitory  of  the  pail  year* 
Some  of  these  have  been  of  a  higher  and  lome  of  a  lower  grade  of  arebitectoral  extent  and 
beanty,  bat  all  greatly  contributing  to  the  convenience  and  proepecti  of  the  chuidi  in 
their  reapective  localities. 

The  growth  of  the  church  by  additions  to  her  communion  is  altogether  encouraging, 
being  much  in  advance  of  the  last  year's  increase.  Especially  has  there  been  a  larger 
proportion  than  usual  of  the  colored  population  received  into  the  church.  The  signs  of 
increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  in  regard  to  this  once  neglected  elaas,  forms 
a  marked  feature  in  the  recent  experience  of  the  Diocese.  May  their  labors  more  abound 
and  be  crowned  with  abundant  success. 

Tour  committee  refer  with  peculiar  pleasure  to  the  clerical  convocations  which  have 
been  recently  extending  throughout  the  Diocese.  In  the  activity  which  animates  and  the 
usefulness  attending  their  efforts,  we  have  in  some  respects  a  new  development  of  the 
famer  life  and  self-diffusive  energy  of  the  church.  By  stated  meetings  and  frequent  earn* 
est  preaching,  an  unusual  interest  has  been  awakened  among  the  people— whilst  the  ad- 
vantages have  been  multiplied  in  the  opportunities  of  social  intercourse  and  oonnael,  in 
arrangements  for  the  supply  of  destitute  and  unreclaimed  portiona  of  our  Zion,  and  in  the 
circulation  of  religious  tracts,  books.  See.  Nothing  but  good  can  arise  from  each  godly 
associations,  and  that  they  may  be  multiplied  and  lealouvty  fostered  must  be  the  prayer 
of  every  one  vHshing  well  and  desiring  the  glory  of  Christ 

The  subject  of  the  annual  thanksgiving  for  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  and  all  other  bene* 
fits  of  Ood*s  merciful  Providence,  having  been  referred  by  the  Convention  to  this  com- 
mittee, they  would  express  their  cordial  agreement  in  the  fitness  and  leligioQs  proprieCy 
of  the  observanoet  and  having  considered  the  question  of  a  change  of  the  day,  they  would 
respectfully  express  an  opinion  in  behalf  of  the  time  appointed  by  the  rubric,  viz:  the  firrt 
Thursday  in  November.  To  adopt  any  other  day  by  act  of  the  Convention,  would  be 
in  efiect  to  annul  the  rubric,  which  exceeds  any  power  belonging  to  this  body.  The 
annual  obeervance  of  the  First  Thursday  in  November  as  a  day  of  general  Thanksgiving 
is  then  heartily  recommended  to  the  churches  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Bishop  is  respect- 
fully requested  to  remind  us  annually  of  this  obligation  as  the  time  approachea.  The 
reflection  would  be  a  melancholy  if  not  alarming  one,  that  whilst  the  great  majort^  if 
not  the  whole  of  our  sister  States  are  annually  vocal  throughout  their  borders  with  the 
praises  of  God,  no  grateful  notes  should  be  heard  throughout  the  length  or  breadth  of  this 
our  beloved  Commonwealth.  The  church  has  it  in  her  power  to  redeem  the  State  in 
■ome  degree  from  this  fool  blot  Songs  of  praise  and  the  voice  of  thankagiving  aaeend- 
faif  fhun  her  pumerous  churches^  would  enter  with  acceptance  into  the  ears  of  the  Lord 
'  Ood  of  Sabaoth,  and  peradventure  take  away  from  us  that  upect  and  character  of  on* 
godfineas  which  ever  brings  down  the  withering  curse  of  God  upon  nations  ae  upon  In- 
dividoala.

The  Rector  has  the  pleaaure  of  reporting  that,  during  the  last  conventional  year,  a 
Mw  church  haa  bean  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  his  congregation.  It  is  built  on 
the  site  of  the  old  edifice,  in  Gothic  atyle,  84  fieet  long  by  48  wide.  The  first  service 
was  held  in  it  on  Easter  day.

A  number  of  additional  families  have  attached  themaelves  to  the  congrega- 
ti(m  Dy  renting  or  buying  pewj,  thereby  at  once  affording  to  the  Rector  a  considerably 
increased  and  most  interesting  field  of  labor.  For  the  happy  issue  of  the  enterprize  in 
which  his  people  have  recently  been  engaged,  as  well  as  for  the  many  other  tokena  of 
Divine  favor  which  have  marked  the  past  year,  the  Rector  desires  thus  to  record  his  de- 
vout gratitude. 

It  is  but  due  to  the  ladies  of  his  congregation  to  state,  that  they  have  raised  between 
eight  and  nine  hundred  dollars  toward  paying  for  the  new  organ  with  which  the  church 
is  furni^ed.

Daring  the  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  discharging  the  duties  of  my  office,  as  City 
Miabnary,  and  in  that  capacity  been  enabled  to  pay  upwards  of  nine  hundred  yirits  to 
tboss  destitute  of  the  comforts  and  consolations  of  the  Gospel. 

A  weekly  service  has  been  regulsrly  held  at  the  Orphan  Asylum  and  Almshoase ; 
Bibles,  prayer  books,  and  tracts,  distributed  for  the  benefit  of  seamen  and  those  visiting 
tlte  city  from  the  neighboring  country,  and  assistance  rendered  the  two  rectors,  by  offi- 
ciatifig  for  them  sixty-four  times.  Though  my  time  is  exclusively  occupied  in  the  work 
of  Uus  missbn,  I  feel  utterly  unable  to  do  half  that  ia  required.  Few  stand  in  greater 
Deed  of  the  pare  precepts  of  the  Oospel  than  the  majority  of  the  population  inhabiting 
(he  farroonding  eoantiea ;  and  in  consideration  of  their  lamentable  spiritual  destitution, 
md  the  obligatioiia  leating  upon  the  profeased  foOowers  of  Jesus^  we  feel  it  imperative  to 
pay  aainaatly  to  the  <<Lord  of  the  Harvest,  tcDNnd  forth  laborera  into  His  harvest."

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PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH.  &c, 
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ARTICLE  I. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
State,  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  May,  every  year ;  but  the  Convention 
which  meets  in  the  year  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, may  have  power  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  for  the 
next  annual  session ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  existence  of  an  epidemic  dis- 
ease or  any  other  good  cause,  rendering  it  necessary  or  expedient  to  alter 
the  place  fixed  on  for  any  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  Bishop  may 
change  the  place,  or  the  time,  or  both,  at  his  (discretion. 

ARTICLE  II. 

[As  amended  in  1840  and  1850.] 

The  Convention  shall  ]?e  composed  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and  of  the  ofHciating  ministers  who  now  are,  or 
may  hereafter  be  regularly  and  canonically  elected  in  parishes  or  churches 
within  this  State,  so  long  as  they  continue  officiating  in  parishes  or  churches 
within  this  Diocese,  professors  of  the  l^heological  Seminary  of  Virginia, 
missionaries  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Bishop^  and  within  this 
Diocese,  and  of  those  whom  age  or  infirmity  prevents  from  exercising  their 
clerical  fimctions,  who  shall  be  considered  members  ex  officio,  and  also  the 
acting  agent  or  agents  for  any  benevolent  society  or  societies,  and  the  Rec- 
tor of  the  Episcopal  High  School,  being  clergymen  of  this  Church,  and  who 
are  under  the  canonical  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  No 
person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention.  The  Convention  shall  also  be  composed  of  lay  members, 
consisting  of  one  delegate  for  each  parish  or  church,  chosen  by  the  vestry 
or  trustees  thereof.  Every  parish  having  more  than  one  officiating  minis- 
ter, who  hath  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected,  shall  be. entitled  to 
send  as  many  lay  delegates  as  it  has  ministers — and  in  every  case  the  dele- 
gate or  delegates  shall  be  communicants  in  the  church.  The  Assistant 
Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop. 
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ARTICLE  m. 

Twelve  membera  of  the  clerical,  and  twelve  of  the  lay  order  shall  con- 
ttitate  a  qaoram  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  but  a  sn*aller  number  may 
adjourn. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy  and 
laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  shall 
give  validity  to  any  measure ;  but  when  three  members  require  it,  there 
sl^dl  be  a  vote  by  orders. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  be  made  in  Convention  in 
the  following  manner :  The  order  of  the  clergy  shall  nominate  and  ap- 
point by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  for  that  office ;  and  the 
Totes  of  a  majority  of  that  order  shall  be  requbite  to  constitute  a  choice ; 
and  thereupon,  such  appointment  shall  be  presented  to  the  order  of  the  lay 
delegates,  and  be  considered  by  them ;  and  if,  on  a  ballot,  it  shall  appear 
tiiat  the  person  so  nominated  is  approved  of  by  a  majority  of  the  lay  order, 
he  shall  then  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

ARTICLE  VI 

The  Bbhop  shall  be  President  of  the  Convention ;  in  which  character  it 
•ball  be  his  duty  to  give  to  the  Convention,  annually,  a  general  view  of  the 
•tate  of  the  Church ;  to  call  special  Conventions,  at  whatever  time  and 
place  he  shall  think  necessary,  or  when  required  by  the  standing  commit- 
tee ;  to  preserve  order  dudng  the  time  of  session  ;  to  put  the  question,  col- 
lect the  votes,  and  declare  the  decision ;  and  he  may  deliver  his  sentiments 
oil  any  subject  after  it  has  been  discussed,  before  a  vote  thereon. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  the  Convention  immediately 
upon  their  assembling,  shall  choose,  by  joint  ballot,  a  President  from  among 
die  order  of  Priests,  who  shall  remain  in  office  notil  the  next  annual  Con- 
?ention,  or  until  the  next  election  of  a  PresidenL  He  shall  perform  all 
duties,  and  possess  all  the  privileges  above  specified  ;  but  he  shall  not  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Convention,  unless  applied  to  for  that  purpose,  by 
1  majority  of  the  standing  committee ;  and  if^  while  there  is  a  Bishop  in 
this  Church,  he  shall  not  be  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Convention,  they 
•hall  elect,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  a  President  pro  tempore. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 


A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  during  good  behavior.  His  duty  shall  be  to  make  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts 
of  the  body,  and.  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all 
books  and  papers  lelative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may 
be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  notify  through  the  channel  of 
the  public  papers,  as  he  may  think  proper,  the  time  and  place  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  succeeding  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall  annex  to  the  jour- 
nals of  every  succeeding  Convention,  a  list  of  the  clergy,  with  all  alterations 
therein  produced  in  the  preceding  year  by  ordinations,  deaths,  removals, 
suspensions,  and  degradations. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

A  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  during  good  behavior,  and  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  usually 
appertaining  to  that  office. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Before  the  adjournment  of  each  annual  Convention,  a  standing  commit- 
tee, consisting  of  six  members,  three  clerical  and  three  of  the  lay  order, 
who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  chosen 
by  a  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  laity. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

m 

Every  parish  within  this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  the  entire  benefit 
of  this  Omvention,  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  signified  its  ratification  thereof, 
eithes  in  writing  or  by  sending  a  lay  delegate  to  the  Convention;  and  such 
parish  shall  thereafter  be  benefitted  and  bound,  equally  with  the  other 
parishes  in  this  Diocese,  by  every  rule  and  canon  which  shall  be  framed 
by  any  Convention  acting  under  this  Constitution,  for  the  government  of 
this  Church  in  ecclesiastical  concerns. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  except  in  the  following  manner : 
A  proposition  for  any  change  shall  be  introduced  in  writing  and  considered 
in  Convention ;  and,  if  approved  of,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted'to  the 
several  vestries  of  the  parishes  which  shall  have  ratified  this  Constituticm ; 
and,  if  again  approved  of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority, 
the  change  shall  then  take  place ;  and  tlie  Constitution,  so  altered,  shall  be 
filid  and  obligatory.

CANON   I. 

Of  tJie  trial  of  a  Bishop. 

The  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing^  specifying 
the  offence  of  which  he  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as 
to  time,  place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made  for  any 
crime  or  immorality,  for  heresy,  for  violation  of  the  constitution,  canons, 
or  rubrics  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  Diocese.  Said  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  Convention,  two- 
thirds  of  each  order  present  concurring :  Provided^  That  two-thirds  of  the 
clergy,  entitled  to  seats  in  said  Convention  be  present ;  and  provided  also, 
that  two-thirds  of  the  parishes  and  churches,  canonically  in  union  with 
said  Convention,  be  represented  therein,  and  the  vote  thereon  shall  not,  in 
any  case,  take  place  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  resolution  to  present  is 
ofiered.  The  Convention,  making  the  presentment,  shall  by  a  concurrent 
vote,  appoint  a  committer  of  prosecution,  to  consist  of  three  presbyters  and 
three  lay  members  of  their  own  body,  by  whom  the  presentment  shall  he 
signed  in  their  oj£cial  characters. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  addressed  to  ^^  the  Bishops  of  tlie  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States."  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mittee of  prosecution  to  cause  said  presentment  to  be  delivered  to  the  pre- 
siding Bishop,  or,  if  he  be  the  Bishop  to  be  presented,  then  to  the  Bishop 
next  in  seniority,  who  shall  thereon,  be  fully  empowered  to  proceed  to  the 
trial  according  to  the  provisions  made  by  the  canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

The  committee  of  prosecution  shall  attend  the  trial,  and  prosecute  the 
aame. 
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CANON  II. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergymany  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  1.  The  trial  of  a  clergymaD,  not  bein^  a  Bishop,  shall  be  on  a 
presentment  in  writing,  specifying,  with  reasonable  clearness  and  certainty 
as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstance,  the  crime  or  misdemeanor,  by  viola- 
tion of  the  canons  or  otherwise,  charged ;  the  said  presentment  to  be  made 
to  the  Bishop,  either  by  the  Convention,  Or  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish  to 
which  the  accused  belongs,  or  by  any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention :  the  said  vestry,  or  presbyters,  pledging 
themselves  to  act  as  a  committee  of  prosecution.  If,  however,  the  present- 
ment be  made  by  the  Conventiou,  then  the  Convention  shall  appoint  the 
committee  of  prosecution,  and  furnish  them  with  such  instructions  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary. 

Sfic.  2.  Such  presentment  being  made  to  the  Bishop,  and  being  accom- 
panied by  a  further  statement  in  writing  of  the  names  of  the  witnesses,  and 
of  the  purpoit  of  their  evidence,  and  by  such  documentary  evidence  as  may 
be  in  their  possession,  the  Bishop,  unless  the  accusation  appear  to  him  an 
insufficient  cause  of  presentment  in  itself,  or  to  be  clearly  unsupported  by 
evidence,  shall  immediately  proceed  to  the  trial  according  to  the  following 
provisions :  He  shall  nominate  from  among  the  clergy,  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  other  than  the  members  of  the  standing  committee,  eight 
presbyters,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  and  a  copy  of  the  presentment 
to  be  furnished  to  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence.  Of  the 
eight  presbyters,  nominated  as  aforesaid,  the  accused  may  choose  five,  or, 
in  case  of  his  refusal,  or  neglect,  for  twenty  days,  so  to  do,  the  Bishop 
shall  select  five,  and  the  presbyters  so  chosen,  shall  constitute  a  court  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused.  The  Bishop  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  cause  at 
least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  trial  to  be  given  both 
to  the  accused  and  to  the  parties  presenting  him,  and  also  to  the  presbyters 
nominated  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  3.  The  court  shall  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first 
always  from  their  own  body. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  accused  appear,  before  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  be 
called  on  by  the  court  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the 
ofience,  or  offences,  charged  against  him,  and  on  his  neglect  or  refusal  to 
answer,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  shall  be  entered  for  him,  anil  the  trial  shall 
proceed:  Provided j  that  for  sufficient  cause,  the  court  may  adjourn,  from 
time  to  time,  and  place  to  place :  And  provided  d!$Oj  that  the  accused  shall, 
at  all  tunes  during  the  trial,  have  liberty  to  be  present,  to  produce  his  testi- 
mony, and  to  make  his  defence. 

Sec.  5.  On  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  the  committee  of  prosecution, 
witnesses  may  be  summoned,  if  before  the  meeting  of  the  court,  by  this 
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idiop,  if  during  the  session  of  the  court,  then  by  its  President.  All  testi- 
ODy  shall  be  given  under  oath  or  affirmation,  administered  by  some  offi- 
0*,  authorized  by  law.  In  case  the  testimony  of  any  witness,  whose 
tendance  on  the  trial  cannot  be  obtained,  is  desired,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
ther  party,  at  any  time  aAer  notice  of  the  presentment  is  served  on  the 
icnaed,  to  apply  to  the  court,  if  in  session,  or  if  not,  to  tLe  Bishop,  who 
kail  thereupon  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  wi(» 
mm ;  and  such  party,  so  desiring  to  take  the  deposition,  shall  give  to  the 
her  party,  or  some  one  of  them,  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
'  taking  the  deposition,  accompanying  such  notice  with  the  interrogatories 
>  be  propounded  to  the  witness :  whereupon,  it  shall  be  b^wful  for  the 
her  party,  within  six  days  after  such  notice,  to  propound  cross  interroga- 
nes ;  and  such  interrogatories  and  cross  interrogatories,  if  any  be  pro- 
mnded,  shall  be  sent  to  the  commissioner,  who  shall,  thereupon,  proceed 
» lake  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  transmit  it  under  seal  to  the 
Mirt.  But  no  deposition  shall  be. read  at  the  trial,  unless  the  court  have 
iaaonable  assurance  that  the  attendance  of  the  witness  cannot  be  prociued, 
r  unless  both  parties  shall  consent  that  it  may  be  read. 

Sbc.  6.  The  court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall, 
ithin  ten  days  after  closing  the  same,  declare  in  a  written  judgment  sigped 
f  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  that  the  accused  is  guilty,  or  not  guilty,  of 
le  chiaige  or  charges,  or  any  of  them,  laid  in  the  presentment,  in  the  order 
lereiii  set  forth,  and  also,  if  guilty,  what  punishment  shall  be  awarded; 
^hich  judgment,  with  all  the  evidence  received,  shall  be  delivered  forth- 
ith  to  the  Bishop;  whereupon,  unless  the  Bishop  see  cause  to  mitigate 
r  remit  the  punishment,  or  to  grant  a  new  trial,  he  shall  pronounce  sen- 
ince  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  court,  and  such  sentence  shall  be 
naL  In  case  a  new  trial  is  granted,  a  new  court  shall  be  constituted  ao- 
ording  to  the  provisions  of  this  canon. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  eourt, 
rhen  summoned  according  to  section  second  of  this  canon,  and  no  defence 
e  there  made  under  his  authority,  the  court  shall  declare  him  to  be  in 
ontomacy,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Bish^  and  sentence  of  suspension 
"om  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  for  contumacy ;  but  the  said  sen- 
»oe  shall  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if,  within  three  calendar  months,  the 
censed  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  to  take  his  trial 
Q  the  presentment;  but,  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself  before  the  expi- 
ition  of  the  said  three  months,  the  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  min- 
itry,  for  contumacy,  shall  forthwith  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop,  who 
ball  cause  such  sentence  to  be  publicly  read  to  the  congregations  of  the 
)iooeae,  by  the  respective  ministers  thereof.

Seg.  8.  If,  at  aay  time,  the  accaeed  shall  coofeaa  himself  guilty  of  ih% 
matters  charged  in  the  presentment,  or  any  of  them,  the  court  shall  proceed 
to  award  the  punishment  and  certify  the  same  as  herein  before  provided,  to 
the  Bishop,  who  shall,  unless  he  see  cause  to  remit  or  mitigate  the  punish- 
ment, pronounce  the  sentence  according  to  the  canons. 

Sec.  9.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  by  ^is  canon  may  be 
serred  by  a  summoner,  or  summoners,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  the 
court,  when  the  same  is  in  session,  and  the  certificate  of  any  such  som^ 
moner  shall  be  evidence  of  the  due  service  of  a  notice  or  paper.  The 
delivery  of  a  written  notice  or  paper  to  a  party,  or  the  leaving  it  at  his  lasl 
place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or 
paper. 

Sec.  10.  The  accused  paity  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel,  and,  in  ease  of  the  exercise  of  such  privilege,  but  not  otherwise) 
those  presenting  shall  have  the  like  privilege.  If  the  party  accused  desire 
it,  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  and  said  party  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of 
the  evidence,  if  he  require  it. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  of  a  presentment  occurring  during  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopal  office,  such  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, who  shall  thereon  take  such  steps  as  are  by  this  canon  enjoined  oa 
the  Bishop :  Provided^  that  on  receiving  the  proceedings  and  judgment  of 
the  court,  they  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Dio- 
cese, who  shall  be  requested,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  to  act  thereon,  as 
if  he  were  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  he  shall  concur  in  opinion 
with  the  court  he  shall  proceed  to  pronounce  4entence  accordingly. 

CANON  m. 

Cf  the  proceedings  in  the  trial  of  a  Layman^  after  expulMon  hy  the  Min- 
ister from  the  Holy  Communion, 

If  any  person  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion,  shall  allege  to  the 
Bishop  that  injustice  has  been  done,  or  if,  notwithstanding  he  shall  have 
professed  himself  ready  and  willing,  in  truth  and  sincerity,  to  comply  with 
the  requisitions  expressed  in  the  rubric,  in  order  to  be  restored  to  the  Holy 
Communion,  his  repulsion  shall  be  continued  *,  he  may  present  his  com- 
plaint in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  the  grounds  thereof,  and  de- 
siring that  he  may  be  restored  to  the  Communion — and  then  the  Bishop, 
unless  he  think  fit  to  restore  the  communicant  from  the  insufficiency 
of  the  cause  assigned  by  the  minister,  shall  nominate  two  of  the 
clergy  and  two  of  the  laity,  of  whom  the  minister  repelling  shall  select 
one  of  the  clergymen  and  the  communicant  one  of  the  laymen ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  two,  thus  chosen,  to  take  without  delay  the  evidence  in 
the  case,  under  oath  and  in  writing,  of  such  witnesses  as  may  be  produced 
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bj  eiAer  of  the  ][Martie8,  and  to  certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  who,  there- 
Qpon,  unless  for  his  own  satisfaction,  or  for  g^od  cause  shown  by  either  of 
the  parties  interested,  he  shall  desire  further  CTidence,  shall  proceed  to  ad- 
judge the  case.  If  further  evidence  be  required,  it  shall  be  obtained  and 
certified,  either  by  the  same  commission,  or  by  another  appointed  in  the 
manner  above  prescribed,  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  when  the  evi- 
dence is  thus  procured,  the  Bishop  shall  adjudge  the  case,  and  shall  com- 
muiiicBte  hijB  judgment  whenever  made  to  the  minister  repelling  and  to  the 
eomiminicant  repelled,  which  judgment  shall  be  final  and  conclusive :  Pr<h> 
ndedj  that  in  case  his  judgment  shall  direct  a  further  continuance  of  the 
repulsion,  it  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  and  provi- 
sions of  the  rubric. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  tke  irmufer  of  Communicants  from  one  ParUJi^  or  Churchy  to  another. 

Every  communicant  removing  from  one  parish  or  church  to  another, 
within  this  Diocese,  and  desiring  to  be  enrolled  as  a  communicant  thereof, 
ihaQ  present  to  the  minister  a  certificate  of  regular  standing  from  the  min- 
ister, or,  if  there  be  no  minister,  from  the  vestry  of  the  parish  or  church 
iiom  which  the  communicant  desires  to  be  transferred. 

CANON  V. 

Minuiera  io  he  careful  in  admitting  to  Holy  Communion, 

No  minister  shall  enroll  any  persons  as  communicants  in  the  parish  or 
congregation  under  his  charge,  until  he  has  conversed  with  them  on  the 
subject,  or  unless  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  they  have  been  regular  commu- 
nicants in  some  other  parish  or  congregation ;  nor  shall  he  so  enroll  any 
one,  who  is  known  to  deny  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  as  generaHy  set 
forth  in  the  anthorized  standards  of  the  church. 

CANON  VI. 

'  Communicants  to  have  Family  Worship. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  communicant  in  this  Church,  who  is  at  the 
head  of  a  family,  to  live  in  the  daily  exercise  of  family  worship. 

CANON  vn. 

Tke  Jikmbers  of  this  Church  to  instruct  their  Families  in  the  principles  of 

Religion. 

The  members  of  this  Church  shall  instruct  their  families,  as  far  as  they 
IIS  ablBy  m  di«  praieiples  of  ^e  Christian  religion.  Parents  and  sponsors 
dall  te  mtML  to  teach  their  diiUren  the  solenmity  and  obligation  of  their 
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baptismal  vow,  to  cause  them  to  attend  the  cateebetical  and  other  instruc- 
tions of  their  miDister ;  and,  as  soon  as  they  are  sufficiently  instructed  and 
impressed  with  the  importance  and  sacredness  of  their  baptismal  promise, 
shall  take  care  that  they  come  to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him. 

CANON  vm. 

Of  the  due  celebration  of  Sunday. 

All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Liord's  Day, 
commonly  called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in 
private  and  public  prayer,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  sober  and  godly 
conversation. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Vestries^  Church  Wardens^  8fc, 

Sec.  1.  The  vestries  shall  be  chosen  for  each  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in 
the  following  manner  :  Every  person  above  twenty-one  years  of  age,  re- 
sident of  the  parish  six  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  being  a 
pew  holder  or  contributor  to  the  charges  of  the  parish,  shall  have  a  right  <^ 
suffrage  in  the  election  of  vestrymen  for  such  parish;  and  all  persons  so  quali- 
fied shall,  on  every  Easter  Monday,  assemble  in  their  respective  parishes, 
at  the  parish  church,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  minister  of  the  parish, 
or,  if  there  be  no  minister,  as  any  three  or  more  vestrymen,  or,  if  there  be 
not  three  vestr3mien,  as  any  three  members  of  the  church  may  have  pub- 
licly notified  to  the  parishoners ;  and  the  said  persons,  so  qualified  to  vote, 
when  assembled,  or  such  of  them  as  may  assemble  ii^  each  parish,  shall 
proceed,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  to  elect,  by  ballot,  five  or  more  vestrymen, 
not  exceeding  twelve,  from  among  the  parishioners  qualified  to  vote,  who, 
with  the  minister  of  tlie  parish  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  vestry  of 
the  said  parish,  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  to  act. 

Sec.  2.  If,  from  any  cause  whatever,  Easter  Monday  should  elapse 
without  any  election  of  vestrymen,  then  the  said  election  giay  be  held  on 
any  other  day  (Sunday  excepted)  appointed  for  the  purpose  at  any  time 
thereafter,  although  it  may  be  iu  any  subsequent  year,  of  which  day  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  minister,  if  there  be  any,  in  his  chuich,  immediately 
alter  divine  service,  on  two  succeeding  Sundays,  and,  if  there  be  no  minis- 
ter, by  any  two  vestrymen,  by  writing,  set  up  at  the  door  of  the  church, 
two  weeks  before  the  day  of  meeting. 

Sec  3.  Every  person,  chosen  a  vestryman,  shall,  before  he  acts  as 
such,  subscribe  to  the  following  declaration  and  pronuse  : 

^^  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  be 
the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation ;  and  I 
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do  yield  my  hearty  assent  and  approbation  to  the  doctrines  and  worship 
sf  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  theete  United  States.     And  1  promise 

that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  office  of  a  vestryman  of parish  in 

*  connty,  without  prejudice,  favor,  or  affection,  according  to  the  best 

of  my  skill  and  knowledge." 

Sbc.  4.  The  vestrymen  of  each  parish,  or  a  majority  of  those  who  shall 
attend,  shall  judge  of  the  election  of  vestrymen,  of  the  qualification  of 
voters,  and  of  the  qualification  of  parishioners,  proposed  to  be  elected  as 
vestiyttien. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  vacancy  happen  in  the  vestiy,  or  any  elected  shall  refuse 
to  serve,  the  other  members  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  new  member  or 
members,  a3  the  case  may  be,  to  serve  till  the  succeeding  election. 

Sec.  6.  The  minister  of  the  parish,  for  the  time  being,  shall  preside  in 
the  vestry  when  present,  collect  the  votes,  and  shall,  upon  an  equal  division 
of  those  present,  have  a  vote,  except  in  cases  in  which  he  is  in  any  manner 
personally  interested.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  vestrymen  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  shall  be  necessary,  it  shall 
be  called  by  the  minister,  but,  if  there  be  no  minister,  or  if  he  be  absent,  or 
tefaae  or  neglect  to  call  a  meeting  when  requested  to  do  so  by  any  two  of 
the  vestrymen,  they  may  themselves  summon  a  vestry. 

Sec.  8.  On  every  Easter  Monday,  after  the  election  of  vesttymen,  the 
vestry  shall  proceed  to  choose,  from  among  their  own  body,  two  suitable 
persons  to  be  Church  Wardens  for  the  ensuing  year.  If  Church  Wardens 
•honld  not,  from  any  cause,  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  on  Easter  Monday, 
they  may  be  chosen  at  any  subsequent  meeting  of  the  vestry. 

Sec.  9.  The  vestry  of  every  parish  shall  provide  a  fit  person  as  Regis- 
ler  of  the  Parish,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  true  and  fair  entries  of  the 
proceedings  of  such  vestry,  and  whenever  there  shall  be  no  minister  of  the 
parish,  then  he,  shall  also  enter  in  a  book,  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the 
vestry,  all  baptisms,  marriages,  and  funerals,  in  the  parish,  by  any  minister 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  which  may  be  made  known  to 
him  by  any  of  the  said  ministers  or  vestrymen  of  the  parish ;  and  it  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  said  register,  in  the  entry  of  baptisms,  to  insert  the 
christian  names  and  surnames  of  the  parents,  with  dates  cf  the  baptisms 
and  births  of  the  persons  baptized  ;  and,  in  the  entry  of  marriages  and  bu- 
rials, to  insert  the  time  of  the  celebration  and  the  christian  and  surnames  of 
the  persons  married  and  the  persons  buried. 

Sec.  10.  The  term  ^^  parish,"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  foregoing  canon, 
shall  be  interpreted  also  to  mean  church  or  congregation,  whenever  such 
church  or  congregation  is  entided  to  a  separate  vestry,  unless  where  the 
eoDtext  requires  a  more  restricted  construction. 
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CANON  X. 

Concerning  exceptions  to  fhe  foregoing  Cancn. 

Whereas  the  preceeding  canon,  which  directs  the  manner  of  choosing 
ve8tr3rmen  in  the  several  parishes,  is  not  applicable  to  the  case  of  churches 
built  and  supported  by  yoluotary  associations  of  individuals ;  and  it  is 
proper  that  those  who  hold  the  sole  property  of  a  particular  church — as  in 
the  case  of  the  Monumental  Church,  Richmond,  and  in  all  similar  cases — 
should  provide  for  its  care  and  management,  the  choice  of  vestrymen  shall 
be  made  by  the  pew-holders  of  the  respective  churches,  conforming,  as  to 
the  time  of  appointment  and  manner  of  qualifying  the  vestrymen,  to  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  ninth  canon,  excepting  in  the  case  of  Christ 
Church,  in  the  city  of  Norfolk,  which,  being  under  peculiar  circumstances 
in  relation  to  the  number  of  trustees,  the  time  and  manner  of  electing  them 
and  the  Rector,  the  pew-holders  are  permitted  to  conform  to  their  own 
regulations  in  tliose  particulars. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  division  of  Parishes, 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  the  members  of  the  church,  residing  in  a  particular 
portion  of  a  parish,  shall  desire  to  separate  from  the  parish  of  which  they 
form  a  part,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  assemble  and  appoint  a  committee 
to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec  2.  The  committee  thus  appointed  shall  give  to  the  Bishop  and  to 
the  majority  of  the  vestry  (if  there  be  one}  of  the  parish  from  which  they 
desire  to  be  separated,  a  formal  notice  of  their  intention  to  apply  for  such 
purpose,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  proposed  line  or 
lines  of  division,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Bishop  and  said  vestry,  at  least 
three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  to  which  the  appliea- 
fion  shall  be  made. 

Sec  3.  Said  application  shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  a  petition  to  the 
Convention,  and  shall  set  forth  the  considerations  which  are  supposed  to 
render  the  division  desirable;  whereupon  the  Convention  may,  if  they 
deem  it  expedient,  proceed  to  divide  said  parish,  and  to  constitute  the  por- 
tion thereof  applying  for  separation  a  new  parish,  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  other  parishes  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  afler  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  as  may  be 
practicable,  the  committee  aforesaid  shall  give  at  least  two  weeks  notice  to 
the  members  of  the  church,  residing  in  the  new  parish,  to  assemble  for  the 
ition  of  a  vestry,  which  election  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the 

tactions  contained  in  canon  ninth. 

'8ec.  5.  The  conunittee  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  those  who  may  at- 
I9  shall  judge  of  the  qualification  of  voters,  and  of  the  qualification  of 
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penons  proposed  to  be  elected,  and  e^  the  election  of  vestrymen ;  and  those 
persons  whom  said  committee  shall  declare  to  be  duly  elected,  shall  be  the 
Testry  of  said  parish,  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  succeeding 
vestry. 

CANON  xn. 

Of  the  formation  of  JVew  Congregations, 

When  any  number  of  persons  belonging  to  any  parish  or  congregation, 
sufficient  to  build  a  house  of  worship,  and  provide  for  the  support  of  a 
mnaister,  shall  choose  to  separate  from  the  parish  or  congregation,  of  which 
they  have  hitherto  been  a  part,  they  may  proceed,  according  to  the  direc- 
tions given  in  the  eleventh  canon,  except  tliat,  in  this  case,  the  direction  as 
to  a  line  or  lines  of  division  is  inapplicable.  The  Convention  may,  on  such 
petition,  constitute  the  applicants  a  separate  congregation,  and  authorise, 
by  special  enactment,  such  peculiar  provisions,  as  to  the  right  of  suffrage, 
the  employment  of  a  minister,  or  ministers,  and  the  manner  of  holding  and 
managing  the  property  of  such  congregation,  as  they  may  propose,  and  the 
Convention  deem  expedient :  Provided,  that  the  time  of  electing  and  the 
manner  of  qualifying  vestrymen  shall  always  be  conformed  to  the  regula- 
tions prescribed  in  the  ninth  canon. 

CANON   XIII. 

Cfthe  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Ckmoention, 

The  appointment  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  certified  by  the  rector,  register,  or  warden  of  the  pro]>er  parish  or  church, 
and  said  certificate  shall  be  in  form  as  follows : 

''This  is  to  certify,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  (or  Trustees,  as  the 

ease  may  be,)  of Parish,  (or  Church,^  in county,  held

ginia, to  be  holden  on  the day  of  ■  in  the  year  of  our

C.  D.,  Register,  or 

Church  Warden?^ 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee* 

Sec.  L  Any  vacancy  occurring  by  death,  or  otherwise,  in  the  standing 
eoMiillee,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  remaining 
deneal  members,  and  lay  members  of  the  committee. 
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Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and  duties 
to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop,  as  regards  dipcipline,  except  the  pronouno 
ing  sentence  of  suspension,  deposition  or  degradation  from  the  ministry^ 
shall  belong  to,  and  be  performed  by,  the  standing  committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  on  a  presentment  of  a  cler- 
gyman or  layman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  standing  committee,  and  for 
that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  their  secretary. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  standing  committee,  before  every 
stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and 
approbation  of  the  Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  thiw  Dio- 
cese, to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  standing  committee,  at  every  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  to  submit,  in  addition  to  the  report  of  their  proceedings, 
the  documents  also  which  have  been  laid  before  them  during  the  year. 

CANON  XV. 
A  Ldst  to  be  made  of  Ministers  in  this  Diocese. 

Within  one  week  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  tlie  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  standing  committee,  shall 
prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  ministers  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the 
names  of  their  respective  cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of 
the  colleges,  academies,  or  other  seminaries  of  learning  in  which  they  are 
engaged,  or  in  regard  to  those  who  have  no  cure,  or  are  not  engaged  in 
missions,  or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only. 
And  such  list,  cori*ected  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  mem- 
bers called  tlierefrom,  and  be  appended  to  the  journal,  and  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  list  of  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese,  so  prepared  by  the 
Bishop  or  standing  committee,  and  annexed,  according  to  the  changes 
which  may  occur,  whether  by  death,  ordination,  discipline,  or  canonical 
removals  from,  or  admission  into,  this  Diocese,  shall  be  evidence  of  a  cler- 
gyman's having  a  cure  or  mission,  or  engagement  in  a  seminary  of  learn- 
ing. And  no  clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a 
place  on  said  list. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  shall, 
if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution 
and  canons,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the 
aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Iec.  4.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cleigy  to  attend  regularly  at  the 
sting  of  every  Convention.    At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  their 
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lames  shall  be  called  over,  and  absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  stated 
I^nvention,  they  shall  be  required  to  give  excuses  for  their  absence. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  Candidates  for  Orders, 

If  any  candidate  for  orders  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  charged  with  any  of 
he  offences,  for  which  a  communicant  may  be  subjected  to  discipline,  or 
HTith  having,  without  good  and  sufficient  cause,  desisted  from  his  studies 
preparatory  for  ordination,  tlie  Bishop  and  standing  committee  shall  carefully 
nvestigate  the  charge,  and  if  satisfied  that  the  offence  alleged  has  been  com- 
Bitted,  the  Bishop  shall  erase  the  name  of  the  offender  from  the  register, 
ind  inform  him  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  a  candidate. 

CANON  XVII. 

Respecting  the  Property  of  the  Church* 

The  vestries  respectively  shall  hold  all  glebes,  lands,  parsonage  hooaeS) 
:hurche8)  books,  plate,  or  other  property,  now  belonging,  or  hanafior  ac- 
tming,  te  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Yiigiiiity  as 
nisteea  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  or  church,  for  who«e  use  the  aama 
vere,or  shall  hereafter  be,  purchased,  or  otherwise  obtained ;  and  may  im- 
xove,  demise,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  lands,  or  houses  allowed  for  tha 
ninisier's  habitation,  or  use,  with  the  minister's  consent ;  if  there  be  no 
ninister,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop ;  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister, 
md  the  Episcopal  office  be  vacant,  then  not  without  the  consent  of  the 
itaading  committee.  The  veatry  may  also  use,  improve,  or  dispose,  of  all 
personal  property,  and  the  produce,  rents,  and  profits  of  lands  and  houses, 
(not  appropriated  for  the  occupancy  and  use  of  the  minister,)  belonging  to 
Uie  church,  in  repairing  the  church  and  parsonage  house  for  the  benefit  of 
the  respective  parishes  or  churches,  and  may  make  such  rules  and  orders 
for  managing  the  affitirs  and  temporal  concerns  of  their  respective  churches 
ud  parishes  as  they  shall  think  most  conducive  to  their  interest  and  pros- 
perity. They  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  directing  the  payment  of  money, 
klonging  to  the  respective  churches  and  parishes,  and  appoint  a  clerk,  trea- 
tnrer,  and  collector,  when  necessary ;  all  which  proceedings  shall  be  entered 
in  a  well  bound  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  But  when  there  are 
trustees  under  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  February  3d,  1842,  author- 
ized to  hold  real  property,  sucii  real  property  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
prorisions  of  this  canon.

CANON  xvni. 

Providing  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese, 

The  resiry  of  each  parisli  or  church  akall,  at  every  annual  Conyentit 
pay  to  the  treasurer  such  sums  as  may  be  apportioned  to  them  respectivi 
for  tlie  purpose  of  defraying  such  expenses  as  may  be  authorized  by ' 
Convention. 

CANON  XIX. 

Offenders  to  he  admonisJied^  or  repelled  from  tJie  Lord'^s  Tahle. 

Any  member  of  the  Church,  beiu|^  a  communicant  thereof,  conduct 
himself  or  herself  in  a  manner  unworthy  of  a  christian,  ought  to  be  adim 
ished,  or  repelled  from  the  Lord's  Table,  by  the  minister  of  the  parish 
church,  according  to  the  rubric ;  and  gaming,  attendance  on  borse-rac 
and  theatrical  amusements,  witnessiog  immodest  and  licentious  exhibiti< 
or  shows,  attending  public  balls,  habitual  neglect  of  public  worship,  c 
denial  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  as  generally  set  forth  in  the  auth 
ized  standards  of  the  Church,  are  oflences  for  which  discipline  should 
exercised.  This  enumeration,  however,  shall  not  be  construed  to  inch 
all  the  subjects  of  discipline  in  the  Church,  and  in  cases  where  it  may 
deemed  expedient  by  the  minister,  or  may  be  requested  by  the  accused, 
church  wardens,  or  either  of  them,  if  communicants,  shall  be  summoned 
assist  the  minister  in  ascertaining  the.facts  of  the  case  :  Provided^  Thai 
such  warden  or  wardens  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  act  within  ten  days,  the  n 
ister  shall  proceed  to  act  under  the  rubrics  of  this  Church. 

CANON  XX. 

Concerning  altering  or  adding  to  the  Canons  of  this  Church. 

No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  canons  shall  hereafter  be  c 
sidered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  notice 
given  in  open  Convention,  nor  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  h 
been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  pres 
ten  and  two  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adop 
during  the  same  Convention  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  shall  not  con 
therein :  but  in  such  case,  it  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  n 
annnal  Convention. 

CANON  XXI. 

All  former  canons  of  this  Diocese,  not  included  in  these  canons, 
hereby  repealed. 


AN  ACT 

CONCERNING  CHURCH  PROPERTY. 

J>retD  Code  of  Virginia^  Chap.  77,  page  362. 


{  8.  Every  conveyance,  devise,  or  dedication,  shall  be  valid,  which,  since 
the  first  day  of  January,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  has  been 
made,  and  every  conveyance  shall  be  valid  which  hereafter  shall  be  made, 
of  land  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place  for 
public  worship,  or  as  a  burial-place,  or  a  residence  for  a  minister ;  and  the 
land  shall  be  held  for  such  use  or  benefit,  and  for  such  purpose,  and  not 
otherwise. 

{  9.  The  circuit  court  of  the  county  or  corporation,  wherein  there  may 
be  any  parcel  of  such  land,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  may,  on  application 
of  the  proper  authorities  of  such  congregation,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
trustees,  either  where  there  were  or  are  none,  or  in  place  of  former  trustees, 
and  change  those  so  appointed,  whenever  it  may  seem  to  the  court  proper, 
to  efl^t  or  promote  the  purpose  of  the  conveyance,  devise,  or  dedication ; 
and  the  legal  title  to  such  land  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  vested  in  the  said 
trustees  for  the  time  being  and  theii  successors. 

i  10.  When  books  or  furniture  shall  be  given  or  acquired  for  the  benefit 
of  such  congregation,  to  be  used  on  the  said  land  in  the  ceremonies  of  pub- 
lic worship,  or  at  the  residence  of  their  minister,  the  same  shall  stand  Vested 
in  the  trustees,  having  the  legal  title  to  the  land,  to  be  held  by  them  as  the 
land  is  held,  for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation. 

$  11.  The  said  trustees  may,  in  their  own  names,  sue  for  and  recover 
such  land  or  property,  and  be  sued  in  relation  thereto.  Such  suit,  notwith- 
standing the  death  of  any  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  appointment  of  others, 
shall  proceed  in  the  names  of  the  trustees  by  or  against  whom  it  was  in- 
stituted. 

J  12.  Such  trustees  shall  not  take  or  hold  at  any  one  time  more  than  two 
acres  of  land  in  an  incorporated  town,  nor  more  than  thirty  acres  out  of 
such  a  town. 

f  13.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  members  of  any  religious  congregation 
may,  in  his  or  their  names,  in  behalf  of  such  congregation,  commence  and 
prosecute  a  suit  in  equity  against  any  such  trustee,  to  compel  him  to  apply 
such  land  or  property  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  congregation,  as  his  duty 
shall  require.    No  member  of  the  congregation  need  be  made  a  defendant 
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to  such  suit,  but,  in  other  respects,  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in,  heard 
and  determined  na  other  suits  in  equity,  except  that  it  may  be  proceeded 
in,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  plaintifi^  as  if  he  were  still  living. 

Note  J — On  the  3d  of  February,  1842,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Geoe- 
ral  Assembly  of  Virginia,  entitled  ^  An  act  concerning  conveyances  or 
devises  of  places  of  public  worship,"  which  law  was  inserted  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  1848,  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

As  that  law  has  been  repealed  by  the  above  act,  passed  at  the  late  revi- 
sion of  the  code  of  Virginia,  which  took  efiect  on  the  Ist  July,  1850,  the 
secretary  deems  it  his  duty  to  publish  the  said  ad  in  the  Journal.  He 
would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  under  this  law  no  land  can  hereafter 
be  devised  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  xaligions  congregation,  but  must 
be  conveyed  hy  deed  in  the  lifetime  of  the  donor,  whilst  the  act  of  1842 
legalised  a  devise^  as  well  as  a  conveyance  of  lands  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place  of  public  worship,  or  as  a  burial 
place  or  parsonage. 


The  following  law,  prescribing  the  duty  of  ministers  celebrating  the  rites 
of  marriage,  is  enacted  by  the  new  code,  and  is  here  inserted  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  clergy : 

•ATew  Code^  Chapter  108,  page  470. — Register  of  Marriage. 

4  8.  A  certificate  of  every  marriage  hereafter  solemnised,  signed  by  the 
minister  or  other  person  celebrating  the  same,  or,  in  the  case  of  societies 
that  solemnise  their  marriages  by  the  consent  of  the  parties  in  open  con- 
gregation, by  the  clerk  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  minis- 
ter, person,  or  clerk  of  the  meeting,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county 
or  corporation  in  which  the  marriage  is  solemnised,  within  three  months 
ihereafier  ;  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  within  thirty 
days  after  its  receipt,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  with  a  proper 
index  thereto ;  and  a  copy  thereof  from  such  record  shall  be  evidence  of 
anch  marriages.  If  any  minister,  or  other  person,  celebrating  a  marriage, 
or  the  clerk  of  any  such  meeting,  or  of  any  court,  shall  fail  to  perform 
what  is  hereby  required  of  him,  he  shall  for  each  failure  forfeit  sixty  doU 
lars.

"  I  GIVE  to  A.  B.  and  C  D.,  the  rorvivor  of  them,  or ex- 

eeoton,  or  admiDistnton,  of  inch  inrvivor,  (should  such  surrivor  die  be- 
fore this  will  takes  effiiet,) for  the  Theological 

Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Virginia,  to  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  such  iostitntion,  and  the  receipt  of  said  A.  B.  and  C.  D.,  the 
sunriTor  or  executor,  or  administrators  of  such  survivor,  shall  be  a  suffi- 
cient discharge  to  my  executor.  And  this  legacy  is  to  be  paid  by  my 
execnton,  as  above  directed,  whether  the  person  to  whom  the  payment  as 
above  directed  is  to  be  made  shall  be  under  any  legal  obligation  to  apply  it 
as  above  described  or  not ;  it  being  my  intention,  that  no  kindred  or  other 
legatee  of  mine  shall  take  or  be  entitled  to,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  inter- 
est or  trust  in  the  said  legacy,  and  the  same  shall  at  all  events  be  paid  as 
directed,  so  that,  if  the  person  who  may  receive  it  shall  not  voluntarily 
apply  it  to  the  use  of  the  said  Theological  Seminary,  and  cannot  in  law  be 
compelled  so  to  apply  it,  he  shall  take  to  his  own  use  the  benefit  of  said 
legacy."

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Iftt  The  CooTention  shall  be  opened  every  day  with  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  nor  shall 
afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3d .  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Con- 
vention, he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  President,  and 
shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Convention, 
the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order,  in  which  case,  the  member  so 
called  to  order  shail  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Con- 
vcotion  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate ;  and  if  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to;  if  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  re- 
quire it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  namt 
the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question  without  leave  of  the 
Convention,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member,  choosing  to  speak,  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  Whilst  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  Convention, 
none  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across,  the  house;  nor  in  such  case,  nor  when  a  member  is 
speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse;  nor,  whilst  a  member  is  peaking,  shall  pass 
between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  immediately  and 
pirticularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  a  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Convention  on  any  question,  no  member  with- 
out the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  members  shall  be  counted. 

10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  the  question  is  put,  shall  give 
his  vote,  unless  the  Convention,  for  special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him. 

1 1th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President,  or,  being 
in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read  aloud  by  the  Secretary,  before  debate. 

12th.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  President  or  any  member  riiall 
leqoire  it 

13ih.  Alter  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Secretary,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Convention,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before 
decision  or  amendment 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn, 
to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day, 
to  commit  to  a  committee,  or  to  amend — which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  they  stand  arranged. 

16th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  **  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?" 
It  aball  be  admitted  only  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and,  until 
it  is  decided,  shall  preelude  all  amendments  and  further  debate  on  the  main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18Ui.  When  a  qoertion  is  decided  by  the  Convention  or  ii  poetpcmed  indefinitdy,  the 
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■ame  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  fleaeioD,  without  conaent  of  two'thirda  of 
the  members  present- 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  where  the  sense  will  admit 
of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amendment,  as 
a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition  under  debate. 

21st.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or  negative, 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on 
the  same  or  next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention,  unless  be 
has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats  without  the  limit  of 
those  pews  allotted  fur  the  use  of  members,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive 
accommodation  of  visiting  clergymen  and  candidates  for  orders,  who  may  be  invited  by 
the  rector  or  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  are  held 
under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Convention  ;  it  being  expected  that  those  to 
whom  such  seats  are  appropriated  will  conBne  themselves  to  the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention,  be  admitted 
above  or  within  the  pows  allotted  to  the  members  of  the  Convention,  and  it  is  expected 
and  hoped  that  not  only  the  spectators  will  attend  to  this  regulation,  but  that  the  rector 
and  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  are  held  will  see 
that  this  rule  of  order  is  not  violated. 

25th.  There  shall,  on  the  itecond  day  of  the  Convention,  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  following  standing  committees^ 
to  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  each  order  : 

A  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Addresses  of 
the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  on  the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

A  committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

A  committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  committee  on  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society. 

A  committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

A  committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

A  committee  of  Elections. 

A  committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  laymen. 

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed  in  to  the  Secietary,  and 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  one  clerical  and  two  lay  members,  which  shall  report  who 
•re  entitled  to  sests  in  the  Convention  ;  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  any 
delegate  to  his  seat,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elections,  to  be  by 
the  said  committee  forthwith  examined  into  and  reported  upon  to  the  Convention. 

27th.  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  questions  shall  be  by  ayes  and  noes. 

28th.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the  concurrence  of  two* 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

29th.  The  business  first  in  order,  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  the 
appoiotment  of  a  Treasurer,  pro  iem.,  when  the  Treasurer  is  not  a  member  of  the  Con- 

ition  {  reading  of  the  Pastoral  Addresses  ;  the  proceedings  of  the  standing  Committee, 
the  reception  of  the  Parochial  Reports  by  the  Bishop  from  the  clergy,  who  shall  be 
upon  in  alphabetical  order  for  their  leport,  and  (if  required)  the  reading  of  the 
liai  Report,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  think  fit.

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protes- 
tant Epifecopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  together  with  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  the  Diocese,  assembled  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  Sl  PauPs  Church, 
Richmond. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  William  Friend,  and  the  Conven- 
tion Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  William  Sparrow,  D.  D.,  Professor  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  Vii^inia,  from  the  15ih  chapter  of  Acts,  6th

Goodrich  Durfee,  of  Bruton  Parish,  Williamsburg  county,  (who  appeared 
witliout  propel  certificate  to  qualify  him  as  a  member  of  this  Convention,) 
Xnras,  on  motion,  received  as  Lay  Delegate  to  represent  said  Parish ;  it  ap-^ 
pearing  that,  though  not  provided  with  the  canonical  document,  he  yet  was 
duly  elected  by  his  vestry. 

Thu  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  read  his  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

BISHOP  MEADE'S  REPORT. 

BnsTBRSir  ahd  Friends:  Through  the  unmerited  goodness  of  God,  which  hasei- 
tended  our  unprofitable  lives  to  the  present  moment,  we  are  permitted  to  assemble  once 
more  to  consult  for  the  welfare  of  that  portion  of  the  Christian  Church  with  which  we 
•re  connected,  and  by  earnest  prayer  and  faithful  preaching,  seek  to  draw  down  upon  ns 
the  divine  blessing,  and  thus  to  edify  each  other.  One  of  the  means  appointed  for  the 
improvement  of  this  season,  is  the  narrative  on  the  part  of  the  Bishops  of  such  labors  as 
God  may  have  enabled  them  to  perform  during  the  past  year;  to  be  followed  by  a  aimilar 
one  on  the  part  of  each  brother  in  the  ministry.    To  such  duty  I  now  proceed. 

So  soon  as  I  was  sufficiently  recovered  from  a  sickness  which  disqualified  me  for  a 
portion  of  the  duties,  and  deprived  me  of  some  of  the  spiritual  privileges  of  the  last  Con- 
vention, I  commenced  my  rummer  visitation,  and  spending  a  day  in  Charlottesville,  con- 
firmed three  persons.  Thence  proceeding  to  the  congregation  in  Charles  City  County, 
wpeni  a  dhy  in  each,  confirming  seven  in  the  lower  church.  A  renewal  of  my  nckne« 
prevented  the  fulfilment  of  an  appointment  in  New  Kent.  I  was,  however,  through  the 
goodness  of  God,  enabled  to  fulfil  that  made  at  Old  Church,  Hanover  county,  where 
seven  persons  were  also  confirmed.  Passing  on  to  Tappahannock,  I  tarried  a  day  at  Old 
Augustus  Church,  King  William  county,  and  at  St.  Paul's  in  Esasex,  but  had  no  special 
duties  to  |)erform  at  either  of  them.  At  Tappahannock  I  found  a  very  neat  and  comfort- 
able house  of  worship,  ready  for  consecration;  seven  persons  desiring  confirmation.  In 
this  place  I  spent  two  days,  during  which  there  were  frequent  and  interesting  services, 
in  which  myself  and  several  of  the  brethren  took  part  My  labors  were  again  interrapted 
by  sickness,  and  I  was  reluctantly  compelled  to  foicgo  the  pleasure  of  ful611ing  my  ap- 
pointments in  Middlesex  and  Lancaster  counties.  Those  in  Richmond  and  Westmore- 
land, were  fulfilled.  At  the  church  in  Nomini,  of  the  latter  county,  four  were  confirmed. 
I  spent  two  days  also  at  St.  Paul's,  in  King  George  coun*y,  which  was  and  has  been 
for  some  years,  without  a  minister.  Two  days  were  spent  at  Port  Royal,  in  Caroline 
county,  where  three  were  confirmed.  I  also  spent  a  day  at  Old  Vauter's  Church,  in 
fisMX  county^  where  seven  were  confirmed.     Also  a  di^  at  Grace  Church,  CaraliBe 
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toODtj,  where  fiye  were  con6rmed.  The  next  appointment  was  in  Fredericksbarg, 
where  I  spent  the  Sabbath  preceding  our  Annual  Commencement  at  the  Theologies 
Seminary  and  High  School,  and  where  four  were  confirmed.  While  attending  the 
dewing  services  at  the  Seminary  and  High  School,  I  held  a  confirmation  in  Christ 
Church,  Alexandria,  and  administered  the  rite  to  four  persons.  As  usual,  I  held  an  ot- 
dination  on  that  occasion,  at  which  the  following  persons  were  admitted  to  Deacon's 
Orders:     W.  G.  Hawkins,  B.  B.  Leacock,  John  Hubbard,  and  Wm.  H.  Huckell. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bedell,  of  New  York,  one  of  the  Alumni  vff 
the  Institution,  and  who,  after  the  example  of  his  deceased  father,  has  ever  taken  a  lively 
interest  in  our  Seminary.  A  great  increase  of  interest  was  added  to  our  services  on  this 
occa:aion  by  the  consecration  to  the  office  of  Bishop  of  our  beloved  misttionnry  brother 
from  Africa,  one  of  the  Alumni  of  our  Semii\ary.  In  the  consecration  of  Bishop  Payne 
I  was  aided  by  my  brother  Bishops,  Lee,  of  Delaware,  and  Eastburn,  of  Massachusetts, 
and  Bishop  Johns.  Bishop  Eastburn  preached  the  sermon  on  the  occasion.  I  shall 
ever  look  back  to  the  performance  of  this  act  as  among  the  highest  privileges  of  my  life. 
I  thank  God  for  all  the  intercourse  Bishop  Payne  was  permitted  to  hold  with  myself,  the 
Professors,  and  students  of  our  Seminary,  with  the  clergy  and  people  of  Virginia,  and 
may  I  not  add  for  his  intinerancy  throughout  our  vtrhole  Church. 

From  all  that  I  can  learn,  there  is  an  universal  testimony  in  behalf  of  the  sweet  spirit 
towards  God  and  man,  which  breathes  through  all  his  words  and  actions.  May  his 
holy  zeal  and  faithful  perseverance  be  crowned  with  great  success,  and  manjr  be  induced 
io  go  to  bis  help.  Much  as  we  need  the  services  of  those  who  are  gone,  and  are  going 
from  our  Seminary  to  take  part  with  him  in  his  labors  of  love,  I  rejoice  in  the  hope  that 
God  has  thought  them  worthy  to  be  called  to  this  work. 

I  return  from  this  pleasing  digression,  to  pursue  the  narrative  of  my  dwn  poor  labors, 
of  which  I  may  Well  be  ashamed,  not  only  by  comparison  with  those  just  spoken  of,  but 
on  other  accounts.  During  the  period  in  the  summer  usually  allotted  to  rest  at  my  own 
home,  I  paid  a  visit  to  the  counties  of  Fauquier,  Rappahannock,  and  Warren.  At  Salem 
Church,  in  Fauquier,  I  confirmed  three  persons ;  at  Leeds  Church,  one;  and  on  the 
lu&e  day  admitted  the  Rev.  Charles  Ambler  to  Priest*s  Orders.  In  Rappahannock  county  I 
eoneecrated  a  new  church  at  Woodville,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  In  Warren  county, 
it  Front  Royal,  I  confirmed  one.  My  fall  vi>itation  was  to  Western  Virginia.  The  first 
duties  performed  were  at  Pillowsville  and  Evansville,  two  small  villages  at  the  western  base 
of  the  Alleghany  mountains.  Between  these,  three  days  were  spent  in  company  with  the 
Rev,  Mr.  Tompkins,  of  Weston.  In  the  former  we  have  six  or  seven  communicants, 
who  have  migrated  to  it  from  the  North  within  the  last  few  years.  A  Sabbath  was  next 
■pent  at  Morgantown,  where  we  have  three  or  four  valuable  members,  and  where  one  was 
tonfirmed.  A  day  was  al^o  spent  at  Smithtown,  where  we  have  a  few  friends,  though 
only  one  member.  A  day  was  spent  at  Fairmount,  and  two  services  held;  at  the  last  of 
which  four  were  confirmed.  This  is  one  of  the  most  growing  places  in  Western  Vir- 
ginia. We  have  ten  or  twelve  members  here  already,  and  assurances  were  given  me 
that  a  church  would  be  built.  At  Clarksburg,  which,  for  a  time,  should  be  connected 
with  Fairmount,  I  held  two  aervices,  at  each  of  which  I  addressed  myself  at  some  length 
to  the  friends  of  the  Church,  urging  speedy  efforts  for  a  house  of  worship  A  handsome 
lobecription  was  made  on  the  spot,  and  assurances  given  that  the  work  should  be  done. 
Two  daya  were  spent  at  Weston;  a  church  consecrated,  and  four  persons  confirmed. 
Two  days  were  alao  detuted  to  Parkersburg,  where  eight  were  confirmed.  From  Park" 
I  iriaitad  BeUville,  about  fifteen  znilea  off,  where  I  conaecrated  a  small,  piaiD 
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church,  and  Gonfirmed  two  peraons,.  From  Parkenburg  I  proceeded  to  Havenswood,  i 
small  village  on  the  Ohio,  where  a  neat  church  has  been  put  up  at  the  expense  of  Mr. 
Fitzhugh,  the  owner  of  the  land  on  which  the  village  has  been  erected.  Two  days  were 
here  spent  in  continued  services  by  myself  and  Mr.  Perkins.  My  next  appointmenti 
were  at  Point  Pleasant  and  Mercer  Bottom,  on  the  Ohio.  At  the  former  place  one  waf 
confirmed.  It  has  been  some  years  since  regular  services  were  enjoyed  at  these  placet. 
I  next  visited  the  congregations  on  the  Kanawha  river,  four  in  number,  under  the  care 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nash,  who  has  since  left  them,  spending  a  day  at  each,  and  confirming 
five  persons  in  two  of  them.  At  Charleston  and  the  Salines,  two  days  were  spent;  seven 
were  confirmed  at  the  former,  and  nine  nt  the  latter.  On  returning,  I  spent  another  day 
at  Ravenswood,  and  consecrated  the  new  church;  also,  another  day  at  Parkersburg,  being 
the  day  of  thanksgiving  appointed  by  the  Church,  when  I  supplied  the  place  of  the  min- 
ister by  some  appropriate  remarks.  Ascending  the  Ohio,  I  came  next  to  Martinsville,  a 
new  and  promising  village,  where  I  consecrated  a  new  church,  and  confirmed  six  per- 
sons. A  day  was  also  spent  at  Grave  Creek,  still  higher  up  the  Ohio,  where  I  addressed 
the  friends  of  the  Church  on  the  subject  of  building  a  house  of  worship,  and  received  as- 
surance that  it  should  be  done.  My  next  appointments  were  at  Wellsburg  on  the  Ohio^ 
and  St.  John's  in  the  vicinity.  Two  days  were  devoted  to  them.  The  last  appoint- 
ments were  in  Wheeling,  where  thirty  persons  were  confirmed,  six  in  the  new  church 
of  St  John*s,  and  twenty-four  in  St.  Matthew's.  Soon  after  my  return  home,  I  was 
called  on  to  consecrate  the  new  church  at  Charlestown,  Jefien^on  county,  which  had  beeo 
rebuilt  on  the  ruins  of  that  which  was  burnt  a  few  years  since.  At  that  time  I  also  coih 
secrated  nine  persons.  The  speedy  rebuilding  of  this  church  after  the  loss  of  one  which 
had  scarcely  been  consecrated  before  it  was  consumed  by  fire,  shows  what  may  be  done 
by  active  zeal  in  a  good  cause. 

In  the  month  of  April  of  the  present  year,  I  entered  again  on  duty  by  visiting  two 
congregations  in  Hampshire  county.  In  one  of  them — that  in  Romney — I  confirmed  five 
persons.  On  Easter  Sunday,  I  confirmed  seven  in  the  Church  at  Winchester.  On 
the  following  week,  I  visited  the  congregation  at  Upperville  and  Middleburg,  confirming 
one  in  the  former.  In  the  same  week,  I  visited  the  congregation  at  Salem  and  Warren- 
ton.  On  Sunday,  at  the  latter  place,  I  admitted  to  Deacon*s  orders  two  of  the  Alumni 
of  our  Seminary — Dr.  Stoney,  of  South  Carolina,  and  Mr.  Wall,  from  Ireland,  and  at  the 
same  time  confirmed  seven  i  ersons.  I  am  happy  to  add  that  a  new  and  larger  Church 
is  in  the  way  of  speedy  completion  in  this  place.  The  heavy  rains  and  high  waters  pre- 
vented a  visit  to  St.  Stephen's  Church  in  Fauquier  county.  Two  days  were  now  spent 
at  Hay  Market,  where  five  persons  were  confirmed.  Two  days  also  at  Brentsville,  where 
three  were  confirmed.  The  Sabbath  was  given  to  the  congregation  at  Centreville  and 
Fair&x  Court  House,  at  the  latter  of  which  one  was  confirmed.  On  the  first  i:^abbath 
of  this  month  twenty-two  were  confirmed  in  St  Paurs  Church,  Alexandria,  and  on  the 
Mcond,  ten  in  Christ  Church.  I  have  also  been  enabled  to  perform  my  usual  duties  at  the 
Seminary  by  delivering  some  lectures  to  the  senior  and  graduating  class  on  the  duties  of 
the  Pastoral  ofllice.  To  this  statement  of  visits,  confirmations,  ordinations,  and  consecra- 
CioDs,  I  add,  as  required  by  the  Canon,  a  list  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry  admitted,  and 
iatters  dimissory  given  and  received.  The  candidates  admitted  daring  the  past  year  are 
fUi  follows  :  Mr.  Dabney  C.  Davis,  Mr.  Archibald  M.  Morrison,  Mr.  William  Wright^ 
Mr.  Thomas  G.  Addison,  Mr.  James  P.  Fugitt,  W.  M.  Nelson. 

I  have  also  received,  by  a  letter  dimissory  from  Bishop  Brownell,  of  Connecticut,  Mr. 
9  as  candidate  for  orders.

I  have  given  leCtere  dimisaory  to  the  Biahop  of  Ohio,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mc- 
Hrqy,  and  the  Rev.  R.  J«  Nash.  To  the  Biahop  of  Kentacky,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Joses,  the  Rev.  P.  B.  Nash,  the  Rev.  J.N.  Ufibrd..  To  the  Bishop  of  Maryland^ 
in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Caldwell,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Green,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Diabroagh,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  White. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Nelaon  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keith  have  alao  transferred  their  canonical  r^ 
ktions  and  aervicea  to  the  miaaionary  atation  and  Biahop  in  China. 

Thia  acconnt  of  Epiacopal  acta  being  rendered,  I  briefly  refer  to  a  few  topica  of  inte- 
reat  in  oar  Dioceae. 

I  at.  At  the  last  Convention,  the  Bishops  were  requested  to  take  aome  atepa  towards 
the  purchaae  of  the  Female  Institute  at  tttaunton.  They  accordingly  drew  op  and  ia- 
sned  a  circular,  aetting  forth  the  reasons  in  behalf  of  this  meaaure,  and  appointed  four  of 
«ur  moat  active  and  auitable  ministers  to  solicit  contributions  for  the  same,  vie:  the  Rev. 
Mr.  PeterkiBythe  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Castleman,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips. 
A  report  of  their  labors,  and  of  the  reauHa  thereof,  wiU  doubtleaa,  either  by  themaelvea 
■or  a  oHnmitiee,  be  presented  to  the  Convention. 

2d.  The  subject  of  the  religiuua  inatruction  of  our  aervancs  has  from  time  to  time  been 
pveaeiited  lo  the  aeabera  of  our  Church  in  Epiacopal  addresses,  or  by  a  Conventional 
c-«eoiutioii9  and  not,  it  ia  hoped,  without  aouie  good  efiecU  Attention  to  the  spiritual  con- 
^itioo  of  thb  portioB  of  our  community  is  we  trust  on  the  increase.  Many  of  our  min- 
faithfully  devote  to  them  a  portion  of  their  time  and  labora.  But  without  the  co- 
ion  of  the  Laiiy,  muck  will  be  lell  undone.  In  order  to  furnish  aids  to  them  in 
%ikt  perforraauce  of  thia  duty,  we  are  endeavoring  to  supply  suitable  books  to  be  used  in 
At  oar  last  Convention  we  recommended  a  volume  of  sermona,  prepared  al- 
eotirely  by  ministera  of  the  Church  of  Virginia,  as  admirably  calculated  for  this 
We  atiU  continue  our  commendation  of  it.  We  are  happy  now  to  call  your 
^Mteation  to  another  volume  of  lesser  aiae,  containing  aeveral  eioelleot  Catechiama  for  the 
^Mml  inatnictien  of  servanta.  This  haa  been  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoff,  and  may 
^>«  had  in  thia  pUce.  Many  of  them  I  hope  will  be  carried  to  their  homea,  by  the 
^C^lergy  and  Laity  composing  this  Convention,  and  by  others  in  attendance,  to  be  faith- 
Pa^y  applied  to  the  purpoaea  for  which  they  have  been  carefully  prepared. 

3d.  Te  another  aubject  of  deepest  interest  I  invite  your  special  attention.     You  per- 
ive,  from  what  I  have  just  stated,  that  the  namber  of  those  admitted  aa  candidates 
the  ministry  ia  email — that  the  miniatera  who  have  gone  from  amungat  ua  to  other 
and  to  the  foreign  miaaionary  fields,  are  more  in  number  than  thoae  who  have 
added  to  our  list  by  ordination  or  by  lettera  dimiasory.    The  consequence  of  which 
is*  the  destilntion  of  a  greater  namber  of  our  smaller  pariahea  than  at  any  previous  pe- 
^Vid.   Thia  destitntion  preaaea  heavily  upon  the  minds  of  the  Bidiopa,  to  whom  applies- 
^•ona  are  eontinoatty  nndt  fur  miniaierial  suppltea.     Thia  care  of  all  the  churehea  comes 
ikkdeed  dally  npon  them,  and  eonatraina  them  to  pray  to  the  Lord  of  the  harveat  to  aend 
Ml  movs  lahorais  Into  the  field.     But  their  prayera  are  not  all  that  God  reqoirea  in 
^ider  to  the  beatowmsnt  of  thia  grace  on  his  church.     The  prayers  and  active  cooperar 
Hm  ef  an  who  are  eooemMd  imiat  he  aealous^y  afforded  in  order  to  the  receiving  of  thai 
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great  anny  of  preachers,  which  from  the  first  has  been  neceMary  to  tha  csnying  on  of 
that  warfare  which  seeks  the  subjugation  of  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  to  Christ    We 
fear  that  there  is  a  most  criminal  neglect  of  this  duty,  chargeable  at  this  time  to  the  whole 
Church  of  Christ.     The  complaint  of  the  want  of  ministers  is  universal  through  all  our 
borders.     Amongst  all  denominations  in  oar  country  the  proportion  of  mmistera  to  the 
people  has,  for  some  years,  been  diminishing.     The  population  of  the  whole  land  has 
been,  indeed,  for  a  long  time,  outgrowing  the  ministry.     The  Theological  Seminaries 
all  bear  sad  testimony  to  this  melancholy  fact    The  literary  institutions  of  our  land  aie 
increasing  in  number  and  size,  and  are  full  to  overflowing.    The  learned  professiona  are 
overstocked.     Gold  and  military  glory  have  attractions  for  youth,  which  draw  them  bj 
thousands  to  the  fields  where  these  perishing  things  are  to  be  sought  at  the  peril  of  soul 
and  body.     Christian  parents,  it  is  to  be  feared,  are  often  much  guilty  in  this  respect 
They  cannot  covet  the  honor  of  the  ministry  for  their  sons,  as  they  ought  to  do,  or  the 
Lord  would  surely  grant  them  their  hearths  desire.    Is  it  too  much  to  affirm,  in  such  a 
time  of  need  for  young  ministers,   that  all  Christian  parents  should  feel  and  aay  as  to 
every  man  child  born  unto  them,  we  give  this,  our  child,  to  the  service  of  the  Lord,  in 
his  sanctuary,  if  the  Lord  shall,  by  blessing  our  prayers  and  instructions,  make  him 
meet  for  that  duty  ^     If  this  were  done,  would  there  be  a  lack  of  faithful  rainistera  }    Out 
of  all  the  sons  thus  early  given  to  the  Lord,  and  sought  to  be  prepared  for  his  aarvice^ 
would  there  not  be  a  sufficient  number  found  meet  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  ?    Would 
it  also  be  too  much  to  say,  as  to  every  young  man  into  whose  heart  the  converting  spirit 
of  the  Lord  has  entered,  and  who  leels  necessarily  laid  upon  him  to  unite  himself  to  the 
society  of  the  faithful,  that  it  is  his  duty  to  look  unto  God  and  inquire^  *'  Lord,  what 
wouldst  thou  have  me  to  do?"    Ought  not  all  such  to  feel  ready  to  give  themselves  up 
to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  if  judicious  friends,  and  those  who  are  permitted  to  judge  in 
this  matter,  should  decide  that  there  are  sufficient  qualifications,  and  if  the  Lord  should 
encourage  their  hearts  by  hb  holy  spirit  to  undertake  the  same?     Surely,  if  there  was 
this  disposition  in  all  young  converts,  wo  should  not  have  such  cause  to  mourn  over  the 
nd  deficiency  which  now  so  aiflicts  all  parts  of  God's  Church,  while  all  other  profea- 
aions  would  still  be  abundant!y  supplied.     Let  me,  therefore,  pot  it  to  the  hearts  of  all 
Christian  parents,  whether  they  do  thus  seek  the  honor  of  the  ministry  for  their  children 
above  all  other  things.     Let  me  put  it  to  the  consciences  of  all  Christian  ministers,  whe- 
ther they  do  their  duty  in  placing  this  question  before  the  hearts  of  parents  and  sons  aa 
they  ought  to  do,  both  in  public  discourses  and  private  intercourse.     I  put  it  to  the  aoulss* 
of  all  young  men  in  the  Church,  whether  they  have  deeply  considered  what  is  the  path 
of  duty  for  them  towards  that  Savior  who  has  redeemed  them,  and  towards  thoae  for 
whom  he  died.     Let  me  remind  ministers,  parents,  and  all  others,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  more  and  faithful  laborers  into  the  ministry, 
that  according  to  the  testimony  of  all  history,  if  proper  means  be  not  adopted  to  obtain, 
in  sufficient  numbers^  men  of  God — pastors  after  God*s  own  heart— for  the  work,  God 
will  permit  such  as  shall  cause  the  people  to  err  to  occupy  the  field  and  destroy  the  har- 
dest    Ministers,  sooner  or  later,  there  will  be  of  some  sort     If  faithful  ones  do  not 
engage  in  the  work,  mere  hirelings  will  do  it.    If  sound  minded  men,  preaching  tbs 
true  gospel,  do  not  undertake  it,  heretical  ones,  preaching  another  Gospel — the  true  Gos- 
pel perverted — will  certainly  do  it     In  no  age  or  country  has  there  been  for  long  time  a 
want  of  ministers  of  some  sort     Nature  abhors  a  vacuum.     Air,  either  pure  or  impuri^ 
will  rush  in.     Either  weeds  or  herbs  will  fill  up  the  vacant  soil  of  this  earth.     So  it  ii 
with  the  Church  of  God.    The  pulpits  will  be  supplied,  the  ordinances  will  be  adminv- 
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tered,  the  prejen  will  be  offered  up,  either  by  the  worthy  or  unworthy.  Let  all 
the  Churches  of  our  Lord  take  heed  to  thU,  and  adopt  the  most  effective  measures  for  a 
full  supply  of  faithful,  zealous,  and  intelligent  ministers.  I  submit  it  especially  to  the 
consideralioQ  of  this  Convention,  whether  some  resolution  might  not  be  adopted  at  its 
present  session,  which  might,  by  God's  blessing,  help  to  enforce  the  duty  now  refened 
to  on  the  hearts  of  our  ministers  and  people. 

While  thus  lamenting  over  the  inadequate  supply  of  ministen:,  and  great  backwardness 
on  the  part  of  parents  and  their  sons  to  covet  the  honor  and  blessedness  of  the  sacred 
office,  I  should  be  ungrateful  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  not  to  acknowledge  His 
goodnesB  in  pouring  out  on  the  hearts  of  the  young  men  now  at  our  Seminary,  and  on 
dhers  who  have  been  there  trained  up  for  the  ministry,  euch  a  missionary  spirit  as  has 
constrained  a  number  of  them  to  forsake  country,  parents,  friends,  and  many  earthly 
comforts,  and  to  go  to  far  distant  lands  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  We  desire  to 
cherish  this  spirit  in  still  more  of  them;  and  would  that  we  were  able  to  meet  all  the 
demands  made  on  our  Seminary  from  various  parts  of  our  own  land.  So  far  as  God 
may  have  used  our  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  watering  others,  we  desire  to  bless  him 
for  the  honor,  and  pray  that  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  those  thus  watered,  ourselves 
may  be  refreshed  by  the  dews  of  Heaven. 

4th.  It  is  due  to  living  worth  as  well  as  to  the  memory  of  a  deceased  sister  in  the  Lord 
to  record  in  thb  document  an  act  of  testamentary  beneficence  and  the  prompt  execution 
of  the  same  by  her  legatee.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Sophia  Jones,  of  Prince  William  bounty,  a 
most  sincere  follower  of  Christ,  and  an  attaohed  member  of  our  Church,  was  removed 
during  the  last  winter  fiom  the  Church  un  earth  to  her  resting  place  with  Christ.  By 
her  will,  she  left  to  my  disposal,  for  sacred  purposes,  fifty  shares  of  stock  in  the  Bank  of 
Virginia,  and  eight  hundred  and  fifly  dollars  of  Virginia  State  Stock.  Her  son,  Mr.  W. 
J.  Downman,  of  Lancaster  county,  with  a  readiness  and  a  filial  piety  which  are  in  strik- 
ing oontiast  with  the  conduct  of  some  in  times  pant,  has  taken  steps  for  the  transfer  of 
the  same,  although,  through  the  peculiarity  of  our  Virginia  code,  that  portion  of  the  will 
ii  void  in  law.  A  younger  sister  may  still  claim,  if  reaching  the  legal  age,  a  moiety  of 
this  bequest,  and  I  shall  therefore  give  a  refunding  bond  for  the  same,  and  leave  it  un- 
touched, without  the  blightest  apprehension  that  the  child  of  such  a  mother,  and  the  sis- 
ter of  such  a  brother,  will  ever  do  otherwise  than  follow  their  example,  and  consummate 
their  acts.  Let  me  also  add,  that  Mrs  Jones  did  not,  like  too  many,  postpone  her  char- 
ities to  a  dying  hour.  She  was  always  liberal  to  the  institutions  of  the  Church  and  to 
objects  of  charity  while  living,  and  she  was  so  without  ostentation.  As  an  instance,  let 
Be  mention  that,  some  years  since,  I  received  from  her  ten  shares  of  3ank  stock  for  our 
Theological  Seminary,  with  a  request  that  the  donor  be  not  known.  That  which  I  was 
Qflt  pet mittcd  to  publish  while  she  existed,  I  may  surely  now  declare  for  the  example  of 
^en. 

5th.  I  cannot  conclude  this  address  without  referring  with  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the 
Ml  of  the  last  Convention,  which  has  enabled  mc,  without  pecuniary  embarrassment,  to 
nbQiId  my  residence  which  had  been  consumed  by  fire.  By  means  of  such  help,  at  the 
end  of  one  year  I  was  enabled,  together  with  those  composing  my  family,  to  enter  on  a 
new  and  much  better  dwelling  place  than  that  which  had  been  destroyed.  Although 
iImk  wei«  many  aasociations  connected  with  that  which  has  past  away,  and  which  cannot 
««Iy  be  forgotten,  yet  the  thought  of  the  source  to  which  I  am  indebted  for  the  latter  will 
eicr  sodear  it  to  my  heart.  This,  however,  is  only  one  of  innumerable  kindnesses  received 
hm  fiiends  tnd  brothers  throughout  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  which  serve  as  ties  to  bind 
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my  heart  to  them,  and  which,  when  I  shall  he  unahlo  to  go  in  and  out  among  them  a« 
at  present,  will  be  sources  of  grateful  and  pleasing  remembrance. 

And  now,  praying  that  the  Holy  (Spirit  may  preside  over  our  deliberations,  and  may 
bless  all  the  religious  exercises  of  this  occasion,  I  remain  your  friend  and  brother  in  Christ,

The  Right  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop,  next  read  his  report,  a?  follows : 

BISHOP  JOHNS'S  REPORT. 

During  the  Convention  at  Staunton,  I  addressed  the  congregation  assembled  in  Trinity 
Church  on  the  mornings  of  the  22d  and  24th  of  May,  and  on  the  latter  of  these  occasions 
I  confirmed  twelve  persons.  May  25th,  in  the  afternoon,  I  addressed  the  Missionary 
meeting,  and  at  night  preached  the  sermon  at  the  clooe  of  the  Convention.  27th, 
I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Albemarle,  and  confirmed  three  persons;  at  nigbt  I  preached  in 
Christ's  Church,  Charlottesville.  28th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Buck  Mountain. 
29th,  I  preached  in  Walker's  Church.  My  apiioiniment  for  the  next  morning  at  St 
John's,  Louisa,  was  withdrawn,  that  I  might  pass  on  immediately  to  Richmond,  and  be 
in  readiness  to  meet  certain  appointments  of  Bishop  Meade,  who  was  detained  at  Staun<* 
ton  by  sickness. 

June  1st,  1  was  engaged  to  officiate  at  St.  Johns,  Richmond,  but  as  the  repairs  of  the 
Church  were  not  completed,  the  building  was  not  in  a  condition  to  be  occupied ;  the 
aervice  was  postponed.  8th,  I  preached  in  U'iUiamsburg,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 
15th,  I  preached  in  Beaver  Dam  Church,  Goochland,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 
16th,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's,  Goochland,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  17th,  I  preach- 
ed in  Immanuel's  Church,  Powhatan,  and  confirmed  two.  18th,  I  preached  in  St. 
Luke's,  Powhatan,  and  confirmed  three.  19th,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Genito. 
20th,  Preached  in  the  same  Church.  21st,  I  consecrated  Trinity  Church,  ('hesterfield; 
the  sentence  of  consecration  was  read  by  the  Rector;  morning  service  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Berkeley,  Fisher,  and  Webb;  sermon  by  myself.  22il,  I  preached  in  the  same  C^hurch, 
and  confirmed  one  person.  From  Chesterfield  I  proceeded  to  meet  two  appointments 
which  Bishop  Meade  was  prevented  from  fulfiling — one  at  Grace  Church,  Petersburg, 
the  other  at  Hicksford.  As  the  new  building  for  the  congregation  at  Grace  Church,  was 
not  out  of  the  contractor's  hands,  the  consecration  was  postponed.  24th,  I  preached  at 
Hicksford,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  29th,  I  preached  in  the  College  Chapel  at 
Williamsburg. 

July  6th,  At  St  Peters,  New  Kent,  I  fulfilled  an  appointment  for  Bishop  Meade; 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons.  10th,  In  St  Paul's,  Alexandria,  I  assisted 
Bishop  Meade  in  the  ordination  services,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  C.  Keith,  and  the  Rev. 
G.  McK.  Calloway,  to  Priest's  Orders,  llih,  In  St  Paul's,  Alexandria,  I  assisited  in  the 
consecration  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Payne,  D.  D.  18th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  at 
Leesburg.  19th,  I  preached  in  the  same  Church,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  SOth, 
I  preached  in  Immanuel  Church,  Middleburg,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  2l8t,  I 
:hed  in  Trinity  Church,  Upperville,  and  confirmed  one  person.  2dd,  At  Millwood 
i  baptized  the  Rector's  daughter,  and  after  a  sermon  hy  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin,  1  ad- 
*d  the  congregation.     25th,  I  preached  at  Middletown,  and  confirmed  one  person, 

rth.  The  morning  appointment  at  Christ  Church,  Winchester,  was  interfered  with 

the  unfavorable  weather;  at  night,  however,  I  officiated,  and  confirmed  one  person. 
I  preached  at  Martinsburg,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  30th  and  31st,  I  was 
itad  by  rain  from  reaching  Hedgeaville. 
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Aoguft  lit,  I  preached  at  Smithfield,  and  laid  the  corner  atone  of  a  new  Church, 
nnce  eompleted.  2d,  I  preached  at  Shepherdstown,  and  coD6rmed  five  persons.  3d,  I 
preached  in  the  same  Church,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Horace  Stringfellow,  Jr.,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  Campbell  White  to  Priest's  Orders ;  the  morning  service  w  as  read  by  the 
Rev.  D.  F.  Sprigg,  the  candidates  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Andrews.  4th, 
I  preached  at  Harper's  Ferry,  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons.  5th,  I  preached  at 
Chariestown  and  confirmed  eleven  persons.  6th,  I  preached  at  Wickliflfe  and  confirmed 
five  persons.  7th,  I  preached  at  Grace  Church,  BerryviUe,  and  confirmed  three  persona. 
I6th,  I  preached  at  « Jordan*s  Spring."  17th,  I  preached  at  Hedgeaville.  18th,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  the  same  Church  and  confirmed  ten  pers<ins.  At  night, 
after  the  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sprigg,  I  addressed  the  congregation.  21tb,  in  Im- 
manuel  Church,  New  Castle,  Delaware,  I  preached,  morning  and  aOernoon. 

September  7th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Charch,  Baltimore.  16th,  I  preached  in 
Christ  Church,  Georgetown,  morning  and  night.  21st,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Waahington.     28th,  I  preached  in  Williamsburg. 

October  12th  and  19th,  I  preached  in  Williamsburg.  26th,  at  St.  John's,  Richmond, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  five  persons.  28th,  I  consecrated  Grace  Church,  Petersburg, 
The  sentence  of  consecration  was  lead  by  the  Rector;  morning  service  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Woodbridge  and  Stringfellow;  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Norwood.  On  the 
flame  occasion  I  confirmed  eleven  persons.  In  February,  1843,  I  consecrated  the  frame 
building  in  which  this  congregation  commenced  their  public  services.  It  affords  cause 
<d  gratitude  to  find  that  in  less  than  nine  years  they  have  attamed  a  size  and  strength 
fequiring  a  larger  house  of  worship,  and  enabling  them  to  provide  for  themselves  a 
Church  more  eligibly  situated,  and  in  dimenhions,  style,  and  material,  appiopriately  ez- 
pessive  of  the  prosperity  with  which  God  has  blessed  them.  October  30th,  J  preached 
«C  Ca  Ira.     31st,  I  preached  at  Curdsville. 

November  2d,  I  preached  at  Trinity,  Bedford,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  The 
Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sale,  was  detained  at  home  by  sickness,  and  I  regreted  to  learn, 
1)j  a  letter  from  him,  that  the  nature  of  his  affection  was  such  as  to  render  it  neceaaary 
fiir  him  to  discontinue  his  services  in  this  and  the  other  congregations  with  which  it 
was  connected.     The  night  of  the  same  day  I  preached  in  Lynchburg. 

November  3d,  I  consecrated  St.  Paul's  Church,  Lynchburg.  The  sentence  of  conse- 
cration was  read  by  the  Rector;  morning  service  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  G.  Wilmer  and 
Kinaolving;  sermon  by  myself.  It  is  due  to  this  congregation  to  record  the  fact,  that 
the  large  and  beautiful  building  which  they  have  erected  for  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God  was  entirely  paid  for  before  its  consecration.  The  same  night  I  preached  and  con- 
finned  twenty  persons. 

Novemlier  4th,  I  preached  at  Campbell  Court  House.  5th,  I  preached  at  St  John's, 
Campbell,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  From  this  church  a  conveyance  was  kindly 
fomisbed  by  Mr.  Ponnell  to  his  residence  on  Staunton  river,  and  afier  receiving  his  hoa- 
pitalitiea  for  the  night,  he  sent  me  on  the  next  day  to  Pitt^Ivania  Court  House.  7th,  In 
tha  morning,  I  preached,  and  at  night  addressed  the  congregation,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

November  9tb,  I  preached  at  Henry  Court  House  and  confirmed  four.  1 0th,  I  preached 
again  in  the  aame  Church.  12th,  I  preached  at  Danville.  13th,  I  preached  in  the 
ame  Church  and  confirmed  eighteen  persons.  15th,  I  preached  at  St.  John's  Church, 
Halifax  Court  Houae,  in  the  morning,  and  addressed  the  congregation  at  night  after  the 
Sev.  Mr.  Claik.    16th,  I  preached  in  the  same  Church  and  confirmed  five  persona; 
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again  at  night  aJdreaseil  the  congregation  after  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clark.  ITlh,  I  preaehed 
at  Catawba  Charch.  18th,  I  preacheH  at  the  Brick  Church.  20th,  I  preached  at  St 
Paurs,  Lunenburg.  2lBt,  I  preached  at  St  John*8,  Lunenburg.  2?d,  I  preached  at 
the  City  Church.  23d,  I  preached  at  Boydton.  24th,  I  preached  at  ClarksvUle  and 
con  finned  three.  25th,  The  rain  prevented  the  congregation  from  aaaembling  at  8t. 
Andrews  26ih,  I  preached  at  St  Luke*8  and  confirmed  three  persona.  The  fiv» 
churches  in  Mecklenburg  are  vacant,  the  Rev.  F.  McGuire  having  been  under  the  ne- 
oesiiity  of  resigning  the  congregations  under  his  rare  on  account  of  his  ill  health. 

De.'^mber  7th,  I  preached  at  Williamsburg.  18th,  in  the  Church  in  Wiliiamsburg  I 
admitted  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Roberts  to  Priest^s  Orders;  the  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Withers;  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Minnigerode.  Both  united  in  the  imposition  of  hands* 
21st,  I  preached  in  Williamsburg. 

My  services  during  the  winter  may  be  summarily  stated,  and  yet  with  sufficient  die- 
tinctness  for  the  purp  m  of  this  re(>ort 

For  more  thnn  a  year  past  the  Church  in  Williamsburg  has  unhappily  been  vacant, 
and  the  supply  of  the  pulpit  has,  unavoidably,  devolved  on  Dr.  Totten  and  myself.  I 
have  preached  there  on  Sunday,  and  also  lectured  on  Wednesday,  during  Lent 

In  College,  on  Sunday  aflernoons,  I  have  conducted  a  class  engaged  in  Biblical  His* 
lory;  three  days  of  the  week,  I  have  been  occupied  in  a  course  on  Moral  Philosophy^ 
and  every  Wednesday  on  Natural  Theology.  The  course  on  Moral  Philosophy  is  con- 
fined to  the  senior  class;  the  recitations  on  the  Bible,  and  on  Natural  Theology,  are  at* 
tended  by  all  the  students. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  services,  I  have  officiated  elsewhere  a«  follows: 

February  18th  and  19th,  in  St.  PauPs,  and  in  the  Monumental  Church,  Richmond, 
after  other  clergy,  I  addressed  the  respective  congregations. 

March  3d,  Before  the  usual  hour  for  service,  I  confirmed  a  sick  person,  and  afterwards 
pleached  in  St.  Paul's,  Petersburg,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons.  In  the  afternoon,  I 
addressed  the  congiegation  in  Grace  Church,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons.  At  night, 
I  preached  again  in  St  Paul's.

6th,  I  preached 
in  the  other  Church  of  the  same  Parish,  and  at  night  lectured  in  Norfolk.  7th,  I 
preached  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk.  8th,  I  preached,  in  the  morning,  in  Trinity,  Porta- 
mouth,  and  at  night,  in  St  Paul's,  Norfolk.  9tb,  Good  Friday,  I  preached  in  Chris' 
Church,  Norfolk,  and  at  night  in  St.  Paul's.  11th,  Easter  Sunday,  I  preacheil  in 
Christ  Church,  and  confirmed  fifty  five  persons;  at  night,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's,  and 
confirmed  twenty- seven  persons.  12th,  I  preached  at  Hampton,  and  confirmed  three 
persons.  29th,  I  lel\  home  to  visit  the  Churches  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  and,  on  my  way, 
preached  in  the  Centurion  Church,  Old  Point  Comfort  and  confirmed  mx  persons. 

May  2d.  I  preached,  in  the  morning,  at  Drummondtown,  and  at  night  at  Onancock. 
This  parish  is  still  vacant.  3d,  I  preached  at  Pungoteague.  4th,  I  preacher]  in  St. 
Michael's,  Bellhaven,  and  confirmed  five.  5th,  I  preached  in  Hungar's  Church,  and 
confirmed  seven,  two  of  whom  were  from  St  Michael's  Church.  6th,  I  prc>ached  at 
Eastville.  7th,  on  my  return,  I  preached  at  Hampton,  and  confirmed  six.  16th,  I 
preached  in  Williamsburg. 
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80  as  to  intersect  Oak  Grove  and  Bon  Brook,  and  to  be  constituted  a  New 
Parish  under  the  style  of  Leighton  Parish ; 

AUo  a  report  on  an  application  from  friends  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  Pleasants  county,  praying  to  be  admitted  into  connection  with 
the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  under  the  style  of  St.  John'*s  Parish,  with  the 
limits  of  said  county  as  their  boundary  line  ; 

Also  a  report  on  an  application  from  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  Jack- 
son county,  prating  to  be  admitted  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia,  under  the  style  of  Ravenswood  Parish,  with  the  boim- 
daries  of  the  said  county  as  their  limits ;  recommending  that  the  prayers  of 
the  several  petitions  be  granted.

Also  a  report  on  an  application  from  members  and  friends  comprising  th^* 
congregation  of  St.  James'  Church,  in  Cumberland  county,  praying  to  be'

Resohed,  Thai  the  tender  to  this  Convention,  by  R.  G.  Scott,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of 
Richmond,  a  visitor  of  William  and  Mary  College,  for  distribution,  of  an  edition  (pub- 
lished by  him)  of  '*a  discourse  on  the  death  of  General  Washington,   late  President  of^ 
the  United  Stales,*'  delivered  on  the  22d  of  February,  1800,  in  the  Church  in  Williaina— 
burg,  by  James  Madison,  D.  D.,  be  accepted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Conveation  return^ 
ed  to  him  for  the  same. 

A  petition  from  members  of  Meade  Parish,  for  a  division  of  the  same,  wa& 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Commillee  on  New  Parishes 

Agreeably  to  notice  tho  following  resolutions  were  offered,  and  referred  to 
a  Special  Committee  to  consider  the  same  and  report  to  the  next  Convention  : 

Wherens,  a  Canon  was  proposed  in  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epiaco- 
pal  Church  at  its  last  session,  providing  for  the  institution  of  a  Supreme  Court  of  Ap* 
peals,  to  determine  questions  of  law,  upon  proper  appenl  from  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
of  any  Diocese;  and  whereas,  this  (Convention  believes  such  appellate  tribanal,  organ- 
ized upon  just  principlet«,  would  tend  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  our  Zion;  and 
whereas,  it  was  decided  l>y  the  House  of  Deputies,  that  the  subject  was  of  importance, 
and  should  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Convention;  and  whereas,  it  may  be  sappoeed 
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the  nationftl  legislature  of  our  Church  will  be  somewhat  influenced  in  its  judgment  by 
an  ezpreMion  of  the  known  wanta  of  their  conftituents;  therefore — 

Besolctdf  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  a  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  for 
deciding  questions  of  law  arising  in  Diocesan  judicatories,  is  needed,  and  that  the  want 
of  fuch  tribunal  is  a  marked  deficiency  in  our  otherwiRe  admirable  and  republican  sys- 
tem of  Church  government. 

Jtesoivefff  That  as  a  natural  consequence  of  the  absence  of  some  general  judicial  re- 
view of  mooted  law  points  arining  in  various  Dioceses,  the  legiKlation  of  the  General 
Convention  has  assumed  to  some  extent  the  form  of  special  enactment,  tending  to  change 
the  nature  of  our  irreat  law-making  authority,  and  to  substitute  for  its  legitimate  func- 
tions the  ezerci»e  of  powers  judicial  in  elfect. 

Refoivedt  That  an  impoitant  principle  of  all  free  governments  forbids  the  veitting  of 
legislative  and  judicial  powers  in  the  same  hands;  and  as  such  combinations  of  functions 
in  the  aame  man  or  body  of  men  is  in  civil  governments  deemed  tyrannicnl,  it  cannot 
be  safe  in  ecclesiastical  politics,  because  experience  has  shdwn  that  ecclesiastics  may 
run  the  same  career  of  ambition  and  despotism  as  that  pursued  by  other  men 

Remdved^  That  while  we  have  no  disposition  to  dictate  a  course  of  conduct  for  our 
delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  neither  do  we  express  any  opinion  with  regard  to 
the  pieriae  organization  of  the  supreme  tribunal,  yet  we  cannot  but  hope  that  a  just  and 
efiective  scheme  may  be  presented  and  adopted  for  remedying  the  defect  referred  to;  and 
we  cannot  but  eipress  our  earnest  solicitu  Je,  that  those  who  have  been  constituted  pro- 
per authorities  for  regulating  the  important  matter,  may  be  so  guided  in  their  deliliera- 
tions  and  farthered  in  their  efforts,  that  the  riehts,  lilierties,  and  privileges  of  all  within 
our  borders  may  be  secured  from  the  evils  of  injustice  and  oppression.

Rt.  Rxv.  Airn  Dam  Brothkr:  I  have  received  with  great  pleasure,  and  v  ith  many 
thanks  to  God,  the  welcome  accession  from  your  Diocese.  Our  friends  are  so  full  of  sim- 
ple, wanned-heart  piety,  that  their  arrival  has  l>een  a  great  refreshcient  to  us  all.  It  was 
so  ordered  of  God  that  they  came  to  us  on  Christmas  day,  which  we  accepted  an  a  happy 
augury  for  their  future  destiny  here,  it  l)eing  the  day  of  greatest  thankiigiving  in  the 
whole  year.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson,  and  Mr.  Keith  are  domiciliated  with  me,  and  a  most 
happy  household  we  are,  through  God's  blessing.  I  have  just  been  obliged  to  send  my 
dear  wife  home  for  her  health,  and  she  has  taken  our  children  with  her,  so  that  the 
presence  of  our  friends  from  Virginia  is  peculiarly  acceptal>le.  Mrs.  Ntlstin  is  bO  kind 
as  to  relieve  me  of  the  cares  of  housekeeping.  They  are  making  good  progress  in  the 
laofuage,  and  I  trust  will  be  able  to  preach  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

1  hftve  to  thank  you  also  for  the  very  liberal  aid  extended  to  our  female  school  at  the 
JvUIm  eoUedioii.    I  trust  you  will  convey  to  the  whole  Diocese  the  hearty  thanks  of 
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myself  and  of  the  whole  minion,  for  the  handsome  collection  made  in  aid  of  this  excel- 
lent work.  Mirs  Jones  is  now  living  in  a^part  of  the  houae,  with  a  small  company  of 
▼ery  nice  little  girls  around  her.  The  whole  building  will  be  completed  in  a  few  weeks, 
and  I  trust  by  God's  blessing  we  shall  have  a  flourishing  girKs  school  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  our  work  progresses.  I  have  recently  received  two 
applications  to  become  candidates  for  the  ministry,  from  two  very  worthy  natives:  one  a 
youth  of  twenty -one,  who  in  just  leaving  our  school;  the  other  a  man  of  6fty  years,  who 
has  been  a  very  consistent  Christian  for  three  years,  and  who  dcrlnres,  in  a  very  simple 
and  heart- touching  manner,  bis  desire  to  tell  his  countrymen  of  the  Savior.  When  I 
inquired  of  him  a  few  days  i<ince  why  ho  wished  to  become  a  Deacon,  he  answered  :  "  I 
was  as  one  dead  until  I  heard  of  Jesus;  now  I  am  alive,  and  !  want  to  tell  others  of  him 
that  thfy  may  live  too."  Chai,  our  native  Deacon,  is  a  great  comfort  to  us,  he  is  re- 
spected by  all  his  countrymen  who  know  him.  I  have  had  many  of  them  tell  me  he  if 
the  best  man  they  ever  knew,  and  I  have  never  heard  a  word  said  against  him.  He 
promises  to  become  an  excellent  preacher,  with  more  experience. 

I  am  prevented  from  preaching  in  the  city  by  my  nervous  aflecuon;  it  aflecta  my  head, 
spine,  and  heart,  so  that  my  physicians  arc  afraid  of  the  excitement  of  preaching  in  a 
large  Church,  but  God  is  very  merciful  to  me,  so  that  I  am  able  to  teach  daily  in  onr 
■chool  cha()el,  I  hope  with  some  good  success. 

Pray  for  us,  my  dear  brother,  our  work  is  very  great,  and  truly  the  instrumentality  is 
weak. 

Remember  me  very  aflfectionately  to  my  old  classmates,  your  son  Richard,  and  my 
good  brother  Hoflf,  who  is  with  you  at  Millwood,  and  believe  me,  with  much  veneration

Seminary  and  the  High  School,  made  the  following  report: 

REPORT 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theolt)gical  Seminary ^  and  Episcopal  High  School 

of  Virginia, 

The  trustees  of  these  institutions  of  the  Church,  respectfully  report  to  the  Convention, 
that  the  Theological  Seminary  under  their  care  has,  with  the  blessing  of  Heaven,  con« 
tinued  to  prosper  during  the  past  year.  It  is  believed  that  the  Professors  have  been 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the  students  diligent  in  attending  to  those 
studies  and  other  exercises,  which  are  necessary  to  prepare  them  for  becoming  efficient 
and  useful  ministers  in  the  Church  of  Gud. 

The  present  number  of  students  is  thirty,  which,  though  less  than  it  has  sometimes 
been,  is  greater  than  during  the  last  two  preceding  years.  In  these  days  of  excitement,  toil, 
and  strife,  when  men  are  **  making  haste  to  be  rich,"  and  aiming  at  earthly  distinction  and 
prosperity,  we  have  special  reason  to  pray  that  the  great  Utad  of  the  Church,  **the 
Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls,'*  will  raise  up  many  able  and  faithful  ministers  of  His 
word  and  sacraments;  that  **  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  send  forth  more  laborers  into 
His  harvcht/*  and  that  to  this  eml,  He  will  richly  bless  this  "  School  of  the  Prophets,*' 
and  make  it  an  abundant  perennial  fountain,  *'  whose  streams  shall  make  glad  the  city 
of  our  God.'* 

But  much  as  the  Diocese  has  done  in  establishing  and  sustaining  this  Institution,  (for 
it  is  chiefly  a  monument  of  her  liberality,)  it  still  requhes  fostering  care  and  considerable 
effort  to  make  it  all  that  it  is  desirable  it  should  be,  and  to  put  it,  free  from  embarrassmtnt, 
on  a  permanent  foundation. 

The  amount  of  its  vested  funds  is  now  about  $62,000,  which  will  be  somewhat  in- 
creased when  the  remaining  subscriptions,  made  a  few  years  since,  shall  be  entirely  paid. 

A  society  has  been  recently  formed  for  the  improvement  and  embellishment  of  the 
Seminary  grounds,  which  has  already  commenced  its  labors  under  favorable  auspices, 
and  with  encouraging  prospects  of  success. 

The  High  School,  under  the  efficient  management  and  thorough  instruction  of  ita 
Principal  and  his  assistants,  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  Its  advantages  for  an 
extensive  and  thorough  course  of  instruction  are  certainly  great,  while  from  its  rural  situ* 
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atioD  and  itc  proximity  to  the  Semioary,  its  pupils  are  remofed  from  many  temptationi,  and 
enjuy,  in  some  respects,  peculiarly  favorable  moral  and  religious  privileges.  Long  may  it 
remain  an  honor  to  the  cause  of  sound  learning,  and  a  blessing  to  the  Church  and  Diocese! 
The  reports  of  the  several  Professors  oi  the  Seminary,  and  of  the  Rector  of  the  High 
School,  which  are  subjoined,  will  exhibit  more  particularly  the  condition  of  their  respec- 
tive departments.     All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Report  of  the  Prf>fe^snr  of  Church  History  and  Church  Polity* 

To  the  Truittea  of  the  Theological  Seminary 

of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Virginia: 

The  usual  studies  of  the  classes  have  been  pursued  to  this  date.  The  senior  clasa 
have  followed  the  annual  course  in  the  History  of  the  Church  of  England  and  in  Eccle- 
siastical Polity,  and  are  now  engaged  on  the  subject  of  the  Liturgy.  The  composition 
and  delivery  of  sermons  have  also  had  regular  attention. 

With  the  middle  class  the  usual  course  in  the  general  history  of  the  Church  has  been 
attentively  pursued.     Both  classes  are  now  ready  for  review.

The  Rector  of  the  High  School  respectfully  begs  leave  to  present  his  seventh  annual 
icpoit* 

The  ninth  session  of  the  School  commenced  on  the  10th  September,  and  will  termi- 
nata  on  the  14th  July,  1852.  The  course  of  study,  order,  and  arrangements  continue, 
wilhoiil  any  material  changes,  as  previously  reported.  In  addition  to  the  two  ancient 
FfBDch  and  German  are  studied  by  many  of  the  puplla.    Inttrnction  in  vocal 
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intwic  has  been  given  to  the  whole  school,  by  one  of  the  offioen  skilled  in  teaching  thit 
■cience.  The  Rector  spends  daily  from  foar  to  six  hoars  in  giving  instruction  in  an- 
cient languages,  &c.  Four  gentlemen,  all  of  whom  are  communicants  of  the  Churcfa> 
are  employed  as  assistant  instructors.  The  domestic  department  continues  to  be  directed, 
as  heretofore,  by  two  ladies  of  judgment  and  experience  in  their  respective  offices. 

The  number  of  students  at  one  period  of  the  session,  reached  eighty-five.  At  present 
it  is  eighty-one,  three  of  whom  are  preparing  to  enter  the  Theological  Seminary  of  our 
Church.  Were  it  deemed  judicious  to  increase  the  accommodations,  or  to  extend  the 
limit  fixed  for  the  number  of  students,  more  than  one  hundred  could  readily  be  obtained* 
The  schoors  prospects  continue  encouraging.  The  attention  of  the  students  to  the  reli* 
gious  exercises  of  the  school  has  been  highly  gratifying.  The  voluntary  religioua  aer- 
vices  continue  as  hitherto,  to  be  attended  by  all  the  pupils,  with  but  three  or  four  excep* 
tions  in  the  case  of  the  youngest  boys.  The  deportment  of  the  students  has  been,  on  the , 
whole,  most  satisfactory — not  a  single  case  of  expulsion,  dismission,  or  severe  disdplio^ 
having  occurred  for  now  more  than  three  years.

The  Rev.  D.  S|mrrow,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
esenled  the  following  report : 

fhe  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  in  making  their  annual  report  to  Conven- 
V  diQit  alwmya  necessarily  feel,  that  their  task  is  somewhat  dUBeult.  an«i  •   ^  " 
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and  withal  important  one.  Not  having  access  to  the  parodiial  leporta,  they  an  deititiito 
of  one  principal  source  of  infonnation  and  judgment  And  even  with  every  poeribto 
help  and  appliance,  it  is  a  matter  of  some  nicety  to  decide  upon  some  of  the  principal 
points  on  which  they  may  be  expected  to  express  an  opinion.  Hsd  they  the  documents 
|n  hand,  it  vrould  be  comparatively  easy  to  gather  up  and  exhibit,  in  a  condensed  view, 
the  statistics  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year  past;  the  number  of  persons  confirmed  and  ad- 
mitted to  communion;  the  churches  built  aud  consecrated;  and  the  amount  of  moneys 
given  for  charitable  purposes;  comparing  this  year,  in  these  several  respects,  with  years  that 
have  gone  before,  and  with  the  general  strength  of  the  Church,  and  what  might  reason- 
ably be  expected  of  her  in  view  of  her  many  peculiar  advantages  for  doing  the  Lord's 
work,  and  with  the  pressing  necessities  of  our  age  and  country.  But  even  if  this  task 
were  possible  to  your  Committee,  and  actually  accomplished  by  them,  there  would  yet 
remain  another,  more  delicate  in  its  nature  and  more  difficult  of  accomplishment.  Thej 
would  still  have,  however  diffidently  and  humbly,  to  give  their  view  upon  tha 
inner  condition  of  the  Church,  and  the  amount  of  purely  spiritual  work  which,  through 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  has  been  accomplished  within  our  borders,  and  by  oar 
instrumentality,  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention.  For  your  Committee 
would  ever  bear  in  mind,  and  would  have  others  do  the  same,  that  it  b  to  this  subject 
our  attention,  and  prayers,  and  efforts  should  be  mainly  directed,  and  that  we  should 
never  rest  satisfied  except  as,  to  use  the  strong  paradox  of  the  Apostle  and  the  Apostle's 
Lord  and  Master  we  see,  that  which  is  inviaibk,  we  trare  that  whioh  cometfa  not  wUk 
obitrwiiion  s  and  except  as,  moreover,  we  discover  this  reign  of  Christ  in  human  hearts^ 
extending  around  us  within  our  own  borders,  and  far  beyond  them  even  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth. 

In  expressing  an  opinion  on  this  point — upon  the  condition  of  true  spiritual  religion 
in  the  church  of  our  aflections,  and  rational  and  conscientious,  because  scriptural,  pre- 
ference, looking  over  the  whole  Diocese,  and  viewing  it  as  a  whole— we  see,  as  .usual, 
grounds  for  deep  humiliation  before  God  for  our  manifold  deficiencies,  and  at  the  same 
time  for  true  thankfulness  and  earnest  hope.  The  communicants  of  the  Church  aeem, 
for  the  most  part,  to  have  walked  during  the  past  conventional  year  in  a  manner  worthy 
of  their  vocation,  honoring  Christ,  and  by  their  zealous  exertions  in  many  ways,  eeek- 
ing  to  advance  his  cause.  The  cases  of  discipline,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  have  been 
very  few.  Last  year  they  were  but  little  more  than  one  in  a  thousand  of  our  comma- 
nicauts;  and  this  year  we  trust  the  proportion  has  been  smaller  still.  This  we  look  upon 
as  a  matter  for  which  our  devoutcst  thanks  are  due.  Every  christian  heart  feels,  at  least, 
a  profound  relief  when,  in  this  world  of  sin  and  inconsistency,  the  Savior  escapes 
wounding  in  the  house  of  his  friends.  Let  the  world,  if  they  will  and  must,  speak  evil 
of  our  Master;  but  let  none  of  his  followers  betray  him,  even  with  a  "  hail  Master  " 
and  a  kiss. 

But  while  the  communicants  of  our  Church,  generally,  have  been  thus  exemplary  in 
their  walk  and  conversation,  it  is  with  grief  that  your  Committee  have  to  notice  that 
their  number  has  not  increased  as  was  to  be  hoped  and  expected.  The  daughter  of  Zion 
has  not  lengthened  her  cords  and  strengthened  her  stakes.  The  Church  of  Christ  has 
not  amongst  us  received  those  accessions  which  should  be  ever  earnestly  striven  and 
koked  for  year  by  year,  as  she  advances  on  the  high  road  of  time,  towards  the  conatUD- 

itioii  of  all  things.    Even  in  some  congre^^ations  where  the  attendance  has  rather  in- 

i»«'ii,  there  has  been  a  sad  deficiency  here.     In  some  cases  death  has  taken  away  more 

tuo  Gospel  invitation  has  brought  in.     This  want  of  increase  in  the  number  of  pro* 
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fening  Chibtiaiif  k  a  matter  to  be  deeply  deplored,  and  which  cAlls  for  eelf-examination, 

for  renewed  interoenory  prayer,  and  for  an  honeet  dealing  with  ourteives  aa  individual^ 

«d4  •  chriatian  commonion.    In  view  of  the  commiasic^n  devolved  upon  the  Church  by 

*ts  Head  and  Founder,  of  the  exigencies  of  our  country,  and  of  the  position  which  it  occih 

pies  aa  the  recipient  of  a  great  foreign  emigration,  as  the  soil  of  a  rapid  natural  growth* 

fljid  aa  the  fountain  head  of  an  influence  which  is  felt  in  the  most  distant  lands,  and  in 

"view,  also,  of  the  value  of  immortal  souls  perishing  for  lack  of  divine  knowledge,  we 

cannot  cooaent  to  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  labors  of  the  Christian  ministry  and' 

laiij  have  been  in  thia  view  in  any  way  ineffectual  during  the  past  year,  without  ex- 

preotng  the  hope,  that  the  records  of  the  year  to  come,  whether  tve  be  permitted  to  read 

them  or  not,  will  bear  witness,  that  Jehovah  haa  been  <<  enquired  of  by  the  house  of 

Israel "  to  add  to  the  number  of  such  as  shall  be  saved,  and  that  he  has  done  it  for  them. 

Tour  Committee  do  not  forget  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  our  communion  in  two 

localitiea  at  least.     We  do  thankfully  bear  in  mind  that,  in  the  places  referred  to,  and 

tloubcleae  in  aome  others,  though  not  in  the  same  marked  degree,  he  has  poured  out  hie 

spirit  on  the  people,  and  that  many  have  been  thus  added  to  the  Lord.     We  desire,  too, 

in  prayerful  humility,  to  regard  these  local  revivals  as  only  the  few  large  drops  before  the 

coming  ahower,  and  to  look  on  them  as  the  earnest  of  a  more  abundant  and  widespread 

bleaaing.    Heaven  grant  that  it  may  be  so!— not  that  we  wish  to  see  merely  our  num« 

beis  multiplied — we  look  for  fruit  and  not  blossoms  only;  and  we  would  deprecate,  above 

ttll  tbinga,  the  sacrificing  of  the  quality  to  the  quantity  of  chriatian  profession  among  na* 

We  hope  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  will  ever  be  more  conspicuous  for  its  spiritual  than 

its  namerical  strength.     Only  we  would  have  it  steadily  borne  in  mind,  that  the  spirit 

of  the  Lord  can  at  once  increase  the  profession  of  religion  and  elevate  its  standard {  and 

that  these  two  divine  operations  are  entirely  compatible  with  one  aonther. 

In  regard  to  the  instances  of  special  blessing  upon  our  Zion,  which  have  been  men- 
tioned,  one  or  two  circumstances  have  been  called  to  our  notice  as  instructive  to  the 
C^horch  at  large.  When  inquiry  has  been  made  as  to  the  working  of  the  proximate 
^causes  (additional  to  the  public  means  of  grace)  of  these  happy  results,  they  have  been 
found  by  your  Committee  to  have  begun  their  operation  amongst  those  already  professora 
of  religion.  The  mercy  began  in  the  house  of  God.  When  more  than  one  ministerial 
Iwother  was  concerned  in  the  work,  a  strong  fraternal  feeling  existed — they  were  of  one 
Knind  and  one  heart,  feeling  the  cause  to  be  Christ's,  and  not  properly  their  own.  The  peo- 
(ile,  too,  partook  largely  in  this  loving  spirit,  and  eo  their  prayers  were  not  hindered;  more- 
tbe  people  had  been  long  helpful  to  their  pastors  in  every  good  word,  and  work, 
id  contribution;  and  above  all,  as  we  are  informed,  there  were  some  members  of  theae 
^hnrchea,  who,  living  habituallyin  intimate  communion  with  God,  had  made  unceaaing 
(arayer,  for  aometime,  for  Heaven's  special  blessing  on  the  use  of  the  word  of  truth;  and 
1^0,  after  long  delay,  the  ever  feithfol  God  vouchsafed  an  answer.  Thus  haa  it  usually 
in  aeasons  of  revival,  and  for  this  method  in  the  divine  procedure,  should  thoaa 
imben  of  Chriat'a  Church  who  feel  a  sympathy  for  men  perishing  in  their  ain%  ever 
took,  upon  no  other  should  they  practically  depend,  upon  no  other  have  they  a  waiw 
vant  Co  depend. 

The  attention  of  your  Committee  has  been  called  to  the  great  excess  of  the  denund 

t^vcr  the  aopply  of  miniaters  within  our  diocese  and  communion.     It  is  a  great  eomfofft 

that  a  pert  of  the  low  which  we  mourn  in  this  respect,  has  been  the  gain  of  others;  that 

aooM  have  gone  to  labor  in  other  dioceses,  and  especially  that  they  have  been  led  by  the 

^enstiaining  love  ef  Christ  to  choose  as  the  field  of  their  life- long  toils  benighted  hea- 
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then  lands.  So  far  as  the  lack  of  ministeri  ia  oecaaoned  by  a  fiulora  of  fhe  hKhftn  and 
mothers  in  our  Israel  to  surrender  their  sons,  and  of  the  youth  of  the  Charch  to  give  op 
themselves,  to  the  Lord*s  serTice,  it  ia  indeed  a  drcamstanoe  which  ahoold  awakes  tip- 
prehension,  and  excite  more  earnest  prayer  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  should 
send  forth  more  laborers  into  the  harvest  It  also  aaggests  to  the  Charch  the  impor- 
tance of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society.  By  this  institution  many  clergy  are  kept 
among  as,  who  must,  otherwise,  seek  fields  of  labor  elsewhere.  Thus  is  our  ministiy, 
if  not  increased,  preserved  from  diminution,  and  parishes  that  would  otherwise  be  lor- 
aaken,  are  supplied  with  the  ministntions  of  the  gospel.  It  seema  to  year  Committee, 
also,  a  reason  why  all  educational  institutions,  of  whatever  grade,  whidi  aeek  to  train 
youthful  mind,  in  connexion  with  our  Church,  and  in  harmony  with  its  system,  should 
be  countenanced  and  cherished  by  our  members. 

In  conclusion,  it  seems  a  matter  calling  for  continued  thankfulness  to  God,  that  the 
interest  among  ministers  and  people  in  our  Church  continues  to  increase  in  the  apiritoal 
welfare  of  our  colored  population.  Though  the  additions  to  the  commanion  from 
among  them  are  not  by  any  means  as  general  or  aa  great  as  we  could  wish,  it  is  grati- 
fying to  learn  that  in  one  of  our  cities  there  are  from  50  to  60  commanicants;  tha 
m  several  parishes  there  are  regular  services  provided  for  their  spedai  benefit^  that  in 
aome  there  has  been  recently  awakened  a  special  interest  among  them  for  theae  aervicasi 
and  that  two  valuable  volumes  have  been  published,  one  of  Sermons,  and  the  other  ot 
Catechetical  Instructions,  adopted  to  their  wants,  prepared  or  cooipoaed  by  miniateva  of 
thia  diocese.

CANON  XII— Of  amended. 

Of  the  formation  of  New  Congregation$  and  ParUhes, 

8ic.  1.  When  any  number  of  persons  belonging  to  any  parish  or  congregation,  auffi- 
deot  to  build  a  house  of  worship,  and  provide  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  shall  choose 
to  separate  from  the  parish  or  congregation,  of  which  they  have  hitherto  been  a  part, 
Ifaey  may  proceed  according  to  the  directions  given  in  the  eleventh  canon,  except  that, 
In  thia  caae,  the  direction  as  to  a  line  or  lines  of  division  is  inapplicable.  The  Conven- 
tion may,  on  such  petition,  constitute  the  applicants  a  separate  congregation,  and  au- 
thorise, by  special  enactment,  such  peculiar  provisions,  as  to  the  right  of  anfirage^  the 
employment  of  a  minister,  or  ministers,  and  the  manner  of  holduig  and  managing  the 
property  of  such  congregation,  aa  they  may  propose,  and  the  Convention  deem  expe- 
dient: Provided,  That  the  time  of  electing  and  the  manner  of  qualifying  vestiy men  ahdl 
-**»«va  be  conformed  to  the  regulationa  preacribed  in  the  ninth  canon. 
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f  8sc.  S.  Wbenerer  mny  number  of  persons,  not  lending  in  any  existing  parish,  shall 
4esir0  to  form  a  new  parish,  they  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  take  such  measures  as  may 
be  necessary. 

8xc.  3.  The  committee  so  appointed  shall  present  a  petition  to  the  Convention,  set- 
ting forth  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  parish,  and  requesting  that  such  new  parish 
may  be  formed  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  other  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

8kc.  4.  If  the  Convention  shall  form  such  parish,  the  vestrymen  shall  be  elected  as 
prescribed  by  the  fourth  and  fifth  sections  of  canon  eleventh. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  BLihop's  address  as  relates  to  ministers  in  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  relates  to  the 
great  want  of  ministerial  services  in  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  in  other  portions  of  our 
country,  and  to  the  yet  more  lamentable  fact  that  the  number  of  individuals  seeking  an 
entrance  into  the  ministry  is  so  small  as  to  preclude  the  hope  that  parishes  and  churches 
now  Tacant  can  soon  be  blessed  with  the  ministration  of  the  Word  and  other  divinely 
appointed  means  of  grace,  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  is  above  referred  to  be  published 
Kparate  from  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  that  it  be  circulated  amongst  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  throughout  the  Diocese. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  respectfully  requested  to  appoint  a  Sabbath  on  which 
the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  shall  direct  the  attention  of  their  respective  congregations  to 
the  great  and  increasing  want  of  ministerial  services;  and  at  which  time  let  special  prayer 
be  made  to  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls,  that  He  <*  would  send  forth  laborers 
iflto  his  vineyard  " 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  put  forth  a  form  of  prayer 
Suited  to  the  occasion  and  services.

>«iition  at  its  last  session  to  convey  the  said  institute  to  Trustees  to  be  appointed  by  this 
C^onvention,  upon  the  payment  of  $7,000,  and  the  Convention  having  accepted  the  said 
proposition,  provided  the  said  amount  could  be  raised,  and  taken  measures  to  raise  the 
cnooey. 

And  as  only  about  $3,500  has  been  paid  or  pledged:  Resolved,  that  the  mimsteis  and 

Vftembers  of  the  Church  throughout  the  Diocese  be  earnestly  requested  to  raise  tfaie  rasl- 

4os  of  said  sum  of  $7,000,  and  thus  fulfil  the  implied  undertaking  of  the  Convsnlion* 

JKetslsed,  That  in  the  meantime  the  Treasurer  appointed  to  receive  the  said  fund  shall 

pay  dM  fluns  as  csUeeted  to  the  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  the  Valley  at  8tauntoii»  Ib  pait 
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payment  of  the  debt  of  $5,000  doe  to  the  nid  Bank.  Bot  upon  the  agraemcnt  end 
etipulation  of  the  Trustees,  that  if  the  abore  aam  of  $7,000  diall  not  be  paid,  that  the 
amount  so  paid  shall  be  a  loan  to  the  Trustees,  for  which  the  institate  shall  bemadeUable, 
■ubject  to  the  prior  lien  of  the  Bank;  and  that,  until  this  arraiigeaient  can  be  made  with 
the  Trustees  and  the  Bank,  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasorer  shall  be  paid  bj 
him  into  the  said  Bank  on  deposite. 

Resolved,  That be  appointed  a  committee  to  make  the  neoeaaaiy  ar- 

ttngements  to  carry  out  these  resolutions. 

The  Rev.  R.  H.  Phillips,  Messrs.  W.  W.  Donaghe  and  A.  J.  Garber  were 
appointed  a  committee  under  these  resolutions. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  from  tlie  Committee  on  the  Female  Institute  at 
Staunton,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  Female  Institute  at  Staunton  would  raapectfally  re- 
port that,  of  the  sum  pledged  at  last  convention,  $2,680,  there  have  been  paid  in  $l,O0t  80, 
leaving  still  to  be  collected  a  deficiency  of  $1,677  30.  Beskles  this  amount,  $865  have 
been  collected  additional  to  the  pledges,  leaving  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  in  cash, 
tt  this  time  $1,867  80. 

There  have,  also,  been  contributed  in  Richmond  $235  not  yet  paid  in.  The  whole 
amount,  therefore,  contributed  from  all  sources  will  be  $3,780;  the  whole  amount  col- 
lected and  paid  1,867  80,  leaving  a  deficiency  in  enntrihution  of  $3,220,  to  the  whole 
amount  needed,  $7,000,  and  a  deficiency  in  cash  of  $5, 132  20  to  the  aforesaid  $7,000 
needed.  C.  WALKER,  Chairman. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports  respectfully  submit  that  they  have  examined 
and  revised  one  hundred  and  fifteen  reports,  which  they  herewith  present  to  be  published 
in  the  Journal.  They  have  also  prefmrcd  an  abstract  of  them,  and  a  synopsis  of  the 
moat  important  and  interesting  facts  which  they  exhibit,  to  be  also  entered  upon  the 
Journal,  together  with  a  new  form  of  Parochial  Report  for  the  next  year,  to  which  they 
would  especially  direct  the  attention  of  their  brethren.  If  this  form,  which  they  recom- 
mend to  be  printed  upon  the  first  page  of  the  Journal,  be,  in  every  ease^  closely  adhered 
to  by  the  Clergy,  the  heavy  labors  of  this  committee  would  be  greatly  lightened.  They 
would  therefore  again,  and  most  earnestly,  invite  the  attention  of  their  brethren  to  this 
form,  as  absolutely  essential  to  secure  accuracy  in  presenting  a  statistical  view  of  the 
oonditlon  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.

Reaolved,  that  the  Secretary  trannbit  a  copy  of  the  above  reaolution  to  the  aeveral  re- 
ligiona  deoonuoetioiif  in  the  State,  and  aak  their  concorrence  in  this  meaaure." 

In  compliance  with  this  instruction  the  undersigned  respectfully  address  yon  on 
behalf  of  the  oonventioai 

Your  memorialists  are  persuaded  that  there  is  a  growing  desire  among,  the  people  of 
VirgimA,  in  eommoa  with  other  States  of  this  Confederacy,  to  bear  their  part  in  theae 
national  anthems  of  Thanksgiving  to  the  God  of  their  fathers — a  desire  indicated, 
•moof  other  aigns,  by  the  prompt  and  general  response  to  such  recommendations  of  the 
kind  here  desired  as  issued  in  dlvece  quarters,  last  year,  from  their  immediate  local  ao- 
tfaoiilieB.  No  word  of  compiaint  from  any  quarter  against  such  action  has  reached  the 
ears  of  thoae  who  now  request  a  wider  recommendation  from  a  higher  station,  but  rathet 
soonde  of  unmingled  gratification;  all  classes  united  to  observe  the  day,  and  a  general 
desire  was  ezpreased  for  its  annual  repetition. 

The  Church  to  which  your  memorialists  belong  has  ever  enjoined  upon  her  ofHcen 
and  membeffs  a  respectful  and  loyal  deference  to  their  civil  authorities  as  to  the  time  for 
'observance  of  this  sacred  duty.  And  while  she  has  appointed  a  day  for  Thanksgiving, 
that  her  childrco  might  never  forget  their  obligations,  she  has,  from  the  first,  directed 
that  it  ahould  give  way  to  *<sooh  other  day  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  civil  authority," 
maniieeting  her  urgent  ^ak  that  they  ahould  follow  the  guidance  of  the  Rulers  of  their 
People,  in  union  with  all  other  religions  denominations,  rather  than  act  by  themselves  as 
a  separate  and  peculiar  body.  Your  memorialists  wish  now  to  be  thus  guided.  They 
desire  ever  to  follow  their  rightful  leaders,  and  in  common  with  all  tbeir  fellow- citizens 
to  be  encouraged  in  this  common  duty.  They  therefore  hope  that  your  Excellency 
will  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  granting  their  request,  that  the  people  of 
Virginia,  in  common  with  their  fellow- citizens  throughout  the  land,  may  publicly 
adore  the  God  of  their  country  for  His  unnumbered  mercies.  And  they  have  instructed 
their  Secretary  to  communicate  this  their  action  to  such  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  as 
may  assemble  in  this  State  during  the  coming  summer,  hoping  that  your  Excellency 
may  receive  additional  assurance  of  the  desire  of  the  good  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  feel  that  this  will  be  an  act  for  the  gratification,  as  well  as  for  the  good,  of

Mr.  R.  H.  Cunningham,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Report  of  the  CommiUee  of  Finance^  1862. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  were  referred  the  acoounts  of  the  Treamrer^  n- 
spectfnlly  report —  * 

That  the  accounts  of  thjB  Treasurer  for  the  last  conventional  year  herewith  returned 
tad  marked  A,  is  found  to  be  correct  and  supported  by  proper  vouchers.  The  balance 
M  band  cm  the  Ifith  May,  1851,  as  shown  by  the  last  report,  was  $667  68,  and  the 
pfMOTf  to  the  eantingt  fand  rinoe  that  time  were  $4,931  73.    The  balance  on  hand 
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hiviDgy  by  retolation  of  the  last  convention,  been  appropriated  to  Biahop  Meade'a 
and  hia  salary  increased  by  the  sum  of  $1,000;  the  claims  on  the  contingent  fund  duriog 
the  paat  year  exceeded  the  receipts  by  the  sam  of  $219  91,  which  anm  ia  shown  to  be 
the  balance  due  the  Treesurer  on  the  18th  May,  1852,  as  appeara  by  account  A  herewith 
returned. 

Account  B  shows  the  contributions  to  the  contingent  fund  for  the  preaent  year.  They 
amount  to  $4,981   18. 

Account  C  shows  the  amount  paid  on  account  of  delinquenciea  ibr  previooa  years. 
They  amount  to  $  1 0  only. 

It  is  proper  to  ntatc  that  the  delinquencies  reported  in  the  journal  of  last  year  amounted 
to  $768  32,  of  which  $75  only  was  subsequently  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  leavins?  unpaid, 
with  the  above  credit  of  $10,  the  sum  of  $683  32,  a  portion  of  which  the  committee 
think  might  and  ought  to  be  collected. 

Account  D  shows  the  Parishes  and  Churches  which,  from  the  Parochial  reports  re- 
turned this  year,  appear  to  l»c  delinquent  in  the  payment  to  the  contingent  fund.  The 
amount  is  $469   1 1,  being  $299  21  less  than  they  were  last  year. 

As  many  of  the  reports  did  not  distinguish  between  the  white  and  colored  com municanta, 
some  few  errors  may  have  crept  into  this  statement.  The  committee  have  no  meana  of 
ascertaining  whether  any  Parishes  have  failed  in  aending  both  their  reporta  and  contribu- 
tions, without  which  exact  accuracy  in  the  statement  of  delinquencies  cmnnot  be  attained.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  :  Having  requested  Bishop  Cobbs  to  transmit  to  you  my 
letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  send  to  you  the 
annual  report  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  Church  of  each  of  the  clergy. 

You  are  aware  that,  in  connection  with  my  brother,  the  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  I  have  had 
the  charge  of  the  **  Norfolk  Female  Institute  "  for  more  than  two  years  past ;  and  where 
we  have  bad  from  70  to  80  young  ladies  under  our  care  since  the  first  opening  of  the 
establishment.  But  whiUt  we  have,  here,  cbiefiy  to  do  with  the  intellectual  powers  of 
our  pupils,  we  have  not  been  forgetful  that  their  moral  powers  also  need  constant  and 
careful  cultivation  ;  and  we  are  not  without  reason  to  hope  that  the  instructions  imparted 
in  this  branch  of  education  will,  in  many  cases,  leave  their  impress  on  the  character 
through  life,  and  be  felt  in  eternity. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Disbrow  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  my  brother 
and  I  have  regularly  supplied  the  Church  in  SuiTolk  every  Lord's  day.    Since  the  middle 
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of  Deeembtf  hat  we  hate  held  two  aerrioet  per  month  at  Deep  Creek,  a  Tillage  about  9 
miles  from  thia  place,  at  the  terminus  of  the  Diamal  Swamp  Canal.  Once  every  months 
^re  each  take  oar  turn  in  preaching  to  the  colored  congregation  that  worahipa  in  the  Lec- 
ture Room  of  Christ  Church,  in  this  place.  Besides  this,  we  assist  the  Rectors  of  the 
Ohurches  in  this  dty  on  communion  seasons,  and  occasionally  at  other  times.  We  are 
tliDB  engaged  somewhere  in  ministerial  duties  on  every  Sunday.  You  will  perceive, 
dierefore,  that  though  constantly  occupied  through  the  week  in  the  busineaa  of  teaching, 
yet  we  have  not  abandoned  the  work  to  which  we  were  once  solemnly  set  apart.

I  have  t>een  obliged  by  circumstances  to  assume  the  office  of  superintendent  without 
regular  appointment,  and  with  the  kind  and  constant  aid  of  a  few  ladies,  have  suc- 
^aeeded  fully  as  well  as  was  expected. 

It  was  soon  found  necessary  to  commence  the  school  immediately  on  the  conclusion  of 
^he  morning  services  of  the  church,  because  many  of  the  pupils  could  not  attend  at  an 
^earlier  hour.  This  has  the  eflect  of  securing  the  attendance  of  a  good  number  upon  a 
part,  at  least,  of  the  service,  and  of  a  full  school  when  that  is  over. 

Instruction  is  altogether  oral—chiefly  in  the  New  Testament,  the  Church  Catechism, 
with  paalms  and  hymns,  which  they  commit  to  memory  with  great  facily*  Extraordinary 
ittention  and  desire  to  learn  are  manifest,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  among  them  all ; 
tnd  it  is  believed  that  the  blessings  of  Sunday  school  instruction  may  be  as  extensively 
diflbaed  by  bringing  the  colored  population  under  its  influence,  as  in  any  other  mode<

AN  ACT 

CONCERNING  CHURCH  PROPERTY. 

•Vcttj  Code  of  Virginia^  Chap.  77,  page  362. 


§  8.  Every  conveyance)  devise,  or  dedication,  shall  be  valid)  which) 
since  the  first  day  of  January,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  has 
been  made,  and  every  conveyance  shell  be  valid  which  hereafter  shall  be 
made,  of  land  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place 
for  public  worship,  or  as  a  burial-place,  or  a  residence  for  a  minister ;  and 
the  land  shall  be  held  for  such  use  or  benefit,  and  for  such  purpose,  and 
not  otherwise* 

{  9.  The  circuit  court  of  the  county  or  corporation,  wherein  there  may 
be  any  parcel  of  such  land,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  may,  on  application 
of  the  proper  authorities  of  such  congregation,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
trustees,  either  where  there  were  or  are  none,  or  in  place  of  former  trustees, 
and  change  those  so  appointed,  whenever  it  may  seem  to  the  court  proper, 
to  effect  or  promote  the  purpose  of  the  conveyance,  devise  or  dedication ; 
and  the  legal  title  to  such  land  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  vested  in  the  said 
trustees  for  the  time  being  and  their  successors* 

{  10*  When  books  or  furniture  shall  be  given  or  acquired  for  the  benefit 
of  such  congregation,  to  be  used  on  the  said  land  in  the  ceremonies  of  pub^ 
lie  worship,  or  at  the  residence  of  their  minister,  the  same  shall  stand  vested 
in  the  trustees,  having  the  legal  title  to  the  land,  to  be  held  by  them  as  the 
land  is  held,  for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation. 

^11.  The  said  trustees  may,  in  their  own  names,  sue  for  and  recover 
such  land  or  property,  and  be  sued  in  relation  thereto.  Such  suit,  not* 
withstanding  the  death  of  any  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  appointment  of 
others,  shall  proceed  in  the  names  of  the  trustees  by  or  against  whom  it 
was  instituted. 

$  12.  Such  trustees  shall  not  take  or  hold  at  any  one  time  more  than 
two  acres  of  land  in  an  incorporated  town,  nor  more  than  thirty  acres  out 
of  such  a  town. 

J  13.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  members  of  any  religious  congregation 
may,  in  his  or  their  name.^  in  behalf  of  such  congregation,  commence  and 
prosecute  a  suit  in  equity  against  any  such  trustee,  to  compel  him  to  apply 
9uch  land  or  property  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  congregation,  as  his  duty 
shall  require.    No  member  of  the  congregation  need  be  made  a  defendant 
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o  such  suit,  but,  in  other  respects,  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in,  heard 
ind  determined  as  other  suits  in  equity,  except  that  it  may  be  proceeded 
Q,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  plaintiff,  as  if  he  were  still  living. 

Note. — On  the  3d  of  February,  1842,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  Virginia,  entided  "  An  act  concerning  conveyances  or  devises 
jf  places  of  public  worship,^'  which  law  was  inserted  in  the  Journal  of 
1848,  by  Older  of  the  Convention. 

As  that  law  has  been  repealed  by  the  abore  act,  passed  at  the  late  revi- 
iion  of  the  code  of  Virginia,  which  took  effect  on  the  1st  July,  1850,  the 
lecretary  deems  it  his  duty  to  publish  the  said  act  in  the  Journal.  He 
nrould  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  under  this  law  no  land  can  hereafter 
36  deviled  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  religious  congregation,  but  must 
3e  conveyed  by  deed  in  the  lifetime  of  the  donor,  whilst  the  act  of  1842 
legalizfd  a  devise^  as  well  as  a  conveyance  of  lands  for  the  use  and  benefit 
3f  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place  of  public  worship,  or  as  a  burial 
3l«ce,  or  parsonage. 


The  following  law,  prescribing  the  duty  of  ministers  celebrating  the  rites 
o(  marriage,  is  enacted  by  the  new  code,  and  is  here  inserted  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  clergy  : 

JVcic  Code^  Chapter  108,  page  470. — Register  qf  Marriage* 

f  8.  A  certificate  of  every  mirriage  hereafter  solemnised,  signed  by  the 
Kninister  or  other  person  celebrating  the  same,  or,  in  the  case  of  Focieties 
(hat  solemnise  their  marriages  by  the  consent  of  the  parties  in  open  con- 
gregation, by  the  clerk  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  minis* 
ter,  person,  or  clerk  of  the  meeting,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county 
9r  corporation  in  which  the  marriage  is  solemnised,  within  three  months 
thereafter;  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  within  thirty 
^ays  after  its  receipt,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  with  a  proper 
index  thereto;  and  a  copy  thereof  from  such  record  shall  be  evidence  of 
«och  marriages.     If  any  minister,  or  other  person,  celebmting  a  marriage^ 
or  the  clerk  of  any  such  meeting,  or  of  any  court,  shall  fail  to  perform 
^hat  is  hereby  required  of  him,  he  shall  for  each  failure  forfeit  sixty  doU 
Jars.

est  or  trust  in  the  said  legacy,  and  the  same  shall  at  all  events  be  paid  as 
directed,  so  that,  if  the  person  wlio  may  receive  it  shall  not  voluntarily 
apply  it  to  the  use  of  the  said  Theological  Seminary,  and  cannot  in  law  be 
compelled  so  to  apply  it,  he  shall  take  to  his  own  use  the  benefit  of  said 
legacy.'^

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


iBt.  The  ConT«ntion  ahall  be  opened  eyeiy  day  with  prayer. 
2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  nor 
shall  afterwards  stand  np,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

8d.  When  any  member  is  abont  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliyer  any  matter  to  the 

Conyention,  he  shall  rise  firom  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Presi- 

denty  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  ayoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rul^  of  the  Con- 

rention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case,  the 

member  so  ealled  to  order  tkaU  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain, 

and  the  Conyention  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate; 

and,  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.     If  the 

decinon  be  in  fayor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ; 

if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Con- 

▼ention. 

5th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name 
the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

Gth.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question  without  leaye 
of  the  Conyention,  nor  more  than  once  until  eyeiy  member  choosing  to  speak  shall 
liaye  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  Conyention, 
vione  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  house;  nor  in  such  case,  nor  when  a  member 
ms  speaking,  shall  entertain  priyate  discourse;  nor  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,. 
tthall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  yote  on  any  question  in  the  eyent  of  which  he  is  inmiediately 
mud  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  a  question 
-«8p«t. 

9th.  Upon  a  diyiuon  and  count  of  the  Conyention  on  any  questioD,  no  member 
^thout  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  members  shall  be  counted. 

10th.  Eyery  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question  is  put,  shall  giye 
Ids  yote,  unless  the  Conyention,  for  special  reasons,  shall  excuse  .hioL 

11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President, 
or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read  aloud  by  the  Secre- 
tary, before  debate. 

12th.  Eyery  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  member 
shall  require  it 

18th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Secretary,  it  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Conyention,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
bctoe  dacirfoo  or  amendment 
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14th.  When  a  question  is  ander  debate,  no  motion  sliall  be  recelYed  bat  to  adjourn, 
to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain 
day,  to  commit  to  a  committee,  or  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  they  stand  arranged. 

15th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  withont 
debate. 

ICth.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  ** Shall  the  main  question  be 
now  put?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only  when  demanded  by  a  nujority  of  the  members 
present;  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  farther  debate 
on  the  main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Convention,  or  is  pos^ned  indefinitely, 
the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  sessbn,  without  the  coosait  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  where  the  sense  will 
admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amendment, 
as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition  under  debate. 

21st.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried,  in  the  affirmative  or  nega- 
tive, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  mfyorit/  to  move  a  reconsideration 
thereof,  on  the  same  or  next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention,  unless 
he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats  without  the  limit 
of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of  members,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
exclusive  accommodation  of  visiting  clergymen,  and  candidates  for  orders,  who 
may  be  invited  by  the  rector  or  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  meetings  of  the 
Convention  are  held,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Convention;  it 
being  expected  that  those  to  whom  such  seats  are  appropriated  will  confine  them- 
selves to  the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention,  be  admitted 
above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the  members  of  the  Convention ;  and  it  is  expected 
and  hoped  that  not  only  the  spectators  will  attend  to  this  regulation,  but  that  the 
rector  and  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  are  held 
will  see  that  this  rule  of  order  is  not  violated. 

26th.  There  shall,  on  the  teeond  day  of  the  Convention,  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees, to  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  each  order : — 

A  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Addresses 
of  the  Kshop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  on  the  opening  o(  the  Convention. 

A  committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 

A  eommittee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  oomnuttee  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society. 

A  oonmiittee  on  Parochial  Reports.

BISHOP  MEADE'S  BEPOBT. 

Dbar  Bbbthken  anu  Fbibnds:  My  episcopal  duties  commenced  immediate^ 
after  the  last  Conyention.  Two  seryioes  were  held  in  Goochland  County ;  one  at 
Beayer  Dam  Chusoh ;  another  ,at  a  borrowed,  or  common  house  of  worship ;  St.

n  the  month  of  September,  made  another  yisitation,  commencing  at  Middletown, 
a  Frederiek  County,  and  spending  one  day  therein ;  thence  to  Port  Republic,  in 
kngnsts  County,  spending  one  day  there,  and  confirming  one.  Spent  one  day  at 
he  Chapel  near  Staunton;  two  days  at  Lexington,  in  Rockbridge  County,  con- 
imed  eight ;  one  day  at  Fincastle,  confirmed  four ;  one  day  at  the  Licks,  Roanoke 
}oimty,  confirmed  two;  two  days  at  Franklin  C.  H.,  confirmed  eigh^;  a  church  la 
ibout  to  be  built  at  this  place.  Spent  one  day  at  Liberty,  in  Bedford  County,  con- 
krmed  two;  one  day  at  Trinity,  confirmed  four;  one  day  at  Thomas's,  confirmed 
Ibar;  one  day  at  Trinity,  confirmed  one;  two  days  at  Lynchburg,  confirmed  twenty- 
Is.

It  was  my  purpose  to  have  visited  the  churches  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Vir- 
pma,  Norfolk,  Portsmouth,  Princess  Ann,  Old  Point,  Hampton,  Petersburg,  and 
Biehmond  this  spring,  but  was  prevented  by  bodily  indisposition ;  these,  by  divine 
permission,  will  be  attended  to  in  the  fall.

Clergymen  dismissed  to  other  Dioceses :  Rev.  Mr.  Morrison  to  Massachusetts ; 
Rer.  Messrs.  Lockwood,  Wilcoxon,  and  Stringfellow,  to  Maryland ;  Rev.  Mr.  Mc- 
Eboy  and  Tyng  to  Ohio ;  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin  to  New  Jersey ;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson 
to  South  Carolina.  In  return  for  these,  I  am  not  aware  that  more  than  two  have 
mae  into  our  field  ftrom  other  Dioceses ;  the  letters  dismissory  of  one  of  these  have 
MC  yet  been  sent  to  me.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wall,  from  South  Carolina,  has  been  re- 
Mi^ed  by  regular  testimonials.  If  it  be  supposed  by  any  that  the  young  ministers 
nsecired  finom  our  Seminary  at  the  close  of  each  session,  enables  us  thus  to  qpare  so 
lany,  and  such  valuable  laborers,  we  must  correct  the  mistake,  by  stating,  that 
that  with  the  large  supply  from  our  Seminary  to  the  foreign  field,  to  which  not  less 
tea  six  of  its  present  students  are  devoted,  and  with  those  who  each  year  return 
io  tkeir  several  Dioceses,  we  are  left  without  the  means  of  supplying  a  number  of 
mt  Taeant  parishes.  Although  it  be  not  true,  as  was  stated  by  many  of  the  secular 
m  mUl  as  religious  papers  during  the  past  year,  that  twenty-seven  of  our  parishes, 
md  among  them  many  of  our  best,  were  destitute ;  yet  still  there  are  enough  of  the 
MftDer  ones  unsupplied  to  cast  a  heavy  burden  on  the  hearts  of  the  Bishops  when 
h&y  are  unable  to  ftimish  such  supply.  And  we  here  again  call  on  the  faithful  who 
in,  and  make  trial  of  the  efficacy  of  prayer,  to  call  more  and  more  earnestly 
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on  the  great  Lord  of  the  harrest  to  send  forth  more  laborers  into  this  and  every  . 
other  gospel  field  upon  the  earth. 

WILLLVM  MEADE. 

The  Ht.  Kev.  John  Johns,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  read  his  report,  as 
follows : — 

BISHOP  JOHNS'  REPORT. 

After  the  closing  sermon  at  the  Conyention  in  Richmond,  my  first  services  were 
nt  Sinithficld,  Isle  of  Wight,  where  I  preached,  June  1st,  in  the  morning,  and  con- 
firmed four  persons ;  and  again  at  night,  and  confirmed  one.  6th,  I  preached  in 
Williamsburg.  8th,  I  preached  in  Abingdon  Church,  Gloucester,  and  confirmed 
^ne.  0th,  I  preached  in  Ware  Church,  and  confirmed  one.  10th,  I  consecrated 
Trinity  Church,  Matthews  County.  The  sentence  of  consecration  was  read  by  the 
Rector ;  scrrice  by  the  Rot.  Mr.  Mann ;  sermon  by  myself.  This  is  a  very  nett 
frame  building,  conveniently  arranged,  well  located,  and  completed  at  comparativdy 
small  expense,  much  to  the  credit  of  the  already  respectable  congregation  by  which 
it  is  frequented.  11th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Middlesex,  and  confirmed  twe. 
12th,  at  night  I  preached  in  the  church  at  Tappahannock.  18th,  I  preached  in  the 
same  church,  and  confirmed  one.  14th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Essex,  and  con- 
firmed six.  15th,  I  preached  at  Vauter's  Church,  and  confirmed  two.  ICth,  I 
preached  at  Port  Royal,  and  confirmed  seven.  The  same  evening,  on  my  route  to 
Grace  Church  and  Bowling  Green,  I  received  a  letter  informing  me  of  the  illness  of 
one  of  my  family,  and  as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Friend  kindly  consented  to  supply  my  place, 
in  coimection  with  the  only  two  remaining  appointments  of  the  visitation,  I  thtnk- 
fully  availed  myself  of  his  services,  and  hastened  to  Williamsburg.  27th,  I  preached 
at  Williamsburg. 

July  9th,  after  the  close  of  the  college  session,  I  left  home  to  be  present  at  the 
examinations  at  the  Seminary  and  High  School.  12th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Georgetown.  At  night  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  listening  to  a  faithful  sermon  bj 
the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Henshaw,  who  was  there  to  preach  and  confirm  for  the 
Bishop  of  Maryland,  then  temporarily  disabled  by  sickness.  My  acquaintance  with 
Bishop,  then  Dr.  Henshaw,  of  Baltimore,  commenced  three  and  thirty  ^ears  before, 
immediately  after  my  admission  to  Deacon's  Orders.  Through  his  agency  I  was 
introduced  to  the  first  parish  which  I  served,  and  where  I  passed  nine  years  of  mv 
ministry  in  much  comfort,  and,  I  trust,  not  without  good  fWiit.  On  my  removal  to 
Baltimore,  I  was  placed  side  by  side  with  this  excellent  brother ;  and  there,  four- 
teen years  of  most  harmonious  and  cordial  co-operation,  animated  by  nnuaual  siou- 
larity  and  sympathy  in  theological  views,  had  matured  our  early  friendship  into  t 
strong  and  steadfast  firatemal  affection.  Such  was  our  relation,  when,  in  1S42,  the 
indication  of  Providence  led  me  to  my  new  home  in  this  Diocese.  The  following 
year  I  united  in  the  consecration  of  Dr.  Henshaw  as  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island.  Since 
then  our  interoonrse  has  been  casual  and  mainly  official.  It  was,  therefore,  pecu- 
Uariy  gratifying  now  to  meet  him  in  Georgetown,  and  there  in  the  Diocese  with 
which  we  had  been  so  long  connected,  and  near  the  scene  of  our  former  ministiy,  to 
recur  to  the  years  which  we  had  passed  together,  and  revive  feelings  which  had  onl; 
slumbered  during  our  separation.  As  he  pressed  my  hand  in  parting,  and  urged 
me  to  make  him  an  early  visit  in  his  ecclesiastical  home,  I  little  thought  what  a  few 
days  would  bring  to  pass.     The  beginning  of  the  next  week,  a  telegraphic  dispatch 
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oommunicated  the  afiUcting  intelligence  of  his  sudden  death  in  the  Ticinity  of 
Fredericktown,  and  called  his  friends  to  unite  in  the  sad  office  of  performing  his 
obsequies.  There,  in  the  yeiy  church  in  which,  through  his  agency,  I  had  com- 
menced my  ministry,  and  in  the  midst  of  many  most  affecting  associations,  I  stood 
by  the  coffin-cased  corpse  of  my  early  friend  and  beloved  brother,  to  mingle  my  tears 
with  those  of  the  numerous  mourners  who  wept  because  of  the  sore  bereayement 

This  unexpected  dispensation  of  Providence  is  well  suited  to  impress  us  most 
emphatically  with  a  conviction  of  the  solemn  truth  that  "in  the  midst  of  life  we  are 
in  death,"  and  to  quicken  us  to  greater  diligence  and  faithfulness  in  the  eventful 
and  responsible  ministiy  with  which  we  are  intrusted,  as  **  we  know  neither  the 
day  nor  the  hoar  when  the  Son  of  Man  cometh." 

In  resuming  my  report,  I  have  to  state  that  on  the  17th  of  July,  in  Christ  Church, 
Alexandria,  I  assisted  Bishop  Meade  in  the  services  connected  with  the  ordination 
Off  aeTeral  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Seminary,  and  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Leacoek.  19th,  in  the  same  church  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven.  26th,  I 
pnaehed  at  Warrenton.  28th,  I  preached  at  Leeds,  and  confirmed  three.  80th,  I 
pceached  at  St  James's  Church,  Culpepper.  81  st,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's,  and 
Qomfiruied  two. 

August  let,  I  preached  in  St  Stephen's,  Culpepper  C.  H.,  and  confirmed  three. 
At  night  I  preached  again  in  the  same  church.  My  next  appointment  was  at  Madi- 
Mm  C.  H.,  but  the  recent  heavy  rains  had  rendered  the  roads  in  that  direction 
impassable;  and,  as  I  could  not  obtain  a  conveyance,  I  was  obliged  to  proceed 
ctireotly  to  Orange  C.  H.  The  continued  rain  prevented  the  congregation  from 
UNmbling,  and  I  was  here  also  compelled  to  omit  the  services.  Cth,  I  preached  in 
Bt  John's,  Louisa.  6th,  I  preached  in  Walker's  Church,  Albemarle,  and  confirmed 
bar.  Sth,  I  preached  in  the  church  at  Green  Mountain.  10th,  in  company  with 
Ike  Bar.  Mr.  Slack,  I  left  Charlottesville  for  the  church  at  Buck  Mountain ;  but  it 
rained  so  heavily  that,  after  riding  a  few  miles,  we  were  obliged  to  return.  11th,  I 
hed  at  St  Paul's,  Albemarle,  and,  in  the  afternoon,  started,  in  company  with 
B«T.  Mr.  Slack,  to  visit  the  churches  in  Amherst  County.  18th,  I  preachcil  at 
few  Glasgow,  in  St  Luke*8  Church.  14th,  I  preached  in  Ascension  Church,  Am- 
mst  C.  H.,  and  confirmed  three.  16th,  I  preached  again  in  the  same  church.  My 
Bgagement  for  the  next  day  was  at  Lynchburg ;  but  as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kinkle,  who 
mm»  to  eonvey  me  to  his  parish,  was  willing,  in  consideration  of  the  long  vacancy 
n  the  dnuohes  in  Amherst,  and  the  interest  of  the  people  in  the  services  in  which 
ro  had  Just  been  engaged,  to  waive  his  conditional  claim,  I  remained  and  officiated 
hm  next  day  also.  Since  my  vi^it,  these  churches  have  obtained  the  services  of  the 
lev.  Mr.  Martin. 

September  6th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Baltimore.    12th,  in  Christ  Church, 

Ueacaiidria.    I  admitted  Mr. Rumney  to  Deacon's  Orders.    The  morning 

NTviee  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dalrymple ;  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Butler,  of 
Ifadungton.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Packard.  19th,  I 
ynaehed  in  Trinity  Church,  Washington.  26th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
leergetown,  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Oetober  6th,  I  left  home,  to  attend  tlic  Ecclesiastical  Court  in  New  Jersey,  and 
mmmfWtmA  Qntil  its  a^joumment  During  its  session,  I  preached  twice  in  the  city  of 
PbDadelphia:  12th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphuny ;  lOth.  in  Grace  Church. 

On  my  retom  to  Williamsburg,  I  immediately  published  a  series  of  appointments 
iv  the  Northern  Neck,  and  several  aciyacent  counties.  ^ 
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NoTember  9th,  I  preached  at  St.  Peter's,  Port  Royal,  and  confirmed  rix  personB.  • 
This  was  the  second  confirmation  in  this  church  during  the  year.  10th,  I  preached 
in  St.  John's,  King  George  County.  11th,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's,  and  confirmed 
fourteen.  12th,  I  preached  at  Oak  GroTe.  18th,  I  preached  at  Westmoreland  C. 
H;  and  confirmed  one.  14th,  I  preached  at  Yeocomico,  and  confirmed  two.  15th, 
at  Warsaw,  I  found  that,  in  consequence  of  a  mistake  in  the  printed  list  of  my 
appointments,  I  was  not  expected  until  the  following  day;  but  as  it  was  appropriated 
to  the  next  parish,  I  was  obliged  to  pass  on,  leaving  the  Rct.  Mr.  Withers  to  offidate 
for  those  who  might  assemble.  16th,  At  North  Famum,  the  repairs  of  the  buildiBg 
not  being  completed,  rooms  were  offered  in  the  tavern  in  the  vioinity,  where  I 
preached  to  a  very  attentiye  congregation.  17th,  I  preached  at  White  Chapel,  and 
confirmed  two.  18th,  I  consecrated  Grace  Church,  Kilmarnock,  Lancaster  Countj. 
Morning  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carroway,  the  sentence  of  consecratioa 
by  the  Rector,  sermon  by  myself.  19th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church.  The  next 
morning,  before  day,  I  took  the  steamboat  for  Fredericksburg,  and  arrived  there  at 
9  P.  M.  21st,  I  preached  in  St  George's  Church,  Fredericksburg,  and  eonfiimed 
six.  At  night  I  preached  again  in  the  same  church.  22d,  I  preached  in  Grace 
Church,  Caroline,  and  confirmed  one.  28d,  I  preached  in  the  church  at  the  Bowling 
Green.  These  two  churches,  which  had  continued  without  a  minister  suice  the 
removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shirax,  have  secured  the  services  of  tiie  Rev.  Mr.  Ward. 

December  6th,  I  preached  in  the  church  at  Williamsburg,  and,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Rector,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper.  19th,  In  the  morning,  I  preached  ia 
the  Monumental  Church,  Richmond,  and  confirmed  twenty.  In  the  afternoon  I 
addressed  the  congregation  in  St.  James's  Church,  and  confirmed  ten.  At  night  I 
preached  in  St  Paul's,  and  confirmed  fifteen. 

March  18th,  I  lectured  in  the  church  at  Williamsburg;  also,  on  the  21st  and  24tli. 
27th,  I  preached  in  St  Thomas's,  Charles  City,  and  confirmed  four.  28th,  I  preached 
in  the  Westover  Church.  29th,  I  preached  in  St  Peter's,  New  Kent,  and  confirmed 
two.  30th,  I  preached  in  the  Old  Church,  Hanover,  and  confirmed  seven.  I  was  gnti- 
fied  to  find  that  means  had  been  provided,  and  a  site  procured  for  the  erection  of  anew 
building  for  this  congregation.     Slst,  I  preached  at  the  Fork  Church,  Hanover. 

April  1st,  I  preached  at  Trinity  Church,  and  confirmed  one.     2d,  I  preached  in 
St  John's,  Spottsylvania,  and  confirmed  one.     8d,  I  preached  in  St  Margaret's, 
Caroline,  and  confirmed  three.    Though  it  rained  and  hailed,  and  the  roads  were  in 
a  bad  condition  for  travelling,  a  large  congregation  were  assembled  to  unite  in  the 
services.     4th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Spottsylvania.     16th,  I  left  Williams- 
burg, to  visit  the  churches  in  the  north-western  section  of  the  Diocese,  and  on  my 
route  was  able  to  officiate  in  several  of  the  congregations  deprived  by  Bishop  Meade's 
sickness  of  the  services  they  had  been  anticipating.     On  the  evening  of  the  day 
named,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk.     16th,  I  preached  in  Grace  Chureh, 
Portsmouth,  and  confirmed  one.     17th,  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St  Paul's, 
Norfolk,  and  confirmed  eighteen.     At  night  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk, 
and  confirmed  thirty-one.     18th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Portsmouth,  and 
confirmed  six.    24th,  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Clarksburg,  and  confirmed  four. 
At  night  I  preached  in  the  same  place.     Having  as  yet  no  church  building  in  this 
Tillage,  we  were  kindly  accommodated  by  our  Presbyterian  friends.     26th,  I  rode 
to  Weston,  and  arrived  in  time  for  a  night  service.   I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight 
27th,  I  preached  at  Fairmount,  in  the  Methodist  church.     The  last  three  places, 
together  with  Buckhannon  and  Morgantown,  distant  from  each  other  about  seventy 
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malMf  are  now  receiTing  the  BerYices  of  the  Key.  Mr.  Page  and  the  Key.  R.  Castle- 
naiif  who  are  sustained  in  part  by  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  and  officiate 
alternately  at  each  of  the  stations  named.  At  Weston,  a  church  was  consecrated 
■ome  few  yean  since.  At  Clarksburg,  means  for  erecting  one  haye  been  proyided  ; 
and  our  firiends  at  Fairmount  are  not  without  hopes  of  procuring  a  building  of  their 
own.  Certainly,  the  prospects  in  this  extensiye  missionary  range  are  brightening, 
and  I  tmct  that  the  brethren  who  occupy  this  interesting  field  will  continue  to  re- 
edTe  the  blessing  of  tiie  Lord  on  their  labors,  and  be  priyileged,  in  due  time,  to 
nport  the  establishment  of  seyeral  prosperous  and  self-sustaining  congregations. 
28lh,  I  trayelled  seyenty-two  miles  on  the  railroad  to  Moundsyille,  preached  at  night 
in  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  confirmed  three.  The  Rey.  Mr.  Hyland,  who  is  also 
aided  by  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  is  preparing  to  erect  a  church  at  this 
place.  Part  of  his  time  is  giyen  to  New  Martinsyille,  where  he  alternates  with  the 
R«T.  Jas.  D.  MoCabe.  29th,  Accompanied  by  the  Rey.  Mr.  Hyland,  I  passed  down 
the  Ohio  to  Pleasant  County,  and  the  next  morning  consecrated  St.  John's  Church, 
ffeeehed,  and  confirmed  two.  The  sentence  of  consecration  was  read  by  the  Rector; 
■oming  seryice  by  the  Rey.  Mr.  Hyland. 

May  Ist,  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Trinity,  Parkersburg,  and  imited  in  the 
sdministration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  At  night,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rey.  Mr. 
Hyland,  I  addressed  the  congregation,  and  confirmed  six.  2d,  Was  appropriated  to 
Bellyille ;  bat  the  Rector,  for  sufficient  reasons,  had  changed  the  appointment,  and 
at  ni^t  I  again  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Parkersburg.  8d,  At  night,  at  Rayens- 
vood,  after  a  sermon  by  tiie  Rey.  Mr.  Perkins,  who  occasionally  officiates  there,  I 
iddreosed  the  congregation.  4th,  At  the  same  place,  I  preached  and  assisted  in  the 
tdministration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  At  night  I  again  addressed  the  congregation. 
Sth,  At  night,  I  preached  at  Point  Pleasant,  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  con- 
imed  one.  6th,  Accompanied  by  the  Rey.  Mr.  Perkins,  I  rode  twenty- one  miles  to 
Boffiilo,  where  I  found  a  congregation  assembled  in  the  Methodist  church,  and  the 
Ber.  Mr.  Brown  conducting  the  morning  seryice.  I  preached  there,  and  in  the 
•flemoon  rode  twelye  miles  farther,  and  at  night  crossed  the  Kanawha,  and  preached 
m  the  Court  House  at  Winfield,  the  county  town  of  Putnam.  8th,  I  preached  in  the 
Muning  at  8t  John's,  Charleston,  and  confirmed  two.  At  night,  after  a  sermon  by 
the  Bey.  Mr.  Perkins,  I  addressed  the  congregation.  9th,  I  preached  at  the  Salines, 
h  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  confirmed  one.  At  night  I  again  addressed  the  congre- 
pitioii  at  8t^  John's,  Charieston,  and  confirmed  two.  10th,  Accompanied  by  the  Rey. 
Mr.  Brown,  I  rode  to  Coalsmouth,  and  preached.  My  next  appointment  was  at  Tees 
TaDey,  but  it  was  found  unnecessary  to  fulfil  it  The  interesting  congregation  which 
I  onoe  met  there  haying  for  some  time  been  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd,  had  been 
10  ecttttered  that  then  there  was  no  one  to  receiye  and  circulate  the  notice  which  I 
had  pabUshed.  I  was,  therefore,  constrained  to  forego  the  seryice  which  I  had  anti- 
dpeted,  and  make  my  way  to  meet  my  next  engagement,  which  was  in  Wheeling. 

To  be  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  zealously  and  liberally  sustaining 
oar  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  and  of  frequent  feryent  prayer  that  the  Lord  of 
the  harreet  would  send  forth  more  laborers,  one  need  only  trayel  the  line  along  which 
I  hate  thus  passed,  notice  the  lamentable  destitution  which  preyails,  and  listen  to 
the  importunate  entreaties  of  the  many  depriyed  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Word, 
ttftt  we  would  send  some  to  break  to  them  and  to  their  children  the  bread  of  life. 
The  qieetaele  would  affect  the  hearts  and  command  the  means  of  our  more  fayored 
people,  and  must,  one  would  think,  lead  many  of  the  pious  youth  who  are  aspiring 
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to  othor  professions  already  crowded  to  suffocation,  to  consider  the  call  and  tlie  diimi 
of  the  ministry,  and  to  ntter  from  their  hearts  the  self-dedioatory  pmyer:  **Loid! 
here  am  I ;  send  me." 

From  May  10th  until  the  morning  of  the  12th,  I  was  occupied  in  pastdnf^  from 
Coalsmouth  to  Wheeling,  where  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Churoh,  on  tlie  erening  of 
the  18th.  15th,  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  Matthew's,  Whaeliiig,  and  eoa- 
firmed  seyen.  16th,  At  Wellsburg,  I  Tisited  and  addressed  the  pupils  at  Meade  Ii- 
stitute.  At  night  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  and  confirmed  etoren.  17tk,  I 
preached  in  St.  John's,  Brooke  County,  and  confirmed  seven. 

Meade  Institute,  to  which  I  haye  alluded,  is  incorporated,  and  under  the  directioa 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees  fayorable  to  its  being  conducted  on  proper  prineiplee.  They 
haye  receiyed,  by  deed  from  the  Trustees  of  Wellsburg  Academy,  two  town  lots,  on 
one  of  which  stands  a  commanding  two-story  brick  building,  erected  for  a  school- 
house.  In  addition  to  this,  more  than  fifty  acres  of  land,  embracing  sereral  of  the 
beautiful  hills  adjoining  the  town,  haye  been  conyeyed  to  the  Board.  On  this  tnot 
there  is  a  dwelling,  occupied  by  the  Rcy.  Mr.  Tomkins,  principal  of  the  preparatoiy 
department,  who,  in  addition  to  his  parish  duties,  is  engaged  in  instructing  twen^ 
fiye  pupils.  On  a  most  eligible  and  commanding  site,  near  tiie  dwelling  of  the  prin- 
cipal, it  is  proposed  to  erect  additional  buildings,  for  the  aocommodatioB  of  boarden 
and  more  advanced  scholars.  The  Institution  has  commenced  under  hopefU  drcasi- 
stances,  and,  if  managed  with  the  wisdom  and  prudence  so  indispensable  to  suceesi, 
in  such  enterprises,  I  trust  it  will  be  extensiyely  felt  for  good  through  this  westen 
section  of  our  Diocese,  and  receiye  a  patronage  proportioned  to  its  yalue. 

The  seryices  rendered  as  President  of  William  and  Mary  have  been  so  similsr  to 
those  described  in  my  former  reports,  that  they  need  not  be  again  enumerated.  Six 
lectures  each  week,  together  with  occasional  ministerial  duties,  have  given  ample 
employment  during  that4>ortion  of  the  year  passed  in  Williamsburg.  The  number 
of  students  has  this  session  been  eighty-fiye,  exceeding  by  five-and-twenty  the 
average  since  the  foundation  of  the  college.  I  but  do  them  justice,  when  I  express 
the  opinion  that,  for  behavior  and  improvement,  they  will  compare  favorablj 
with  those  of  any  institution  with  which  I  am  acquainted ;  and  when  I  oonsider  the 
eminent  qualifications  of  my  colleagues,  to  whom  the  general  instruction  is  inteusted, 
and  of  whom  the  association  of  now  nearly  four  years  has  afforded  me  ample  oppor* 
tunity  to  judge,  I  feel  every  confidence  in  continuing  to  commend  this  collie  to  the 
patronage  of  parents  who  seek  for  their  sons  an  education  based  on  the  principles 
of  sound  science  and  Christian  morality.

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The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  then  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  received,  and  the  applications  specified  therein  granted — 

The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  report  that  they  have  had  before  them  an  appli- 
eation  from  Meade  Parish,  praying  for  a  dirision  of  said  parish.  The  requisition 
of  the  canon  haying  been  complied  with,  and  the  interest  of  the  Church  seeming  to 
require  it,  they  recommend  the  granting  of  this  application,  and  that  the  new  parish 
be  admitted  under  the  name  of  John's  Parish.  Application  has  also  been  made  for 
a  diiirion  of  St.  James's  Parish,  Southam,  Powhatan  County ;  the  requisition  of 
the  canon  haying  been  complied  with,  and  the  necessities  of  the  case  seeming  to  be 
urgent,  the  committee  would  recommend  that  this  application  be  granted,  and  the 
fifiaion  made  by  the  metes  and  bounds  expressed  in  the  application. 

The  third  application  is  from  Wickliffe  Parish,  Clarke  County ;  in  this  case,  also, 
fte  canon  haying  been  complied  with,  the  committee  recommend  that  the  Conyen- 
turn  sanction  the  diyision  by  the  metes  and  bounds  defined  in  the  petition,  and  that 
the  new  parish  be  admitted  under  the  style  of  Luther  Parish. 

CHARLES  MANN,  Chairman, 

On  motion,  the  Lay  Delegate  from  St.  John's,  Pleasant  County,  was,  hy 
his  request,  excused  from  farther  attendance  on  this  Convention. 

Bey.  Dr.  Sparrow,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred, 
at  the  last  Convention,  the  resolution  introduced  hy  the  Bev.  Mr.  Norton, 
relative  to  the  estahlishment  of  an  ecclesiastical  appellate  court,  read  the 
report  of  the  oommittee,  as  follows : — 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  resolutions  offered  at  our  last  Conycntion,  touch- 
ing the  subject  of  a  supreme  court  of  appeal  in  the  general  church,  beg  leaye  to 
report :  They  regret  that  they  haye  to  begin  with  the  remark  that,  though  they  did 
not  forget  the  matter  referred  to  them  at  the  close  of  our  last  Conyention,  they  haye 
been  placed  in  circumstances  in  eyery  yiew  unfayorable  to  the  satisfactory  discharge 
of  the  duty  deyoWed  upon  them.  A  meeting  of  the  members,  at  which  they  might, 
by  a  mutual  comparison  of  their  yiews  and  a  ftill  discussion  of  principles,  eyoWe 
the  truth  in  thdr  own  minds,  and  arriye  at  a  definite  and  settied  conclusion,  has 
been  altogether  impossible.  They  are  under  the  necessity  of  presenting  the  results 
of  very  little  conference  and  consultation. 

But  even  if  they  had  enjoyed  eyery  opportunity  of  the  kind  referred  to,  they  still 
■nut  confess  that  they  haye  found  the  subject  submitted  to  their  examination  to  be 
one  involyed  in  difficulty,  so  much  so  as  to  admit,  on  their  part  at  the  best,  of  a 
•omewhat  diffident  and  hesitating  conclusion. 

From  the  past  history  of  our  American  church,  littie  light  of  a  positiye  kind  can 
be  gathered.  Never  having  had  a  high  court  of  appeal  in  the  church,  we  cannot 
from  past  experience  say  whether  the  establishment  of  such  an  ecclesiastical  tri- 
bunal would  be  beneficial  or  iigurious;  much  less,  if  one  were  organized,  what 
dioiild  be  the  details  of  the  arrangement.  In  the  mother  Church  of  England  it  has 
Dot  been  much  otherwise.  They  have  had,  indeed,  such  a  court  of  appeals,  but  it 
has  been  so  seldom  resorted  to,  and  its  organization  is  so  different  from  anything 
wa  eonld  have,  or  wish  to  have,  that  the  example  is  of  but  littie  yalue.  As  to  the 
otlier  Epieeopal  churches,  whether  Papal  or  Protestant,  throughout  the  world,  they 
ire  so  diverse  from  our  own  in  character  and  condition,  and  the  state  of  society  in 
in  times  past,  was  so  different  from  that  of  this  nineteenth  century,  and 
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the  social  and  ciril  aspect  of  this  country  is  now  so  Tery  peculiar,  as  compared  with 
that  of  Europe,  that  it  would  be  idle  to  look  in  the  facts  <^  the  present,  or  the 
records  of  the  past  elsewhere,  for  anything  better  than  the  funtest  analogies  to 
guide  our  judgments.  It  would  seem  to  your  committee  that,  if  anything  be  deter- 
mined in  this  matter,  it  must,  for  the  most  part,  be  upon  general  principles  gathered 
by  induction  from  facts  existing  in  our  own  midst.  Should  we  go  to  the  non-Epis- 
copal churches  to  gather  lessons  of  experience,  here,  of  course,  the  analo^^es  must 
be  fainter  still. 

The  idea  of  a  superior  appellate  court  is  obvious  enough,  suggested  by  the  history 
of  nearly  all  goTcmment,  whether  civil  or  ecclesiastical ;  and  yet,  in  one  view,  that 
only  increnaes  the  perplexity,  for  it  may  be  fairly  asked,  if  so  yery  obTioos  in  ides» 
and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  so  uniform  in  the  practice  of  the  world  and  the  choreh, 
how  happens  it  that  now,  for  the  first  time,  the  establishment  of  such  a  court  should 
be  seriously  and  at  all  extensively  occupying  the  minds  of  the  members  <^  our 
church.  It  could  not  hayc  been  an  oversight.  That  far-seeing  and  judicious  man, 
the  father  of  the  American  Church,  good  Bishop  White,  must  have  often  pondered 
the  subject,  but  still  he  did  nothing.  No  doubt  the  cause  of  this  forbearance  and 
innctiou  on  the  part  of  Bishop  White,  and  those  other  men,  clerical  and  lay,  who 
were  concerned  in  laying  the  foundation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopacy  in  the  United 
States,  in  part  was,  that  they  saw  the  subject  to  be  encompassed  with  many  and 
peculiar  difficulties.  A  feeling  of  this  kind  must  haye  more  or  less  swayed  them 
and  their  descendants  and  successors ;  otherwise  some  action  must  have  been  taken 
in  relation  to  it  long  ago. 

The  subjects  which  would  be  brought  before  the  kind  of  court  under  consideralion 
would  be  cither  those  of  moral  discipline,  those  of  rubric  and  canon,  or  those  of 
doctrine.  Now,  for  the  sake  of  the  first,  a  court  of  final  appeal,  above  those  now 
existing,  whether  for  the  inferior  clergy  in  the  dioceses,  or  for  the  superior  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  would  not  seem  to  your  committee  very  necessary.  We  may  leave 
such  matters — may  we  not  ? — ^with  a  full  assurance  that  substantial  justice  will  gene-  - 
rally  result  in  the  hands  of  the  tribunals  already  existing. 

As  to  questions  of  doctrine,  we  are  free  to  confess  that  we  have  great  unwillingness  -^ 
to  submit  them  to  any  decision  which  might  by  possibility  grow  into  an  authoritative  -^ 
precedent,  but  that  of  Uie  whole  church,  fully  apprized  what  it  was  about  to  do,  ^ 
deeply  sensible  of  the  responsibility  of  the  work,  and  acting  in  the  matter  dtrtdi^t  <^ 
BO  far  as  a  direct  action  can  be  had.  Doctrine  is  the  first  great  element  in  the  church^ 
of  Christ  Nothing  else  will  in  any  way  compete  with  it  in  importance.  Wh< 
Christian  truth  is,  there,  through  the  promised  blessing  of  the  Spirit,  will  be 
Christian  power.  Other  things  may  advance  or  may  hinder  the  progress  of  thif 
truth,  but  the  original,  intrinsic  energy  for  converting  and  sanctifying  man  (tfa< 
proper  business  of  the  church  of  Christ)  is  to  be  found  only  in  connection  with 
truth.  lie  tliat  came  into  the  world  to  convince  it  of  sin,  of  righteousness,  anc^ 
judgment,  makes  use  of  it  as  his  proper  instrument  for  this  proper  work.  The  irorc^ 
of  Ood  is  the  sword  of  the  Spirit  Truth,  then,  being  so  infinitely  precious  to  the 
church,  constituting  a  prime  part  of  its  being,  and  the  chief  instrument  of  its  effi- 
ciency, how  very  jealous  ought  we  to  be  over  the  standards  of  doctrine  which,  in 
the  providence  of  God,  have  been  given  to  our  communion;  as  we  have  them,  we 
bcliuvc  them  to  be  superior  to  any  other  in  Christendom.  Though,  as  human  com- 
pilations, according  to  our  own  principles,  we  cannot  believe  them  absolutely  perfect, 
any  more  than  we  think  ourselves  really  infallible  (we  leave  such  folly  and  presump* 
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tion  to  the  Church  of  Rome),  still,  we  belieye  the  English  Reformers  and  the  foonders 
of  the  American  church  to  haye  had  Touchsafed  to  them  extraordinary  wisdom  in 
nhMt  thej  did  and  what  thej  left  undone  in  the  drawing  up  our  standards  of  doctrine. 
Potting,  therefore,  this  estimate  upon  them,  we  are  not  willing  to  see  anything  done 
which  by  any  possibility  might  introduce  a  change  in  this  regard  in  any  other  than 
the  most  direct,  open,  and  uniyersally  contemplated  way.  A  supreme  court,  in  the 
ifd^udication  of  doctrinal  controversies,  mi^ht  give  us  a  series  of  decisions,  which, 
regarded  as  authoritatiye  interpretations  of  our  existing  standards  of  doctrine,  would 
iiiBensiblj  lead  us  off  from  our  original  Protestant  ground,  and  bring  us  at  last  to 
oondofflonB  which  the  church  would  haye  reyolted  at  in  the  first  instance,  if  broadly 
ind  distinctly  proposed  to  it,  and  would  haye  reyolted  at  as  subyersiye  of  the  plain 
grtnunatical  sense  of  our  creeds,  as  handed  down  to  us  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Reformation.  Especially  is  such  a  result  to  be  dreaded  and  guarded  agunst,  inas- 
Bmeh  as  the  history  of  our  church,  both  here  and  in  England,  in  the  opinions  of 
that  may  be  called 'its  pertondle,  as  distinguished  from  the  materiel  of  its  written 
tombola,  might  furnish  some  occasion  and  pretext  for  bringing  about  thus  silently  a 
vrolntion  in  our  doctrine.  If  oyer  any  change  is  made  in  our  doctrine,  which,  as 
laid  before,  is  the  yery  soul  of  the  church,  it  should  be  done  openly  and  above  board, 
Jl  the  church  knowing  what  was  going  on,  all  the  church  prepared  for  the  occasion, 
ad  all  the  church  taking  an  intelligent  part  in  the  transaction. 

And  it  is  not  silent  change  alone,  designed  or  undesigned,  which  is  to  be  feared 
s  A  consequence  of  a  court  of  appeal  in  doctrinal  matters.  The  decisions  might  be 
I  harmony  with  the  plain  grammatical  sense  of  our  standards,  with  just  such  modi- 
oationa  as  the  state  of  religious  opinion  at  the  founding  of  the  American  Church 
d^t  seem  to  require,  and  still  they  might  prove  very  disastrous  to  the  well-being  of 
le  cburch,  and  destructive  of  one  of  her  peculiar  excellencies.  One  of  these  is,  that 
le  is  a  comprehensive  church ;  that,  while  very  far  from  being  latitudinarian,  while 
le  ia  Scriptural,  orthodox,  evangelical.  Episcopal,  and  Protestant,  she  does  not 
»ek  to  tie  up  her  ministers,  and  much  less  her  members,  to  every  refinement  of 
oetrine  to  which  even  her  own  system  might  be  legitimately  carried.  She  would 
How  for  the  different  degrees  of  original  mental  constitution  and  of  educational 
Bfrelcpment  among  them ;  for  habit  of  thought  accidentally  acquired ;  for  mental 
llosjncTasies,  and  all  the  other  causes  of  difference  which  exist  among  fallible  crea- 
ires,  aa  far  as  possible ;  being  persuaded  it  is  best  for  the  individual  mind,  best  for 
M  indiTidaal  conscience,  and  best  for  the  piety  and  peace  of  the  whole  body.  But 
lis  charaeteristio  excellence  of  our  church  and  its  administration  would  probably 
e  nmch  reduced,  if  not  destroyed,  by  the  decisions  of  a  court  of  appeal.  As  every 
neceeding  council  of  old  narrowed  the  ground  for  the  members  of  the  church,  so 
aeh  succeeding  court  would  narrow  that  of  the  clergy  among  us ;  and  we  might 
jiTO  at  last  a  platform  of  doctrine  altogether  too  restricted  for  practical  use.  Admit, 
Ten,  that  it  was  absolutely  and  in  itself  considered  more  perfect  for  these  very  addi- 
ioBS,  relatively  it  would  be  made  thereby  more  imperfect,  being  unadapted  to  the 
186  of  such  imperfect  creatures;  though  Saul's  own  armor,  the  very  best  in  the 
dngdom,  it  would  be  imsuitable  to  David,  the  servant  of  tlie  Lord. 

Bat  there  yet  remains  another  class  of  cases  to  be  noticed,  for  which  a  high  court 
>f  appeal  might  possibly  be  necessary,  and  that  is,  cases  of  dispute  about  rubric  and 
isaon.  We  are  aware  that  this  last  class  is  sometimes  nearly  related  to  and  closely 
MMmectad  with  the  other  two  classes ;  but  still  they  are  perfectly  distinguishable, 
lad,  for  the  most  part,  separable  fh)m  the  latter. 
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Now,  these  latter  would  seem  to  your  committee  to  admit  and  require  a  court  of 
appeal  much  more  than  either  of  the  others,  and  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that 
with  reference  to  such,  under  certain  circumstances,  a  court  would  not  be  desirable. 
But  eyen  here,  we  think,  the  call  for  such  a  tribunal  is  by  no  means  urgent,  not  cer- 
tainly so  urgent  as  to  make  the  establishment  of  a  court  foi  these  alone  at  all  expe- 
dient at  the  present  time.  The  matter  of  rubrics  and  canons  is  Tery  seldom,  if  at 
all,  vitaL 

It  may  be  important,  but,  howeyer  important,  it  does  not  enter  into  the  essential 
character  of  the  church,  nor  essentially  affect  its  efficiency  and  usefulness.  So  long 
as  the  doctrine  of  the  church  is  untouched,  and  the  clergy  are  left  f^ee  Uiprtaek  it, 
they  need  not  fear  much  injury  to  the  character  of  the  church,  or  to  the  success  of 
their  own  labors  as  a  proper  spiritual  work.  Besides,  without  abating  unduly  the 
importance  of  rubrical  and  canonical  questions,  if  they  are  the  only  ones  to  be  pro- 
yided  for,  the  present  proyision  would  seem  to  be  so  adequate  as  to  make  it  unwise 
and  hazardous,  at  the  present  crisis,  to  seek  anything  farther.  Our  Qeneral  and 
Diocesan  Conyentions  may,  for  the  present,  be  trusted  with  them.  So  long  as  the 
doctrinal  and  moral  character  of  the  church  is  sound,  it  cannot  go  fkr  astray  in 
matters  of  form  and  administration. 

Should  an  unwise  step  be  taken  in  such  matters  by  one  G^eral  Conyention,  we 
may  hope  that  it  will  be  corrected  by  another;  and  should  a  Diocesan  court  come 
to  an  unrighteous  decision  in  one  case,  if  the  more  excellent  way  of  some  neighboring 
diocese  does  not  shame  that  diocese  into  corrector  notions,  we  may  hope  that  time 
will  do  so,  by  the  changes  which  it  will  bring  about  therein.  There  is  one  coirectiye 
to  which  a  church  substantially  Scriptural,  and  therefore  substantially  eyangelical, 
may  always  look  to  for  eyils  that  may  arise  within  it;  a  correctiye  which  the  State 
cannot  anticipate,  at  least  with  such  special  faith,  for  the  analogous  eyils  which  are 
incident  to  it;  and  that  is,  the  outpouring  of  God's  Spirit,  the  reyiyal  of  religion  as 
an  inner  life  and  a  heayenly  power.  Where  the  truth  is,  there  such  yisitations  may 
be,  and  should  be  looked  and  prayed  for;  and,  when  they  are  youchsafed,  many 
eyils,  which  before  seemed  organically  connected  with  the  body,  are  spontaneously 
sloughed  off  as  extraneous  to  it. 

The  evils  which  haye  giyen  occasion,  in  part,  for  the  stirring  of  the  subject  on 
which  your  committee  are  now  reporting,  in  the  last  General  Conyention,  and  our 
last  Diocesan  Conycntion,  and,  for  aught  we  know,  in  several  others  also,  are  those 
which  have  been  the  subject  of  deep,  heart-searching,  and  poignant  grief  among  all 
true  Protestant  Episcopalians.  We  refer  to  the  perversions  to  the  Church  of  Rome 
from  the  body  of  our  clergy  and  laity,  especially  the  former.  Too  much  importance, 
in  our  view,  can  hardly  be  attached  to  them.  Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the 
individuals,  personally  considered,  that  so  many  men,  bom,  brought  up,  and  edu- 
cated in  a  Protestant  country,  and  then  ordained,  employed,  and  promoted  in  a 
Protestant  church,  should  break  away  from  the  salutary  influences  of  Scripture 
instruction,  and  the  authority  of  a  spiritual  religion,  and  give  themselves  up  to  the 
delusion,  and  bondage,  and  superstition  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  the  moral  influence 
of  which,  as  the  reclaimed  pervert  Connelly  has  well  shown,  is  its  sufficient  condem- 
nation ;  this  certainly  should  arouse  our  attention,  and  lead  us  anxiously  to  inquire 
what  is  the  cause  and  what  is  the  remedy  of  so  great  an  evil.  We  doubt  exceed- 
ingly, howcvor,  whatever  be  the  cure,  whether  the  measure  proposed  would  conduce 
to  that  cud.  If  judicial  action  is  the  desideratum  to  check  Romanizing  tendencies, 
it  is  quite  superfluous  to  be  providing  a  high  court  of  appeal,  until  the  lower  courts 
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>  acted,  and  their  adion  has  been  oomphiined  of  as  a  grieyance.  But  it  is  noto- 
I  nothing  of  the  kind  has  taken  place.  The  perverts  hayo  all  gone  without  the 
test  disciplinary  handling.  If  anything  is  to  be  complained  of,  it  is  not  that 
ower  courts  have  acted  wrongly,  but  that  they  haye  not  acted  at  all.  If,  on  the 
r  hand,  as  may  seem  to  some  to  be  implied  in  the  fact  that  the  church  has 
r^  these  men  to  hold  Romanistio  sentiments,  and  to  go  on  changing  till  they 

become  all-out  Roman  Catholic,  and  attached  themseWes  formally  to  the  Church 
Dme  (as  they  had  done  long  before  in  heart  and  spirit),  and  that  without  one 
L  of  official  warning,  one  act  of  official  censure ;  if,  we  say,  in  yiew  of  this,  and 
r  important  features  of  this  moyement,  which  might  be  mentioned,  the  condu- 
in  our  minds  should  be,  that  the  eyil  is  too  deep  to  be  reached  or  remedied 
oything  so  superficial  as  a  court,  whether  superior  or  inferior;  then  it  is  plain 
Bjes  should  be  turned  in  another  direction,  and  we  should  look  to  the  general 
eh  for  some  primary  and  fundamental  action  which  will  foreyer  remove  the 
MMt  of  these  departures  from  the  faith  in  our  communion,  whatever  it  may  be, 
eirectually  shut  the  door,  or  rather  close  the  crevice  by  which  they  found  an 
mce  among  us. 

.  Tiew  of  these  considerations,  your  committee  do  not  feel  strongly  impelled  to 
r  the  movement  made  at  our  last  General  Convention  towards  the  organizing  of  a 
eiiie  court  in  the  church,  and  likely  to  be  farther  prosecuted  at  the  next  They 
k  it  m  happy  circumstance,  however,  that  the  subject  has  been  brought  before 
Gonrention  by  the  resolutions  which  have  been  submitted  to  it    The  question 

eofirt,  whether  it  shall  be  or  not  be,  is  most  important,  and  if  decided  in  the 
DBAtiTe,  then  what  form  it  shall  assume,  and  what  shall  be  its  jurisdiction  and 
[Mnrers,  is  also  most  important  While,  therefore,  your  committee  are  not  at 
lent  very  decided  on  these  questions,  they  are  ready  to  offer,  in  conclusion,  for 
adoption  of  this  body,  the  following  resolution: —

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered,  and  laid  upon  th 
table  for  future  consideration,  other  business  being  at  the  time  in  order. 

WhereaSy  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  acknowledges  her  obligations,  an 
professes  herself  to  be  a  missionary  church ;  therefore 

Resolved^  That  in  view  of  the  great  scarcity  of  clergy,  the  ministers  of  this  large 
and  still,  to  a  great  extent,  destitute  diocese,  be  requested,  either  agreeably  to  thei 
own  arrangements  in  their  convocations,  or  otherwise,  to  extend  a  portion  of  tbei^c 
labors  to  such  fields  as  may  be  destitute  in  their  respective  vicinities;  and,  f^irthei*' 
more,  that  the  parishes  which  have  pastors,  be  requested  to  allow  a  reasonable 
portion  of  their  time  for  this  purpose.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMI-    ^• 
NARY  AND  THE  EPISCOPAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  VIRGINU. 

The  Trustees  of  these  institutions  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  report  to  the  Con-..-^^' 
yention  that  the  Theological  Seminary  under  their  care  has  been  in  a  prosperous — " 
condition  during  the  last  year.  It  is  true  that  the  number  of  students,  thoi 
larger  than  the  average  number  for  the  last  few  years,  is  less  than  at  some  forme:^ 
periods,  a  fact  which  in  these  times,  in  which  so  many  of  our  own  parishes 
vacant,  and  so  great  a  demand  for  clergymen  exists  in  every  part  of  our  country,  i. 
greatly  to  be  regretted.  We  have  need,  therefore,  of  increasing  and  im] 
prayer  throughout  the  church,  that  the  <*  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  Souls*' 
greatly  increase  the  number  of  vigilant  and  true  pastors  of  His  flock,  and  of 
and  faithful  ministers  of  His  word  and  sacraments. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Professors  it  appears  that  the  usual  amount  of  labor 
been  performed  on  their  part,  and  of  diligent  study  on  the  part  of  the  students,  wh« 
we  trust,  are  thereby  becoming  qualified  for  efficient  usefulness  in  the  churdi  ^^ 
Christ. 

The  amount  of  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Seminary,  now  invested,  is  about  sixt^- 
six  thousand  dollars. 

The  High  School. — Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dalrymple  ha« 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  the  High  School,  and  the  Trustees  have  appointed  in  his 
place  the  Rev.  John  P.  McGuire,  of  Essex  County,  Virginia.  While  we  greatlj 
regretted  the  loss  of  the  able  and  faithful  services  of  the  late  rector,  we  deem  ou^ 
selves  fortunate  in  the  choice  of  his  successor,  under  whose  judicious  and  paternal 
administration,  with  the  assistance  of  a  thoroughly  qualified  and  efficient  corps  of 
teachers,  the  institution  has  prospered  beyond  our  expectations,  without  any  serious 
inconvenience  or  embarrassment,  such  as  might  have  naturally  been  apprehended 
from  an  entire  change  of  principal  and  assistants.  The  institution  contains  at 
present  seventy  pupils,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  its  continued  and  increased 
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success.  We  trust  that  it  will  ever  remain  an  institution  of  sound  learning,  morality, 
and  religion,  and  that  it  will  become  a  fruitful  nursery  of  the  ministry  of  the  church. 

The  reports  of  the  several  Professors  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Rector  of  the  High 
School,  which  are  subjoined,  wiU  exhibit  more  particularly  the  condition  of  their 
respective  departments.

BXPOBT  Of  THB  PBOFBSSOB  OF  OHUBCH  HISTO&T  AND  OHUBCH  POLITY. 

The  usual  course  in  the  studies  committed  to  my  care  has  been  followed  by  the 
senior  and  middle  classes.

The  senior  class  have  given  attention  to  the  composition  and  delivery  of  sermons, 
one  sermon  being  delivered  each  week.

REPOBT  OF  THE  BECTOB  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

To  the  Truitea  ofVu  Episcopal  High  School  of  Virginia:  * 

The  Rector  begs  leave  respectfully  to  make  his  report  for  the  session  of  1852-3. 

After  his  appointment  to  this  post,  which  took  place  in  August  last,  he  immediately 

rerigned  the  charge  of  his  parishes  in  Essex  County,  and  with  as  much  expedition 

as  posnble  prepared  for  the  opening  of  the  school    His  appointment  was  so  late, 
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and  there  was  so  much  to  do  m  closing  his  affairs  in  Essex,  together  with  the  pro- 
Tiding  of  teachers,  &c.  for  the  school,  that  the  present  session  could  not  be  opened 
at  the  usual  period ;  but,  by  the  good  proTidence  of  God,  there  was  a  delay  of  bat 
one  week,  eyerything  being  ready  by  the  third,  instead  of  the  second  Wednesday  in 
September. 

It  was  feared  that  the  resignation  of  my  predecessor,  and  the  eonseqoent  ^>point- 
ment  of  an  entire  new  set  of  officers,  might  interfere  with  the  prosperity  of  the 
institution.  Our  fears,  howeyer,  have  not  been  realised,  the  nsoal  Indieations  of 
success  having  attended  our  efforts  f^om  the  commeno«nent  of  the  seaaioii,  and  tlie 
prospect  for  the  future  continuing  to  be  encouraging.  Of  the  ample  ooipa  of  teadun 
it  is  but  justice  to  say  that  they  have  been  very  faithfifl  and  soeoesafU  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  The  pupils,  as  a  whole,  are  of  a  superior  order,  poaseeaing  fine 
intellectual  endowments  and  great  respectability  of  character.  With  only  aiieh  ooea- 
sional  difficulties  as  must  be  expected,  a  spirit  of  good-will  and  industxy  has  constant 
existed  among  them,  leading  to  a  large  amount  of  yoluntaiy  study  in  addition  to  tiie 
labors  of  the  school-room,  and  a  degree  of  improyement  highly  satisfaotoiy.  Tlie 
religious  serrices  and  the  instruction  of  the  Bible  classes  haye  been  regnlariy  attended 
to.  The  influence  of  these  daily  and  weekly  exercises,  it  is  hoped,  has  been  health- 
fid ;  but,  like  the  congregations  of  the  church,  we  have  to  lament  the  want  of  qpiritsil 
fruit,  without  which  all  else  is  comparatiyely  of  no  value.

The  preamble  and  resolution  offered  this  mornings  relatiye  to  the  exer 
tions  of  clergymen  out  of  the  bounds  of  their  own  parishes,  which  were 
then  laid  on  the  table^  were  at  this  time  taken  up  and  adopted. 

Rev.  Br.  Sparrow,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  made  the  following  report : — 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  bog  leave  to  report  as  follows : — 
As  the  interval  from  one  Convention  to  another  is  not  long,  and  as  at  eveiy  Con- 
vention of  the  church  a  report  on  the  subject  submitted  to  your  committee  is  called 
for,  it  must  needs  be  that  a  great  similarity  must  mark  the  statements  thus  annually 
made.  It  is  not  the  less  necessary,  however,  that  the  report  be  called  for,  and  be 
rendered.  If  the  seaman  makes  even  hourly  observations  of  the  state  of  the  weather, 
the  church  may  well  take  annual  note  of  the  condition  of  the  spiritual  heavens. 
Every  true  Christian  must  have  a  desire  to  know  what  progress  the  visible  chureh 
is  making  in  accomplishing  the  work  which  the  Divine  Head  has  assigned  her,  in 
building  up  that  kingdom  which  is  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost 
So  far  as  your  committee  have  been  enabled  to  gather,  whether  from  their  own 
observation  or  that  of  others,  no  very  marked  change  has  taken  place  within  our 
Diocesan  bounds  during  the  last  year.  If,  in  some  locations,  there  may  seem  to  be 
lacking  tiie  ordinary  measure  of  life  and  spirit,  it  is  counterbalanced  by  an  incresse 
in  others ;  and  when  we  attempt  to  fix  in  our  own  minds  the  average  of  our  reli^ovs 
state  for  the  whole  Diocese,  we  are  led  to  the  humble  hope  that,  though  not  by  toy 
means  in  the  degree  that  might  be  wished,  still  it  is  an  improving  one.  One  indioatiflo 
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of  this  is  an  inereased  attention,  in  many  places,  to  the  important  cause  of  Sunday- 
■ehool  instmction.  The  children,  we  find,  are  sought  after  and  gathered  in  with 
more  teal  than  formerly,  and  yisited  more  faiihftilly,  and  that  more  diligence  and 
seriousness  are  exhibited  in  their  religious  training.  •  In  this  work,  besides  books 
and  other  publications  long  in  use,  the  Parith  Vititar  and  the  Standard  Bearer  haye 
been  found  yery  helpfU,  the  latter  being  especially  beneficial  to  the  scholar,  and  the 
foEiner  to  the  teacher,  and,  indeed,  to  adult  Christians  generally.  No  person  can 
make  a  spiritually  efficient  Sabbath-school  instructor,  who  does  not  prepare  himself 
for  his  work  by  special  prayer  for  God's  blessing  on  his  labors,  and  by  a  direct  effort 
to  qualify  himself  in  mind  and  heart,  by  religious  reading,  for  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  duties  so  Tory  near  akin  in  spirit  to  those  of  the  sacred  ministry.  A  great 
deal  of  the  Idnd  of  reading  adapted  to  this  particular  end  is  to  be  found  in  the 
periodicals  referred  to,  and  in  some  others  of  the  religious  journals  of  the  church, 
especially  in  your  Diocesan  paper,  the  Southern  Churehmany  which,  by  its  Christian 
and  gentiemanly  bearing,  its  unfailing  judiciousness,  and  its  intelligent  discussions 
of  an  the  great -questions  of  the  day,  has  for  a  considerable  time  been  rendering 
most  essential  serriee  to  the  church.  We  consider  it  a  sign  for  good  in  the  condition 
of  the  church,  when  the  circulation  of  such  publications  is  increasing;  and  we  hope 
the  time  is  not  distant  when  erery  family  within  our  ecclesiastical  bounds  will  be 
blessed  by  them,  their  weekly  and  monthly  risits  giving  a  new  impulse  to  religious 
thought,  and  quickening  the  heart  with  religious  emotion. 

Another  particular  of  encouragement:  it  makes  us  hopeful  in  regard  to  our  con- 
dition as  a  church,  that  the  laiiy  seem  to  be  taking  a  more  active  part  than  formerly 
in  the  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal  interest  of  our  communion.  In  these  eyentful 
times,  this  is  an  important  fact  Accurate  obserrers  have  been  led  to  remark,  both 
in  this  country  and  in  England,  that,  so  far  as  the  class  of  mere  instruments  is  con- 
cerned, the  hope  of  the  church  for  escape  from  the  troubles  which  beset  her  is  the 
laity.  Perhaps  the  evils  which  we  at  this  day  deplore  may  be  in  part  owing  to  this, 
that  in  former  times  the  laity  did  not,  in  the  measure  and  spirit  of  their  calling, 
stand  in  their  lot  and  discharge  the  duties  belonging  to  them ;  that  by  transferring 
to  other  hands  what  should  have  been  tended  by  their  own,  they  riolated  practically 
the  proportion  which  the  Spirit  has  established  in  the  church  between  clerical  and 
luc  functions  and  administrations;  and  that  this  practical  error  has  led  to  a  corre- 
sponding theoretical  error,  or  at  least  has  fostered  and  sustained  it.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  we  think  there  are  indications  that  the  laity  are  beginning  to  (Uscover  that 
they  have  an  integral  and  substantive  part,  and  above  the  mere  supply  of  pecuniar}' 
means,  in  the  great  work  which  Christ  has  committed  to  his  church;  that,  holding 
as  they  do  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  common  standard  of  divine  truth,  in  their 
hands,  they  ought  to  be  jealous  for  the  purity  of  Christian  doctrine ;  and  that,  pos- 
sessed as  they  are  of  the  influence  which  piety,  intelligence,  and  prominent  station 
carry  with  them,  they  ought  to  be,  in  every  way  which  does  not  trench  upon  the 
public  preaching  of  the  word  and  the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  active  for 
the  diffusion  of  the  truth  throughout  society  and  in  the  hearts  of  men.  This  is  as  it 
should  be,  for  it  is  eminently  scriptural  and  Protestant.  Wo  pray  that  these  indi- 
cations may  continue  to  increase.  It  may  also  be  properly  mentioned  here,  that  it 
seems  to  your  committee  that  this  is  one  of  the  good  results  which  God  is  working: 
for  us  out  of  the  notorious  evils  under  which  wo  labor  as  a  church  at  this  time.  If 
the  Bupineness  of  the  laity,  and  their  readiness  to  let  their  own  proper  duties  be 
cUfcharged  by  proxy,  or  go  altogether  neglected,  may  have  in  any  measure  conduced 
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to  bring  about  existing  evils,  we  trust  the  magnitude  of  these  eirilfl  will  be  made 
the  means  of  teaching  the  laity  a  solemn  and  long-to-be-remembered  lesson,  that 
their  Master  cannot  dispense  with  their  services  in  the  affairs  of  his  kingdom;  and 
that  by  failing  to  take  a  free  and  effective  share  in  the  varioas  oaoses  of  truth  and 
love  which  should  engage  the  energies  of  the  church,  and  to  qualify  themsehrea  for 
it  by  scriptural  study  and  the  cultivation  of  a  high  style  of  Christian  charaeter,  tii^ 
expose  their  Zion  to  the  inroad  of  error  even  amongst  its  ministers,  and  the  etnaB 
of  the  gospel  to  decline  and  shame. 

In  saying  that  it  seems  to  your  committee  the  present  state  of  things  In  <m 
Church  is  being  made  the  means  of  waking  up  our  laity  to  a  sense  of  their  apiritul 
privileges,  we  cannot  sufficiently  thank  God  that  if  our  laity  are  thus  in  any  measure 
aroused,  it  is  not  by  what  they  see  in  their  own  midst,  but  what  they  hear  of  ai 
occurring  in  other  dioceses.     God  be  praised,  Virginia  has  not  had  canae,  thus  ftr, 
to  deplore  defections  to  Rome,  whether  from  her  clergy  or  laity ;  and  that  so  &r 
from  any  tendency  existing  in  the  diocese  in  that  way,  we  think  the  tide  ia  maoSr 
festly  setting  back,  and  that  we  are  beginning  to  feel,  more  deeply  than  ever,  thai 
the  only  infallible  standard  of  religious  trutl^upon  the  earth  is  the  Inafured  Word; 
and  that  the  best  human  exhibition  of  the  contents  of  that  word  is  to  be  found  iia. 
the  precious  documents  left  us  by  the  £nglish  Reformers,  the  Articles,  Homiliea, 
and  Prayer  Book ;  read  and  interpreted  as  common  sense  would  dictate,  under  th^ 
Spirit  of  God,  in  the  light  of  the  more  practical  exhibition  of  their  views,  given 
by  these  noble  men  in  their  collected  works.     The  effect  of  all  that  has 
beyond  our  diocesan  limits,  has  been  only  to  make  us  more  deeply  feel  that 
rencc  to  these  divine  and  human  standards,  and  to  the  latter  as  thos  hiatorieall"^ 
interpreted,  is  our  chief  security  for  the  continuance  of  spiritual  Areedom, 
and  purity  among  us ;  and  is  also  the  only  proper  preparation  for  that  great 
of  religious  opinions  which  seems  to  be  approaching  throughout  Christendom. 

Twenty  years  ago,  our  Protestant  brethren,  escaping  from  the  misapprehensic 
which  they  had  inherited,  or  accidentally  taken  up,  were  beginning  to  turn 
our  Church,  as  a  communion  in  which  they  might  eigoy  freedom  and  peace,  aEm.^ 
cultivate  Christian  knowledge  and  spiritual  religion  with  special  advantage.     Th  fla< 
movement  has  undoubtedly  been  checked  by  erils  of  which  we  have  been  speaking. 
It  is  pleasant,  however,  to  observe  that  all  have  not  thus  mistaken  aeeidental  for  mn 
estential,  inherent  evil ;  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  many  of  this  class,  in  connectioo 
witli  the  scattered  members  of  our  own  fold,  are  at  this  time  ready  and  anxious  to 
receive  and  profit  by  pastors  sent  forth  by  our  Church.    In  many  places  in  Virginii, 
east  and  west  of  the  mountains,  the  people  are  calling  for  her  ministrations. 

This  leads  your  committee,  in  conclusion,  to  notice  a  topic  of  regret  which  ought 
to  be  brought  at  this  time,  and  in  this  Convention,  distinctly  before  the  mind  of  the 
Church.     We  refer  to  the  great  want  of  young  men  looking  forward  to  the  ministiy 
in  our  communion.     Our  present  deficiency  in  pastors  would  be  a  comparatively 
small  evil  if  we  had  a  good  prospect  of  a  speedy  supply.     But,  alas,  we  have  not 
The  number  of  youth  looking  forward  to  the  ministry  is  small  everywhere  through- 
out the  Church ;  and  Virginia  has  a  full  share  of  the  evil.     Our  young  men  are 
indeed  actively  looking  round,  and  inquiring  who  will  show  them  good ;  but  few  of 
them  seek  and  find  that  good  in  the  ministry  of  the  Word  of  God.     The  increase  of 
our  imtional  territory,  the  many  doors  opened  to  enterprise  and  ambition,  and  the 
numerous  exciting  interests  of  an  earthly  kind  which  characterize  our  day,  draw  off 
the  youthful  heart ;  so  that,  in  proportion  to  former  years,  there  is  a  sad  deftdenoy 
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of  candidates  for  orders  among  us,  as  indeed  among  other  religious  denominations. 
And  while  the  ordinary  proportion  of  young  men  is  not  found  ready  to  give  them- 
selyea  to  the  cause  of  the  gospel  and  mankind,  the  population  of  the  country,  in 
adifition  to  natural  growth,  is  receiving  a  mighty  accession  every  year  from  foreign 
inmigration.  Your  committee  feel  that  they  ought  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
aknrch  in  this  diocese,  and  indeed  everywhere,  if  they  could,  to  the  fearful  rate  at 
vliieh  this  influx  of  population  is  outrunning  the  means  of  grace  provided  to  bring 
theae  people  under  gospel  influence,  and  train  them  up  for  the  duties  of  citizens  of 
Hm  BepobUe,  and  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ  This  topic  demands  to  be 
bome  continnaUy  in  the  mind  of  the  Church.  It  should  be  the  subject  of  unceasing 
pniryer.  When  we  present  the  petition,  "  thy  kingdom  come,"  we  should  give  it  this 
as  one  important  application ;  and  at  the  same  time  a  discreet,  but  earnest  effort 
riMNild  be  made,  by  both  clergy  and  l^ty,  to  bring  the  subject  of  the  wants  of  the 
Church  and  the  world  before  the  minds  of  our  pious  yonth.  In  addition,  and  finally 
we  would  say,  that  while  we  thtu  seek  to  increase  the  number  of  candidates  for  the 
mhiiatiy,  earnest  care  should  be  taken,  in  the  steady  and  liberal  maintenance  of 
car  Bdiication  and  Diocesan  Missionary  Societies,  that  those  who  offer  themselves 
fiv  preparation  for  the  ministry,  and  those  who  offer  themselves  for  missionary  work 
ia  the  diocese,  be  adequately  sustained,  so  far  as  they  may  stand  in  need.

The  Conunittee  on  Finance  report  that  they  have  examined  the  account  of  the 
of  the  Convention,  and  found  it  sustained  by  sufficient  vouchers.  .  The 
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balance  due  to  the  Treasurer  on  the  18th  of  May,  1862,  of  two  hundred  and  nine- 
teen dollars  and  ninety-one  cents,  has  increased  to  the  smn  of  four  hundred  and 
twenty-six  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  on  the  12th  of  May,  1858.  For  the  details,

Statement  B  shows  the  contributions  to  the  contingent  fund  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
pro  tern,  at  this  Conyention.  Their  sum  is  $4,296  40.  Twenty-two  dollars  and 
ninety  cents  hare  been  paid  on  account  of  former  delinquencies,  as  per  statement  C. 
Of  the  delinquencies  for  1852,  amounting  to  $464  12,  only  fifty-six  doHars  haye 
been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  in  Richmond,  Tix. :  two  dollars  from  Washington  Pariah; 
one  dollar  from  Montross  Parish,  Westmoreland  County;  and  fifty-three  dollars 
from  St  John's  Church,  at  Wheeling. 

In  statement  D  is  a  list  of  the  churches  which  have  failed  to  pay  their  oontribn- 
tions  to  this  Conyention.     The  committee  is  unable  to  state  the  precise  amount  of* 
these  delinquencies,  as  it  will  be  seen  but  few  reports  of  the  number  of  white  com- 
municants in  each  church  haye  been  referred  to  the  committee.    The  amount,  how^ 
eyer,  is  yery  large.    The  deficit  in  the  treasury  shows  the  neoesaity  of 
earnest  efforts  to  collect,  without  delay,  the  dues  of  the  seyeral  ehurohes.    Thi 
failure  of  many  churches  to  be  represented  at  this  Conyention  is,  doubtless,  th 
cause  of  most  of  the  delinquencies.    The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  th 
annexed  resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  the  clergy  and  yestries  of  the  delinquent  ehurohes  be  eamestlj 
requested  to  remit  their  quotas  to  the  Treasurer  in  Richmond  as  early  ai 
Respectftdly  submitted.

$2,400 ;  paid,  except  a  small  balance,  the  payment  of  which  has  been  proYided  for. 
It  is  also  gratifying  to  state  that,  through  the  united  efforts  of  the  Leighton  oohto- 
cation  and  some  friends,  a  missionary  has  been  located  at  Painerille,  in  the  upper 
part  of  Raleigh  Parish ;  and  is  there  and  at  two  other  places,  one  in  Powhatan  and 
one  in  Cumberland,  laboring,  as  we  belieye,  faithftilly,  with  profit  to  the  cause  of  reli- 
gion and  the  church.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Sodetj 
will  continue  undiminished  its  aid  to  his  support  at  least  one  year  longer.

Your  missionary  came  to  his  field  of  labor  in  September  last  Previous  to  his 
coming,  a  Sunday-school  had  been  organized  at  this  church  by  the  pious  efforts  of 
a  lady,  numbering  about  20  scholars.  I  commenced  a  system  of  visiting  levciy 
family  within  three  miles  of  the  church,  which  practice,  by  the  help  of  Ood,  I  shiU 
always  observe.  Our  school  has  from  that  time  been  steadily  increasing ;  although 
the  roads  have  been  universally  bad  during  the  past  winter,  yet  they  have  not  pre- 
vented the  children  from  coming.  For  two  years  past,  the  neighborhood  has  been 
deprived  of  regular  preaching,  and  the  minority  of  the  people  have  never  known 
what  it  is  to  have  the  services  of  a  pastor.  Number  of  male  teachers  in  our  S. 
school,  7;  female  teachers,  11;  total,  18;  number  of  scholars,  98.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  6  boys  and  4  girls,  all  the  children  living  within  three  miles  of  the  church 
attend  our  school ;  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  also  will  soon  be  added 
to  the  number.  The  old  church  was  sadly  in  need  of  repairs,  so  much  so  that 
during  the  winter  months  we  were  obliged  to  hold  our  services  in  the  Masonic  HaQ. 
I  am  happy  to  state,  however,  that  about  $400  have  been  subscribed  for  the  pu^ 
pose  of  repairing  Ihe  old  Episcopal  church.  For  many  years  it  has  been  used  as  a 
free  church,  and  is  being  repaired  as  such.  I  have  administered  the  sacrament  of 
baptism  to  two  adults,  1  male,  1  female.  Marriages,  8 ;  1  white,  2  colored.  Total 
number  of  communicants,  8.  A  visit  from  the  Bishop  would  be  most  acceptable,  as 
there  are  several  candidates  for  confirmation.  Our  prospects  for  building  up  the 
church  are  encouraging,  and  we  hope,  in  about  two  years,  to  be  able  to  sustain 
ourselves  without  the  aid  of  the  Missionary  Society.  The  ladies  of  the  congregation 
have  formed  a  Dorcas  Society,  and  have  supplied  all  the  poor  children  of  the  parish 
with  comfortable  clothing,  so  that  nothing  can  prevent  them  from  coming  to  schooL

Several  are  awaiting  confirmation,  and  it  is  believed  by  those 

who  really  love  the  church  in  Surry,  that  during  the  present  year  we  shall  succeed 

in  rmising  money  enough  to  build  a  new  church.     The  old  building  is  ours  by  every 

Moral  and  legal  right,  but  to  give  the  church  her  own  in  Virginia,  is  unpopular. 

Therefore,  rather  than  come  in  conflict  with  prejudice  and  ignorance,  we  shall 
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quietly  yield,  and  build  a  house  to  the  Lord  our  God,  in  which  we  may  worship  anc 
serve  Him,  ''with  none  to  hinder  or  make  us  afraid."

AN  ACT 

CONCERNING    CHURCH    PROPERTY. 

New  Code  of  Vtr^nia,  Chap,  77,  page  362. 


§  8.  Every  oonveyance^  devise,  or  dedication,  shall  be  valid,  which, 
tSnce  the  first  day  of  January,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  has 
^een  made,  and  every  conveyance  shall  be  valid  which  hereafter  shall  be 
tiade,  of  land  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place 
or  public  worship,  or  as  a  burial-place,  or  a  residence  for  a  minister;  and 
lie  land  shall  be  held  for  such  use  or  benefit,  and  for  such  purpose,  and 
lot  otherwise. 

§  9.  The  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  or  corporation  wherein  there  may 
le  any  parcel  of  such  land,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  may,  on  application 
»f  the  proper  authorities  of  such  congregation,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
vosiees,  either  where  there  were  or  are  none,  or  in  place  of  former  trustees. 
Old  change  those  so  appointed,  whenever  it  may  seem  to  the  court  proper, 
io  effect  or  promote  the  purpose  of  the  conveyance,  devise,  or  dedication ; 
ind  the  legal  title  to  such  land  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  vested  in  the  said 
arostees  for  the  time  being  and  their  successors. 

§  10.  When  books  or  furniture  shall  be  given  or  acquired  for  the  benefit 
»f  sach  congregation,  to  be  used  on  the  said  land  in  the  ceremonies  of  pub- 
lic wordiip,  or  at  the  residence  of  their  minister,  the  same  shall  stand  vested 
La  the  trustees  having  the  legal  title  to  the  land,  to  be  held  by  them  as  the 
Land  is  held,  for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation. 

§  11.  The  said  trustees  may,  in  their  own  names,  sue  for  and  recover 
Bach  land  or  property,  and  be  sued  in  relation  thereto.  Such  suit,  not- 
^thstanding  the  death  of  any  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  appointment  of 
others,  shall  proceed  in  the  names  of  the  trustees  by  or  against  whom  it 
^■ras  instituted. 

§  12.  Such  trustees  shall  not  take  or  hold  at  any  one  time  more  than 
%wo  acres  of  land  in  an  incorporated  town,  nor  more  than  thirty  acres  out 
df  such  a  town. 

§  13.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  members  of  any  religious  congregation 
inay,  in  his  or  their  name,  in  behalf  of  such  congregation,  ^commence  and 
prosecute  a  slut  in  equity  against  any  such  trustee,  to  compel  him  to  apply 
such  land  or  property  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  congregation,  as  his  duty 
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shall  require.     No  member  of  the  congregation  need  be  made  a  defendant 
to  such  suit,  but;  in  other  respects^  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in,  heard 
and  determined  as  other  suits  in  equity,  except  that  it  may  be  proceeded 
in,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  plaintiff,  as  if  he  were  still  living. 

Note. — On  the  8d  of  February,  1842,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Genex^ 
Assembly  of  Yirginiay  entitled  *'  An  act  concerning  oonveyanoes  or  devii:»<^ 
of  places  of  public  worship,"  which  law  was  inserted  in  the  Journal       ^ 
1848,  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

As  that  law  has  been  repealed  by  the  above  act,  passed  at  the  late  re' 
sion  of  the  code  of  Virginia,  which  took  effect  on  the  1st  July,  1850, 
secretary  deems  it  his  duty  to  publish  the  said  act  in  the  Journal, 
would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  under  this  law  no  land  can  hereafl^lBer 
be  devised  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  religious  congregation,  but 
be  convened  by  deed  in  the  lifetime  of  the  donor,  whilst  the  act  of  II 

legalized  a  devise^  as  well  as  a  conveyance  of  lands  for  the  use  and  bent iS^ 

of  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place  of  public  worship,  or  as  a  burr^^ 
place,  or  parsonage. 
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The  following  law,  prescribing  the  duty  of  ministers  celebrating  the 
of  marriage,  is  enacted  by  the  new  code,  and  is  here  inserted  for  the  inf< 
mation  of  the  clergy : — 

New  Code,  Chapter  108,  page  470. — Register  of  Marriage, 

§  8.  A  certificate  of  every  marriage  hereafter  solemnized,  signed  by  tl 
minister  or  other  person  celebrating  the  same,  or,  in  the  case  of  societi^^^^ 
that  solemnize  their  marriages  by  the  consent  of  the  parties  in  open  coi 
gregation,  by  the  clerk  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  mi 
tcr,  person,  or  clerk  of  the  meeting,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  count^^'^ 
or  corporation  in  which  the  marriage  is  solemnized,  within  three  months 
thereafter;  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  within  thirt 
days  after  its  receipt,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  with  a  proper 
index  thereto ;  and  a  copy  thereof  from  such  record  shall  be  evidence  or 
such  marriages.     If  any  minister,  or  other  person  celebrating  a  marriage 
or  the  clerk  of  any  such  meeting,  or  of  any  court,  shall  £eu1  to  perfa 
what  is  hereby  required  of  him,  he  shall  for  each  failure  forfeit  sixty 
lars.

Dear  Brethren  :  Though  absent  from  home  my  usual  period  of  i 
months  on  Episcopal  duties,  during  our  last  Conyentional  year,  I  hxftjB 
formed  a  lees  amount  of  seryice  within  the  bounds  of  our  own  JXfom 
than  I  haye  had  to  report  in  times  past.  In  consequence  of  ill  hsU 
I  did  not  commence  my  spring  yisitation  until  the  latter  part  of  Nq

1.  The  Episcopal  and  Parochial  Reports  will  shew  an  increase  of  en 
firmations  during  the  past  over  some  preceding  years;  and  when  we  vd 
know  that  our  ministers  do  not  encourage  any  to  present  themselveiil 
have  not  a  good  hope  that  they  are  the  children  of  God  by  a  true  t& 
in  his  son  Jesus  Christ,  and  are  resolved  to  walk  hencefbrth  in  newBH 
of  life,  we  rejoice  in  such  additions  to  the  communion  as  evidenoa  ( 
€h)d's  gracious  favor  to  his  Church. 

2.  In  connection  with  this  mention  of  our  Seminary,  it  l^eeott 
me  to  state  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  of  our  State,  at  its  last  seM 
granted  an  act  of  incorporation  to  the  same,  whereby  we  shall  be  eai 
bled  henceforth  to  secure  all  bequests  to  it,  and  protect  our  funds  by  d 
aid  of  our  civil  courts.  We  have  recently  heard  of  the  liberal  beqwi 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  by  Mr.  Elliot  Cresson  of  Philodelphii,  ai 
have  received  the  tender  of  some  valuable  books  from  a  friend  residii 
in  the  same  city.  In  this  connection,  I  also  make  mention  of  the  hij 
accession  to  our  library,  during  the  past  year,  of  nearly  all  the  boob 
the  late  lamented  Rov.  James  W.  Cooke,  of  Rhode  Island,  so  m 
known  as  the  zealous  secretary  of  out  Foreign  Missionary  Board, 
cannot  so  well  present  this  subject  to  your  notice  as  by  reading  the  i 
lowing  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Howe :

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kre  not  yet  oome  to  your  possession,  they  are  on  the  way,  and  are  a 
kqnest  fiom  the  late  lamented  Rev.  James  W.  Cooke,  who,  by  will, 
bequeathed  the  whole  of  his  library — excepting  one  hundred  volumes 
Nboted  by  his  widow  for  her  own  use — ^to  your  Institution.  That  selec- 
tn  ihe  has  made,  and  in  these  eleven  boxes  you  have  the  remainder. 
In  will  find  in  them  a  valuable  addition  to  the  library  of  the  Seminary. 
Ii^oioein  this  acoession  to  the  fecilities  furnished  at  your  excellent 
iBrtitution  ibr  a  sound  theological  education. 

''It  is  the  wish  of  Mrs.  Cooke  that,  if  it  can  be  done  consistently 
vitk  the  interests  of  the  Seminary,  the  library  bequeathed  by  her  hus- 
hod  shall  be  kept  together,  in  an  alcove  or  set  of  shelves  by  themselves, 
WIS  to  be  always  distinguishable  as  the  library  of  Mr.  Cooke. 

"And  here  permit  me  to  suggest,  that  those  personal  fiiends  of  that 
far  nint  of  Ood,  Bishop  Oriswold,  (who  are  cognizant  of  the  &ot 
tbt  his  library  was  sent  to  Alexandria,)  have  felt  sad  disappointment 
M  their  visits  to  the  Seminary,  that  they  were  not  able  to  find  the  pre- 
mi  deposit.  May  I  not  ask,  if  it  is  not  yet  posnble  and  admimhU 
Ait  the  books  of  Bishop  Oriswold  shall  be  gathered  from  their  disper- 
■01  and  placed  again  side  by  side,  with  hi9  venerable  name  surmounting 
Ab  ihelves  on  which  they  rest  ? 

"I  am  sore  they  would,  if  thus  collected,  become  a  magnet  of  attrac- 
tiea  towards  your  Seminary  of  many  hearts  that  in  this  generation  love 
tta  memory  of  that  holy  man.  And  I  think  that  future  years  will  ren- 
k  toy  memento  of  his  life  and  work  more  and  more  valuable  and 
Mteresting.

lb  this  may  be  added  one  hundred  volumes  from  the  Rev.  Henry 
Bare,  of  New  York. 

It  becomes  me  here  to  state  that  the  rooms  in  our  Seminary  hitherto 
ifpqniated  to  the  libraiy,  are  insufficient  to  enable  us  to  comply  with 
k  retsonable  request  of  the  widow  of  our  deceased  benefactor,  or  with 
Au  respect  which  is  due  to  the  valued  gift  of  the  venerable  Bishop 
firiiwohl,  of  whose  dying  remembrance  we  are  so  justly  proud.  A  sep« 
*>^  and  larger  edifice  for  our  library  is  now  greatly  needed  and  must 
lion  be  had,  unless  we  wish  to  say  to  living  and  dying  friends  that  we 
*3li6ceive  no  more  contributions  to^the  same.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
PAlic  notice  of  our  deficiency  will  soon  call  forth  the  means  of  its 
«?ply. 
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3.  I  have  now  to  mention  a  subject  which  Ib  at  the  same  time  a  ca 
for  rejoicing  and  an  occasion  for  exhortation.  It  is  matter  of  rejoicing  t 
the  duty  of  providing  permanent  dwelling  places  for  oar  miniBters  is : 
to  be  more  and  more  important  throughout  our  Diooese.  On  no  sabj 
do  I  feel  more  sure  of  a  favorable  hearing,  than  when  I  addrefla  a  o 
gregation  in  behalf  of  this  object.  Within  the  last  year  a  goodly  nmai 
of  comfortable  parsonages  have  been  added  to  those  already  existing^  i 
I  am  truly  surprised  that  any  congregation^  either  in  town  or  oonut 
should  be  so  blind  to  their  truest  interests  as  not  to  provide  audi 
their  minister.  Amongst  those  which  I  know  to  have  been  noen 
erected  or  purchased,  I  might  mention  those  of  Westmoreland  and  Bk 
mend  counties;  of  Millwood,  Clarke  county;  Lexington,  Bookhiil{| 
county ;  Lawrenceville,  Brunswick  county ;  Widdife  Pariah,  Williia 
burg ;  and  one  projected,  and  I  hope  soon  to  be  executed,  in  Frederiok 
burg,  as  well  as  St.  James'  Church,  Richmond.  But  I  desire  espedal 
to  direct  your  attention  to  one  recently  erected  in  the  county  of  Norf 
ampton,  on  the  Eastern  shore  of  Virginia.  This  is  to  be  uenh 
almost  entirely,  as  to  the  means  of  its  erection,  to  Mr.  John  Ejn  ( 
that  county,  who  gave  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose.  Oat  ( 
gratitude  for  his  valuable  and  most  timely  donation,  the  Yestiykn 
caused  his  name  to  bc^nscribcd  on  a  tablet  in  its  fronts  althoof^  A 
eyes  of  the  liberal  donor  have  become  too  dim  with  age  to  disoera  A 
same.  Not  less  indebted  is  the  congregation  to  the  inde&tigaMe  w 
and  diligence  of  another  member  of  the  congregation  (Dr.  Smitt  c 
Eastvillc,  for  more  than  twenty  years  an  effective  lay-reader  in  A 
parish y)  who  has  devoted  almost  the  whole  of  his  time  and  energiM  t 
the  erection  of  the  building  and  the  improvement  of  the  grounds,  dviif 
the  last  twelve  months.  So  much  delighted  was  I  with  the  plan  of  th 
house,  drawn  by  himself,  and  so  admirably  suited  to  the  oomfort  of 
minister  and  his  family,  that  I  have  procured  a  drawing  of  the  ■■ 
for  the  benefit  of  any  individuals  or  congregations  who  may  wish  to  g 
and  do  likewise.  The  great  cost  of  timber  and  other  materials  in  dd 
section,  has  greatly  enhanced  the  expense. 

4.  On  another  subject,  which  furnishes  materials  both  for  oongnb 
lation  and  exhortation,  I  have  also  something  to  say.  It  has  beea 
matter  of  rejoicing  to  me,  in  going  from  parish  to  parish,  to  learn  fro 
the  clergymen  themselves  that  in  a  number  of  instances  there  has  bei 
an  increased  attention  to  their  temporal  wants,  bearing  some  proportic 
to  their  increasing  needs,  causing  their  hearts  io  overflow  with  gnftitai 
to  God  for  giving  them  such  favor  with  their  people.  I  believe  there 
no  Diocese  in  our  land  where  the  average  support  of  the  minister 
larger  or  more  punctually  paid ;  and  yet,  in  too  many  instances,  tlu 
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nally  compared  with  the  means  of  the  people  and  the  reasonable 
of  the  clergy.     There  is  at  this  time  a  solemn  call  made  upon  the 

0  eonsider  their  duty  in  this  respect  towards  the  clergy.  It  is 
9U  that  the  prices  of  many  of  the  necessaries  of  life  have  in  some 
increased  from  twenty  to  one  hundred  per  cent.^  and  that  there  is 
ibtUlity  of  a  speedy  reduction.  To  a  large  portion  of  our  fellow- 
ifli  this  increase  is  but  little  felt,  as  they  are  both  buyers  and  sell- 
kareby  an  equality  is  produced^  the  high  prices  of  what  they  sell 
Dg  them  to  meet  th^  prices  of  what  they  buy.  But  let  it  be  re- 
aed|  that  the  clergy  being  debarred,  and  properly  debarred,  from 
jntiwe  pursuits  of  life,  have  every  thing  to  buy  and  nothing  to 

1  of.  If,  therefore,  there  be  not  a  liberal  pecuniary  compensation 
it  services,  bearing  a  due  proportion  to  the  cost  of  the  necessaries 
,  or  a  generous  supply  of  their  wants  in  some  other  way,  there 
le  either  real  suffering  at  home,  dishonorable  debt,  an  abandon* 
if  the  ministry,  or  its  combination  with  some  other  occupation, 
too  burdensome  or  incompatible  with  the  sacred  office.  I  trust 
m  members  of  our  church  in  Virginia  will  never  permit  either  of 
•d  evils  to  be&ll  her  clergy.  Should  tbey  do  it,  an  increased 
ty  in  the  supply  of  our  parishes  must  be  expected,  and  the  num- 
•our  oandidates  for  the  ministry  be  diminished.  But  this  we  will 
mit  ourselves  to  anticipate.

Although  the  oall  has  never  been  unheeded,  but  has  alwajB  p 
duced  some  increase  of  subscribersi  still  the  increase  has  borne  no  prop 
iion  to  the  importance  of  the  paper  and  the  needs  of  its  worthy  Edit 
I  need  not  tell  you  that  its  Editor  is  a  beloved  and  &ithfttl  miniatsr 
our  Church,  born  in  our  midst,  and  who,  as  long  as  the  ability  was  giv 
him  of  the  Lord,  most  laboriously  devoted  himself  to  the  duties  of  1 
sacred  office.  When  the  power  of  proclaiming  the  Gospel  from  t 
pulpit  fitiled,  he  gave  himself  up  to  promoting  that  same  GkMpel  inaoi 
other  way.  For  a  number  of  years  he  has  beSn  exercising  a  most  dk 
tual  ministry  in  our  Diocese,  and  rendering  great  hdp  to  his  brethn 
by  the  issue  of  a  religious  paper,  in  which  all  the  members  of  Episoop 
families,  from  the  youngest  to  the  oldest,  are  furnished  each  week  lil 
interesting  facts  aud  suitalJle  exhortations.  By  general  ocmmatf  H  k 
been  judiciously  and  piously  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  laity.  D 
clergy  also  have  found  it  a  valuable  assistant  in  executing  their  oriii 
tion  vow  to  ''  banish  and  drive  away  from  the  Church  all  enoneoua 
strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's  word,"  at  a  time  when  there  « 
great  need  for  it — a  time  which  has  not  yet  entirely  passed  away.  I 
this  manner  most  effectual  service  has  been  rendered  to  the  oaon  i 
sound  religion  among  us,  which  the  cleigy  could  not  well  have  w/um 
for  such  service,  both  clergy  and  laity  ought  to  feel  bound  to  mb 
suitable  return.  The  present  profits  of  the  paper  are  very  inconjihi 
able,  compared  with  the  actual  needs  of  our  brother  for  himself  ui 
dependent  family,  and  nothing  but  a  sense  of  duty  and  desire  to  |P 
mote  the  interests  of  true  religion  could  have  constrained  him  thus  ki 
to  labor  so  diligently  for  so  slight  a  compensation.  I  trust  we  shiD  i 
able  to  adopt  some  method  for  his  better  compensation  and  the  incnMi 
circulation  of  this  excellent  weekly  tract,  which  is  ever  coming  into  0 
houses  with  something  new  and  valuable.  What  if  all  the  fiunilki 
our  Church,  who  arc  able  and  willing  to  take  some  religious  paper,  it 
already  supplied  with  it,  which  is  very  fiur  from  being  the  case,  mi^o 
those  who  are  able,  and  who  approve  its  character,  subseiifae  i 
additional  numbers,  and  put  them  in  circulation  amongst  those  who  hi 
it  not,  or  in  some  other  way  help  to  sustain  the  expense  of  itf  1 
brethren  of  the  clergy  will,  I  am  sure,  be  willing  to  make  another  a

^people  may  be  congratulated  on  their  change  from  the  incommo- 
'ott  and  tottering  house  which  they  have  left,  to  this  new  and  appro- 
priite  edifice;  in  reference  to  which,  the  only  apprehension  is,  that  it 
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may  not  prove  of  sufficient  dimenaionfl  to  meet  the  demands  of  <li6 
increasing  congregation.  In  this  church  I  confirmed  three.  12th,  at 
night,  I  preached  in  Emanuel  Church,  Middleburg.

The  months  of  September  and  October  were  so  occupied  in  attendug 
the  Court  which  sat  in  Camden,  and  the  Greneral  Convention  in  Nev 
York,  that  I  found  no  opportunity  for  Diocesan  services.  During  thii 
period,  however,  I  officiated  as  follows :

Moreover,  as  I  was  prevented  from  being  present  when  the  seaofli 
of  the  College  commenced,  and  as  it  had  now  advanced  sevexal  waek^p 
it  was  necessaiy  for  me  to  return  immediately  to  the  duties  whkk 
there  demanded  my  attention.  As^on,  however,  as  I  could  be  releiMl 
from  these,  I  proceeded  to  meet  certain  appointments  for  myself,  oi 
a  few  others  for  Bishop  Meade,  which  he  was  prevented  from  fnliilliog' 

November  11th,  I  preached  at  Painesvillc,  Amelia  County,  one  of  tke 
missionary  stations,  occupied  by  the  Rev.  J.  Chevers.     I  was  engnged  to 
officiate  there  again  on  the  next  day.     A  heavy  rain  prevented  the 
congregation  ih)m  assembling,  and  also  disappointed  us  in  an  anaago- 
mcnt  for  Grubb  Hill  Church  on  the  day  following.

It  vill  be  recollected,  that  the  Convention  which  met  at  Charlottes- 
*Dk  in  1849,  expressed  an  opinion  favorable  to  the  application  from  the 
lond  of  YiaitoiB.of  William  and  Mary  College,  having  for  ite  object 
^J  leeeptance  of  the  Presidency  of  that  institution.  After  a  conference 
^  the  Board  by  Bishop  Meade  and  myself,  we  ooncloded  that  it 
vvqU  be  well  to  make  the  experiment,  and  in  the  fall  of  that  year  I 
icnored  from  BMimond  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  office.    The 
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result  has,  by  tho  Divine  blessing,  quite  equalled  oar  expeotiliiHU.  The 
College  has  not  only  been  resuscitated,  but  is  now  in  prosperous  open* 
tion,  and  unless  some  untoward  event  should  oocuTy  must,  under  ilf 
present  professors,  continue  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the  oommuity 
and  to  increase  its  patronage  and  usefulness. 

As  it  was  understood  from  the  commencement  that  my  conneetiiio 
with  the  institution  was  for  a  specific  object,  and  would  be  but  tempo- 
rary,-and  as  that  object  has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Tuiten 
and  of  the  Faculty,  been  satisfhctorily  acoomplishedy  they  have,  in  ft 
manner  very  gratifying  to  myself,  acquiesced  in  my  withdiawil,  ill 
appreciated  the  considerations  by  which  I  w^  governed. 

Although  the  Episcopal  service  rendered  has  not  heea  diminiiihiiil 
since  my  connection  with  the  College,  yet  it  must  be  dbvions,  that  tk 
double  duties  combined  not  unfrequently,  as  they  were  of  neeen^j 
with  parochial  ministrations,  formed  an  amount  of  labor  for  whiok  M 
one  would  desire  to  be  icesponsible  longer  than  could  be  avoided.  Kit 
"years  so  employed,  without  intermission,  disposed  me  to  seek  a  situtki 
whero,  in  the  occasional  intervals  of  visitation,  I  could  oommand  tkt 
rotirement  which  is  requisite  to  a  proper  preparation  for  the  more  afltin 
work  of  the  episcopate  and  the  increasing  demands  of  this  eztenani 
Diocese.  With  these  views,  my  resignation  was  made,  to  take  efieit  m 
the  thirty-first  of  Maroh  last ;  and  I  am  now  at  liberty  to  give  mjaV 
exclusively  to  tho  services  for  which  I  was  consecrated.  The  poritvi 
which  I  have  selected  for  my  residence,  though  geographically  near  tk 
confines  of  the  Diocese,  is,  virtually,  by  reason  of  the  line^  of  intemd 
improvement  which  radiate  from  Alexandria,  nearly  central,  and,  takiig 
the  whole  into  consideration,  will  enable  me  to  reach  the  diflfeitft 
parishes  in  loss  time,  and  at  less  expense,  than  any  other  avulaUi 
situation.  J.  JOHNS.

Xer.  J.  Grammer  presented  the  following  document : 

[  beg  leave  to  state  to  the  Convention  that  I  have  set  upon  the  table 
*«e  pieces  of  communion  plate^  which  originally  belonged  to  the 
vrch  of  Jamestown,  the  first  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  that  was 
kvted  on  the  American  continent.     This  plate  was  under  the  care  of 
»   vestry  of  Bruton  Parish,  Williamsburg,  when  the  Jamestowft 
i^nch  fell  into  disuse  and  became  extinct.    In  the  summer  of  1827| 
MB  I  was  about  to  be  ordained  a  Presbyter,  the  vestry  of  that  parish 
inung  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilmcr,  who  was  then  Rector,  that  the 
inshes  in  which  I  was  ministering,  and  endeavoring  to  revive  and 
«<xrganize,  were  destitute  of  communion  plate,  very  kindly  and  most 
lexpeotedly  sent  me  these  three  pieces,  aooomponied  by  a  resolution 
quiring  me  to  preserve  the  same  and  to  return  to  said  vestry  an 
^owledgment  of  its  receipt,  and  an  obligation  binding  myself  in  the 
mtugency  of  the  future  resuscitation  of  tiie  Church  in  the  old  James- 
>WB  Island  and  the  canonical  organization  of  a  parish  threin  in  ooi^ 
fiction  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Yir- 
iniMf  to  restore  the  said  plate  to  such  Church.     Such  acknowledgment 
nd  obligation  I  accordingly  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  said  vestry,  and 
tnn  that  time  have  kept  the  said  plate  under  my  own  custody,  having 
led  it  only  on  the  first  occasion  of  my  administration  of  the  Sacrament 
^  the  Lord's  Supper,  when,  finding  the  size  of  the  chalice  rendered  its 
Be  mconvenient,  and  being  also  otherwise  provided  with  more  conve* 
tent  plate,  this  has  since  remained  in  disuse.     These  three  pieces  com- 
nse  a  large  silver  Chalice  inscribed  on  the  side  with  the  words,  '^  Mize 
>t  holie  thinges  with  profane,"  and  under  the  foot  the  words,  '^  Ex 
^90  Jacobi  Mornton  armigertj  A.  D.  1661."     A  silver  Patten,  with 
K«  ame  words  inscribed  on  its  bottom  and  underneath  its  foot,  and  a 
l^er  Alms  Basin  ik  Plate,  having  inscribed  on  its  rim  the  words,  ''  For 
L«  use  of  James  City  Parish  Church." 

Saving  occasion  some  few  years  since  to  make  enquiry,  I  leamecT' 
*om  the  Bev.  H.  M.  Dennison,  then  Rector  of  Bruton  Parish,  that  my 
^^Sgition  to  the  vestry  above  mentioned  could  not  be  found,  and  thi^ 
o  noord  of  the  proceedings  of  the  vestry  oi  Bruton  Parish  for  1827 
■^d  Kveral  succeeding  years  had  been  preserved,  and  the  knowledge  el 
^  &et  suggesting  to  me  the  impropriety  of  leaving  property  over 
*ludi  the  Convention  only  can  be  regarded  as  having  any  rightful  own* 
^*iiup,  in  irresponsible  and  consequently  insecure  hands,  I  have  brought 
^mid  plate  with  me  to  this  pla^,  and  now  present  it  to  the  Conven- 
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tioii;  with  the  saggestion  and  request  that  it  be  committed  to 


-< ,  to  be  deposited  by  them  in  the  Library  of  the  Theological 

Seminary  of  Virginia^  there  to  be  carefully  preserved  as  a  yenerable  his- 
torical memorial  of  our  fathers,  by  whose  pious  zeal  the  Church  of  our 
ajQFections  was  first  planted  in  our  land.

lis  Convention  upon  the  bare  outline  of  the  facts,  which  have  been  freely 
iMmanicated  by  the  reverend  gentleman  who  is  one  of  this  Committee. 
fhk  this  apology  for  the  barrenness  of  their  material,  thoy  will  pro- 
nd  to  give  to  the  Convention  the  results  of  their  hasty  investigation :

Your  committee  here  state  that  it  is  exceedingly  important  tbil| 
case  any  application  be  made  of  funds  in  discharge  of  these  idAM,  i 
same  be  made  first  to  that  debt  which  b  perhaps  the  only  one  k^ 
binding  upon  the  Institute;  and  this,  not  because  one  juat  M 
whether  barred  by  the  limitation  of  time,  if  known  to  be  juat^  is  iflt 
obligatory  in  conscience  as  another,  but  because  eveiy  debtor,  whril 
an  individual  or  body  corporate,  is  obliged  to  have  regard  to  d 
priority  of  claim  which  the  law  of  the  land  has  afibrded  to  certain  fin 
of  security,  and  which  must  be  regarded,  because  it  may  at  any  ii 
be  enforced  through  the  courts  of  justice. 

The  Bank  debt  is  of  this  character.  The  other  debts  they  uad 
stand  to  be  open  accounts  of  a  date  which  would  bar  their  ooDeotaoi 
any  idea  could  be  entertained  of  relying  upon  any  such  defease^  1 
which  is  distinctly  disclaimed. 

The  Convention,  by  its  former  action  at  the  Convention  aft  Stnai 
in  the  year  1851,  acceded  to  a  proposition  made  by  several  liberal  g 
tlemen  of  Staunton,  that  the  Convention  would  endeavor  to  raise ' 
sum  of  97,000,  to  go  towards  the  liquidation  of  the  then  existing  i 
of  the  Institute,  upon  the  understanding  that  these  gentlemen,  eb 
in  number,  (one  of  whom  is  now  dead,)  should  have  the  right  to  ool 
ousting  subscriptions  and  procure  others,  and  then  pay  off  the  nb 
of  the  debt  as  it  then  stood. 

Of  this  97,000,  by  such  means  as  may  be  known  to  the  membw 
this  Convention,  93,000  have  been  paid  over  towards  this  end; 
besides  this  sum,  there  is  now  imder  the  control  of  the  Convention, 
subject  to  this  destination,  9800,  or  thereabouts,  in  the  hands  of 
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rnsorer  of  the  fundi  Ool.  Carringtoiii  and  SI 74.04  in  the  Valley  Bank 
i  Staunton. 

It  appears,  then,  that  of  the  97,000,  there  b  still  unpaid  and  in 
tnu  93,026,  after  the  application  of  all  the  funds  which  have  been 
i<dlected  by  the  most  earnest  appeals  to  the  liberality  or  patronage  of 
lie  members  of  the  Episcopal  Choroh  in  Virginia.  From  what  they 
■Dktm,  the  Convention,  as  the  organ  of  this  body  of  members,  has 
ioae  every  thing  to  carry  out  its  purpose,  sparing  no  pains  to  raise  the 
m,  using  the  most  earnest  endeavor,  and  approving  of  the  most  urgent 
flMls  to  effect  the  object  for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  Your  oom- 
littee  cannot  withhold  the  expression  of  their  conviction  that  the  claim 
I  not  one  which  seems  to  approve  itself  to  the  patronage  and  support  of 
■r  people.  They  respond  liberally  to  many  other  calls  upon  their  pe- 
uiy  means,  but  certainly  with  reluctance  to  this. 

Another  thing  your  committee  thinks  is  very  apparent :  that  this  un- 
uteking  of  the  Convention  was  not  a  well  advised  one,  because  of 
Rioas  legal  difficulties  which  stand  in  the  way  of  a  proper  transfer  to 
im  of  that  ownership  and  legal  control  over  the  Institute  which  is  in- 
■pensably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  engagement 
■de.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  not  a  corporate  body,  and 
■■ot,  as  Buoh,  contract  for  or  hold  property ;  and  there  is  a  oonstitu- 
qhI  difficulty,  increased  by  a  vigilant  and  growing  jealousy  of  our 
Atiflal  men  against  the  assumption  or  grant  of  any  such  power.  Tour 
nmittee  perceive  other  obstacles  in  the  way  of  a  perfect  compliance 
ith  the  obligation  to  transfer  to  this  body  the  title  to  this  property. 
Ifir  can  it  be  dene  ?  If  to  trustees,  appointed  by  the  Convention, 
III  is  gained  ?  Already  is  the  property  held  by  trustees,  doubtless 
noted  to  and  sealous  for  the  interests  of  the  church ;  and  as  the  mat- 
VBOW  stands,  or  may  be  made  to  stand,  under  the  views  of  your  com- 
littee,  the  same  result  is  attained  which  could  be  attained  if  the  97,000 
IM  fully  paid  up,  and  trustees  appointed  or  nominated  by  the  Conven- 
In;  but  with  this  important  and  significant  advantage,  that  if  the 
irtitute  be  allowed  to  go  on  under  its  present  organisation,  it  will  do 
eiieonfonnity  with  its  charter,  while  by  assuming  the  ownership  of 
he  Isstitute,  the  rights  under  the  existing  charter  might  be  forfeited, 
1*1  It  all  events,  legislative  interference  might  be  rou^d  to  action  under 
he  prevailing  jealousy  against  religious  corporations,  however  unjustly 
Dtetuned  or  inapplicable  to  this  valuable  enterprise. 

Tear  committee,  therefore,  after  a  careful  and  as  full  a  consideration 
f  the  subject  as  they  could  give  to  it,  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  desiraMe 
■I  the  Convention  should  depend  no  longer  upon  the  uncertain  and 
ixations  system  of  raising  funds  by  appeals  to  members  of  their  body, 
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when  in  Bession  and  engaged  in  so  many  other  indispensable  duties  an 
religious  engagements ;  that  it  is  burdensome  to  the  delegates,  ckria 
and  lay,  to  have  these  appeals  made  to  them  year  after  year;  that  th 
Institute  will  succeed  much  better  under  the  control  of  the  stockhoUa 
and  trustees  elected  by  them  under  their  charter,  than  under  any  owi 
ership  or  control  which  could  be  possibly  conferred  on  the  Gonventio 
of  the  Diocese ;  and  that,  therefore,  it  is  highly  dcmrable  to  change  tk 
relations  in  which  the  Convention  stands  to  the  Female  Institute. 

A  majority  of  your  committee  is  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  Cot 
vention  would  act  wisely  to  hand  over  to  the  corporate  authority  of  th 
Institute  the  fund  now  on  hand  which  has  been  destined  for  the  Inali 
tute,  and  also  make  over  to  them  the  sum  of  (3,000  already  paid  ii 
and  decline  all  further  endeavor  to  raise  the  97,000,  with  the  diifeiM 
release  of  the  corporation  of  all  obligation  to  convey  or  transfer  to  th 
Convention  any  title  to  or  control  over  the  Institute  or  its  adnuniibi 
tion,  and  thus  leave  to  the  individual  enterprise  and  care  of  the  mm 
bers  of  the  church,  who  are  willing  to  aid  in  building  up  the  InstititiQi 
the  duty  of  paying  off  the  indebtedness^  and  electing  proper  trmtei 
and  other  officers. 

Or,  as  an  alternative  plan,  they  suggest  that  the  stockholders  of  Ik 
Institute,  who  have  (as  they  learn)  authorised  the  transfer  of  iU 
shares  of  stock  to  the  Convention,  on  the  fViIl  payment  of  the  sm  i 
97,000,  be  requested  to  assign  in  legal  form,  to  such  persons  as  mayk 
designated  by  the  Convention,  stock  to  the  amount  already  paid  in  V 
the  Convention,  and  that  an  appeal  be  made  to  such  members  of  tb 
church,  or  any  others  friendly  to  the  cause  and  willing  to  invest  tU 
money  in  so  thriving  and  useful  an  Institution,  to  subscribe  for  as  mar 
additional  shares  as  will  relieve  the  Institution  from  all  present  andpioi 
pective  embarrassment.  If  thirty  opulent  members  of  the  chnid 
would  take  one  share  each,  thb  would  be  at  once  effected. 

But  your  committee  fear  that  so  desirable  an  end  could  hardly  b 
attained  on  this  the  last  business  day  of  our  session,  but  might  posBbl 
be  before  the  meeting  of  the  n^xt  annual  Convention.  They  close  thei 
hastily  prepared  views  by  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  foUow, 
resolution : 

[In  case  the  Convention  concur  in  the  first  plan,] 

I.  Resolvedf  That  the  Convention  from  its  past  experience  fedii 
assured  that  it  cannot,  without  great  sacrifice,  fulfil  its  intentions  < 
raising  the  balance  of  the  stipulated  sum  of  97,000^  according  to  i 
resolution  at  the  Staunton  Convention ;  and  deeming  it  more  ezpefie 
that  the  Virginia  Female  Institute  should  be  committed  to  the  fostexii 
care  of  the  individual  members  of  the  church;  and  to  the  custody  of 
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proper  cotponte  aathoritiesy  do  hereby  surrender  to  the  Trustees  the 
fb&ds  heretofore  raised  and  now  in  hand  for  the  benefit  of  die  Institute, 
to  be  £uthfully  held^  used  and  forever  applied  by  them  to  the  objects 
ind  porposes  of  said  Institute,  as  an  Episcopal  Female  Seminary,  with 
tte  eimest  hope  and  trust  that  the  true  principles  of  our  holy  faith  will 
be  always  and  faithfully  inculcated  therein. 

[Or,  in  case  the  second  plan  be  preferred,] 

2.  Resolveti,  That  the  Stockholders  of  the  Virginia  Female  Institute, 
vbo  baye  signified  their  willingness  to  transfer  their  interest  in  the  In- 
i&ite  to  this  Convention  on  the  payment  of  a  certain  sum  towards  the 
li(udation  of  the  indebtedness  of  die  same,  be  respectfully  requested  to 
■Bgn  over  and  transfer  in  due  legal  form  to  , 

vbo  are  hereby  appointed  Special  Trustees  for  the  purpose,  stock  to  the 
aoont  of  93,900,  which  stock  shall  be  held  in  their  names  as  Stock- 
Uders  in  said  Institute,  in  behalf  of  the  Convention.  And,  further,  it 
v  bereby  earnestly  recommended  to  those  liberal  laymen  of  our  commu- 
ttA  who  are  sensible  of  the  great  value  of  this  school  to  the  church,  to 
■bicribe  for  stock  in  this  Institute  to  the  amount  of  93,000,  to  meet 
Ae  engagement  of  the  Convention  heretofore  made. 

[And  to  eficct  this  end,] 

8.  Resolvedf  That  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  be  requested,  and  it  is 

Weby  earnestly  recommended  to  them,  to  bring  before  their  respective 

fnUiioners  the  claims  of  the  Institute  upon  the  church,  by  such  ap- 

feds  to  their  liberality  and  statements  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the 

iHtitate,  as  may  be  suggested  to  theui  in  consideration  of  the  urgent 

Heesaity  for  immediate  relief.

SLev.  Dr.  Sparrow,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
ft  Church,  presented  the  following  report : 

It  is  with  thankfulness  to  Almighty  Qod,  that  the  Committee  on  the 
^  of  the  Church  feel  themselves  warranted  to  begin  this  their  annual 
IKvt  in  a  tone  of  cheerfulness  and  hope.  They  would  be  on  their 
ittd  against  any  favorable  or  un&vorable  views,  which  facts  do  not 
^^ require;  but  fiicts  seem,  in  the  present  instance,  to  justify  them 
tlie  use  of  such  language.  The  annual  reports  of  our  Bishops,  the 
lochia]  reports  of  the  clergy,  their  less  formal  statements  which  we 
re  heard  in  their  conversations  with  one  another,  the  statements  of 
lervant  laymen  who  have  not  confined  their  attention  to  their  own 
ochial  limits  merely, — ^these  things,  together  with  what  has  come 
ler  our  own  eyes,  lead  us  to  the  conviction,  that  looking  back  upon 
pasty  we  have  reason  to  thank  God,  and  looking  forward  to  the  fu« 
B^  to  take  courage. 

L  few  years  ago  we  were,  very  naturally,  somewhat  despondent. 
txr  was  in  our  midst;  controversy  was  rife,  and  energy  was  employed 
xmibating  error,  which  under  more  auspicious  circumstances  would 
« been  employed  in  the  works  of  Gk)spcl  beneficence  and  spiritual 
erpiise,  in  procuring  good,  rather  than  preventing  evil.  We  do  not 
n  DOW  say,  that  the  evils  referred  to  have  entirely  ceased,  nor  that 
oecasion  for  fear  has  passed  away ;  but,  through  the  blessing  of  God, 
n  an  earnest  contending  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  a 
1^  reaction  has  begun  throughout  the  church  at  large,  doubting 
ads  have  become  decided,  errorists  from  inconsideration  have  retraced 
ir  steps,  errorists  from  perversity  of  judgment  have  gone  on  and 
a  made  manifest,  and  the  spirit  of  a  Scriptural  and  Protestant  theol- 
f  has  been  largely  revived  among  us,  especially  among  the  laity, 
NMighoat  all  our  borders.  Virginia  has  felt  the  influence  of  these 
iigi  Though  free  from  direct  implication  in  the  errors  referred  to, 
B  eoold  not,  of  course,  be  free  from  anxiety  about  the  issue :  when 
fl  member  suffers,  all  the  members  suffer  with  it.  But  being  now 
leued,  in  a  measure,  firom  the  fears  and  engagements  which  this  fra- 
cnal  and  dutiful  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  whole  communion  im- 
Md,  she  is  returning  with  a  clearer  perception  of  the  truth,  a  stronger 
th  and  a  more  active  charity,  as  we  trust  and  believe,  to  her  proper 
dc,  that  of  making  Christians,  in  the  use  of  the  word  and  by  the 
!f  of  the  Spirit,  and  of  carrying  such  onward  towards  perfection. 
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The  proofs  of  tliis  improved  state  of  things  are  found  in  various  p 
ticulars.  The  number  of  Confirmations  during  the  year  past  has  i 
creased.  Contributions  to  religious  and  benevolent  objects  have  bee 
generally,  larger.  The  cause  of  Sunday  Schools  has  grown  in  ti 
affections  of  our  members.  There  has  been  an  increased  regard  to  tl 
spiritual  welfare  of  our  colored  population^  and  baptisms  and  marria^ 
among  them  have  been  more  frequent.  Yet  fiirther,  the  mtssiamar, 
cause,  in  both  its  departments^  has  excited  an  increased  interest;  ud 
above  all,  a  deeper  sense  of  our  shortcomings  as  a  working  chnrdi  ii 
felt,  and  a  fuller  conviction,  that  spiritual  deficiencies  can  only  be  efte 
tually  supplied  by  Ilim  with  whom  is  the  residue  of  the  Spirit. 

In  regard  to  this  last  particular,  one  specification  is  important  hm 
It  is  confessed  on  all  hands  that  the  great  want  of  the  Ghnrch  at  tiffl 
time,  so  far  as  relates  to  instrumentalities  and  meansi  pertains  to  fk 
number  of  ministers,  and  its  great  inadequacy :  "  what  are  they  imo^ 
so  many?"  The  time  has  often  been  in  the  histoiy  of  the  Ghnliii 
church,  and  has  not  yet  entirely  passea  away,  in  which  there  wu  ■ 
deficiency  of  this  kind,  or,  properly  speaking,  none  was  Mi.  Hm 
wants  of  the  Church  were  either  not  seen,  or  not  cared  for.  Tttai 
Qod,  that  is  not  the  case  now.  We  see  and  we  deplore  waste  plieei  oi 
home  that  cannot  be  rebuilt,  for  want  of  men,  and  other  places  in  on 
wide-spread  republic,  which  have  not  as  yet  been  ever  buQt  up  in  tnj 
Christian  sense ;  and  abroad — all  language  fails  to  describe  the  uni^ 
plied  want  that  is  there  found,  the  width  of  the  field  inviting  cohsn 
the  doors  to  ministerial  usefulness  that  are  there  thrown  open,  the  mil 
lions  of  heathens  accessible  to  missionary  labor,  yea,  more  than  thil 
the  millions  that  are  not  barely  passively  waiting  to  be  sought  for,  1m 
are  spontaneously  coming  to  our  doors,  and  asking  at  our  hands  tb 
boon  of  gospel  knowledge  and  gospel  hope.  It  was  once  thought^  ni 
it  truly  was  a  glorious  providence,  by  which  a  few  islanders  in  tk 
Southern  Pacific  were  led  to  throw  away  their  idols,  and  declare  thei 
selves  ready  for  the  worship  of  the  true  and  living  God :  now  the  dm 
masses  of  Africa  and  the  countless  millions  of  China,  are  not  onl 
renouncing  idolatry,  but  advancing  of  their  own  accord  into  rcveile 
truth,  and  virtually  challenging  Christian  ministers  to  come,  and,  I 
Acquila  and  Priscilla  did  for  ApoUos,  ''  instruct  them  in  the  way  < 
God  more  perfectly."  With  the  contemplation  of  such  a  state  of  tiling 
there  is,  of  course,  much  pain  connected  in  a  tender  Christian  heu 
An  earnest  longing  is  felt,  to  relieve  such  distress,  to  supply  such  de 
ciency.  "  Oh,  that  I  had  means  to  send  them  !  that  I  had  a  voice 
reach  them !  that  I  had  the  wings  of  a  dove,  that  I  might  fly,  a 
speak  to  them  the  words  of  life !" — ^in  some  -such  broken  accents  in 
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the  Ohrifltian  heart  g^ve  uttennoe  to  its  sympathy  and  pity,  its  desire 
for  Christ's  ghny  and  man's  salvation.  But  though  such  deep  spiritual 
tommisention  may  he  painful,  it  is  fiur  hetter  than  indifference.  One 
fit  the  best  tokens  for  good  in  our  communion  ia  this  growing  sym- 
pithy  of  a  godly  sort,  this  carefulness  which  ia  wrought  in  ChristianSi 
iluB  clearing  of  themselves  from  their  past  neglects^  this  fear  for  the 
qpiritnal  condition  of  men  every  where,  this  vehement  desire  for  their 
libf,  this  leal  for  the  gloiy  of  Christ  as  connected  with  human  salva- 
lioiL  Sooh  a  spirit  is  the  precursor  of  great  things,  especially  as  it  is 
ibo  an  humble  spirit.  The  last  twenty  years'  experience  has  helped  to 
iknr  oar  people,  in  various  ways,  that  it  is  '<  not  by  might  nor  by 
fomr''  of  any  human  kind — that  it  is  not  the  soundness  of  authorized 
ui  published  creeds^  nor  the  excellence  of  devotional  formularies,  nor 
tte  Seriptonl  wisdom  of  ecclesiastical  arrangements,  that  will  secure  a 
ihireh  in  spirituiil  prosperity  and  fit  it  to  do  spiritual  work; — that 
tttn,  though  all  of  them  are  vastly  important,  and  some  of  them  abso- 
ktdy  indbpensable,  are,  after  all,  only  the  instrumentalities  by  which 
CM  eperates  in  the  Church ;  and  that  to  continue  in  the  enjoyment  of 
)k  qniekening  and  eonverting,  his  shielding  and  sustaining  grace,  the 
Chneh  must  be  in  constant  and  conscious  communication  with  its 
Kfine  Head,  ever  touching  the  hem  of  his  garment,  and  so  ever  receiv- 
■gfrom  him  that  virtue  by  which  alone  can,  not  only  disease  be  ex- 
(died,  but  health  preserved. 

Kow  it  is  the  indication  of  such  a  spirit  in  the  Church,  in  reference 
li  the  great  and  pressing  want  of  the  day,  which  specially  cheers  your 
OoBiniCtee,  and  which  has  led  them  to  indulge  in  happy  auguries. 
When  a  sfHritual  want  is  real,  when  it  is  deeply  felt,  when  it  is  realised 
ist  God  alone  can  supply  it,  and  when  his  people  are  looking  directly 
tolkim,  humbly  and  prayerfully,  not  relaxing  effort,  but  only  renouncing 
■Ksuflkaent^  and  merit,  just  that  ^^  extremity"  has  occurred,  which, 
h  the  words  of  another,  is  '<  God's  opportunity.''  If,  therefore,  this 
Hint  which  has  been  noticed,  should  go  on  increasing  among  us,  there 
iMMt  be  a  doubt  that  all  will  soon  issue  in  a  glorious  consummation, 
(hnt  will  be  the  ccmipany  of  the  preachers,  and  these  preachers  being, 
Unoha  itote  of  things  implies,  truly,  ''men  of  God,"  sent  of  him 
nd  on  his  errand,  great  will  be  the  prosperity  of  Zion  at  home,  and  the 
litiips  all  abroad  will  soon  taste  of  the  salvation  of  Christ. 

We  have  spoken  of  coming  good :  have  not  the  first  drops  of  the  - 

Aover  already  reached  us?    In  answer  to  the  prayers  and  exertions 

rf  miniiten  and  people,  already  have  several  young  men  within  our 

kmnds,  lately  brought  under  Uie  influence  of  religion  in  our  schools 

«f  learning  of  various  grades,  declared  their  purpose  of  devoting  their 
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lives  to  the  work  of  the  miiUBtry.  For  thifl;  God  be  praised !  Hay 
lead  to  more  exertion  and  more  blessing  I  This  is  especially  God 
work,  and  to  him  should  it  be  especially  referred.  In  reference  to  i 
other  thing  which  his  people  seek,  does  Jehovah  say  to  them  so  empha 
ically,  <<  Yet  for  this,  will  I  be  enqnired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel  i 
do  it  for  them." 

In  connection  with  this  subject  it  may  be  proper  to  leeord,  with  ill 
thankfulness,  that  our  Theological  Seminary  is  more  proBpenms  at  Aii 
time  than  for  the  previous  year  or  two,  and  that  a  good  spirit  prenOi 
among  those  who  have  there  actually  commenced  their  preparation  br 
the  ministry.  We  would  express  the  hope,  that  praying  people  amfi^g 
us  do  not  fail  to  make  mention  of  this  '^  school  of  the  prophets,"  wha 
they  approach  the  throne  of  grace.  If  the  importance  of  an  objaol 
should  be  the  measure  of  our  intercessions  for  it,  we  oihmot  be  too  fis- 
quent  or  too  earnest  in  our  supplications  to  Qod>  that  the  continual  iM 
of  his  blessing  may  descend  upon  that  Institution,  and  the  Hi^  BAci 
annexed.  However  unpretending  the  former  institution  in  die  feeing 
of  those  connected  with  it,  and  however  noiselessly  and  humbly  it  nj 
seek  to  do  the  work  assigned  it,  yet,  owing  to  the  force  of  cixcnmstHM^ 
it  is  manifest,  from  the  results  already  before  the  Church  and  the  itaH 
patent  to  general  observation,  that  it  cannot  fiiil  to  exert  a  great  iilft- 
ence  within  our  Diocesan  limits,  beyond  them  throughout  our  continali 
and  further  still,  even  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Speaking  thus  of  Ai 
influence  which  our  Seminaiy  is  designed  to  exert,  it  naturally  oeem 
to  mention  an  event  calculated,  we  trust,  to  increase  that  influence,  fi 
is  with  thankfulness  to  Providence  and  to  all  the  instruments  empIoyBdi 
that  your  Committee  notices  and  records  the  &ct  of  the  charter  reeenttj 
granted  to  our  Seminary,  so  wisely  and  so  well,  by  the  Legislatnra  of 
the  State. 

We  notice  another  sign  for  good  among  the  signs  of  the  timea 
The  slowness  with  which  religion  has  advanced  among  us  for  aone 
years  past,  has  been  in  part  attributed,  wo  believe  universally,  to  As 
stimulus  given  to  the  love  of  money  by  the  discovery  of  the  preouMl 
metals,  and  by  the  opening  of  new  channels  of  enterprise  along  oil 
Pacific  board.  This  mania,  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  has  readied 
its  climax,  and  men  arc  beginning  more  readily  to  believe,  that  godlineri 
with  contentment  is  great  gain ;  and  in  all  respects  to  listen  with  dW 
docility  to  the  voice  of  reason  and  revealed  truth  in  regard  to  the  tnu 
nature  of  human  life,  and  the  proper  use  of  earthly  possessions.  Ub 
timely  deaths  and  bitter  disappointments  have  largely  contributed  % 
check  the  phrenzy :  while  we  sorrow  at  the  means,  we  rejoice  at  tb 
result,  and  regard  it  as  a  token  that  God  is  preparing  lai^  bleean| 
for  us. 
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A  last  circnmstaace  of  cncourageTnent :  The  mind  of  our  Communion^ 
IS  indeed  of  Ghrist-endom^  seeniR  duly  impressed  with  the  Events  that 
ire  in  progresBy  and  appear  to  be  in  preparation,  in  the  world,  and  with 
flttTilteTior  eveutB,  of  high  spiritual  import,  to  which  they  may  lead. 
Under  this  impression,  they  seem  disposed  to  address  themselves  with 
Bokmnity  and  earnestness  to  the  duties  which  belong  in  critical  times, 
tnd  indeed  in  all  times,  to  those  who  are  followers  of  the  Saviour  of 
minkind.  Eschewing  all  idle  curiosity,  all  vain  speculation,  all  intm- 
MB  into  the  secret  things  which  belong  unto  the  Lord,  as  profimity,  or 
will  worship,  or  fanaticism,  or  superstition,  or  some  other  wicked  delu* 
MQ,  tnd  keeping  close  to  the  Bible  and  the  sought  influences  of  the 
Spirit,  as  the  only  safe  chart  and  guidance  in  life,  they  seem  disposed, 
h  nbordination  to  their  teaching,  to  watch  the  orderings  of  Providence 
Mid  stand  prepared,  in  a  feeling  of  accountability  and  humble  joy,  to 
n^Kxid  to  and  profit  by  every  call  that  may  be  made,  every  event  that 
Mj  arise.  Great  events  are  plainly  in  store  for  us.  They  may  be  dis- 
tnt,  or  they  may  be  near:  the  duty  of  Christians  is  to  be  always 
iMdy.  Eighteen  centuries  ago  the  Saviour  and  his  apostle  gave  the 
Nnmand  to  mark  the  signs  of  the  times,  and  to  watch  and  be  sober ; 
iftff  the  lapse  of  so  long  a  time,  it  cannot  be  innppropriate  now,  nor  ac- 
ion  on  it  oat  of  place.  We  think  we  see  this  persuasion  growing  up  in 
tk  mind  of  the  Church,  and  regarding  it  as  a  good  omen,  we  are  led 
&■  to  notice  it.  So  long  as  it  regulates  itself  by  the  written  word, 
nd  ezercises  itself  in  plain,  undoubted,  practical  and  every  day  duty, 
WB  cannot  but  pray  that  it  may  increase  more  and  more. 

In  eonclnnon,  your  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  this  Con- 
mtion  to  the  importance  of  giving  a  iiill  and  liberal  support  to  our 
Kosesan  paper.  The  Southtsm  ChurcJiman.  This  subject  was  brought 
ftnrud  by  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  last  year.  It 
doanot  seem  to  your  present  Committee  an  overdoing  of  the  matter,  to 
■k  attention  to  it  again,  and  that  too,  though  it  has  been  already  before 
An  body  and  been  made  the  subject  of  action  by  it.  Excepting  our 
Kdiopa  and  Theological  Seminary,  there  is  nothing  with  which  the 
OonTcntion  is  concerned,  more  purely  Diocesan,  or  more  important  to 
ftBwd&re  of  the  Diocese,  than  this  paper.  Some  such  paper  we  must 
kie.  No  Diocese  of  any  strength  can  be  long  without  one ;  and  espe- 
<Uly,  once  a  Diocese  has  had  one,  even  fur  a  little  space,  can  it  never 
ifittwards  bring  itself  to  forego  the  advantage  and  convenience.  It  has 
kea  more  than  once  proposed  in  the  Church  at  large,  that  several  Dio- 
Mnn  papers  should  be  merged  in  one  of  mammoth  circulation  and  supe- 
lior  excellence.  But  that  can  never  be.  Should  the  arrangement  be 
■ide  &r  a  time,  that  time  must  prove  very  short :  Diocesan  feeling  and. 
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Diooeaan  wants  would  soon  demand  the  re-^stabliahment  of  the  Dioca 
paper.  But  the  Diocese  of  yirginia  possefisca  a  religions  papoTi  whi 
on  account  of  its  own  meritSi  we  should  be  unwilling  to  see  merged 
any  other.  It  deserves  to  be  maintained  in  an  independent  exiitai 
and  with  increased  prosperity.  All  who  will  duly  refleot  what  a  n 
gious  journal  should  be,  which  at  once  aims  to  be  a  good  &mily  pap 
a  careful  chronicler  of  ecclesiastical  events,  a  wise  and  moderate  eritie 
ecclesiastical  doings,  a  faithful  guardian  of  the  Soriptunl  aoundnea  i 
the  Church,  a  journal  for  the  clergy  and  the  laity,  the  young  and  A 
old,  the  educated  and  the  little-learned  alike,  cannot  fiiil  to  see,  thaidi 
ficult  as  ia  the  task  of  meeting  all  these  requirements,  a  near  af^mij 
mation  to  it  is  made,  so  far  as  the  sixe  of  the  sheet  will  alloWi  by  fi 
Southern  Churchman,  And  while  the  paper  is  so  worthy  of  patroi^t 
what  patronage  does  it  receive  ?  ,We  are  unmistakeably  informed,  da 
its  subscription  list  docs  not  number  more  than  twelve  hundred  and  11^ 
names ;  while  the  State  journal  of  another  Christian  denmninatiin  i 
Virginia,  of  about  oiir  own  numerical  strength,  numbers  seven  thomMJ 
In  this  latter  case  we  cannot  suppose  that  our  Christian  brelhrei  n 
ferred  to  have  run  into  excess :  we  have  never  met  an  instance  of  cna 
in  that  direction  and  of  that  kind.  The  more  natural  way  of  aoooiiitil| 
for  the  disparity  in  the  circulation  of  the  two  papers,  is  to  sa]qpoie  Ari 
the  members  of  our  Church  have  been  deficient  in  this  particular,  aid 
have  failed  to  give  their  Diocesan  paper  the  support  it  deservei^  aid 
which  their  own  intereats  require.  In  this  imperfect  notice,  thenft^ 
of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  thi4  Diocese,  its  well-being  and  deficit 
cies,  we  would  respectfully  name,  under  the  latter  head,  a  want  of  betta 
support  to  The  SoutJiem  Churchman;  and  would  earnestly  recomiae^ 
as  promising  much  for  the  cause  of  religion  among  us,  that  it  be  tabs 
and  read  by  every  fisimily  within  our  bounds. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

AN  ACT 

.CONCERNING    CHURCH    PROPERTY 

New  Code  of  Virginia,  Chap  77,  poffe  S62. 


§  8.  Every  oonvejance^  devise,  or  dedication,  shall  be  valid,  wliieliy 
since  the  first  day  of  January,  seventeen  hundred  and  seyenty-seven,  hat 
been  made,  and  every  conveyance  shall  be  valid  which  hereafter  shall  be 
made,  of  land  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  religious  congr^^atioii  as  a 
place  for  public  worship,  or  as  a  burial-place,  or  a  residence  for  a  min- 
ister ;  and  the  land  shall  be  held  for  such  use  or  benefit,  and  for  such 
purpose,  and  not  otherwi^je. 

§  9.  The  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  or  corporation  whernn  ihen 
may  be  any  parcel  of  such  land,  or  the  greater  part  thereof^  may,  oiuftp- 
plication  of  the  proper  authorities  of  such  congregation,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  trustees,  either  where  there  were  or  are  none,  or  in  place 
of  former  trustees,  and  change  those  so  appointed,  whenever  it  nuj 
seem  to  the  court  proper,  to  effect  or  promote  the  purpose  of  the  con- 
veyance, devise,  or  dedication ;  and  the  legal  title  to  such  land  shall,  ftr 
that  purpose,  be  vested  in  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  and  thdr 
successors. 

§  10.  When  books  or  furniture  shall  be  given  or  acquired  for  the 
benefit  of  such  congregation,  to  be  used  on  the  said  land  in  the  cere- 
monies of  public  worship,  or  at  the  residence  of  their  minister,  the 
same  shall  stand  vested  in  the  trustees  having  the  legal  title  to  the  land, 
to  be  held  by  them  as  the  land  is  held,  for  the  benefit  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

§  11.  The  said  trustees  may,  in  their  own  names,  ^ue  for  and  recover 
such  land  or  property,  and  be  sued  in  relation  thereto.  Such  suit,  not- 
withstanding the  death  of  any  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  appointment 
of  others,  shall  proceed  in  the  names  of  the  trustees  by  or  against 
whom  it  was  instituted. 

§  12.  Such  trustees  shall  not  take  or  hold  at  any  one  time  more  thin 
two  acres  of  land  in  an  incorporated  town,  nor  more  than  thirty  acrei 
out  of  such  a  town. 

§  13.  Any  one  nr  more  of  the  members  of  any  religious  congregation 
may,  in  his  or  their  name,  in  behalf  of  such  coogregation,  commence 
and  prosecute  a  suit  in  equity  against  any  such  trustee,  to  cpmpel  him 
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to  apply  such  land  or  property  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  congregation, 
aa  his  daty  shall  require.  No  member  of  the  congregation  need  be 
made  a  defendant  to  such  suit^  but,  in  other  respects,  the  same  shall  be 
proceeded  in,  heard  and  determined  as  other  suits  in  equity,  except  that 
it  may  be  proceeded  in,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  plaintiff,  as  if 
be  were  still  living. 

Note. — On  the  3d  February,  1842,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  General 
Aflsembly  of  Virginia,  entitled  ''  An  act  concerning  conveyances  or  de- 
▼1860  of  places  of  public  worship,"  which  law  was  inserted  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  1848,  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

Aa  that  law  has  been  repeided  by  the  above  act,  passed  at  the  late 
rrrision  of  the  code  of  Virginia,  which  took  effect  on  the  1st  of  July, 
1850,  the  secretary  deems  it  his  duty  to  publish  the  said  act  in  the 
JpomaL  He  would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  under  this  law  no 
land  can  hereafter  be  devised  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  religious 
eODgr^^on,  but  must  be  conveyed  hy  deed  in  the  lifetime  of  the  donor 
wliilat  the  act  of  1842  legalised  a  devise,  as  well  as  a  conveyance  of 
lands  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  religious  congregation  as  a  place  of 
jmblio  worship,  or  as  a  burial-place,  or  parsonage.

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine 
himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member 
may,  call  him  to  order  ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shaU  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain, and  the  Convention  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the 
case,  but  without  debate  ;  and,  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in 
favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  the  censure  of  the  Convention. 

5th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once, 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  address- 
ing the  Convention,  none  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  house   ^ 
nor  in  such  case,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  enter 
tain  private  discourse;  nor,  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shak  ^ 
pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  (^ 
which  he  is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  norinan^ 
case  where  he  was  not  present  when  a  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Convention  on  aa>^ 
question,  no  member  without  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  tha^ 
members  shall  be  counted, 
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10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the 
question  is  put^  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Convention,  for 
special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him* 

11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  President,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the 
Chair,  and  read  aloud  by  the  Secretary  before  debate. 

12th.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Presi- 
dent or  any  member  shall  require  it. 

ISth.After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by 
the  Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Con- 
vention, but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or 
amendment. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit 
to  a  committee,  or  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  they  stand  arranged. 

16th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form  :  "  Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only 
when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present;  and, 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  fiirther 
debate  on  the  main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Convention,  or  is 
postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again 
cluring  the  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
i:^«mbers  present. 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question, 
v^liere  the  sense  will  admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out 
LKid  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under 
*-olor  of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition 
a  Kider  debate. 

Slat.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried,  in  the 
^Ormative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of 
"^^  majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or 
■^^^  day. 

28d.  No  member  shall  «ibsent  himself  fit>m  the  service  of  the 
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Convention,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to 
attend. 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable 
seats  without  the  limit  of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of 
members,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  accom- 
modation of  visiting  clergymen,  and  candidates  for  orders,  who 
may  be  invited  by  the  rector  or  wardens  of  the  church  in  which 
the  meetings  of  the  Convention  are  held,  under  the  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  Convention ;  it  being  expected  that  those 
to  whom  such  seats  are  appropriated  will  confine  themselves  to 
the  same.

A  letter  was  at  this  time  received  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul'^ 
Church,  Richmond,  certifying  the  Rev.  Silas  Totten,  D.  D.,  t^ 
be  the  acting  pastor  of  said  churdi,  and  desiring  that  he  be  ad" 
mitted  tp  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 
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On  motion^  the  request  was  unanimously  granted. 
Bishop  Meade  read  his  report  as  follows : 

BISHOP  MEADE'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren:  On  the  Sabbath  which  followed  our  Con- 
ventional proceedings  in  Lynchburg,  I  admitted  in  the  church 
of  that  place  to  the  order  of  deacons,  Mr.  Henry  Anthon,  of 
New  York,  and  Mr.  Dabney  Davis,  of  Virginia.  t)n  the  after- 
noon of  that  day  confirmed  an  old  lady  on  her  sick  bed .  Visit- 
ing Hanover  county,  I  confirmed  four  in  Trinity  Church.  In 
Port  Royal,  Caroline  county,  three;  at  Vauter's  Church,  Essex, 
three;  St.  Paul's,  Essex,  three;  at  which  place  I  admitted  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Temple  to  the  priesthood;  Tappahannock,  Essex,  four. 
From  thence  I  visited  Middlesex,  and  performed  some  service 
in  the  old  Brandon  Church,  and  also  in  a  neat  new  Church  at 
Urbanna.  This  was  made  out  of  the  old  Court  House,  and 
entirely  at  the  expense  of  Captain  Bayley,  the  present  owner  of 
Rosegill,  the  ancient  seat  of  the  Wormley's;  in  this  church  I 
confirmed  one  person.  Crossing  the  river  I  went  to  the  old  and 
.hospitable  mansion  of  Col.  Chewning,  and  for  the  last  time  took 
the  rounds  of  the  churches  in  Lancaster  with  this  faithful  firiend 
and  worthy  member  of  our  Church,  who  died  of  cholera  in  Bal- 
timore during  the  month  of  September  last.  I  spent  a  day  in 
the  old  and  venerable  church  of  the  Carter's,  Christ  Church, 
and  one  in  that  at  Kilmarnock,  four  miles  off,  recently  built  at 
the  very  place  preferred  by  the  parishioners  on  account  of  its 
greater  convenience  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  ago,  but 
relinquished  in  consideration  of  the  whole  expense  being  de- 
frayed by  Mr.  Carter,  on  the  site  selected  by  himself  1  also 
visited  White  Chapel  in  Lancaster  county,  and  confirmed  four 
persons;  in  Richmond  county  I  ofiiciated  three  days,  one  at  old 
Parnham  and  two  at  the  Court  House.  By  reason  of  sickness, 
I  was  prevented  firom  fulfilling  my  appointments  at  Nomini  and 
Yeocomico  Churches  in  Westmoreland.  On  recovering  I  spent 
one  day  at  the  church  at  Westmoreland  Court  House,  confirm- 
ing two  persons,  and  two  days  at  the  church  in  Oak  Grove, 
confirming  seven  persons.  Thence  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's, 
King  George,  spending  two  days  and  confirming  twelve;  thence 
to  King  George  Court  House,  where  four  were  confirmed.  My 
health  now  failing,  I  was- obliged  to  omit  a  number  of  appoint- 
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ments  in  Caroline,  Spotsylvania,  Stafford,  Louisa,  Madison, 
and  Culpeper.    In  the  month  of  July  I  attended,  as  usual,  the 
closing  services  at  the  Seminary.     In  the  month  of  August  I 
confirmed  one  at  Millwood.    In  September,  three  at  Salem  in 
Fauquier  county,  and  four  at  Warrenton;  also  five  at  Orange 
Court  House.    In  the  month  of  October  visited  Leesburg,  and 
confirmed  seven  persons.     In  the  same  month  began  a  visitation 
to  Western  Virginia.     Commencing  duty  at  Fairmount,  I  con- 
secrated a  church  and  confirmed  five  persons.     Visited  Clarks- 
burg and   Weston,  in  each  of  which  places  confirmed  five. 
Thence  to  Parkersburg,  where  three  were  confirmed.    At  Ra- 
venswood,  one.  Visited  Point  Pleasant,  Mercer's  Bottom,  Buffalo; 
one  confirmed  at  Buffalo.    Thence  to  Winfield  Court  House, 
Coalsmouth,  Charleston  and  the  Salines;  one  confirmed  at  the 
Salines,  and  seven  at  Charleston.    Re-crossing  the   whole  of 
Western  Virginia  by  land,  I  visited  the  congregation  at  the 
northern  corner  of  the  State.    At  Moundsville  I  consecrated  a 
new  church  and  confirmed  five  persons.    At  St.  John's  Church, 
Wheeling,  confirmed  ten  persons,  and  at  St.  Matthew's,  twenty- 
two.     Spent  a  day  at  Wellsburg,  and  another  at  St.  John's, 
seven  miles  off,  confirming  five  at  the  latter.     In  the  month  of 
April  I  resumed  my  duties,  and  confirmed  eight  persons  in  the 
church  at  Berryville,  and  five  in  that  at  Millwood.   After  spend- 
ing some  time  at  the  Seminary  with  the  senior  class,  entered  on 
the  visitation,  which  has  proceeded  as  far  as  the  place  in  which 
we  now  meet.    My  first  visit  was  to  old  Aquia  Church  in  Spot- 
sylvania county,  recently  repaired  at  an  expense  of  eighteeu 
hundred  dollars,  by  a  number  of  zealous  descendants  of  those 
who  more  than  a  century  ago  worshipped  within  its  walls.  It  is 
one  of  the  noblest  buildings  in  our  State  or  land.

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I  mighty  my  dear  brethren,  address  you  on  several  topics  of 
deep  interest  to  us  all  at  this  time,  but  I  shall  confine  myself  to 
one  which  calls  for,  and  will  receive,  I  trust,  your  immediate 
and  most  earnest  attention.    I  allude  to  the  present  condition  of 
our  Foreign  Missionary  Soci«3ty,  as  to  its  means  for  carrying  on 
the  great  work  committed  to  its  care.    You  have  all,  doubtless, 
seen  and  read  the  painful  statement  and  most  thrilling  appeal  of 
its  committee,  which  has  been  spread  before  the  church  in  a 
pamphlet,  and  copied  into  all  our  religious  papers.    A  more  hu- 
miliating document  torching  any  of  our  public  institutions,  has 
never  yet  been  issued.    It  was  as  unexpected,  as  it  is  laipenti- 
ble.    Hitherto  our  pecuniary  means  have  been  equal  to  the 
demand  for  the  support  of  those  whom  God  by  his  Spirit  has 
called  into  the  foreign  field;  and  we  have  been  tempted  to  boast 
of  the  prosperity  of  this  department  of  the  church's  labors.  Bat 
at  the  time  of  the  issuing  of  this  document,  there  were  two  or 
more  accepted  missionaries  to  China,  ready  and  anxious  to  go, 
who  were  arrested,  as  it  were,  on  the  very  shore  of  their  de- 
parture, and  bidden  to  remain  idle  for  an  indefinite  period,  or 
find  employment  at  home,  and  others  longing  to  engage  in  the 
same  field,  and  hoping:  soon  to  be  gratified,  who  were  dis- 
couraged from  cherishing  such  hope.     Our  beloved  missiona- 
ries to  Africa  also,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hofman,  who  had  visited 
America  to  recruit  their  health,  and  enlist  other  laborers,  and 
who  were  ready  and  anxious  to  return  with  improved  health, 
soon  to  be  followed  by  others  whose  hearts  they  had  been  the 
instruments  of  moving  to  the  same  work,  were  overwhelmed 
with  sorrow  and  shame  at  being  told  that  they  must  remain  for 
one  year  in  our  land,  soliciting  contributions  from  Diocese  to 
Diocese,  fi'om  parish  to  parish,  in  order  to  raise  fiinds  for  their 
mission,  doing  the  work  which  every  minister  should  feel  it  to 
be,  not  only  his  duty,  but  his  high  honor  and  privilege  to  per- 
form.    But  to  detain  such  persons  from  their  noble  work,  which 
was  of  necessity  suffering  during  their  absence,  was  a  shame 
and  a  reproach  which  God  would  not  permit  to  rest  upon  the 
Society  and  the  Church.    He  who  "ordains  praise  out  of  tho 
mouths  of  babes  and  sucklings,"  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  oao 
single  Sunday  School  of  children  in  the  city  of  New  York?  ^ 
pour  into  the  treasury  nearly  two  thousand  dollara  for  the  cause* 
Encouraged  by  this  first  prompt  and  generous  answer  to  tboi^ 
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rpeaif  the  committee  determined,  in  ftill  reliance  on  the  elSect 
*  such  example,  to  recall  their  sentence  of  exile  from  the  sor* 
wing  missionaries,  (for  to  them  America  is  the  land  of  exile^ 
id  Africa  their  adopted  home,)  and  at  once  return  them  to  their 
ved  labors «  They  were  weeping  exiles  in  one  of  the  houses 
'  the  Professors  of  our  Seminary,  when  the  glad  news  reached 
lem.  And  as  they  bid  adieu  to  that  consecrated  place  with 
ars  of  holy  joy,  the  voices  of  forty  students  followed  them  to 
le  gateway,  in  the  melodious  utterance  of  Bishop  Heber's  soul* 
itrancing  missionary  hymn.  They  are  now  being  wafted  by 
e  breezes  of  heaven  over  the  waters  of  the  wide  Atlantic,  sooa 
e  trust  to  reach  in  health  and  safety  the  haven  where  they 
oold  be,  and  renew  those  labors  in  which  they  so  delight* 
[id  is  there  a  Diocese,  a  minister,  a  congregation,  a  family,  a 
smber,  a  child  of  our  Church,  so  dead  to  this  cause,  as  not  to 
spend  heailily  to  the  call  now  made,  and  contribute  liberally , 
as  not  merely  to  discharge  the  debt  now  pressing  on  the 
Domittee,  but  to  enable  it  to  send  forth  to  all  our  mission  fields 
many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call  to  the  work. 

I  have  not  hesitated  to  pledge  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  to  her

At  Wytheville  I 
preached  on  the  10th,  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  after 
a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lynd,  I  addressed  the  congregation, 
and  at  night,  also,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Air.  Kinckle,  and 
confirmed  one.     May  11,  at  night,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Kinckle,  I  addressed  the  congregation  at  Abingdon.     The 
next  morning  I  officiated  in  the  same  church,  and  confirmed  six. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Hume  and  Steele,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee, 
met  us  at  Abingdon,  and  kindly  participated  in  the  services. 

Since  my  arrival  in  Lexington,  I  have  received  a  letter  from 
an  officer  of  the  army,  stationed  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  stating 
that  they  had  received  warning  that  the  room  which  they  have 
been  allowed  to  use  for  religious  services,  will  be  required  as 
barracks  for  troops  expected  there  daily.  Under  these  circum- 
iitancesy  it  is  proposed  to  do  as  has  been  done  at  Govemor's 
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Island,  to  obtain  permission  (torn  government  to  erect  a  frame 
church  within  the  garrison,  to  be  consecrated  as  an  Episcopal 
Church ;  the  title  to  the  building  to  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  and  to  be  used  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  post  and  the 
congregation  .under  his  care.  The  building  is  to  be  so  constructed, 
that  if  there  should  be  a  change  of  the  Chaplaincy,  and  the  Dio- 
cese should  not  occupy  the  place  as  a  Missionary  Station,  it  can 
be  taken  down  and  removed  to  any  other  place  which  the  Bishop 
may  designate.  The  officers  of  the  place  have  already  sub- 
scribed with  liberality;  but  as  the  enterprise  will  require  an 
addition  to  the  sum  thus  raised,  I  take  pleasure  in  commending 
their  cause  to  our  friends,  especially  to  the  members  of  the  Church 
in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  in  Richmond  and  Petersburg.  The 
undertaking  is  in  the  hands  of  persons  who  may  be  relied  on,  and 
any  money  forwarded  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chevers,  or  Lieutenant 
McAlister,  Old  Point  Comfort,  will  be  faithfully  applied.  If  the 
Post  could  have  returned  to  it  one-fourth  of  the  amount  given  by 
the  officers  and  their  families,  to  the  different  religious  societies  of 
the  Church,  no  other  aid  would  be  needed  to  accomplish  the  object 
DOW  proposed.  I  cannot  suppose  that  those  who  have  always 
•generously  contributed  to  the  relief  of  others,  will  now  them- 
selves be  left  destitute  of  a  suitable  place  of  worship.

The  committee  on  the  memorial  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod, 
nade  the  following  report,  accompanied  with  resolutions: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  the 
[Touamittee  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Virginia, 
l>eg  leave  to  report: 

That  while  they  concur  with  their  brethren  of  the  Presbyte- 
ian  Church,  in  the  propriety  of  the  measure  proposed,  to  wit: 
that  in  the  absence  of  any  recommendation  of  a  day  of  thatiks- 
^ving  by  the  Executive  of  the  Common  weal  tli,  the  churches  of 
the  several  denominations  of  Christians  should,  if  possible,  fix 
upon  one  and  the  same  day,  to  be  kept  as  a  day  of  thanks- 
giving to  the  Great  Giver  of  every  good  gift,  for  his  manifold 
Uessings  bestowed  upon  us  as  a  people;  yet,  they  regret  that  it 
is  out  of  their  power  to  respond  to  the  proposition,  so  far  as  the 
precise  day  is  concerned,  the  fourth  Thursday  in  November. 

Cheerfully  would  they  unite  with  their  brethren  in  agreeing  to 
this  day,  were  it  not,  that  by  the  Rubric  of  the  Church,  which  is 
coeval  with  the  establishment  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  its  present 
form,  the  first  Thursday  in  November  is  in  terms  directed  to  be 
kept  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving,  in  the  absence  of  any  Executive 
proclamation,  of  a  thanksgiving  day.  And  they  would  the  more 
readily  assent  to  this  fraternal  recommendation,  when  it  is  re« 
membered  that  the  fourth  Thursday  is  very  generally  adopted 
in  almost  all  the  other  States  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving. 

Such  being  the  state  of  things  in  regard  to  this  subject,  your 
committee  cannot  see  how  the  difficulty  can  be  gotten  over  by 
any  form  of  resolution  which  should  adopt  the  day  proposed, 
inasmuch  as  the  subject  of  a  change  in  the  Rubric  is  properly  and 
solely  under  the  control  of  the  General  Convention  of  the 
CSmrch. 

They  suppose  that  every  member  of  this  body  is  aware  that 
this /Convention  has  no  power  under  the  Constitution  of  the

Church,  to  alter  or  amend  the  Prayer  Book.  The  body  wbicfc 
has  the  power  to  make  a  change,  holding  its  sessions  trienniaHy, 
will  not  sit  until  the  autumn  of  1856. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  committee,  anxious  to  unitt 
with  their  brethren  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  other 
Christian  denominations  of  the  State  upon  the  same  day,  hare 
reflected  how  this  might  be  effected,  notwithstanding  the  obsta- 
cle referred  to.     They  thought  of  asking  the  Synod,  at  their 
next  meeting  to  modify  their  action,  so  far  as  to  change  the  day 
from  the  fourth  to  the  first  of  November;  but  they  feared  that 
this  might  look  like  asking  them  to  reconsider  a  matter,  for  oor 
convenience,  which  they  may  be  presumed  to  have  decided,  upoa 
mature  consideration. 

They  have,  therefore,  determined  against  this  scfaeiae,  and  on 
further  reflection,  have  thought  that  the  views  of  all  might  be 
perhaps  subserved  by  assenting  cordially  to  the  spirit  of  the  pro- 
position of  their  Presbyterian  brethren,  and  recommending  that 
the  various  denominations  of  Christians  through  their  several 
church  judicatories,  should  tmite  in  memorializing  the  Governor 
of  the  State  to  fix  a  day,  upon  which  all  may  unite  in  solema 
and  heartfelt  thanksgiving  to  God  for  his  bounties  and  blessings^ 
and  express  in  that  memorial  the  hope  that  the  Executive  may 
think  fit  to  select  the  day  designated  by  the  Synod  as  the  one 
proper  to  be  selected,  because  of  its  almost  universal  observance 
in  the  United  States.  They,  in  accordance  with  this  view,  submit 
the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved  by  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  ?n^ 
testant  Episcopal  Church  in  Convention^  That  they  cordiaHy  con- 
cur with  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Virginia  in 
their  desire  to  have  a  day  of  public  thanks^ving  to  Almighty 
God,  fixed  by  the  common  consent  of  the  Christian  churches  in 
Virginia,  or  by  the  proper  civil  authority,  on  which  they  may 
off*er  up  their  united  thanks  and  prayers  to  God  for  his  manifold 
blessings. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  first  Thursday  in  November  having 
been  established  by  the  supreme  legislative  authority  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  and  which  they  have  no  power  to 
repeal,  alter,  or  annul,  they  respectfully  state  this  as  the  reason 
why  they  cannot  resolve  to  fix  upon  the  fourth  Thursday  in  No- 
vember, the  day  recooMnended  by  the  Synod*^  \ 
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'S.  Ptiolvedy  That  the  Synod  be  respectfully  requested  to  join 
this  Church,  and  such  other  of  the  Christian  churches  in  Y ir- 
pnia  as  may  come  into  the  measure,  in  memorializing  the  Gover- 
nor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  to  issue  his  proclamation 
for  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and  prayer  to  Almighty  God,  to  be 
kept  and  observed  as  such  by  all  the  good  people  of  Virginia,  by 
solemn  worship  in  their  several  churches ;  and  that  he  would  be 
pleased  to  designate  the  fourth  Thursday  in  November  as  that 
day,  because  of  its  general  observance  as  such,  in  nearly  all  the 
States  of  the  Union. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  re- 
quested to  transmit  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Synod, 
and  through  him  to  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Vir- 
ginia, a  oopy  of  this  report  and  these  resolutions. 

5.  Resolvedy  That  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  be 
respectfully  requested,  if  they  concur  in  this  proposal,  to  commu- 
nicate with  the  other  Protestant  denominations  of  the  State  for 
their  concurrence,  and  to  memorialize  the  Executive  of  Virginia 
on  the  subject.

The  Convention  assembled  according  to  adjournment,  and 
was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop  ol 
the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  read  the  journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings. 

Rev.  S.  K.  Slack  appeared  to-day  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Committee  on  the  Certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  reported

The  Committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Report  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  reference  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  presented  their  report,  accompanied  with  reso- 
lutions, and  on  motion,  the  same  were  amended  and  adopted  in 
the  fbllowing  Ibrm: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Aeport  as  relates  to  the  deficiency  in  the  treasury  for  the 
«*  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church,"  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  make  the  following  report: 

They  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  into  an  extended  argu- 
ment to  show  that  the  promise  should  ba  redeemed,  which  has 
heea  made  by  the  Bishops,  that  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  will  fur- 
nish her  full  share  to  make  up  the  sum  required  to  sustain  the 
Society  in  the  great  work  committed  to  its  care.  Believing  that 
there  is  neither  a  want  of  willingness  nor  ability  among  the 
members  of  our  communion,  they  think  that  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  let  the  facts  be  known,  to  insure  success  in  the  effort  to 
obtain  the  requisite  means. 

As  was  remarked  by  our  Diocesan,  the  development  made  in 
the  *' Statement  and  Appeal  of  the  Foreign  Committee,*'  was 
doubtless  altogether  unexpected,  but  it  is,  nevertheless,  as  he 
says,  humiliating  and  mortifying;  and  your  committee  feel  con- 
fident, that  the  Diocese  will  not  be  slow  in  wiping  out  whatever 
of  reproach  may  seem  to  attach  to  it  for  this  delinquency.  They 
believe,  that  if  the  wants  of  the  committee  had  been  known  to 
our  parishes — if  the  clergy  had  without  hesitation  called  on 
their  people  to  make  these  contributions  as  a  Christian  duty, 
they  would  have  met  with  a  ready  response.  And  here  it  may 
not  be  out  of  place  to  say,  that  it  is  a  great  mistake  in  any  minis- 
ter to  be  reluctant  to  tell  his  people  what  he  regards  their  duty 
on  the  subject  of  contributions  for  benevolent  purposes.  The 
inculcation  of  proper  views  on  this  subject  would  arouse  a  spirit 
of  greater  liberality,  or  rather  awaken  a  more  correct  sense  ot 
dulyi  and  they  would  practically  experience  the  truth  of  that 
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declaration  of  Scripture,  <<  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive." 

It  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  remind  the  members  of  our  com- 
munion that  twenty  years  ago,  the  General  Convention  de- 
clared the  whole  Church  a  Missionary  Society,  and  that  the 
obligation  thus  imposed  has  been  recognized  and  acquiesced 
in  up  to  the  present  time.  But  your  committee  does  not  pre- 
tend to  rely  on  the  authority  of  that  Convention  to  enforce  this 
plain  Christian  duty.  They  do  not  doubt  that  each  individual 
member  of  the  Church,  as  he  values  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel 
for  himself,  must  feel  a  corresponding  desire  to  extend  the  same 
blessings,  as  far  as  it  is  in  his  power  to  do  so,  to  benighted  hea- 
then, in  foreign  lands,  as  well  as  to  the  destitute  in  our  own. 

They  think  that  it  would  be  a  reflection  on  the  evangelical 
character  of  the  Church  in  Virginia,  to  doubt  that  her  6000 
members  will  perform  a  generous  part  in  relieving  the  present 
necessities  of  the  Society,  and  continue  in  future  to  show  a  just 
appreciation  of  the  duty  which  rests  on  them. 

Without  pretending  to  exhibit  the  extent  of  the  destitution 
which  exists,  or  to  elaborate  the  obligation  to  afford  relief,  it 
will  only  be  necessary  to  state,  as  facts  drawn  from  the  appeal  of 
the  Foreign  Committee, 

"  That  their  Treasury  is  already  in  debt  for  advances  in  the 
maintenance  of  our  present  occupied  Missionary  force  abroad^ 
above  ten  thousand  dollars; 

"That  seven  Missionaries  are  standing  at  their  doors, and 
asking  to  be  sent  abroad,  for  whom  they  can  make  no  provision; 

**  With  their  Missions  on  every  field  asking  for  enlargement, 
which  they  have  no  power  to  give; 

"  With  the  anguish  of  hearing  from  their  devoted  Bishops  and 
Missionaries,  of  wants  and  openings  which  they  are  compelled 
to  disregard; 

"  With  the  constantly  threatening  necessity  of  dishonoring 
the  drafts  which  these  faithful  men  make  upon  them,  they  le- 
commend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1st.  Resolvedy  That  the  assurance  of  the  Bishops  that  this 
Diocese  would  do  its  duty  in  supplying  the  deficiency  in  the 
treasury  of  the  Foreign  Committee,  ought  to  be  promptly  sus- 
tained. 

2d.  Resolved y  Thai  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  the  defi- 
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iency,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  requested  to 
ppoint  a  day  on  which  each  clergyman  shall  read  the  "  State- 
aent  and  Appeal,''  together  with  an  Address,  which  the  Bishop 
9  hereby  requested  to  prepare  for  the  occasion,  besides  preach- 
Dg  a  sermon  on  the  subject,  and  making  a  collection,  to  be 
brwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Committee  for  Foreign 
Ifissions. 

3d.  Resolved^  That  the  Bishop's  address  on  this  subject,  to- 
gether with  this  report  and  the  accompanying  resolutions,  be 
ifablished  in  the  Southern  Churchman  without  delay,  and  that 
he  editor  be  requested  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  paper  to  every 
iei^man  in  the  Diocese.

A 
living y  at  least — it  may  be  but  a  fi*ugal  and  scanty  allowance^ 
but  a  living y  at  least y  is  due,  in  common  justice,  to  the  feithfiil 
and  devoted  minister,  not  merely  whilst  he  is  still  able  to  toil 
on  in  his  labor  of  love,  but  even  more  imperatively,  when  tlie 
infirmities  of  age  or  of  disease  may  have  impaired  or  destroyel 
his  capacities  to  labor. 

That  such  provision  must  be  made,  and  ought  to  be  made, 
by  the  Church  at  large,  and  not  by  the  particular  congregation 
which  the  disabled  minister  may  last  have  served,  would  seem  to 
result,  necessarily,  from  the  fact,  that  whilst  the  active  energies 
of  his  youth  and  his  days  of  strength  may  have  been  given  to 
one  congregation,  it  may  happen,  in  the  providence  of  God,  as  it 
has  often  happened  in  our  Diocese,  that  his  old  age,  or  ex- 
hausted vigor  or  failing  health)  may  fall  to  the  lot  of  sAne  new 
congregation.  The  provision,  then,  if  made  at  all,  must  be 
made  by  the  united  contributions  of  the  whole  Diocese.  Bf 
what  method,  whether  by  an  increase  of  the  Diocesan  Fund  or 
some  other  mode  of  general  assessment,  the  fund  can  best  be 
raised — how  best  invested  and  secured,  so  as  to  give  it  rea- 
sonable certainty  and  permanency — upon  what  principle  and 
by  whom  its  proper  beneficiaries  are  to  be  selected,  and  by 
what  safe  rule  the  aid  is  to  be  meted  out  in  cases  of  partial 
disability,  as  well  as  absolute  and  total  destitution — these  aie 
all  questions  requiring  serious  and  cautious  consideration. 

Your  committee  cannot  do  better  with  the  subject,  under  pre- 
sent circumstances,  tlian  to  commend  it  now  to  the  prayers  and 
sympathies  and  reflections  of  each  member  of  the  Convention, 
and  that  it  may  not  be  lost  sight  of,  to  advise  that  it  be  reconi' 
mitted  to  the  same  or  some  other  committee,  with  instructions 
to  give  to  it  a  further  examination,  and  to  make  a  more  detailed 
report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Convention.

On  motion,  the  appointment  of  Ed.  C.  Fletcher,  Esq.,  by  tbe 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  a  Trustee  and  Treasurer  of  the  Epi^ 
copal  Fund^  was  confirmed. 
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On  motion^  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  was  ordered  to 
send  to  each  clergyman  as  many  printed  forms  of  Parochial 
Reports,  and  of  Certificates  for  Lay  Delegates  as  there  may  be 
churches  under  his  charge.

Orderedy  That  the  Secretary  have  printed  two  thousand  copies 
of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention,  and  that  he  forward  copies 
of  the  same  to  the  various  churches  of  this  Diocese  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  communicants  reported  by  them. 

The  Committee  of  Financejnade  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  of  Finance  have  endeavored  to  discharge 
their  duty,  and  are  now  prepared  to  report. 

The  Treasurer's  account  has  been  carefully  examined,  and 
after  a  due  comparison  of  the  vouchers  with  the  debits,  has 
been  jfound  to  be  correct. 

The  state  of  the  Diocesan  or  Convention  fund  derived  from 
an  annual  assessment  of  one  dollar  on  each  communicant,  has 
received  our  special  consideration.    With  proper  attention,  this 
fund  ought  to  be  sufficient  fully  to  meet  all  that  class  of  ex- 
penses for  the  discharge  of  which  it  was  originally  created.    It 
would  seem  to  be  a  moderate  and  reasonable  tax,  which  ought 
to  be  promptly  and  cheerfully  paid,  and  which  from  its  small 
amount  cannot  incommode,  except  a  very  few  in  each  congrega- 
tion; and  these  in  almost  every  instance  being  exempt  from  the 
pecuniary  burthens  of  the  parish,  may,  by  a  little  extra  eflFort, 
meet  this  small  demand.    Your  committee  observe  with  regret, 
that  this  year,  as  well  as  in  preceding  years,  several  churches 
and  parishes  have  failed  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  pay  this  tax, 
until  the  financial  reports  begin  to  present  a  serious  amount  of 
arrearages     In  regard  to  some  parishes,  this  may  be  explained 
b7  the  want  of  pastors;  in  other  instances  it  may  be  the  fiiult 
of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  the  collections.    Your  com- 
mittee cannot  doubt  that  if  the  nature  and  design  of  this  small 
assessment  was  properly  explained,  and  some  system  and  due 
diligence  employed  in  its  regular  collection,  it  would  be  cheer- 
folly  acquiesced  in,  and  very  generally  paid.    It  has  occurred 
to  your  committee,  that  it  would  be  well  to  make  it  the  duty  of 
our  Treasurer  during  the  recess,  to  correspond  with  the  rector 
or  vestry  of  every  de&ulting  pazish^  and  to  uige  the  proinriety 
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of  ezpanging  this  stain  from  our  records^  and  of  making  atone- 
ment, as  fiur  as  may  be,  for  post  delinquency,  by  future  pmie- 
tuaiity. 

The  amount  due  to  this  fund  for  the  present  year,  corresponds 
with  the  number  of  white  communicants,  as  derived  from  the 
Parochial  Reports,  and  is  $5793;  to  which  add  balances  due  for 
former  years,  $334  12,  making  the  total  amount  due  $6127  12. 

The  amount  collected  by  the  Treasurer,  appears  in  his  report, 
herewith  presented,  and  marked  ^^  Exhibit  B,"  to  be  $5195  76, 
of  which  $84  25  is  on  account  of  previous  delinquencies.  We 
have  been  requested  to  state,  that  in  last  year's  report  Trinity, 
and  Calloway  Churches,  Nelson  County,  were  erroneoosiy  re- 
turned delinquent.

Contributions  to  the  cause  of  leligioii  and  the  Church, 
#36,423  03. 

The  source  from  which  the  above  is  drawn ,  does  not  give  in 
every  particular  a  true  state  of  the  church,  as  is  evident  £fom 
the  returns  of  confirmations  made  by  the  Bishops  and  those 
furnished  to  the  committee  by  the  parishes,  the  former  exceed- 
ing the  latter  forty-four.  It  is  also  seen  in  the  reported  number 
of  fiunilies  of  the  present  year,  being  lass  than  the  past 
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Although  the  amount  of  contributions  compares  ver^  fiifoii- 
bly  with  former  reports  to  this  body^  it  is  believed  it  is  largely 
more  than  that  stated.  Two  among  the  largest  congregatioiis, 
whose  contributions  to  the  cause  of  religion  and  the  Chureh 
have  heretofore  reached  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  at 
their  respective  reports  show,  have  this  year  fiuled  to  state  in 
their  communications  to  the  Convention,  what  they  have  done 
in  this  particular.  There  are  also  a  number  of  the  smaller 
parishes,  which  will  appear  on  the  journal  as  having  done 
nothing  towards  helping  on  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer.  An 
increased  attention  to  the  making  up  of  Parochial  Reports  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  attain  a  correct  view  of  the  condition  of 
the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  presented  the 
following  report: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  in  their  review  of 
the  dealings  of  God  with  this  portion  of  his  heritage,  woold 
desire  gratefully  to  recognize  those  indications  of  his  goodness, 
which  during  the  past  year  have  been  exhibited.    We  are  not, 
indeed,  permitted  to  record  the  fulfilment  of  many  prayerfhl 
anticipations  indulged  at  our  last  meeting,  that  an  abundant 
and  awakening  outpouring  of  the  spirit  of  grace  would  be  vouch- 
safed to  our  congregations.    Here  and  there  the  first  drops, 
promises  we  trust  of  the  coming  floods  upon  the  dry  ground, 
have  blessed  the  elSbrts  and  prayers  of  certain  portions  of  our 
Diocese.    But  the  general  average,  thus  far,  shows  but  little  pro- 
portion  in  results  to  the  labors  put  forth  to  their  accomplishment. 
We  have  not  increased.    Our  new  membership  barely  replaces 
those  who  have  gone.   Precious  souls,  any  one  of  which  would 
more  than  counterbalance  all  our  labors,  have  been  gathered 
into  the  fold  of  Christ.     But  as  a  whole,  the  Church  is  still 
waiting.    The  blessing  which  must  and  will  come,  has  not 
yet  been  granted.    And  while  hardly  venturing  to  hope,  and 
yet  not  daring  to  despond,  we  would  ask,  in  deep  solicitnde: 
"Lord  how  long;"  we  would  remember  that  our  work  is  his 
own,  and  that  in  his  time  it  will  be  fully  accomplished.    His 
word,  and  power,  and  grace  are  pledged  to  that  eflect.    And  he, 
out  of  apparently  the  most  discouraging  circumstances ,  can  work 
for  his  cause  and  people  a  mighty  deliverance. 

That  such  maniftstation  of  his  grace  may  be  in  store  for  ns; 
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we  would  hope  fiom  one  or  two  prevalent  indications.  It  is 
gxateftil  to  know  that  the  feelings  of  interest  existing  twelve 
months  ago,  have  not  experienced  diminution.  The  current  of 
such  feeling  has  deepened  and  widened.  From  conference  with 
each  other,  as  also  with  brethren  lay  and  clerical,  the  committee 
rejoice  to  believe  that  the  statement  thus  made  is  well  founded; 
that  there  is  a  profound  and  extending  conviction  of  a  great 
want  now  existing;  that  this  conviction  of  need  is  not  only 
coupled  with  a  desire  for  its  removal,  but  with  one  for  an  in- 
creased and  special  manifestation  of  the  Spirit's  divine  influ- 
ences. We  regard  these  convictions  and  desires  as  an  earnest 
and  pledge  of  that  which  they  anticipate.  When  God  would 
abundantly  bless  his  Church,  he  ordinarily  prepares  it  for  the 
reception  of  this  blessing,  by  giving  it  a  spirit  of  increased 
prayer  and  supplication.  When  spiritual  necessity  is  thus  fully 
realised,  the  richness  and  all-sufficiency  of  divine  grace  to  its 
removal  are  best  appreciated;  the  people  of  God  are  best  pre- 
pared not  only  for  the  thankful  reception  of  this  grace,  but  for 
its  faithful  improvement. 

Coincident  with  this  fact  are  some  others  of  a  grateful  char- 
acter. The  supply  of  ministers  and  candidates,  while  not  yet 
by  any  means  coming  up  to  the  wants  of  the  Church  and  the 
world,  has  increased  upon  that  of  the  last  four  or  five  years. 
Our  Professors  at  the  Seminary  have  by  this  &ct  received  en- 
couragement, as  also  by  the  continued  prosperity  and  general 
acceptance  of  the  institution  under  their  care.  Our  Church 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  at  large,  in  its  increased  apprecia- 
tion of  the  labors  of  these  brethren,  and  its  confidence  in  the 
Seminary  afford  token  of  its  future  usefulness  and  prosperity. 
As  one  evidence  of  such  appreciation,  may  be  mentioned  the 
generous  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  from  a  gentleman  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  fire-proof  library^  and 
the  assurance  received,  that  whatever  may  be  required  to  its 
conipletion  has  been  secured.  Sharing  with  this  institution  in 
its  prosperity,  is  that  for  christian  education  in  its  immediate 
neighborhood,  the  High  School.  As  a  nursery  for  the  Seminary 
as  also  affording  an  opportunity  for  youthful  education  under 
christian  influence,  the  latter  of  these  institutions  is  well  de- 
serving of  the  regard  and  attention  of  parents  in  our  commu- 
nion.   While  every  effort  has  been  made  to  supply  all  educa- 
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tional  fiu^ilities,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  High  School  ifM 
compare  with  any  similar  institution  in  our  land,  it  is  no  MH 
certain  that  in  moral  and  religious  influences^  its  neighborliow 
is  unequalled.     Upon  these  &cts  it  ground  its  claims  to  tho  en- 
couragement of  our  people,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
the  force  of  these  claims  has  been  practically  recognised. 

The  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  called  to  one  or 
two  other  fiicts,  at  this  time,  of  a  specially  interesting  character. 
A  brief  notice  of  these  will  perhaps  best  enable  us  to  peifoxQ 
the  duty  for  which  we  were  appointed. 

One  of  these  facts  is  the  definiteness  which  the  idea  of  lay 
influence  and  effort  for  Christ's  work  is  assuming.  This  idea, 
of  course,  has  always  been  admitted  in  some  of  its  Ibrms,  to  be 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit  and  design  of  the  gospel  dispensa- 
tion; to  be,  in  fact,  demanded  for  the  healthful  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom.  In  too  many  periods,  however^  this  idea, 
clearly  held  as  a  matter  of  theory,  has  had  but  little  practical 
operation.  Every  thing  which  has  the  effect  of  rendering  such 
idea  distinct  and  definite,  and  of  thus  making  it  practically  ope- 
rative, should  be  gladly  welcomed.  The  members  of  Christ's 
spiritual  body,  lay  as  well  as  clerical,  have  each  their  appro- 
priate sphere  of  action  to  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom. 
These  spheres  are  not  the  spiritual  wholly  for  one,  and  only  the 
temporal  for  the  other.  They  are,  or  ought  to  be  helpers  of 
each  others  joy,  helpers  one  of  another  in  every  good  work. 
The  success  of  ministerial  labor  is  only  fully  ensured  when 
that  success  comes  through  the  sympathy,  and  efforts,  and 
prayers  of  an  awakened  and  earnest  laity.  At  the  same  time 
from  such  an  existing  laity  will  there  spontaneously  develope 
itself  an  abundant  and  effective  ministry.  Your  committee  hate 
been  gratified  to  know  that  facts  indicative  of  the  prevalence 
and  increasing  depth  of  such  convictions  are  not  wanting  in  our 
Diocese.  And  while  in  all  thankfulness  we  should  recognise 
the  origin  of  these  convictions  in  the  spirit  of  all  grace,  it  should 
be  our  effort  and  prayer  to  give  them  wider  and  more  eflbctive 
operation.  Among  the  various  modes  in  which  this  end  has 
been  sought,  and  which  seems  well  calculated  to  secure  it,  is 
one  which  has  been  incidentally  suggested  in  one  of  the  devo- 
tional meetings  of  this  Convention:  the  social  prayer  meeting) 
minister  and  laymen^  or  laymen  alone  when  the  manister  is 
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^^HBr7  coDgregatioQ  there  is  an  inner  circle^  an  earnest  praying 
H^Bnority,  the  few  it  may  be  even  in  Sardis,  whose  garments  are 
^'  mot  defiled,  to  whom  this  subject  commends  itself  as  one  of 
■pecial  interest  and  importance.  Under  God  we  depend  upon 
this  minority — and  however  small  it  may  be — of  earnest  praying 
communicants,  not  only  for  the  reviving  and  refreshing  showers 
of  divine  grace  in  seasons  like  the  present  of  spiritual  drought 
and  depression,  but  for  those  influences  upon  which  depend  the 
permanent  and  symmetrical  growth  and  expansion  of  Christ's 
kingdom.  Christians  of  this  class  are  always  strengthened  by 
being  brought  together  in  sympathetic  association .  They  are  thus 
enabled  to  know  their  own  strength  in  the  strength  of  Him  upon 
whom  they  rely,  are  enabled  to  feel  individually  that  they  are 
not  alone  in  their  desires,  and  hopes,  and  earnest  supplications. 
Whether  such  resiilt  be  secured  in  the  manner  thus  indicated,  or 
in  others^  it  is  alike  a  subject  of  devout  thanksgiving.  Whether 
it  be  in  the  social  prayer  meeting,  in  active  co-operation  with 
the  pastor  in  his  works  of  love  for  the  ignorant,  the  sick,  and 
the  destitute;  in  the  labors  of  the  Sunday  School,  in  concen- 
trated effort,  and  self  denial,  and  contribution  of  means  for  the 
advance  of  Christ's  kingdom  at  home  or  abroad;  in  active  co-ope- 
ration in  those  great  schemes  of  christian  benevolence,  in  which 
brethren  of  other  names,  but  of  the  same  heavenly  family,  com- 
bine with  us,  to  the  furtherance  of  common  objects,  or  in  special 
effort  for  the  spread  of  correct  views  among  ourselves  as  to  the 
gospel  embodied  in  our  standards  and  services,  in  each  and  all 
alike,  these  efforts  contain  the  same  token  for  good,  and  their 
increase  should  be  seriously  considered,  and  striven  for  by 
Christ's  professed  people. 

In  thus  speaking  of  the  desirableness  of  deep  sympathy,  and 
zeal,  and  co-operation,  on  the  part  of  the  laity,  in  the  matters 
indicated  above,  we  are  led  naturally  to  a  subject  which,  in 
many  minds,  is  now  assuming  an  aspect  of  great  importance: 
the  propriety  of  certain  changes  by  which  the  services  and  ma- 
chinery of  our  Church  may  become  better  adapted  to  the  genius 
and  character  of  the  community  in  which  we  live.  Of  course, 
the  questions  Vhether  any  legislation  to  this  effect  be  desirable, 
what  it  shall  be,  and  how  far  it  shall  go,  if  raised  in  this  Con- 
vention, would  not  properly  be  so,  through  the  report  of  this 
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committee.    As  an  interesting  Act,  however,  the  matter  has 
seemed  to  demand  this  allusion.    And  3rour  committee  woaU 
see  in  these  movements,  and  in  the  discussions  which  the^ 
have  called  forth,  important  admissions,  elsewhere,  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  certain  positions  long  held  by  our  own  Diocese,  as 
indisputable.     The  mere  &ct,  moreover,  of  a  sense  of  existing 
deficiency  in  ourselves,  in  our  instniments,  or  in  both  realized 
and  confessed,  as  is  done  in  this  case,  is  the  natural  opening 
and  avenue  to  advance  in  the  right  direction.    After  the  discus- 
sions, and  prayers,  and  serious  consideration  of  the  last,  and 
the  next  eighteen  months,  it  will  be  difficult  for  the  Church  to 
go  back  to  the  position  occupied  pnor  to  the  distinct  raising  of 
these  issues.     Whether  that  advance  be  made  in  legidatiye  a^ 
tion  or  in  a  higher  appreciation  and  more  effective  use  of  existing 
agenci<es,  we  would  trust  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  will 
overrule  and  bless  it  to  the  building  up  of  His  kingdom.    It 
may  be  important,  however,  to  remark  in  this  connection  that 
the  discretion  usually  claimed  in  this  Diocese  has  been  claimed 
as  a  discretion  under  the  sanction  of  church  law,  that  latitude 
which  finds  its  limit  in  a  conscientious  and  reasonable  interpre- 
tation of  these  laws,  under  any  set  of  existing  circumstances. 
And  it  would  be  a  cause  of  regret  should  any  change  be  pro- 
posed or  carried  out,  which  by  specification  of  freedom,  in  cer- 
tain cases,  would  seem  to  forbid  it  in  others,  where,  now,  it  is 
admitted  to  have  existence. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  feel  impelled  to  bring  forward 
another  topic,  already  up  more  than  once,  to  the  notice  of  the 
Convention:  the  unexpected  and  alarming  deficiency  in  pecu- 
niary supplies  for  the  cause  of  Missions,  especially  those  of  the 
foreign  field.  A  fkct  like  this  in  the  state  of  the  Church  should 
not  be  passed  over  lightly,  and  without  painfiil  reflection.  It  is 
not  in  connection  with  the  mode  of  supply  for  the  present  dis- 
tress, that  suggested  by  the  Special  Committee  or  any  other, 
that  we  would  now  approach  this  subject.  God,  who  found  a 
lamb  for  himself,  as  an  offering  when  Abraham's  faith  had  been 
sufficiently  tested,  will  be  able,  also,  in  this  emergency,  when 
He  has  sufficiently  humbled  us  for  our  sin,  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  His  servants  laboring  among  the  heatheA.  We  should 
look  beyond  this  present  necessity  to  the  future  wants  of  the 
Church  in  this  respect;  upon  the  widening  field  opening  before 
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her  laborers;  the  increased  contribution^  and  effort,  and  self- 
denial  demanded  from  ourselves  to  siistain  them.  And  we 
should  look  back  and  within,  and  find  out,  not  the  misfortune 
or  mistake  but  the  sinful  self-indulgence,  and  want  of  love  to 
Christ  and  to  the  souls  for  which  he  died  in  which  this  defi- 
ciency has  originated.  Plans,  doubtless,  may  be  suggested  pro- 
viding for  the  present  and  looking  to  the  future.  It  would  be 
well  if  the  monthly  concerts  of  prayer  and  of  collection  which 
have  died  out  in  many  congregations  were  revived.  More  sys- 
tematic modes  of  collection  by  church  officers  and  of  contribu- 
tions by  members  might,  in  many  communities,  be  adopted.  It 
would  also  be  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  young,  the^children 
in  our  Sunday  schools,  should  be  taught  to  feel  an  interest  in 
this  cause,  to  pray  for  it,  and  to  give  of  their  own  money  for  its 
advancement.  But  your  committee  believe  that,  under  existing 
circumstances,  there  is  an  all-important  preliminary  to  every 
thing  of  this  character.  God  has  humbled  us  by  revealing  this 
deficiency,  and  we  must  become  deeply  humbled  before  Him  if 
we  would  desire  its  removal.  Each  one  in  the  silence  of  his 
own  heart  must  ascertain  his  own,  and  his  fiill  share  of  the  sin 
which  has  covered  us  with  confusion.  When  thus  humbled  we 
may  reasonably  hope  to  be  exalted,  and  such  exaltation  can  only 
be  safely  granted,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  in  view 
of  such  thorough  humiliation.

RULES   OF   ORDER. 


l8t.  The  Convention  shall  be  opened  evterjr  day  with  prayer. 

8d.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair^  no  member  shall 
continue  standmg^  nor  shall  iafterwards  stand  up^  except  to  ad- 
dress the  Chair< 

3d.  When  any  membeor  is  about  to  speak  in  debate^  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention^  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  address  himself  to  the  President^  and  shall  confine 
himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member 
may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain, and  the  Convention  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the 
case,  but  without  debate;  and,  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in 
fiivor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  the  censure  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once, 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  address- 
ing the  Convention,  none  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  house; 
nor  in  such  case,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  enter- 
tain private  discourse ;  nor,  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shall 
pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any 
ease  where  he  was  not  present  when  a  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Convention  on  any 
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quesdon,  no  member  without  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the 
members  shall  be  counted. 

10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the 
question  is  put,  shall  give  his  vote^  unless  the  Convention,  fi)r 
special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him. 

11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  statsd 
by  the  President,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the 
Chair  and  read  aloud  by  the  Secretary  before  debate. 

12tb.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Prari- 
dent  or  any  member  shall  require  it. 

13th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President^  or  rsad  by 
the  Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  tfie  Con- 
vention, but  may  be  wididrawn  at  any  time  befMpe  daeiskm  or 
amendment. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  f>r  the  prevkNii 
question,  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day^  to  oommit 
lo  a  committee,  or  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  they  stand  arranged. 

15th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  oider^  and  sbeO 
be  decided  without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  '* Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  pnt?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only 
when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present;  and, 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  flirther 
debate  on  the  main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Convention,  or  is 
postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again 
during  the  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question, 
where  the  sense  will  admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  ont 
and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  unda 
color  of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition 
under  debate. 

2Ist.  When  a  motion  has  been  onc^  made  and  carried,  in  the 
affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of 
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the  majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or 
next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
GonveatioQ,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to 
attend. 

83d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable 
seats  without  the  limit  of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of 
members,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  accom- 
mM>dation  of  visiting  clergymen,  and  candidates  for  orders,  who 
may  be  invited  by  the  rector  or  wardens  of  the  church  in  which 
the  meetings  of  the  Convention  are  held,  under  the  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  Convention;  it  being  expected  that  those 
to  whom  such  seats  are  appropriated  will  confine  themselves  to 
the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  dnring  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Con- 
Tention,  be  admitted  above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the 
members  of  the  Convention;  and  it  is  expected  and  hoped  that 
not  only  the  spectators  will  attend  to  this  regulation,  but  that 
the  rector  and  wardens  of  the  church  in  which  the  sessions  of 
the  Convention  are  held  will  see  that  this  rule  of  order  is  not 
violated. 

26th.  There  shall,  on  the  second  day  of  the  Convention,  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Convention,  the  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  an 
equal  number  of  each  order: 

A  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  on 
the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

A  committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  Widows  and  Or- 
phans  of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

A  committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  committee  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  ICis- 
sionary  Society. 

A  committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

A  committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

A  committee  of  Elections. 

A  committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  laymen. 

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed 
in  to  the  Secretary,  and  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  one  den* 
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cal  and  two  lay  members^  which  shall  report  who  are  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention;  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the 
right  of  any  delegate  to  his  seat,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Elections^  to  be  by  the  said  committee  forth- 
with examined  into  and  reported  upon  to  the  Convention. 

27th.  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  ques- 
tions shall  be  by  ayes  and  noes. 

28th.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  membms  present. 

29th.  The  business  first  in  order,  after  the  organization  of 
the  Convention,  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  pro 
iem.y  when  the  Treasurer  is  not  a  member  of  the  Convention; 
reading  of  the  Pastoral  Addresses;  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  the  reception  of  the  Parochial  Reports 
by  the  Bishop  fiom  the  clergy,  who  shall  be  called  upon  in  al- 
phabetical order  for  their  reports,  and  (if  required)  the  reading 
of  the  Parochial  Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
may  think  fit. 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Fredericksburg,  Va.^  May  21, 1866. 

This  being  Che  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protes- 
tant EjHscopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  for  the  an* 
nual  Convention  of  the  same,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop,  together  with 
a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  assembled  at 
11  o'clock,  A.  M.  in  St.  George's  Church,  Fredericksburg. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jas.  T.  Johnston, 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Alexandria,  and  the  Convention  Sermon 
preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  of  Grace  Church, 
Lexington,  from  a  portion  of  the  21st  verse  of  the  17th  chapter 
of  the  Gospel  according  to  St.  Luke :  <<The  Kingdom  of  God 
is  within  you."  A  touching  allusion  was  made  to  the  lamented 
Chisholm  and  Jackson  (both  of  whom  fell  noble  martyrs  at 
the  post  of  duty  in  the  plague-stricken  cities  of  Norfolk  and 
Portsmouth,)  the  latter  of  whom  had  been  appointed  to  preach 
the  Convention  Sermon  of  to-day. 

The  sermon  was  followed  by  a  brief  address  from  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  consonance  with  the  spirit 
of  the  sermon,  both  of  which  were  listened  to  with  marked  at- 
tention. Service  being  concluded,  the  Convention  adjourned 
to  the  Lecture  Room  in  the  basement  of  the  Church. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  then  took  the  chair 

and  called  the  Conventioa  to  order  for  business.

BISHOP  MEADE'S  REPORT. 

The  rBV<dution  of  another  year  has  brought  us  together  again, 
to  perfiirm  our  several  parts  in  the  exercises  of  this  our  annual 
Convention.  We  meet  to  unite  in  prayers  and  praises  to  God; 
lo  preach  and  hear  his  blessed  word;  to  tell  what  duties  God 
has  permitted  us  to  perform,  and  what  success  has  been  granted 
to  our  efforts.  According  to  rule  and  custom,  it  is  mine  to  lead 
the  way  in  the  recital  of  official  acts.  1  have  reason  to  be  thank- 
ful to  the  Author  of  all  health  and  strength,  that  although  in- 
creasing years  might  have  expected  increasing  infirmities  and 
diminished  labors,  I  have  been  enabled  to  devote  my  usual  al- 
lowance of  six  months  to  the  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  while  the 
other  six  have  been  in  a  degree  unexpected  or  hoped  for,  em- 
ployed in  some  researches  and  publications,  which  I  trust  may 
not  be  without  interest  and  even  value,  to  the  Church  of 
Tirginia. 

At  the  close  of  our  pleasant  and  edifying  meeting  at  Lexing- 
ton, in  May  last,  my  steps  were  directed  to  Buchanan  in  Bote- 
tourt County,  and  thence  to  Fincastle;  at  each  of  which  places 
«  day  was  spent  in  religions  exercises,  though  no  confirmation 
was  called  for.  Two  days  were  then  spent  in  Roanoke  County; 
the  first  at  Big  Lick,  where  two  were  confirmed,  and  the  second 
at  Salem,  where  one  was  admitted  to  that  rite.  The  service  at 
Salem  was  held  at  the  Methodist  Church,  which  was  kindly  ten- 
dered to  our  use.  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  an  Episcopal  Church  will  be  erected  in  that  place.  My 
next  visit  was  to  Liberty  in  Bedford  County,  where  two  days 
were  spent  in  religious  services;  several  of  the  brethren  firom 
neighboring  [daces  meeting  me  there.  Nine  persons  were  con- 
firmed. One  day  was  then  given  to  St.  Thomas'  Church,  in 
the  same  County,  when  the  daughter  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Jtb.  Sale,  was  confirmed.    The  two  blowing  d^ys  were  spent 
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at  St.  Stephen's  and  Trinity  Chniches^  in  the  nme  CSonntf ,  at 
each  of  which  three  were  confirmed.  A  Tery  heaTy  and  eoB- 
tinued  rain  prevented  the  fulfilment  of  an  appointment  at  P^- 
lar's  Church  in  Amherst  Connty^  where  some  were  ready  for  con- 
firmation. At  Amherst  Court  House,  which  was  next  Tisited, 
five  were  confirmed ;  and  at  New  Glasgow  one.  Nelson  Coonty 
was  visited  next.  Three  were  confirmed  at  Trinity  Church, 
and  one  at  New  Market.  A  good  parsonage  had  recently  been 
purchased  at  the  latter  place.  My  next  visit  was  to  Howards- 
Title  in  Albemarle  County,  where  one  was  confirmed  in  the 
Methodist  Church.  At  the  Church  on  Green  Mountain,  seven 
were  confirmed,  and  at  Charlottesville  four.  In  Culpeper  nine 
were  confirmed  at  the  Court  House,  and  one  at  the  new  Church 
near  Raccoon  Ford.  At  St.  Stephen's  the  congregaticm  was  very 
small,  by  reason  of  a  heavy  rain.  In  Prince  William  three  wen 
confirmed  at  Brentsville,  and  as  many  at  Haymarket.  One  at 
Centreville.  At  Fairfax  Court  House,  where  the  Sabbath  before 
our  Seminary  exercises  was  spent,  four  were  confirmed.  Tbe 
following  week  was  chiefly  devoted  to  the  examination  of  the 
Theological  students  at  the  Seminary,  and  the  pupils  at  tfie  High 
School,  to  some  religious  Servians  connected  with  the  same,  and 
lo  the  ordination  of  that  portion  of  the  Senior  Class  which  be- 
longed to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The  latter  exercise  took 
|dace  on  Friday,  and  closed  the  interesting  services  of  the  oc- 
casion. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  state  that  our  Institutions  on  the  Semi- 
nary Hill  are,  under  the  favor  of  Providence,  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  The  High  School  continues  to  have  the  number  of 
pupils  to  which  it  is  limited  by  the  Trustees,  and  is  fiuthfiilly 
conducted  by  its  Principal,  whose  affectionate  and  watchful  can 
of  the  youths  committed  to  the  same,  endear  him  to  the  parents 
as  well  as  their  children.  We  commend  it  to  the  continued  pa- 
tronage of  the  Diocese.  The  Theological  Seminary  still  enjoys 
the  smiles  of  Heaven.  Never,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
years,  has  such  a  number  of  students  attended  its  exercises,  ss 
at  the  present  time.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail  within  iti 
bounds.  The  Church  of  Yirgtnia  has  not  for  the  last  few  yeais 
reaped  the  benefit  from  it  which  she  might  have  expected,  and 
so  {[reatly  needs,  as  but  a  small  number  of  Yiiginia  candidslei 
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hmye  come  ibitb  from  iti  walls.  I  am  happy  to  eneonraga  the 
▼aeant  Parishae  by  stating^  that  a  large  number  from  the  two 
next  classes,  after  the  present  ma7  be  expected  to  supply  theiv 
wants.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  Seminary,  to 
learn  that  some  ▼aloable  additions  have  been  put  to  the  Semi« 
nary  bnildiugs  during  the  past  ]rear.  The  Chapel  has  been  en* 
kugeil  to  twice  its  former  size,  and  much  improved  in  its  appear* 
ance,  at  a  cost  of  four  thousand  dollars,  raised  for  this  special 
purpose,  and  not  taken  from  the  fiinds  of  the  Institution.  A 
fire-pioof  Library  building,  at  a  cost  of  seven  thousand  dollarSf 
has  also  been  erected,  four  thousand  of  which  has  been  given 
by  a  generous  friend  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  remainder  fiir- 
nished  by  myself,  out  of  ftinds  left  at  my  disposal  by  the  lata 
Mrs.  Sophia  Jones,  of  Prince  William.  To  this  place  of  saS^ 
we  invite  the  deposit  of  all  valuable  books  which  our  friends 
may  be  disposed  to  give,  and  all  documents,  such  as  Yestry 
books,  Renters,  etc.,  which  it  is  important  to  jMreserve  for  fut 
tore  reforenca.  To  these  improvements  it  is  expected  there  will 
be  added,  during  the  present  summer,  another  building  to  that 
in  which  the  students  reside,  in  order  to  the  accommodation  of 
more,  should  Providence  increase  our  number,  or  to  the  better 
entertainment  of  our  present  number.  For  this  purpose  the  coUr 
gregation  of  St.  George's,  in  New  York,  at  the  instance  of  its 
Rector^  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng,  an  old  and  zealous  friend  of  the 
Seminary,  has  promised  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

After  the  services  of  the  Seminary,  I  remained  at  home  until 
September,  when  i  visited  the  congregations  in  Berkeley  and 
Jeflhrson.  Beginning  at  Charlestown,  I  confirmed  three  per- 
sons. My  next  appointment  was  at  Harper's  Ferry,  which 
fiuied  by  reason  of  indisposition,  though  my  place  was  supplied 
by  others.  At  Shepherdstown  one  was  confirmed.  Two  at 
Hedges'  Chapel.  Three  at  Hartinsburg.  One  at  Bunker's 
Hill.  Two  at  Smithfield.  I  held  service  also  at  Leetowa. 
Thia  visitation  over,  I  proceeded  to  the  North,  and  attended  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Missionary  and  Evangelical  Knowledge 
Societies  in  New  York.  Returning  to  Virginia,  I  paid  a  melaor 
choly  visit  to  the  afflicted  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  and 
nfficiated  in.  the  bereaved  congregationa  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson 
«id  Ohisholm.    I  shall  add  nothing  la  the  nuioh  wiiiah  hap 
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been  so  justly  said  and  written  concerning  these  two  martyn  in 
the  cause  of  humanity  and  religion.  1  have  dischaiged  my 
duty  towards  them  and  their  sonowing  congregations  and  vsla- 
tives,  by  being  instrumental  in  inducing  the  Rey.  Mr.  Unm- 
mine  to  prepans  a  memoir  of  his  old  and  beloved  aasociale»  Mr. 
Jackson;  and  Mr.  Conrad  to  do  the  same  for  his  fimner  and 
much  esteemed  pastoTi  Mr.  Chisholm.  I  have  not  jret  raad 
these  memorials,  but  I  am  told  by  those  who  have  read  them, 
that  they  are  altogether  worthy  of  the  authors,  and  of  the  sub- 
jects, and  therefore,  I  recommend  them  to  a  wide  circulatioa  in 
the  Diocese. 

1  cannot  dismiss  this  sulgect  without  referring  to  an  effint 
made  in  behalf  of  the  orphan  son  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chishohn. 
Being  left,  under  such  peculiar  circumstances^  to  the  caie  of 
the  Church,  I  determined  to  make  a  special  effort  in  his  behali^ 
the  children  of  Mr.  Jackson  being  well  provided  for.  In  answer 
to  my  appeal,  there  has  been  received  about  sixteen  hundred 
dollars,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  H. 
Macfiurland,  of  Richmond,  to  be  invested  in  stock.  It  is  my 
desire  that  it  be  allowed  to  accumulate  for  some  years  to  come, 
in  order  to  meet  the  increased  expenses  of  his  education,  as  he 
shall  advance  in  age.  Meanwhile,  I  suggest  and  recommeiid 
the  following  mode  of  defraying  the  {H^sent  and  aiding  the 
future  expenses  of  his  education :  About  the  year  1765,  it 
pleased  God  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  a  number  of  the  minis- 
ters of  the  Colonial  Church  of  Virginia,  to  form  a  society  &t 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  deigymen. 
Their  contributions  to  the  same,  with  the  interest  thereof 
amounted  some  years  since  to  about  ten  thousand  doUaiSi 
having  been  carefully  preserved  by  some  foithful  guardians  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Convention.  Another  society  haviog 
since  been  formed,  or  the  same  renewed,  the  Convention 
thought  proper  to  add  the  above  mentioned  sum  to  the  funds, 
but  with  the  understanding,  and  on  the  condition,  that  it  might 
at  any  time  direct  an  appropriation  of  a  portion  of  the  interest, 
as  might  seem  proper.  Although  Mr.  Chisholm  was  not  a 
member  of  this  society,  and  therefore  his  son  not  entitled  toanj 
thing  from  its  funds,  I  propose  to  the  Convention  that  it  direct 
the  managers  of  the  same  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  huB- 
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dred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  for  his  support  and  education.  I 
think  it  proper  to  state  further,  that  he  is  at  present  under  the 
care  and  tuition  of  two  fidthful  aunts,  sisters  of  his  deceased 
motheii  who  will  do  ample  justice  to  him  in  ail  respects.  His 
promise  as  to  talents  and  moral  and  religious  disposition  are 
most  encouraging.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  he  may  be  a 
worthy  follower  of  his  lamented  fiither. 

From  thiffdigressioni  I  return  to  the  narrative  of  my  remaining 
Episcopal  notices. 

In  the  months  of  October  and  November,  I  visited  Richmond 
and  the  counties  of  Goochland,  Cumberlandi  Buckingham, 
Amelia,  Chesterfield,  and  Powhatan.  At  the  Monumental 
Church,  in  Richmond,  I  confirmed  sixteen,  and  at  St.  James' 
fifteen.  In  consequence  of  heavy  rains,  and  indisposition,  I 
could  only  reach  one  of  the  churches  in  Goochland,  and  neither 
of  those  in  Fluvanna.  I  visited  the  new  church  on  the  borders 
of  Louisa  and  Goochland.  I  spent  a  day  at  St.  Paul's  in  Cimi- 
beiland,  confirmed  three;  also  a  day  at  Ca-Ira  in  the  same 
county.  At  Curdsville  in  Cumberland,  I  spent  one  day  and 
ccmfirmed  three.  At  Paineville  Church  in  Amelia,  I  spent  a 
Sabbath.  At  Grub  Hill,  in  the  same  county,  one  day,  confirm- 
ing nine.  Spent  one  day  at  the  Church  in  Chesterfield,  and 
confirmed  five,  ail  colored  persons.  At  Grenito  Bridge  in  Pow- 
hatan, confirmed  one.  At  Emanuel  in  Powhatan,  confirmed 
Aree.  At  St.  Luke's  three,  and  at  Manakin  Town  Church,  the 
old  settlement  of  the  Huguenots  on  James  River,  five. 

After  spending  three  months  in  other  exercises  at  home,  my 
Episcopal  acts  were  commenced  the  Sunday  before  Easter  at 
Winchester,  where  fifteen  were  confirmed.  On  Easter  Sunday 
three  were  confirmed  at  Millwood;  and  on  the  following  Sun- 
day, the  same  number  at  Berry  ville.  After  spending  some  time 
with  the  graduating  class  at  the  Seminary,  in  the  early  part  of 
April,  and  one  Sunday  in  Alexandria,  I  visited  three  of  the 
Clnuches  in  Richmond.  In  Christ  Church,  I  confirmed  seven 
persons,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  of  April.  In  a  few  hours 
after  it  was  consumed  by  fire.  On  the  following  morning,  being 
the  Sabbath,  I  was  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  in  the  afternoon 
at  St.  John's,  confirming  three  persons  in  the  latter.  On  the 
14th,  I  visited,  in  company  with  two  fiiends  an$  relatives,  old 
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Henrico  Parish,  below  Richmond,  whero  the  Ghateh  of  Yariaa 
once  stood,  where  Commissary  Blair  and  President  Stith, 
and  a  long  succession  of  our  ministers  once  lived.  A  iew 
broken  bricks  only  are  left  to  mark  the  first  settlement  in  1611 
by  Sir  Thomas  Dale,  and  Che  spot  on  which  Rolph  and  Poca- 
hontas spent  nearly  all  of  their  brief  conaubial  life;  but  these, 
with  early  history  and  subsequent  tradition,  ave  sufficient  to 
identify  them  beyond  dl  question.  In  my  series  of  articles  on 
the  old  Churches  and  Ministers  of  Yirginia,  I  shall  soon  have 
some  interesting  communications  to  make  as  to  this  Parish. 
Proceeding  down  James  River,  I  held  services  oa  Thursday 
evening,  in  the  old  Church  at  Hampton,  when  ten  were  oon- 
firmed,  two  of  whom  were  from  Old  Point.  On  the  following 
morning,  two  more  were  confirmed  at  Old  Point.  On  Saturday 
afternoon,  the  13th,  three  of  the  invalids  at  the  Naval  Hospital, 
near  Portsmouth,  were  confirmed,  being  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Talbert ,  the  Chaplain  at  that  station.  On  Sunday  morning  1 
held  a  confirmation  in  Mr.  Wingfield's  congregation  in  Pons- 
mouth,  and  admitted  six  to  that  rite.  At  night  I  confirmed 
thirty-three  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk.  Prom  Norfolk,  I  visited 
the  congregation  at  Kempsviile  in  Princess  Ann,  and  that  at 
Suffolk  in  Nansemond  county.  Two  days  were  spent  with  the 
latter,  and  two  persons  confirmed.  My  next  visit  was  to  the 
congregations  in  Northampton  and  Accomac  on  the  Eastern 
Shore;  with  whom  I  spent  nearly  two  weeks.  A  severe  though 
short  attack  of  sickness  prevented  my  attendance  at  two  of 
them.  Five  were  confirmed  at  Eastville,  Northampton,  and 
one  privately  in  Accomac.  The  congregations  in  Accomac 
have  been  without  a  minister  for  neariy  twelve  months.  My 
next  visit  was  to  Petersburg.  In  the  basement  story  of  the  new 
and  unfinished  Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Piatt,  who  has  recently 
taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's  congregation,  presented  njne  candi- 
dates for  confirmation,  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  of  May;  while 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson  did  the  same  for  seventeen  in  the  after- 
noon, in  Grace  Church.  My  appointments  were  at  HicksfordoD 
the  following  Saturday  and  Sunday,  but  through  some  mistake, 
notice  was  only  given  for  the  latter  day,  when  five  persons  were 
confirmed,  four  of  whom  were  servants.  On  the  next  day  two 
were  confirmed  at  Grace  Church. 
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On  Wednesday^  the  14th  of  May,  confirmatioii  was  held  at 
the  Church  in  Lawrenceville,  in  Branswick  County,  when 
twelve  persons  were  admitted  to  that  rite^  eleven  of  whom  were 
servants.  On  Thursday  one  was  confirmed  at  Trinity,  and  on 
Friday,  five  at  Wilkin's  Chapel.  My  last  visits  were  made  to 
the  congregation  at  Sapony  Church  and  the  Court  House  in 
Dinwiddie  connty,  which  are  now  vacant. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  of  confirmations,  it  would  ap- 
pear that  during  the  past  year,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five 
have  been  admitted  to  that  rite  by  myself.  I  am  not  aware  on 
how  many  the  hands  of  my  brother  Bishop  Johns  have  been 
imposed,  during  the  same  period.  Without  a  special  investiga- 
tion, I  should  say  that  the  number  annually  confirmed  since  my 
advancement  to  the  Episcopate,  has  been  about  four  or  five  hun- 
dred. Sometimes  it  has  gone  fiur  beyond  this,  and  once  reached 
a  thousand^  during  a  year  when  Gk>d's  spirit  seemed  to  have 
been  more  largely  poured  out  on  our  congregations.  When  we 
think  of  this  average^  in  connection  with  the  population  of  Vir- 
ginia^ and  even  with  the  number  of  persons  and  fiimilies  pro- 
fessedly attached  to  our  Church,  we  have  nothing  to  boast  of; 
yet  when  we  consider  the  difficulties  which  have  opposed  our 
success,  we  have  reason  to  thank  God  for  what  he  has  done  for 
us,  and  take  courage.  Having,  during  the  past  year,  been  en- 
gaged in  the  more  special  examination  of  the  history  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  in  Yirginia,  from  its  first  establishment  to  the 
present  time,  I  have  had  forced  upon  my  mind  the  conviction, 
that  few  if  any  portions  of  the  Church  of  Christ  can  have  had 
more  unfiivorable  circumstances  to  contend  with,  as  fiur  as  its 
spiritual  prosperity  has  been  concerned.  Commencing  though 
it  did  in  the  most  pious  missionary  spirit,  it  was  soon  assailed 
by  numerous  untoward  events  well  calculated  to  arrest  the  pro- 
gress of  true  religion.  Many  of  its  ministers  partook  most 
largely  of  the  coldness  and  formality  which,  in  a  century  after 
the  Reformation,  came  over  our  Mother  Church.  Immense  dif- 
ficulties stood  in  the  way  of  the  successful  ministration  of  the 
mora  pious,  arising  from  the  size  of  the  parishes,  the  sparseness 
of  the  population,  and  the  entire  want  of  education  among  the 
people  generally .  The  separation  of  classes — the  great  distinc- 
tion between  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  educated  and  the  illite- 
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rate  laid  the  foundation  for  a  great  evU,  over  which  we  and  our 
fiithers  have  long  mourned.  In  due  time  the  fruits  of  this  be- 
gan to  appear  in  the  separation  of  Churches.  The  RerolntioDi 
with  all  its  blessings^  prompted  this  unhappy  reserrance.  Tlie 
rise  and  progress  of  dissent  was  attended  with  an  increased  pis* 
judice  against  those  who  were  more  scealously  attached  to  oar 
Communion.  A  contest  for  and  against  the  Establishment^  for 
nearly  half  a  century^  in  a  great  part  of  which  politicians  took 
an  active  share^  left  our  Churchy  not  only  without  her  old  emol- 
umentS;  but  a  by- word  and  a  proverb  among  the  other  denomi- 
nations,  and  with  those  who,  Gallic  like, '<cax^  fbrnoneof 
these  things."  The  clergy,  with  a  few  ezceptionSi  deserted  the 
fost  sinking  vessel,  and  infidels  triumphed  over  the  scene.  The 
beginning  of  the  present  century  saw  the  Episcopal  Choich  of 
Virginia  in  such  a  deplorable  condition,  so  destitute  of  minislen 
and  funds,  her  annual  conventions  abandoned,  without  any  to 
represent  her  in  the  great  confederated  assemblies,  that  at  oiieol 
the  latter  she  was  given  over  as  beyond  the  hope  of  resuscib^ 
don,  and  a  public  record  made  of  it.  We  cannot  well  oonceivB 
a  state  of  things  more  un&vorable  to  a  revival;  and  God's  good- 
ness and  grace,  in  what  he  has  done  for  us,  must  be  measuied 
and  estimated  by  the  difficulties  which  opposed  the  first  effiirts 
at  recovery.  Nor  were  these  difficulties  only  at  the  commence- 
ment, when  a  mere  handfiil  of  faint-hearted,  discouraged,  worn- 
out  ministers  were  left.  Prejudices  of  the  most  inveterate  cha- 
racter have  followed  us  to  the  present  moment,  on  the  part  of 
many  most  worthy  and  pious  persons,  who  have  doubtless  be- 
lieved they  were  doing  God  and  his  cause  good  service,  in 
warning  all  men,  especially  the  poor  of  the  land  against  our 
ministry  and  church.  Politicians  also  have  often  found  it  tt> 
their  advantage  to  encourage  this  unhappy  feeling,  and  identify 
our  communion  with  the  ancient  aristocracy  of  the  State,  under 
the  Colonial  Establishment.  Under  these  circumstances,  what 
but  the  blessing  of  God  on  faithful  preaching  and  zealous  labors 
could  have  given  even  the  measure  of  success  we  have  enjoyed, 
a  measure  so  much  less  than  might  have  been  under  more  &• 
vorable  circums twees.  The  success  which  has  attended  the 
labors  of  our  ministers  must  be  ascribed  to  the  divine  blessing  on 
the  preaching  of  a  plain  gospel,  in  a  very  different  way  fiom 
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that  but  too  common  among  the  fonner  clergy  of  Virginia,  and 
to  a  moral  and  religious  deportment  of  a  much  higher  standard 
than  theirs.  Nor  have  we  increased  the  violence  of  prejudice 
and  opposition  by  uncharitable  denunciations  of  others,  but 
rather  diminished  it  not  a  little  by  a  contrary  spirit  and  conduct. 
Nor  have  we  sought  to  multiply  our  communion  by  encouraging 
the  unprepared  to  come  to  the  solemn  ordinances  which  are 
only  designed  for  the  fiuthful,  that  grace  may  be  increased  to 
them.  Many  more,  for  a  time  at  least,  might  our  ministers  have 
presented  for  the  rite  of  confirmation,  had  they  regarded  and 
recommended  it  as  a  converting  ordinance,  or  one  intermediate 
between  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper,  requiring  a  less  degree 
of  grace  than  the  latter,  and  imposing  no  obligation  to  observe 
it.  So  &r  as  I  know  and  believe,  there  is  not  a  minister  in  our 
Church,  at  this  time,  who  does  not  hold  that  the  same  &ith, 
penitence,  and  holiness  is  required  of  those  who  come  rightly 
to  confirmation,  as  of  those  who  worthily  partake  of  the  Lord's 
sapper,  and  that  the  coming  to  the  one  is  in  order  to  the  imme- 
diate reception  of  the  other.  I  desire  never  to  lay  my  hands  on 
any,  who  intend  to  fidsify  the  solemn  vow,  promise  and  profes* 
sion,  by  turning  their  backs  on  the  table  of  the  Lord. 

In  estimating  the  amount  of  success  attending  the  labors  of 
our  ministers  for  the  last  forty-fiv^  years,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
boasting  before  men,  or  oomparing  it  with  that  of  others,  but  in 
thankfiilness  to  God  for  his  unmerited  grace,  we  must  take  into 
account  that  Virginia^  beyond  any  other  part  of  our  land,  has 
for  a  long  time  been  the  nursery  of  the  west  and  southwest, 
supplying  vast  numbers  to  the  churches  and  States  thereof.  It 
is  not  wonderfiil  therefore  that  our  domestic  increase  in  regard  to 
choichmen  and  citizens,  should  have  been  seriously  affected  by 
the  continual  emigration  of  both.  If  the  character  of  these 
colonists  shall  have  oontributed  anything  to  the  improvement  of 
the  places  of  their  settlement,  if,  in  many  instances,  they  shall 
have  proved  the  seed  of  Episcopal  congregations  in  the  same, 
we  must  be  thankful  for  the  honor  conferred  on  us  by  the  Lord, 
and  rejoice  that  others  increase,  even  if  we  decrease.  Let  it  be 
our  endeavor  so  to  train  them  in  the  true  principles  of  the  gospel, 
and  of  the  church  of  our  Reforming  Fathers,  that  those  who 
leave  us,  may  be  blessings  to  whatever  home  they  may  select. 
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Let  us  especially  be  thankful^  that  God  has  so  highly  honond 
our  Diocese  as  to  rear  up  in  our  midst  a  school  of  the  PiopbetSi 
which  has  long  been,  and  is  now  more  abundantly,  a  nursery 
of  faithful  Evangelist  to  other  parts  of  the  land,  besides  our 
own,  and  even  missionaries  to  far  distant  countries. 

By  comparing  our  present  condition  with  the  past,  we  have 
therefore  abundant  cause  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement, 
though  none  for  pride  or  boasting.  I  think  I  shall  not  err  from 
the  truth  in  sajriug^  that  less  ttian  fifty  years  ago,  our  number  of 
laboring  ministers  was  not  more  than  twelve,  and  these  weie 
almost  all  old  men,  faint  and  discouraged,  soon  to  cease  fnm 
the  litde  they  were  then  doing,  and  with  them,  the  univeraal 
expectation  was,  that  the  Church  would  come  to  an  end,  and  the 
old  temples  and  congregations  ftll  into  other  hands.  Some  of 
these  twelve  probably  did  not  number  more  than  twelve  as  their 
average  congregations,  and  the  whole  number  of  attendanti 
throughout  the  Diocese  could  not  have  amounted  to  more  than 
a  thousand  souls,  perhaps  much  less.  Compared  with  this 
small  and  most  discouraging  beginning,  our  present  conditioii 
of  an  hundred  native  clergy  and  nearly  two  hundred  ptaces  of 
worship,  with  seven  thousand  communicants,  calls  for  devout 
gratitude  to  our  great  Head.  Of  how  much  greater  increase  onr 
Zion  is  capable,  until  emigratipn  shall  roll  back  again,  or  at  least 
cease  to  roll  away  from  us,  it  is  not  ours  to  know.  One  thing 
is  certain,  that  nothing  but  a  continuance  of  the  same  evangelical 
and  zealous,  self-denying  labors  which  God  hath  hitherto  blessed, 
will  avail  for  our  future  increase.  May  God  give  to  us  all  the 
grace  of  fidthful  perseverance. 

In  closing  this  report  I  have  the  melancholy  duty  to  perfemii 
of  referring  to  the  recent  death  of  our  beloved  brother  and  fellow- 
laborer,  the  Rev.  George  Adie.  I  need  not  speak  his  praises  to 
those  who  have  known  him  so  long  and  so  well.  A  more  fidthful 
and  affectionate  pastor,  a  more  evangelical  and  practical  preacher 
of  the  gospel,  a  more  honest  and  upright  man  in  all  his  dealings 
and  intercourse  with  his  fellow-raen,  a  more  tender  fiither  and 
affectionate  husband  is  not  left  amongst  us.  May  the  fiitherof 
the  fatherless  and  the  husband  of  the  widow  watch  over  and  bless 
those  whom  he  hath  left  behind,  and  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  send  a  worthy  successor  to  his  bereaved  congregation. 
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On  motion,  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  were 
adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  for  this. 

The  Standing  Committee  now  read  their  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings for  the  past  Conventional  year. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Wilmer,  from  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention,  on  the  affairs  of  the  Virginia  Female  Institute,  at 
Staunton,  made  the  jfoUowing  report : 

To  ik$  CatmnHtm  ^  the  ProUsUaU  Efnaeopal  Chwreh  m  the  Dioeue  qf  Vvrgvida : 

The  undersigned^  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention 
held  at  Lexington,  in  May  lS5d,  to  carry  out  the  views  of  that 
body  expressed  in  its  resolutions  set  forth  on  the  36th  and  36th 
pages  of  its  journal,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1856,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Virginia  Female  Institute  adopted  certain  resolutions,  a 
certified  copy  of  which  is  herewith  returned  marked  (A.) 
From  these  resolutions,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  certified 
that  the  whole  ascertained  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Institute  had  been  paid  off,  with  the  exception  of  three  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  principal,  and  one  hun- 
dred dollars  supposed  to  be  the  interest  that  had  accrued  in  the 
hands  of  Col.  Carrington,  Treasurer,  on  the  fund  paid  in  for 
the  purpose  of  discharging  the  debts.  Your  Committee  sup- 
pose the  Trustees  were  under  the  impression  that  the  Treasurer 
had  under  his  control  a  fund  sufficient  to  pay  the  entire  amount 
due  from  the  Convention,  and  that  as  said  fund  had  been  loaned 
out  at  interest  by  the  Treasurer,  it  would  be  proper  that  princi- 
pal and  interest  should  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  the 
fimd  was  raised.  It  will  appear,  however,  that  this  supposition 
was  erroneous,  and  that  the  Convention  had  not  raised  a  fund 
rafficient  to  pay  the  principal  sum  due  from  it. 

It  will  further  appear,  from  said  resolutions  of  the  Trustees, 
that  the  whole  number  of  shares  of  stock  i  in  the  Institute,  in- 
cluding the  seventy  shares  created  in  consideration  of  the 
$7,000  subscribed  by  the  Convention,  amounts  to  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  shares,  of  which  by  transfers  and  the  creation 
of  the  new  stock  as  aforesaid,  eighty-five  shares  are  vested  in 
the  stockholders  of  the  Convention^  and  eighty-three  shares  in 
the  other  stockholders. 
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Your  Committee  further  state,  that  one  of  their  number,  the 
undersignedi  Hugh  W.  Sheffey,  gave  his  personal  attention 
and  scrutiny  in  the  first  place  to  the  question  of  the  settlement 
and  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  Institute  over  and  above  the 
sum  stated  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Tnistees,  and  he  was  satis- 
fied that  the  ascertained  indebtedness  of  the  Institute,  with  die 
exception  before  stated,  was  paid  off  and  discharged,  the  mo* 
ney  having  passed  through  his  own  hands,  and  he.  having 
taken  the  receipts  of  the  creditors  and  filed  them  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  In  the  second  place,  he  satisfied  himself  by  an 
inspection  of  the  list  of  stockholders  that  eighty-five  sharBt 
constituted  a  majority  of  the  whole  stock  of  the  Institote. 
Your  Committee  herewith  return,  marked  (B,)  the  certificate  of 
stock  to  the  amount  of  eighty-five  shares,  in  the  names  of  S.  H. 
Lewis,  Alexander  Brown,  D.  H.  Conrad,  Edward  T.  Tayloe, 
Rev.  R.  K.  Meade,  Charles  Carter,  and  Thomas  S.  GholsoOi 
stockholders  of  the  Convention. 

After  receiving  the  certified  copy  of  said  resolations,  yonr 
Committee  drew  their  draft  on  Col.  G.  M.  Carrington,  Treanuer 
of  the  fiind,  for  the  money  in  his  hands.  This  draft  was  fcr- 
warded  for  collection  through  William  H.  Tarns,  Esq.,  Cashier 
of  the  Central  Bank  at  Staunton,  and  upon  that  draft.  Col.  Car- 
rington paid  the  sum  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  and 
eighty-three  dollars  and  twelve  cents.  The  money  so  received 
was  at  once  applied  towards  the  pa3rment  of  the  debt  to  the 
Valley  Bank,  amounting,  at  the  time,  to  two  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  nine  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents;  and  the  under- 
signed, Hugh  W.  Shefley,  in  order  to  save  the  Institute  from 
being  advertised  for  sale  under  the  trust  deed,  and  supposing 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  stock  held  by  Bishop  Meade  would  be 
forthcoming  in  a  short  time,  gave  his  own  note  at  30  days  for 
$228  13,  the  balance  of  the  bank  debt.  •  The  other  debts,  as 
ascertained  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  are  in  the  hands  of  Breeie 
Johnson,  Esq.,  attorney  for  various  creditors. 

The  amount  due  from  the  Convention  was  ascertained  by 
your  Committee  in  the  following  manner :  First,  by  refioence  to 
pages  42  and  43  of  the  journal  of  the  Lynchburg  Convention; 
1854,  where  it  will  be  seen  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Institute,  signed  by  D.  H.  Conrad,  Esq.,  Chairmao, 
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that  the  amount  then  paid  by  the  Convention  towards  the  debts 
of  the  InstitiitOy  was  $3,000.  The  Committee  say  further,  that 
there  was  then,  under  the  control  of  the  Convention,  the  further 
sum  of  $800,  and  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
$174  04  in  the  Valley  Bank  at  Staunton.  The  Committee 
further  say,  that  there  is  still  unpaid  and  in  arrear  $3,026, 
which,  with  the  fund  on  hand,  would  make  ab.)ut  $4,000  to  be 
'paid  over  by  the  Convention  towards  the  debts  of  the  Institute. 
For  greater  accuracy,  however,  your  Committee  referred  to  the 
account  reported  to  the  Lynchburg  Convention,  by  the  dis- 
bursing committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  R.  H.  PhilHps,  A.  J. 
Garbcr,  and  Wm.  W.  Donaghe,  from  which  it  appears  that  the 
whole  amount  disbursed  by  the  Committee  was  '  $3,108  66 
While  the  whole  amount  received  was        -        -  3,025  57 


Leaving  the  fund  indebted  to  Committee  the  sum  of  $83  09 
No  portion  of  the  Convention  fund,  as  your  Committee  is  in- 
formed, has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  since  the 
Lynchburg  Convention,  except  the  amount  received  by  your 
Committee.  It  appears  on  the  63d  page  of  the  Lynchburg 
Journal,  that  the  Committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Phillips,  &c., 
were  discharged  from  further  duties. 

From  the  statement  made,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  whole 
amount  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  Convention  was  $7,000  00 
Aud  that  the  amount  disbursed^  as  above,  was  3,025  57

And  the  balance  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Conven- 
tion, exclusive  of  interest,  will  be     •        -        -      $1,59131 
Your  Committee  are  not  informed  how  much,  if  any  thing, 

is  due  on  the  subscriptions  placed  in  Col.  Carrington's  hands. 

They  are  informed  that  Bishop  Meade  has  under  his  conirol  a 

fund  amounting  to  about  $900,  which  it  is  his  purpose  to  apply 

to  this  object. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  will  add  that  it  is  important 

that  the  means  to  pay  the  lesidue  of  the  debts  should  be 

promptly  raised,  in  order  to  avoid  further  costs^  and  also  the  in-

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terest  which  must  now  accrue  at  least,  if  not  heretofore  charge- 
able against  the  Convention.

<<  Whekeas,  by  letter  of  attorney,  duly  executed  aiid  filed 
with  the  Secretary,  Nicholas  K.  Trout,  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  transfer  fifteen  shares  of  stock  in  the  Virginia  Fe- 
male Institute,  belonging  to  private  Stockholders,  to  Samuel 
H.  I  ewis,  and  the  other  gentlemen  hereinafter  named  as  Stock- 
holders of  the  Convention,  which  number  of  shares,  together 
with  the  seventy  shares  already  directed  to  be  issued  to  them, 
will  vest  in  said  Samuel  H.  Lewis  and  others,  eighty-five  shares 
of  the  stock  of  the  Institution :  And,  whereas,  it  appears  from 
the  list  of  Stockholders,  that  the  whole  number  of  shares,  in- 
cluding the  fifteen  shares  to  be  transferred  as  af()resaid ,  and  also, 
the  seventy  shares  directed  to  be  created  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  of  seven  thousand  dollars  by  the  Convention  towards 
the  debts  of  the  Institute,  will  be  one  hundred  and  sixty  eight 
shares,  of  which  a  mnjority  of  the  whole,  to  wit:  Eighty-five 
shares  will  be  vested  in  the  Stockholders  of  the  Convention, 
eighty-three  shares  remaining  in  the  hands  of  private  Stock- 
holders :  And,  whereas,  it  appears  to  this  Board  that  the  cniire 
indebtedness  of  the  Institute,  so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained  after 
due  advertisement  and  inquiry^  has  been  paid  off.  The  receipts 
of  the  creditors  or  of  their  counsel,  being  tiled  with  the  Secre- 
tary, with  the  exception  of  the  sum  of  three  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars — that  being  the  amount  still 
due  from  the  Convention — and  one  hundred  dollars  supposed  to 
be  interest  in  the  Convention  fund  in  the  hands  of  Col.  Car- 
rington,  the  Treasuier;  therefore,  bo  it 

1.  Resolved  J  That  Nicholas  K.  Trout,  the  Secretary  of  this 
Board,  issue  to  Samuel  II.  Lewis,  David  H.  Conrad,  Edward 
T.  Tayloe,  Charles  Carter,  Alexander  Brown,  Rev.  Richard  K. 
Meade,  and  Thomas  S.  Gholson,  eighty-five  shares  of  stock  in 
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the  Virginia  Female  Institute,  and  that  he  forward  a  certificate 
of  said  stock  to  said  Samuel  H.  Lewis. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  inform  Hugh  W.  Sheffey,  Eugene 
Davis,  and  Rev.'  R.  H.  Wilmer,  the  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Convention,  that  the  individuals  who  originally  assumed  to 
pay  the  debts  of  the  Institute  over  and  above  the  sum  of  $7,000 
assumed  by  the  Convention,  have,  on  their  part,  or  others  for 
them,  fully  performed  their  undertaking,  and  that  the  residue 
of  the  debts,  amounting  to  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars,  remain  to  be  paid  by  the  Convention. 

3.  That  if  interest  to  an  amount  greater  than  one  hundred 
dollars  has  accmed  on  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  Col.  Carrington, 
Treasurer,  this  Board  deems  it  but  right  that  the  whole  amount 
of  interest  that  may  have  so  accrued  be  paid  over  for  the  in- 
demnity of  the  parties  who  have  settled  the  residue  of  the 
debts.

Resoloedy  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  a  day  to 
be  observed  throughout  the  Diocese  as  a  day  of  special  prayer 
to  the  Divine  Head  of  the  Church,  that  he  will  raise  up  young 
men  to  supply  the  great  want  of  ministers  in-  the  Church,  and 
that  the  Bishop  will  also  furnish  a  form  of  prayer  to  be  used  in 
the  churches  on  that  occasion. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Con- 
vention and  of  the  Standing  Committee,  bo  made  the  special 
order  of  business  for  to-morrow  morning,  immediately  after 
reading  of  the  Journal. 

On  motion ,  it  was 

Resolvedy  That  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States^  proposed  by  the  General  Convention  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Dioceses,  be  made  the  order  of  business  directly 
after  the  election  of  the  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention 
and  the  Standing  Committee. 

On  motion^  the  House  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock, 
to-morrow  morning. 


FmiiAY,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  according  to  adjournment. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese^  took  the  chair  and 
called  the  Convention  to  order. 

Prayer  was  oflfered  up  by  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Dana,  of  Christ 
Church,  Ah^xandria. 

Minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  adopted.

The  business  in  order  at  this  time  (being  the  election  of  Dele- 
gates to  the  General  Convention,  and  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee,)  was,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Chair,  postponed  to 
allow  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Johns, 
D.  D.,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Dioces6,  which  report  was 
then  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Hoflf,  Bishop  Johns  being  unwell. 

BISHOP  JOHN'S  REPORT. 

In  enumerating  the  services  of  the  last  year,  it  is  proper  to  in- 
clude those  which  were  performed  in  Lexington  after  the  ad-  ^ 
journmeiit  of  the  Convention.  May  20,  at  an  early  hour,  in 
Christ  Church,  I  confirmed,  and  on  the  same  occasion  admitted 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Ambler,  and  the  Rev.  Erskine  M.  Rodman  to 
Priest's  Orders.  Each  service  was  preceded  by  the  customary 
address.  At  half  past  nine  the  same  morning,  at  the  request  of 
the  Cadets  of  the  Mrginia  Military  Institute,  I  preached  in  their 
Hall  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience.  In  the  afternoon  I 
preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  at  night,  in  Christ 
Church,  participated  in  the  religious  exercises  which  follow  the 
close  of  our  Convention.  June  3.  I  preached  at  one  of  the 
Missionary  stations  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Seminary.  11.  I 
preached  at  King  George  Court  House,  and  confirmed  two.  13. 
I  preached  at  Oak  Grove,  and  confirmed  two.  14.  I  preached 
at  Westmoreland  Court  House,  lo.  I  preached  at  Noniini,aud 
confirmed  nine.  16.  I  admitted  the  Rev.  T.  Grayson  Dashiell 
to  Priest's  Orders,  in  Yeocomico  Church.  The  candidate  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Chesley ;  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Sparrow;  exhortation  by  myself.  17.  At  Richmond  Court 
House  1  preached,  and  confirmed  two.  18.  At  North  Farnham 
I  preached,  and  confirmed  one.    19.  At  White  Chapel  I  preached. 
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and  confirmed  two.  May  20.  At  Kilmarnock,  to  which  I  rode 
through  a  heavy  rain,  the  ways  were  so  flooded,  that  no  congre- 
gation could  assemble.  Here  we  were  hospitably  received  by 
Mr.  James  Kelly,  since  deceased,  whose  interest  in  the  Church 
and  its  institutions  was  manifested  by  a  contribution  of  $475 
during  last  summer,  to  aid  in  enlarging  the  Chapel  of  the  Semi- 
nary, and  subsequently,  by  a  legacy  of  $2000  to  its  permanent 
fund.  21.  I  preached  at  Christ  Church,  Lancaster.  22.  I 
preached  at  Christ  Church,  Middlesex  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  at 
Urbana,  in  the  neat  and  convenient  house  of  worship,  provided 
by  the  liberality  of  Capt.  Bailey,  recently  deceased.  A  sketch 
of  the  eventful  life  of  this  remarkable  man,  may  be  seen  in 
Bishop  Meade's  reminiscences  of  the  Church  in  Middlesex.  By 
his  removal  the  Parish  has  been  deprived  of  a  most  generous 
benefactor,  and  its  occasional  visitors  of  a  kind  and  considerate 
friend,  whose  honest-hearted  and  abounding  hospitality  will  be 
long  and  gratefully  remembered.  June  23.  At  Tappahannock, 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ward,  I  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion, and  the  next  day  preached  and  confirmed  two.  25.  I  rode 
several  miles,  to  the  vicinity  of  St.  Paul's,  Essex,  but  as  the 
Rector  concluded  that  the  weather  forbid  the  hope  of  the  con- 
gregation assembling,  I  passed  on,  so  as  to  be  in  reach  of  my 
next  appointment.  June  26.  1  preached  at  Yauter's  Church  in 
the  morning,  and  at  night  at  Port  Royal,  where  I  confirmed  one. 
The  remainder  of  the  week  was  occupied  at  the  Seminary.  29. 
In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Alexandria,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Charles 
R.  Howard,  and  the  Rev.  Juo.  D.  Powell  to  Priest's  Orders. 
July  1.  In  St.  Paul's,  Alexandria,  I  admitted  Mr.  G.  B.  Reese 
to  Deacon's  Orders,  and  confirmed  eight.  In  Christ  Church, 
Alexandria,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Julius  Sams,  of  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina,  to  Priest's  Orders,  and  confirmed  thirteen.  14. 
I  preached  at  Brentsville.  15.  I  preached  in  the  morning  at  the 
same  place^  and  confirmed  one.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at 
Union  Chapel.  July  21.  I  preached  at  Warrenton.  22.  At  the 
same  place,  and  confirmed  two.  29.  1  preached  at  Herring 
Creek  Church,  Maryland.  Aug.  4.  I  preached  at  St.  Stephen's, 
Fauquier.  5.  I  preached  at  Haymarket.  6.  I  confirmed  one 
person  of  the  same  Parish  in  private.  II.  At  Upperville,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  two.  12.  I  preached  at  Middlebnrg  in 
the  morning,^  and  confirmed  three ;  and  at  night  I  preached 
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again .     19.  I  preached  in  the  Prayer  Hall  of  the  Seminary.    21. 
I  confirmed,  in  private,  a  member  of  Christ  Church,  Alexandria. 
22.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Alexandria,  I 
delivered  a  funeral  address,  and  performed  the  services  at  the 
grave.    25.  I  officiated  under  similar  circumstances  at  the  inter- 
ment of  a  member  of  Christ  Church,  Alexandria.     September 
30.  Worshipped  with  the  new  congregation  in  the  Lyceum,  and 
delivered  an  address,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spri^. 
October  7.  i  preached  at  Leesburg,  and  confirmed  one.    8.  I 
preached  at  the  Plains,  and  confirmed  two.     9.  I  preached  at 
Salem.     11.  I  preached  at  Leed's.    The  unexpected  and  inju- 
dicious change  of  the  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  rendered  it  necessary  to  make  a  forced  journey  to 
New  York,  and  to  return  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  meet  the  ap- 
pointments which   had   been  published.     October  21.  In  the 
morning  I  preached  at  St.  John's,  Richmond,  and  confirmed 
fourteen.    At  night  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's,  and  confirmed 
seven.     October  22.  At  Grace  Church,  Petersburg,  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  fourteen.     At  night,  in  the  same   Church,  I 
preached,  and  admitted  Mr.  Robert  Gatewood  to  Deacon's  Or- 
ders.    23.  At  Hicksford  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  white 
and  seven  colored  persons.    24.  At  Grace  Church,  Greenesville, 
no  congregation  on  account  of  the  rain,     25.  At  Brunswick 
Court  House  I  preached,  and  confirmed  three  white  and  five 
colored  persons.     26.  I  preached  at  Trinity,  Brunswick,  and 
confirmed  two.     27.  I  preached  at  Sapony  Church.     2S.  In  the 
morning  I  preached  at  Dinwiddie  Court  House,  and  at  night,  in 
Petersburg,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Locke,  I  addressed 
the  congregation  of  Stx  Paul's.     29.  I  preached  at  City  Point. 
30.  I  preached  at  Merchant's  Hope.     31.  I  preached  at  Brandon, 
and  confirmed  two.     Nov.  2.  I  preached  at  AbingJon  Church, 
Gloucester.     The  services  appointed  for  the  next  day  were  pre- 
vented by  rain.     4  and  5.   At  Ware,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
four.     6  and  7.   I  preached  at  Trinity  Church,  Matthews,  and 
confirmed  two.     10  and  11.  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's,  Essex, 
and   confirmed   twelve.     December  2.    I   preached   in   Christ 
Church,  Alexandria.     The  increased  number  of  students  in  the 
Seminary,  and  of  pupils  at  the  High  School,  together  with  the 
growing  population  in  the  vicinity,  has  made  it  obvious  that  an 
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enlargement  of  the  chapel  was  indispensable.     The  appeal  made 
for  this  purpose,  to  friends  in  the  neighborhood,  and  at  a  dis- 
tance, was  promptly  and  liberally  responded  to,  and  on  the  19th 
of  December,   I  had  the  salisfaction  of  consecrating  the  new 
building  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God.     On  Christmas  day 
I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Seminary,  and  also  on  the  30th 
of  December.    January  3,  1856,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Whit- 
tingham,  I  officiated  at  the  opening  of  All  Saints  Church,  Frede- 
ricktown,  Maryland,  and  at  night  confirmed   fourteen.    The 
next  morning  I  baptized  in  the  same  church,  the  son  of  a  former 
parishioner.     February  14.  I  preached  in  the  Seminary  Chapel. 
16.  1  preached  at  Grace  Church,  Philadelphia.     17.  I  preached 
in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah  in  the  morning,  and  at  the  request 
of  Uishop  A.  Potter,  confirmed  nine.    In  the  afternoon  I  preached 
in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany.     March  9.  I  preached  to  the 
congregation  in  Alexandria,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sprigg.     11.  In  the  Seminary  Chapel  I  admitted  Mr.  Robert 
Jope  to  Deacon's  Orders.     The  service  was  read,  and  the  can- 
didate presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Packard;  sermon  by  myself. 
Mr.  Jop)e,  immediately  after  his  ordination,  accepted  an  invita- 
tion from  St.  John's  Church,  Portsmouth.     18.  By  request  of 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's,  Norfolk,  I  preached  a  sermon  on  the 
life  and  ministry  of  their  late  Rector,  our  lamented  brother,  the 
Rev.  William  M.  Jackson.     In  Christ  Church,  Charlottesville, 
I  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  20ih,  morning  and  evening 
of  the  21st,  morning  and  afternoon  of  the  22d,  (the  second  ser- 
vice being  for  the  servants,)  and  morning  and  evening  of  the  23d. 
At  the  second  service  of  the  22d,  I  baptized  Richard  Kidder 
Meade,  an  infant,  and  Anthony,  a  colored  adult.     March  31.  I 
preached  in  the  Seminary  Chapel.     April  4.   1  attended  and 
participated  in  the  interesting  services  of  the  anniversary  of  the 
Sunday  School  of  Christ  Church,  Alexandria.    April  17.  I  left 
home  to  visit  the  Western  section  of  the  Diocese.    20.  I  conse- 
crated Christ  Church,  Clarksburg,  sentence  of  consecration  by 
the  Rev.  R.  A.  Castleman,  morning  service  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Perkins,  sermon  by  myself.     I  preached  also  in  the  evening. 
This  handsome  church  has  been  erected  by  the  indefatigable 
efforts  of  the  Rector,  who  has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
it  is  held  by  the  Vestry  without  the  slightest  pecuniary  embar- 
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rassment.  21.  We  proceeded  in  the  fiice  of  a  snow  storm, 
twenty-three  miles  to  Weston,  where  I  preached  at  night,  and 
though  the  ground  was  covered  several  inches,  and  the  snow 
still  falling,  I  was  met  by  a  large  congregation.  Three  persons 
were  confirmed,  one  of  whom  had  come  thirty,  and  another,  a 
lady,  sixteen  miles,  to  enjoy  this  spiritual  privilege.  22.  In 
the  morning,  I  baptized  an  infant  at  Weston.  23.  I  preached 
at  Fairmont  and  confirmed  two.  24.  At  Wheeling,  examined 
T.  H.  Smith,  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,  in  which  exam- 
ination I  was  aided  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Perkins,  and  R.  A. 
Castleman.  25.  I  preached  at  Wellsburg.  26.  1  preached 
at  St.  Jahn's,  Brooke  county,  and  in  the  evening  baptized  an 
infant  at  Wellsburg.  Both  of  these  congregations  are  suffering 
fer  want  of  a  minister.  The  church  at  Wellsburg,  much  re- 
duced by  deaths  and  removals,  must,  unless  soon  provided  for, 
become  extinct.  27.  In  St.  John's,  Wheeling,  I  admitted  Mr. 
T.  H.  Smith  to  Deacon's  Orders,  morning  service  by  Rev. 
George  K.  Warner,  candidate  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Perkins, 
sermon  by  myself.  It  is  expected  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  will 
be  settled  at  Weston,  and  relieve  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Castleman  of  a 
part  of  his  too  extended  field  of  labor.  At  night,  I  preached  in 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  and  confirmed  eighteen.  30.  I  preached 
at  Moundsville,  and  confirmed  eight.  At  night,  I  preached  in 
St.  John's,  Wheeling,  and  confirmed  six.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Warner  acting  as  Rector  of  the  Chiirch,  has  been  officiating 
there  but  a  few  weeks.  30.  I  preac!ied  at  Cow  Creek.  May 
1.  I  preached  at  Parkersburg  and  confirm.ed  one.  May  2.  I 
preached  at  Ravenswood  and  confirmed  four.  3.  I  preached  at 
Point  Pleasant.  4.  At  Bruce  Chapel,  Mercer's  Bottom.  5.  I 
preached  at  Bnfl!alo.  The  last  three  places  are  Missionary  sta- 
tions, and  greatly  need  the  services  of  a  faithful  minister.  At 
Charleston,  Kanawha,  and  the  vicinity,  though  suffering  from 
a  severe  cold  and  sore  throat,  I  was  enabled  to  perform  the  fol- 
lowing services:  In  St.  John's  Church,  I  preached  on  the  9th 
at  night.  10.  Morning  and  night.  11.  In  the  morning,  and 
confirmed  nine.  In  the  afternoon,  I  rode  to  the  Salines,  preached 
and  confirmed  four.  This  service  was  conducted  in  the  Metho- 
dist Church  kindly  loaned  us,  our  own  having,  during  the  last 
year  fallen  down,  in  consequence  of  its  defective  foundation. 
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With  commendable  promptness ,  another  building  has  been 
commenced  on  a  different  site,  and  judging  from  its  ap|)earance 
as  far  as  it  has  progressed,  it  promises  to  be  substantial  and 
commodious.  I  very  much  regret  that  I  was  prevented  by  in- 
disposition, from  visiting  the  Church  at  Coalsmouth,  still  with- 
out a  Rector.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith  and  Tompkins  officiated 
Ihere  for  me,  and  from  their  report,  as  well  as  from  conversation 
with  one  of  the  Vestry,  whom  1  saw  in  Charleston,  I  learned 
the  deep  concern  of  the  people  on  account  of  their  lamentable 
destitution,  and  their  great  anxiety  to  be  supplied.  In  this 
beantifui  portion  of  the  valley  of  the  Kanawha,  there  is  no 
preaching  of  any  kind.  The  condition  of  this  congregation, 
and  the  fact  that  near  to  it  there  are  extensive  mining  establish- 
ments, with  numerous  operatives,  and  their  families,  who  prefer 
the  services  of  our  Church,  and  have  often  and  earnestly  applied 
for  them,  render  this  region  one  of  peculiar  interest,  as  a  field  for 
Missionary  enterprise.  May  12.  Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Tompkins,  I  left  Charleston  at  daybreak  in  the  stage,  and  at  5, 
P.  Mm  reached  Guayandotte.  Here  I  had  no  appointment,  but  1 
bfought  with  me  a  letter  to  the  only  resident  presumed  to  be 
connected  with  the  Church,  that  if  practicable,  we  might  have 
service  there  at  night,  but  it  was  concluded  that  we  had  arrived 
too  late  to  circulate  the  notice,  and  the  design  was  abandoned. 
Our  next  object  was  to  secure  the  first  packet  which  should 
pass  up  the  river.  The  gentleman  at  the  wharf  boat,  who 
answered  our  inquiries,  proved  to  be  a  communicaiit  of  the 
Church,  originally  from  Ohio,  but  for  several  years  in  business 
ui  Guayandotte,  during  all  which  time  he  had  been  deprived  of 
the  services  he  loved,  except  at  long  intervals  when  away  from 
home.  Ho  had  noticed  the  series  of  appointments  along  the 
Kanawha  valley,  and  proposed  jt>iniiig  us  there,  but  found  it 
out  of  his  power,  and  now,  conjecturing  who  we  >vere,  he 
followed  us  with  the  inquiry.  On  learning  that  his  conjecture 
was  correct,  and  that  we  had  wished  to  hold  a  service  there  that 
Bight,  but  that  it  had  been  deemed  too  late  to  give  the  necessary 
notice,  he  and  a  Methodist  gentleman  standing  near,  volunteered 
to  make  the  experiment,  and  do  all  they  could  to  collect  a  con- 
gregation. They,  uniting  with  the  ifriend  to  whom  I  had 
brought  the  letter  of  introduction,  and  being  materially  assisted 
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by  a  highljr  respectable  and  influential  gentleman,  who  with  his 
family  were  attached  to  the  Church,  the  arrangements  were 
soon  made,  and  at  the  usual  hour  1  had  the  satisfaction  of 
preaching  to  a  large  audience,  assembled  in  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  next  morning  before  breakfast,  I  baptized  an 
infant,  Henry  Livingston  Webb,  of  the  family  already  alluded 
to.  Whilst  in  Guyandotte,  I  was  brought  into  conimiinicatioo 
with  a  company  of  intelligent  and  enterprising  gentlemen  from 
the  Stat<!  of  New  York,  who  were  about  closing  the  purchase 
of  a  tract  of  twenty  thousand  acres  of  land  in  the  vicinity,  for 
the  pur])ose  of  establishing  a  large  agricultural  settlement. 
With  two  exceptions,  they  were  Episcopalians,  and  all  expressed 
g»oat  interest  to  have  our  services  brought  within  their  reach. 
I  cannot  but  hope  that  (his  visit  may  soon  lead  to  the  establish- 
ment ol  a  Missionary  in  that  part  of  Cabell  county. 

A   tour  of  about  1500  miles  accomplished  without  hurt  or 
serious  hindrance,  furnishes  abundant  cause  for  thankfulness. 

The  impression  produced  in  this  visitation,  by  all  I  saw  and 
heard,  served  but  to  deepen  my  conviction  of  the  greatness  of 
the  work  to  be  done  in  that  very  inteiesting  but  comparatively 
very  destitute  portion  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  be  essayed  speedily, 
if  we  would  avail  ourselves  of  the  advantages  which  now  invite 
us  to  prompt  and  energetic  action.  I  do  not  mean  t>  intimate 
that  it  would  be  without  trials  and  discouragements.  These, 
more  or  less,  are  inseparable  from  the  work,  wherever  commen- 
ced, and  in  our  West,  difficulties  of  a  peculiar  kind  may  be  en- 
countered at  the  outset.  But,  then  there  are  the  people  pleading 
for  the  presence  and  service  of  the  Christian  ministry,  with  an 
appeal  as  distinct  and  intelligible,  as  the  call  that  fell  on  the  ear 
of  the  Aposile  at  Troas.  And  who  will  go  '^over  and  help 
them?"  The  cry  of  Africa  is  heard — the  distant  call  of  China 
is  heard — there  is  scarce  a  heathen  people,  the  recital  of  whose 
necessities  docs  not  find  a  sympathetic  cord  in  the  bosom  of 
some  of  those  wiio  arc  commissioned  to  preach  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ,  and  this  is  as  it  should  be.  But  shall  our  own 
people  be  unheard  or  unheeded  ?  Unheard  they  shall  not  be, 
for  I  am  commissioned  to  state  their  wants,  and  urge  their 
claims,  and  could  I  execute  that  commission  with  an  ability  at 
all  etiual  to  the  interest  which  I  feel,  or  could  I  vividly  repre- 
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sent  the  scenes  through  which  my  recent  visitation  has  carried 
nie^  I  am  persuaded  some  would  be  ready  to  respond^  <'here  are 
we,  send  us."  1  know  the  demand  for  ministerial  service,  and 
doubt  not  that  the  paucity  of  the  supply  is,  in  part,  the  cause  of 
the  continued  destitution  to  which  1  allude,  and  so  I  have  ex- 
plained it  to  those  who  have  complained  to  me,  as  if  no  one 
cared  for  their  souls — yet  I  cannot  but  think,  that  if  the  present 
state  of  the  border,  and  some  of  the  interior  counties  was  rightly 
apprehended,  they  would  command  a  larger  proportion  of  our 
clerical  force,  than  they  have  yet  been  privileged  to  receive. 
Means  for  their  reasonable  support  will  not  be  wanting.  The 
people  themselves  are  prepared  to  furnish  part,  and  there  is,  I  am 
confident,  a  heart  in  this  Diocese  to  provide  what  may  be  further 
needed.  What  we  want  is  tl.o  men — humble,  earnest,  active 
men — who  are  ready  to  endure  hardships  for  Christ's  sake,  and 
the  Gospel's.  For  want  of  suck  the  work  stands.  Let  us  then, 
with  increasing  earnestness  and  im|iortunity,  pray  that  the  Lord 
will  "send  forth  more  laborers  into  his  harvest."

Resolved,  That  the  stockholders  of  the  Virginia  Female  In- 
stitute, at  Staunton,  who  represent  the  interests  of  this  Conven- 
tion, be  requested  and  instructed  to  devise  such  measures  among 
themselves  as  shall  insure  the  presence  of  one  or  more  of  their 
number  at  all  meetings  of  ahe  stockholders. 

The  committee  on  new  parishes  presented  the  following  report 
and  resolution : 

The  committee  on  new  parishes  have  considered  the  petition 
of  sundry  residents  of  Prince  George  and  Surry  counties,  pray- 
ing that  the  congregation  which  worships  at  Brandon  Church, 
within  the  limits  of  Martin's  Brandon  Parish,  may  be  separated 
from  said  Parish,  and  that  the  Church  at  Cabin  Point,  in 
.  the  county  of  Surry,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  parish  of 
South wark,  may  be  separated  from  said  parish,  and  united  to 
Brandon  Church,  so  that  the  two  may  constitute  a  new  parish. 
The  petitioners  seem  to  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  canon,  in  regard  to  notice,  &c.,  with  one  excepiion,  which 
the  committee  do  not  feel  themselves  authorized  to  overlook. 
The  llih  canon,  in  its  2d  section,  in  prescribing  the  terms  of 
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tbe  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop,  and  Testrjr  of  the  old  parish, 
of  the  intended  application,  expressly  requires  that  the  notice 
shall  contain  a  description  of  ike  proposed  line  or  lines  of  dwisum. 
In  the  petition  now  before  us  no  such  designation  of  boundaries  is 
given,  and  it  is  admitted  that  the  notice  is  defective  in  the  same 
particular.  The  12th  canon,  however,  in  reiaiion  to  newoan- 
gregations,  dispenses  with  this  requirement,  and  the  committee 
has  suggested  to  the  friends  of  the  measure  the  propriety  of  al- 
tering the  terms  of  their  application,  so  that  it  may  be  regarded 
as  a  prayer  for  permission  to  f^rm  a  new  congregation  ^t  <^  Bran- 
don Church,'*  embracing  a  portion  of  the  people  of  Martin's 
Brandon  Parish  and  of  South wark  Parish.  The  ends  of  Aa 
petitioners  will  be  as  effectually  attained  in  this  way  as  by  the 
erection  of  a  new  parish,  which  cannot  be  done  without  a  nev 
notice  and  a  distinct  definition  of  boundarv.  In  this  modified 
form  the  grant  will  not  be  in  literal  conformity  with  the  prayer, 
or  with  the  notice,  but  the  variance  is  not  sufficient,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  to  justiiy  an  absolute  rejection  of  tbe 
application;  and  as  it  is  understood  that  a  spirit  of  concord  and 
mutual  concession  has  marked  the  whole  procedure,  it  is  very 
desirable  that  mere  technical  difficulties  should  not  disappoiot 
the  expectations  and  wishes  of  those  most  concerned.  '1  hey, 
therefore,  re[K)rt  the  following  resolution,  for  the  adoption  of 
the  Convention  : 

Resolved,  That  the  congregation  at  Brandon  Church,  in  Mar- 
tin's Brandon  Parish,  composed,  in  part,  of  residents  of  said 
Parish,  and  of  residents  in  the  adjacent  Parish  of  i^outhwark, 
accustomed  to  worship  at  Brandon  Church,  shall  constitute  a 
separate  congregation,  and  be  adtnitted  to  commune  with  them 
with  all  the  rights  and  powers,  severally  thereto  pertaining,  and 
that  the  delegates  from  the  old  and  new  congregations  now 
present,  be  admitted  to  seals  in  this  Convention. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  committee  was  received,  and  the 
resolution  adopted. 

The  order  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  General  Conventiou 
being  now  called  up,  the  Convention,  after  hearing  varioos 
nominations  for  clerical  delegates,  proceeded  to  ballot,  when  the 
following  gentlemen  of  the  clergy  were  declared  to  be  elected  :

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The  Convention  next  proceeded  to  baUot  for  Lay  Delegates, 
Id  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Convention  of  the 
Ghnrch,  when  the  following  gentlemen  were  declared  to  be 
elected:

Rev.  J.  Grammer,  D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Fund  for  the  Support  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clergymen,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  Fund,  would  report  that  there  has  not 
come  into  hands  any  separate  account  of  this  fund.  The 
Treasurer^  probably,  through  inadvertence  blended  this  account 
with  his  report  to  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Qiphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen.  From  an  examination  the 
Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  condition  of  the  fund  held  by 
the  said  Treasurer,  in  behalf  of  the  Convention,  is  as  it  was 
when  the  last  report  was  rendered. 

In  reference  to  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address,  referred  to 
this  Committee,  we  would  report  that,  on  application  to  the  So- 
ciety, for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy- 
men, that  Society,  at  its  annual  meeting,  held  on  yesterday, 
adopted  a  resolution  directing  the  Treasurer  to  pay  annually, 
until  otherwise  ordered,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol* 
lare  out  of  the  annual  profits  which  shall  come  into  bis  hands 
from  the  said  fund,  to  the  legal  guardian  of  the  orfdian  son  of 
the  late  Rev.  James  Chisholm,  deceased.

The  order  for  the  consideration  of  alterations  in  certain  articles 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  proposed  by  the  General  Con- 
vention to  the  Diocese  in  connection  therewith,  being  called  up^ 
and  the  proposed  alterations  read  to  the  Oonye^tion|  the  first 
alteration  was  concurred  in,  to  wit; 

Amendment  to  Article  II, 
<^  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  represeQ* 
tation  of  both  the  clergy  and  the  laity,  (Such  representation 
shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen— 
Communicants  in  this  Churchy  residents  in  the  Diocese  ^  and  cho- 
sen in  the  m/onner prescribed  by  the  Convention  thereof.**) 
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Ameitdment  to  Article  V. 
''No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain 
less  than  fifteen  self-supporting  parishes^  or  less  than  fifteen 
presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resi- 
dent within  the  bonnds  of  such  new  Diocese^  regularly  setded 
in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  existing 
Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  thirty  self- 
suppmiinff  parishes,  or  less  than  twenty  presbyters  who  have 
been  residing  therein  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  men- 
tioned^ j^ftmcferf  that  no  city  shall  form  more  than  one  Diocese.^* 

Amendment  to  Article  VI. 

*'  In  every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  presb3rters  and  Dea- 
cons may  be  instituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until 
the  Cfeneral  Contention  shall  provide  a  uniform  mode  of  trialJ*^

Saturdati  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  took  the  chair  and 
called  the  Convention  to  order. 

Prayer  was  offered  up  by  the  Rev.  P.  F.  Berkley,  of  Raleigh 
Parish,  Amelia  county. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings. 

The  conmiittee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  report  a 
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plan  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergyman,  pcesented  the  fill- 
lowing  report,  accompanied  with  reaolutioos: 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Conyention  ''to  derise 
and  report  a  scheme  for  the  relief  of  disabled  clergymeiiy''  hate 
given  to  the  subject  their  earnest  and  prayerful  conadeiationt 
aided,  as  opportunity  has  offered,  by  the  eotmcils  of  derical  and 
lay  brethren,  without  as  well  as  within  the  limits  oi  this  Diocese; 
and  aided  still  more  effectually  by  the  example  and  practice  of 
other  Dioceses  where  measures  like  that  proposed  haTe  been  fiv 
years  in  actual  and  successful  operation. 

Before  proceeding  to  recommend  a  scheme  which  seems  to  your 
committee  most  likely  to  secure  the  desired  object,  it  may  not  be 
deemed  irreleyant  or  out  of  place  for  us  to  state,  that  our  fiiat 
impressions  as  to  the  importance  and  necessity  of  such  a  prorisiim 
have  not  been  removed ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  deepened  and  con- 
firmed by  further  reflection.  The  clergy  of  Virginia  are,  Ibr  the 
most  part,  men  of  very  moderate  fortunes;  or,  to  adapt  the  phme 
more  precisely  to  the  &ct,  they  are — ^with  here  and  there  a  nit 
exception — wholly  without  fortune,  dependent,  as  long  as  they 
confine  themselves  to  their  sacred  calling,  upon  the  scanty  salaiies 
paid,  or  promised  to  them  by  their  congregations.  This  annual 
sti})end  rarely  exceeds,  if  it  ever  comes  up  to,  the  needful  and  moit 
frugal  expenditures  of  the  year ;  utterly  forbidding  the  hope  or 
calculation — which  cheers  the  labor  of  other  men's  liyes— that 
from  earnings  of  youth  and  vigorous  manhood,  a  pittance  may  be 
spared  and  prudently  husbanded  for  decrepid  old  age.  It  has, 
indeed,  so  happened  in  the  merciful  providence  of  Grod,  that  bat 
few  examples  have  yet  occurred  among  the  clergy  of  our  State 
and  Church  of  helpless  destitution  or  serious  want,  occasioned  by 
age  or  bodily  infirmity;  but,  that  cases  will  occur,  and  are  most 
likely  soon  to  occur,  may  be  read  not  only  in  the  general  doom  of 
our  frail  humanity,  but  is  brought  more  directly  home  to  us  in  the 
gray  hairs  and  bending  forms  of  not  a  few  of  those  who  make  Jsp 
the  number  of  this  body.  That  Ood  in  his  goodness  will  im  mmu 
way  provWe  solace  and  relief  for  his  aged  and  faithful  servants, 
none  can  doubt.  That  the  bleak  common  or  the  comfortless  poor- 
house,  or — ^what  is  hardly  less  bleak  and  comfortless — the  coU 
and  reluctant  offering  of  private  charity,  is  ever  to  be  the  lot  of 
one  of  these  brethren,  we  can  scarcely  bring  ourselves  to  believe. 
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But  God  in  his  providence  is  pleased  to  work  by  reasonable  means, 
and  in  the  conduct  of  human  affairs,  human  agencies  are  usually 
employed.  And  whilst  his  goodness  and  wisdom,  which  are  *^  over 
all  his  works,''  may  be  especially  relied  on,  to  shelter  and  comfort 
the  declining  years  of  those,  who,  having  so  long  done  battle  ia  his 
cause,  become  at  last,  unable  to  bear  the  weight  of  the  armor,  it 
seems  not  irreverent  or  unwarrantable  in  us  to  presume  that  we 
have  a  duty  to  perform  in  this  matter,  and  that  we  may  be  His 
appointed  instruments  in  this  work  of  beneficence  and  justice. 
With  humble  reliance,  then,  on  his  help  and  guidance,  let  us  apply 
ourselves  to  the  task. 

In  making  the  proposed  provinon,  and  rendering  it  available 
and  usefid,  three  principal  questions  have  been  coniddered  by  the 
committee: 

1st.  The  size  of  the  fund  needed  for  the  object,  ^d  the  manner 
of  raising  it. 

2d.  The  proper  mode  of  securing,  investing,  and  holding  it. 

3d.  Rules  for  its  proper  application,  and  chiefly  the  proper  mode 
of  selecting  the  beneficiaries  of  the  fund,  and  of  measuring  the  aid 
to  be  afforded. 

And,  first.  Looking  to  the  present  state  of  our  Diocese,  and 
basing  some  calculations  for  the  future  on  the  existence  of  the 
past,  a  fund  of  no  great  size — yielding,  we  will  say,  an  annual 
revenue  of  $1,000 — ^would,  for  a  time  at  least,  meet  all  probable 
exigencies.  Your  committee  cannot  doubt  that,  by  proper  expla- 
nations and  ai^als,  the  laity  of  the  Church  could  be  induced 
prmnptly  to  subscribe  an  amount  large  enough  to  ensure  such  an 
annuity;  but  lest  this  should  prove  an  unsafe  reliance,  they  suggest 
and  recommend  the  practice  of  other  Dioceses  in  which  the  neces* 
sary  annuity,  and  something  more  to  be  added  to  the  fund,  is 
raised  by  a  general  collection,  to  be  made  on  some  stated  day,  in 
•very  congregation  of  the  Diocese.  A  spirited  appeal  from  the 
standing  committee  of  the  fund,  with  a  brief  explanation  of  its 
objects,  might,  on  such  occasions,  be  read  by  the  ministers  to  their 
several  charges,  and  the  remote  and  very  contingent  interest  which 
each  minister  would  have  in  the  object  of  the  collection,  whilst  it 
might  be  sufficient  to  secure  his  attention  to  the  duty,  would  hardly 
be  direct  or  personal  enough  to  make  him  scruple  to  urge  the 
claims  on  the  liberality  of  his  people. 
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Secondly.  If  this  primary  object — ^the  raudng  of  the  fimd — shall 
be  attained,  **the  best  method  of  securing  or  founding  it^**  will 
be  the  next  consideration;  and  the  question  is  not  without  its  diffi- 
culties, but  they  are  difficulties  which  belong  to  the  conduct  of 
all  the  financial  and  temporal  interests  of  our  own  and  other 
Churches  in  Virginia.  As  long  as  we  have  Chureh  organizations, 
or  associated  Christians,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be  called, 
the  use  of  money  and  other  property  will  be  indispensable  to  their 
proper  management.  It  is  worse  than  Utopian  to  expect  die  time 
when  such  instrumentalities  may  be  dispensed  with.  To  hold 
invests  secure,  and  properly  manage  this  money  and  property,  a 
nmple  act  of  incorporation,  with  limited  guarded  powers,  nay 
well  be  suggested  as  the  best  expedient.  But  we  may  hardly 
hope  to  change  the  jealous  policy  of  the  State  upon  that  subject, 
although  we  would  fidn  believe  that  public  opinion  is  ready  to 
surrender  the  inconvenient  abstraction.  Keeping,  therefore,  withis 
the  law  as  it  iSf  and  not  presuming  to  do  anything  which  t^  does 
not  sanction,  we  propose  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Convention — to  consist  of  five  responsible  laymen — by  whom,  and 
in  whose  name  this  fund  shall  be  held,  handled,  invested^  and  dis* 
bursed.  The  bonds,  transfers  of  stock,  and  other  forms  of  invest- 
ment to  be  so  prepared  as  to  keep  the  fund  distinct  firom  the 
private  prc^rty  of  the  persons  composing  the  committee,  and 
to  prevent  any  misappropriation  in  case  of  the  death  of  either  or 
any  of  its  members.  Against  its  firaudulent  misapplication  by  the 
living  members  of  the  committee  we  can  at  least  have  no  security 
but  in  their  high  sense  of  honor  and  Christian  integrity. 

The  third  and  last  question  considered  by  your  committee,  is 
the  mode  of  selecting,  and  the  principle  of  selection,  of  the  benefi- 
ciaries of  the  fund .  There  are  reasons  obvious  enough  why  it  should 
not  be  done  by  the  bishops  nor  by  the  clergy,  and  yet  it  would 
seem  proper  that  those  to  whom  the  delicate  and  rei^nsible  duty 
is  confided,  should  fairly  represent  the  sentiment  and  judgment  of 
the  whole  Diocese.  This  end,  it  is  believed,  can  be  attained  well 
enough  for  all  substantial  and  practical  purposes,  by  granting  the 
power  to  the  committee  of  five  who  derive  their  office  annually 
from  the  Convention,  and  who  will  be  expected  annually  to 
account  and  report  to  that  body. 

The  committee  conclude  by  advising  the  following  plan,  which 
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they  submit  to  the  adoption  of  the  Convention  in  the  form  of  reso- 
lutions: 

lst«  Resolved,  That  a  fund  for  the  aid  and  relief  of  clergymen 
disabled  by  age,  sickness^  or  infirmity,  be  raised  by  private  dona- 
tion, and  by  an  annual  collection,  to  be  taken  up  in  every  congre- 
gation of  the  Diocese,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  October  of  each  year, 
or  in  case  of  bad  weather,  or  other  causes  requiring  a  change,  then 
on  some  other  Sabbath  of  that  month. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  laymen  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  Convention,  to  whom,  or  any  of  whom,  such  con- 
tributions shall  be  sent  and  paid  over,  to  be  by  them  invested  and 
held  in  such  form,  consistent  with  law,  as  will  render  it  most 
secure  and  available  for  the  desired  purpose.  The  committee  to 
continue  in  office  until  the  election  of  their  successors. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  m^nber  of  said 
committee,  his  place  may  be  filled  by  the  survivors  for  the  remain* 
der  of  the  year,  or  until  the  next  appointment  by  the  Convention. 

4th.  Resolved,  Tbatall  appropriations  of  said  fund,  or  its  profits, 
or  proceeds,  shall  be  made  by  said  committee. 

5th.  Resolved,  That  the  appropriations  be  confined  to  the  relief 
or  aid  of  disabled  clergymen  of  our  own  Diocese,  and  such  as  have 
labored  in  the  said  office  therein,  for  at  least  three  years  before 
the  disability  shall  have  occurred ;  and  no  appropriation  exceeding 
9250  shall  be  made  in  any  year  to  any  one  individual. 

6th.  Resolved,  That  the  applicant  for  aid  shall  produce  to  the 
committee  evidence  of  his  canonical  connection  with  this  Diocese, 
a  statement  of  his  condition  and  the  nature  and  circumstances  of 
his  disability,  with  such  other  evidence  as  may  show  his  need  and 
daim  to  the  desired  assistance. 

7th.  Resolved,  That  in  their  annual  report,  the  committee  shall 
state  the  annual  sums  appropriated  and  expended  by  them,  the 
names  of  the  several  recipients  or  beneficiaries,  and  the  particular 
fitcts  or  circumstances  of  each  case.

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The  Finance  CTommitfee  presented  the  jEdlomdng  repoit: 

The  Finance  Gommittee  lepoft  thai  their  chief  labor  and  doty 
has  been  the  examination  of  the  returns  from  the  various  Parishes 
and  Ohnrches,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  amount  due  to  the 
Diocesan  or  contingent  fund.  That  this  ought  to  be  done^  both 
accurately  and  thoroughly ,  will  be  obvious  enough  when  it  is 
recollected  that  this  important  fund  has  no  other  source  of  sup- 
I^y  but  the  yearly  assessment  of  one  dollar  to  each  communi- 
cant^ and  that  the  entire  amount  so  assessed,  if  all  paid,  is  not 
more  than  enough  to  keep  that  fiind  in  sound  condition.  Out 
of  it  is  paid  the  salaries  and  travelling  bills  of  the  Bishop  and 
Assistant  Bishop,  (for  which  no  other  provision  ia  made,)  the 
printing,  stadonery,  and  other  contingent  expenses  of  the  Con- 
vention. Could  every  communicant  of  our  Church  in  Che  Dio- 
cese be  counted  and  relied  on  to  pay  his  dollar,  (and  it  is  equally 
obligatory  on  all,)  the  sum  total  would  not  show  a  larger  amount 
than  is  really  needed.  Without  it  the  fund  is  often  cramped  and 
embarrassed,  and  our  most  sacred  and  delicate  obligations  are  but 
tardily  and  imperfecdy  met.  To  correct  this  evil,  the  number 
of  communicants  in  each  County,  Parish  and  Church,  should  be 
ascertained  with  precipe  and  searching  accuraey.  The  commit- 
tee regret  to  say,  and  it  is  said  with  all  deference,  that  their 
brethren  in  many  instances  seem  to  have  no  conception  of  the 
importance  of  this  duty.  From  quite  a  number  of  the  Churches 
and  Parishes  no  reports  at  all  have  been  received;  from  some  of 
them  reports  are  made  which  do  not  even  profess  to  be  accurate 
or  complete;  and  a  large  number  of  the  most  carefully  prepared 
returns  omit  to  state  the  name  either  of  County,  Parish  or  Church, 
80  as  to  enable  the  financial  officers  of  the  Diocese  to  keep  the 
accounts  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction.  In  some  instances,  no 
date  is  given;  in  others,  the  essential  stem — the  number  of  com- 
municants— is  left  out,  and  not  a  few  are  without  the  signature 
of  the  rector  or  warden,  or  other  mark  of  authenticity  ^  exhibiting 
altogether  a  degree  of  looseness  and  carelessness,  which  it  is 
hoped  needs  only  to  be  noticed  now,  to  be  avoided  in  future.  A 
litde  care  would  save  a  vast  deal  of  trouble,  and  greatly  conduce 
to  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  this  necessary  department  of 
our  business. 

From  the  loose  and  confused  materials  now  before  them^  the 
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committee  infer — and  it  is  bat  an  inference — ibat  the  whole 
number  of  communicants  in  our  Ohureh  in  Yirginia  is  something 
over  7|000.  The  number  reported  does  not  much  exceed  6,000, 
and  the  number  who  pay  diair  yearly  dues  fidls  larg^  ahoit  of 
these  last  figures.  From  one  to  two  thousand  dcdlare  is  thm 
lost  to  this  iiind  every  year;  a  defidt  whieh^  if  paid^  would  bring 
fiill  relief  to  our  embarrassed  treasury. 

That  this  whole  matter  may  be  better  systematized,  and  oor 
fiili,  legitimate  resources  be  all  made  to  tell,  it  is  respectfully  sug- 
gested that  a  committee  be  aiq[X)inted  to  continue  in  being  until 
the  next  Convention,  with  power  to  examine  the  subjeet,  and  to 
place  it  on  some  surer  and  more  reliable  basis.

Resolved,  That  the  present  Finance  Committee  be  a  com- 
in  accordance  with  die  spirit  of  the  reconmiendation  made 
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in  their  report,  to  take  the  subject  of  the  finances  of  the  Diocese 
into  fiill  consideration,  and  report  the  result  of  their  conclusions 
in  reference  thereto,  at  the  next  anpual  Convention. 

The  conunittee  appointed  to  consider  some  plan  for  evangelist- 
service  in  the  Diocese,  presented  the  following  report  and  reso- 
lutions: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon  some 
coarse  of  evangelist-service  in  the  Diocese,  respectfully  report: 

That  thejr  have  considered  the  subject,-  and  tiiat  they  find  some 
endeavor  of  the  kind  apparently  called  for,  alike  by  the  pressing 
wants  of  many  places  now  unsupplied  with  ministerial  service,  by 
the  great  deficiency  of  men  to  supply  all  these  points,  and  by  the 
sentiment  of  those  most  conversant  with  the  facts. 

Three  modes  of  operation  towards  the  object  in  view  have  been 
si^gested,  each  of  which  may  be  tried  by  itself,  and  the  whole 
of  which  may,  it  is  supposed,  be  combined  in  accomplishing  the 
end. 

The  first  suggestion  is,  that  the  several  convocations  of  the 
Diocese  take  under  their  cha;fge,  and  supply  as  best  they  can,  by 
a  distribution  of  labor  among  themselves,  sttch  points  as  they  can 
reasonably  reach. 

A  second  arrangement  proposed  is,  that  the  Bishops  be  requested 
to  select  two  or  more  rectors  deemed  fitted  for  such  duty,  and 
that  said  presbyters  and  their  parishes  be  requested  to  acquiesce 
in  tlie  call;  and  that  the  clergymen  so  selected  be  sent  to  labor  in 
this  way  for  one  year,  under  advice  from  the  Bishops — ^their 
parishes,  meanwhile,  to  be  supplied  as  may  be  found  best,  their 
homes  to  remain  undisturbed,  and  they  to  rest  at  their  conscien- 
tious discretion.  The  duty  to  be  rendered  the  next  year  by  two 
or  more  other  rectors  and  parishes. 

And  the  third  mode  considered  is,  that  if  practicable,  one  or  two 
suitable  men  be  engaged  by  the  Bishops  to  give  themselves  solely 
and  permanently  to  the  work  of  evangelists,  in  extensive  and  des- 
titute regions  of  the  State. 

Of  these  plans,  the  first  seems  to  admit  of  no  question,  and  the 
committee  have  no  hesitation  in  commending  it  to  the  sanction  of 
the  Convention. 

The  other  two  courses  of  action  are  also,  in  their  judgment. 
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worthy  of  trial.  It  wiD  be  peroeiTed,  howerer,  that  they  > 
some  expense ;  and  that^  besides  other  difficnlties  to  be  adjusted, 
the  requisite  means  mtist  be  raised.  But  it  is  beliCTed  thatfimd^ 
as  needed  for  a  fair  experiment,  would  be  freely  contiibtited  by 
the  laity.  In  the  hope,  therefore,  that  good  may  result  from  the 
trial,  the  following  resolutions  are  reported  for  adoption  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  clergy  in  the  sereral  cooTocational  dis- 
tricts in  the  State,  whether  organised  or  not,  be  recommended 
to  distribute  their  labors  in  concert,  and  according  to  their  best 
judgment,  over  such  unsupplied  region  as  they  can  reasonaUy 
embrace. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Bishops  be  requested  to  arrange  with 
two  or  more  rectors  and  parishes  for  a  year's  evangetist-diity  by 
the  former,  and  supply  for  the  latter. 

3.  Resolved,  And  that  they  also  engage,  if  they  can,  one  or 
more  fit  ministers,  to  be  solely  occupied,  under  their  adviee,  in 
itinerant  labor;  provided,  that  on  appeal  by  them,  issued  in  such 
form  as  they  prefer,  the  necessary  funds  are  raised  for  the  puipose 
by  those  on  whom  this  part  of  the  responsibility  may  rest.

The  resolutions  offered  by  the  committee  were  then  read  and 
voted  upon  separately;  and, 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  offered  by  the  comnoittee  wero 
unanimously  adopted  as  reported. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  again  making 
its  annual  report  to  Convention,  will  renew  its  thanksgiving  to 
God,  that  he  has  been  pleased  to  continue  his  loving  kindness 
to  us,  and  that  as  a  Church  we  have  hope  that  we  have  in- 
creased in  obedience  to  him  and  in  ability  to  spread  his  gospel 
abroad  in  our  land. 

As  evidence  of  this  good  hope,  we  would  refer  to  the  activity 
of  our  Bishops  and  the  warm  reception  they  ever]rwhere  meet 
with,  and  the  ready  ear  paid  to  the  words  of  exhortation  spoken 
by  them;  as  also  to  the  increased  number  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry  now  at  our  Theological  Seminary;  as  well  as  in  the 
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prosperous  conditiofi  of  our  Diocesan  High  School  near  Alexan- 
dria, which  we  fondly  hope  will  long  continue  the  cherished  re- 
sort for  our  children,  and  be  a  nursery  both  for  the  Church  and 
its  ministry. 

In  thinking  over  the  many  causes  we  have  for  devout  grati- 
tude to  God,  we  would  first  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention, 
and  through  the  Convention,  of  the  Church  at  large  throughout 
the  State,  to  the  increased  disposition  among  us  to  pray  for  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

When  we  remember  that  God  is  a  prayer-hearing  God,  that 
his  ear  is  always  open  unto  prayer^  and  that  it  is  not  by  the 
might  or  the  wisdom  of  man,  that  the  heart  is  turned  unto  Him, 
we  cannot  too  much  rejoice  in  the  disposition  of  our  Zion,  to  call 
mightily  upon  God. 

And  not  only  to  call  upon  Him  in  public  and  in  private  and  in 
the  family,  for  his  grace  and  blessing,  but  especially  for  the  out- 
pouring of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Not  only  have  we  the  promise,  and 
the  experience  of  His  people  in  all  past  ages,  but  we  have  here 
in  our  midst,  an  instance  of  the  truth,  how  abundantly  His  pro* 
mise  is  kept,  and  how  surely  the  life-giving  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  will  be  poured  out  on  His  people  if  they  will  only  furay  for  it. 

We  rejoice,  therefore,  in  this  manifest  disposition  of  our  people 
to  pray  especially  and  distinctly  for  this  evidence  of  God's  mercy 
and  love  towards  us.  It  is  the  Spirit  that  quicken^th.  He  alone 
giveth  power  to  the  preached  word:  without  this  even  Paul  may 
plant  and  ApoUos  water  in  vain,  and  with  this  the  feeblest  in- 
stnunent  is  mighty  to  build  up  the  kingdom  of  God  among  men. 

When  the  mighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  then  procured 
among  us  by  faithful  prayer — ^we  have  much  reason  to  rejoice 
before  God,  and  we  do  rejoice  before  Him.  And  we  would  ex* 
hort  one  another  daily,  while  it  is  called  to-day,  to  pray  more 
and  more  for  this  mighty  Spirit.  This  is  what  all  can  unite  in; 
in  this,  we  all  have  equal  power  with  God.  This  too  must  be 
the  foundation  of  all  true  Christian  attainment.  At  best  we  are 
all  weak,  and  at  every  step  dependent  on  the  grace  of  God.  ,  If 
then  we  walk  worthy  of  our  high  vocation,  and  especially,  if 
the  ministers  of  Christ's  Church  preach  the  word  with  power, 
that  power  must  come  from  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  answer  to  their 
own  prayers,  and  the  united  prayers  of  their  congiegations. 
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In  connectioii  with  this  duty  we  would  earnestly  xecommeiid 
to  our  brethren  of  the  clergy  to  encourage  the  practice  at  sodsl 
meetings  for  prayer  in  their  congregations ,  in  small  bands^,  to  be 
conducted  by  laymen  in  the  absence  of  the  minister^  but  kept 
under  his  direction  and  control.  The  promise  is,  ^^  where  two  or 
three  are  gathered  together,  theits  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them" — a 
promise  as  applicable  to  small  assemblies^  of  a  mere  handfiil  of 
God's  children^  as  to  the  full  congregation. 

While  we  would  not  do  or  say  any  thing  to'  increase  confusion, 
or  add  to  the  spirit  of  disturbance  and  disorder  that  is  abroad 
upon  earth,  and  which  is  doing  so  much  to  strengthen  the  Ming 
powers  of  darkness;  yet  we  cannot  possibly  comprehend  how 
the  meeting  together  of  believers  in  Christ  Jesus,  to  ask  his 
grace  and  blessing,  can  do  injury  to  men.  The  subject  of 
prayer,  in  such  meetings,  is  generally  either,  repentance  fiur  Ae 
unconverted,  help  for  the  weak,  encouragement  for  the  di»> 
tressed,  or  increased  wisdom  and  love  and  courage  for  the  fiuth- 
fill  followers  <of  Christ.  And  while  we  are  aware  that  much  in- 
jury has  often-times  been  done  under  the  pretence  of  religkms 
worship  and  scriptural  privileges,  3ret  we  have  no  ibar  that  Epis^ 
copaUans  will  ran  into  this  melancholy  extravagance.  Oar  dan- 
ger is  from  another  direction;  and  we  think  if  the  intelligence 
and  power  that  are  now  often  found,  we  doubt  not  honestly ,  el'- 
pending  themselves  in  warring  against  error,  and  pointing  out 
impending  danger  and  foreboding  evil,  are  only  actively  engaged 
in  doing  good,  and  taking  the  lead  in  the  zealous  performance 
of  the  work  of  Christ,  our  Church  would  have  a  vastly  aug- 
mented power  over  society  and  an  access  to  the  ear  of  all  men, 
that  notheqretical  purity  or  exactitude  can  possibly  give,  either 
to  an  individual  or  a  society. 

In  further  continuation  of  this  subject,  your  Committee  would 
abo  encourage  the  ministers  of  our  Church  more  frequently,  to 
address  themselves  directly  and  personally,  hi  private,  to  indifi- 
duals  on  the  subject  of  their  personal  salvation.  We  are  abun- 
dantly satisfied  that  our  clergy,  unquestionably  from  good  mo- 
tives, and  from  a  too  consciencious  fear  of  injuring  the  cause 
they  are  above  all  anxious  to  serve,  are  oflen-times  too  timid  in 
communicating  with  persons  privately,  and  especially  the  young 
on  the  subject  of  religion.    Oflen-times  when  we  do  not  see  any 
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exterior  evidenee  of  it^  the  heart  is  softened  by  divine  grace  and 
ready  to  receive  a  word  firom  the  servant  of  Christ.  And  even 
if  at  times  the  servant  of  Christy  and  the  Herald  of  the  Cross 
should  speak  to  those  who  are  not  prepared  to  receive  it;  yet  al- 
ways when  done  in  any  thing  like  a  proper  way  ^  these  addresses 
are  evidenee  of  regard  and  love  towards  those  thus  spoken  to. 
And  it  is  not  the  manifestations  of  love^  even  when  it  is  mis- 
taken and  ill  advised  in  its  affectionate  attempts  that  gives  of- 
fence to  people^  or  hardens  their  heart  against  die  persuasions  of 
religion. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  irreligious  are  far  more  fifequently 
surprised  at  the  indifference  of  ministers  and  Christians  generally 
to  take  advantage  of  any  opportunity  to  sj^k  a  word  to  them 
on  the  subject  of  religion^  than  annoyed  or  hardened  by  thus 
speaking.  And  even  if  ministers  do  sometimes  speak  when  si- 
lence would  have  been  as  well^  yet  they  are  doing  nothing  more^ 
even  then^  than  the  Apostle  exhorts  them  to  do^  when  he  tells 
them  to  be  instant  in  season  and  out — ^that  is^  always  and  every 
where^  to  speak  the  word,  whether  men  hear  or  not.  It  is  the 
minister's  business  to  preach — to  speak^  (of  course  he  must  do 
it  in  love,  Ibr  wisdom  and  zeal  are  nothing  without  love,)  and 
your  committee  are  persuaded  if  ministers  will  only  speak  the 
tnith  in  love,  they  may  boldly  speak  it  every  where  and  to  all 
men;  and  if  men  will  not  always  believe  and  be  converted,  they 
will  nevertheless  honor  the  servant  of  Christ  for  his  fidelity  to 
his  Master. 

And  then,  too,  this  fidelity  will  soon  react  with  increased  hap- 
piness to  the  heart  and  mind  of  those  thus  doing  the  Master's 
work.  Whatever  withdraws  the  minister  finom  the  worid  and 
its  study,  and  separates  him  firom  the  ordinary  business  and  oc- 
cupations of  men,  and  identifies  him  with  religion  and  the  Bi- 
ble, adds  to  his  true  power  over  the  consciences  of  men.  And 
this  single  purpose  to  preach  the  word;  this  one  aim  to  be  a 
teacher  and  a  guide,  and  an  authorized  reprover  of  sin  and  ad- 
vocate of  truth,  would  go  a  great  way  to  remind  him  constantly 
of  his  great  office,  and  the  purity  and  holiness  that  are  necessary 
to  its  proper  performance.  And  this  again  would  encourage  and 
confinn  in  him  that  habit  of  watchiiilness  and  pra3rer  without 
nothing  is  either  strong  or  holy^  and  yet  with  which 
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the  humblest  of  men  is  made  an  able  ministar  of  the  New 
Testament. 

Your  Committee  would  also  draw  the  attention  of  thB  deigy 
to  the  duty  of  urging  upon  their  congregations  the  great  duty 
and  prinlege  of  giving  according  to  some  well  arranged  sjrstem, 
and  in  some  due  proportion  to  their  means,  to  the  causa  of  God 
and  his  Church.  In  this  matter,  also,  your  Committee  think 
that  the  ministers  of  our  Church  are  too  timid.  And  negiectiog 
this  duty  many  of  our  members  not  only  impoverish  the  Church, 
but  also  deprive  themselves  of  many  and  great  blessings.  The 
history  of  the  Church  furnishes  numberless  cases  to  show  diat 
the  more  we  give  to  God,  the  more  certainly  He  protects  and  pro* 
vides  fi>r  us  and  our  children.  And  when  we  think  of  the  many 
noble  objects  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  salvation  of  men  that 
are  straightened  and  hindered,  and  often-times  entirely  crushed, 
from  the  want  of  means  to  carry  them  on;  and  then  whan  we 
remember  how  many  professors  of  Christ's  religion  live  in  daily 
luxury  and  indulgence,  and  spend  in  ephemeral,  if  not  sinful  dis- 
play, the  means  that  would  convey  the  gospel  to  the  end  of  the 
earth,  we  are  mournfully  afraid  that  many  who  now  stand  high 
in  the  Church  and  are  much  esteemed  among  men,  are  yet  not 
honest  in  the  sight  of  God,  and  are  sinfully  withholding  firom 
God  what  is  his  due;  and  what  was  given  to  them  as  a  steward- 
ship, they  have  forgotten  and  are  using  as  if  it  were  their  own. 
If  our  congregations  would  only  think  of  these  things,  how 
many  of  our  clergy  who  now  languish  in  poverty  and  are  dispi- 
rited and  discouraged,  would  preach  the  word  with  renewed 
zeal  and  aifection — and  by  their  active  labors  and  fervent  prayers 
draw  down  blessings  from  God,  on  those  of  their  congregation, 
who,  from  means  that  are  so  often  squandered,  provide  a  suffi- 
ciency to  supply  the  moderate  wants  of  the  ministers  themselves 
and  their  families. 

Sunday  schools  and  Bible  classes  are  such  acknowledged 
means  of  extending  the  Church  to  those  who  are  beyond  its  pale, 
and  oflen-times  growing  up  in  ignorance  of  everything  that  is 
good,  that  your  Committee  are  unwilling  to  be  silent  with  re- 
gard to  them.  And  thanking  God  and  cordially  commending 
our  brethren  for  what  they  have  already  done,  we  would  ezhoit 
them  to  increased  diligence  in  this  blessed  work.    For  the  most 
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part  (tie  children  who  fill  up  our  Sanday  schools  and  Bible 
classes  are  literally  gathered  from  the  highways  and  hedges. 
Every  such  acquisition  is  a  clear  gain  to  the  cause  of  Gk>d  and 
his  Church.  And  when  we  remember  how  many  &ithful  ser- 
vants of  Christ  owe  their  first  impression  of  the  truth  to  the 
simple  and  affectionate  lesson  of  the  Sunday  school  and  Bible 
clasS;  we  think  we  have  said  enough  to  persuade  our  people  to 
disregard  the  small  inconvenience  and  labor  belonging  to  this 
work,  and  help  the  cause  of  truth  and  the  salvation  of  sinners 
by  assisting  to  gather  into  the  fold  of  Christ's  flock  these  ne. 
glected  straying  lambs.  Encouraged  by  the  large  number  of  ser 
vants  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  rite  of  confirmation  during 
the  past  year,  your  committee  would  express  their  gratitude  to 
God  for  this  manifestation,  also  of  his  mercy  and  love  to  his  peo- 
ple, and  for  his  blessing  especiaUy  to  our  Diocese ;  and  would 
in  this  connection  express  emphatically  their  opinion  that  the 
religious  instruction  of  our  servants  is  an  important  and  pressing 
duty  both  to  the  ministers  and  heads  of  &milies  in  our  com- 
munion. 

They  commend  the  establishment  of  Sunday  schools  in  our 
towns,  by  the  masters  and  mistresses  in  our  Church,  for  co- 
lored children,  where  the  instruction  would  be  exclusively  oral 
and  governed  by  the  standards  of  our  Church.  In  connection 
with  these,  and  as  perhaps  more  important  and  auxiliary,  the 
catechetical  instruction  of  young  servants,  by  the  masters  and 
mistresses  of  our  Church,  in  their  fiimilies,  is  strongly  recom- 
mended. And  we  further  distinctly  approve  of  the  plan  of  ma- 
king such  domestic  arrangements  as  will  allow  and  encourage 
servants  to  attend  upon  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary, 
as  well  as  at  ftimily  prayers. 

In  conclusion ,  your  Committee  would  say,  that  while  they  are 
unwilling  to  witness,  much  less  to  aid  in,  any  rash  innovation 
on  our  liturgical  services,  yet  they  think  some  latitude  of  choice 
of  our  services  originally  separate,  but  now  combined,  is  desira- 
ble. And  with  this  expression  of  their  opinion,  and  agreeing 
generally  in  the  views  so  often  expressed  by  our  honored 
Bishops,  and  also  by  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  for  last  year,  they  commend  them  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
Church. 
8 
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On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  received;  and, 
On  motion,  it  was 

Rcsolvedj  That  2,000  extra  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church  be  printed  when  the  Journal 
is  printed,  and  be  distributed  through  the  families  of  the  Diocese, 
and  that  each  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  read  the 
report  to  his  Church. 

The  order  to  consider  the  remaining  alterations  proposed  by 
the  General  Convention,  was  now  taken  up. 

The  alteration  proposed  in  Article  5th  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church,  was  first  discussed.  The  proposed  alteration  being 
as  follows: 

<^No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain 
less  ih^n  Jifteefi  self-supporting  parishes ^  or  less  than  Jifieen 
presbyters y  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resi- 
dent within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  setded 
in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  existing 
Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  thirty  self- 
supporting  pcuishesy  or  less  than  twenty  presbyters  who  have 
been  residing  therein,  and  settled,  and  qualified  as  above  men- 
tioned, jCTrotncfec/  that  no  city  shall  form  more  than  one  Diocese^ 

A  motion  to  concur  in  the  proposed  alteration  in  article  5th 
was  then  put  to  the  house,  and  the  vote  being  taken,  the  motion 
was  negatived,  the  Convention  resolving  not  to  concur. 

The  proposed  alteration  in  article  6th,  was  then  called  up,  the 
alteration  reading  as  follows: 

,  ^^  In  every  Diocese  the  mode  of  trying  presbyters  or  deacons, 
may  be  instituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until  the 
General  Convention  shall  provide  a  uniform  mode  ^trial.^^ 

On  motion  the  alteration  was  concurred  in.

Remarks. — ^The  incumbent  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the 
4th  October  last.  He  has  much  occasion  to  acknowledge  and 
record  the  cordiality  and  warmth  of  his  parishioners,  and  their 
generous  and  noble  self-denial  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the 
Church,  both  withm  the  bounds  of  the  Parish  of  Newport  and 
in  the  neighboring  counties. 

They  have  purchased,  repaired  and  fiirnished  a  good  and 
convenient  rectory,  with  adequate  grounds,  the  ladies  of  the 
congregation  effictentty  aiding  in  this  good  work.  Though 
without  a  settled  Rector  from  July,  1852,  to  October,  1855,  the 
Sunday  School  continued  to  be  zealously  sustained.  This, 
during  the  last  four  months,  has  increased  from  thirty  to  seventy 
scholars ,  with  additions  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  volumes 
to  the  library. 
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The  pews  of  the  church  were  all  rented  some  moliihs  since. 
The  attendance  on  the  two  services  of  Sabt>ath  during  L«nt, 
and  at  the  weekly  lecture,  has  been  good,  sometimes  entirely 
filling  the  church,  and  the  manifestation  of  interest  sach  as  to 
afford  the  best  grounds  of  encouragement  of  a  sound  increase  of 
spiritual  strength.  The  congregation  of  colored  persons  at  the 
evening  service,  specially  for  them>  is  large  and  attentive. 

Old  Church,  Newport  Parish  (St  Luke's,)  has  long  been  in 
a  state  of  dilapidation.  It  may  be  considered  extinct  as  a 
church,  no  services  having  been  held  in  it  for  many  years, 
though  it  continues  to  appear  on  the  schedule  of  the  Churches. 

This  noble  old  church  edifice,  of  the  early  Gothic,  is  situated 
about  four  miles  from  Smithfield.  It  is  the  oldest  church  strac- 
ture  in  the  United  States,  having  been  erected^  as  is  believed,  in 
1632.  The  vestry  of  Christ  Church  contemplate  restoring  and 
renewing  this  church  edifice,  and  connecting  it^  as  a  chapel, 
with  that  of  Smithfield.  Should  this  enterpri^  be  successfiil, 
in  connection  with  that,  at  present  in  hopeful  progress  at 
Chuckatuck,  St.  John's,*  five  miles  further  southward^  our  field 
of  usefulness  will  be  much  enlarged,  and  the  prospects  and  inte- 
rests of  the  Episcopal  Church,  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese,  greatly 
strengthened.  It  is  believed  that  no  locality  within  the  Diocese 
of  Virginia  has  more  sacred  associations  or  stronger  claims 
I  upon  the  s]rmpathy  and  liberal  aid  of  the  friends  of  the  Church 
than  this,  the  most  ancient  and  noble  of  all  the  old  church 
structures  of  the  country.  Besides  his  duties  at  Christ  Church, 
Smithfield,  and  within  the  limits  of  Newport  Parish,  the  incum- 
bent has  visited  most  of  the  Episcopal  fiunilies  and  individuals, 
of  the  counties  of  Nansemond  and  Southampton,  officiated  ten 
times,  and  attended  one  funeral  in  the  former  county,  and  one 
in  Surry  county. 

In  the  counties  of  Isle  ,of  Wight,  Southampton,  Surry  and 
Nansemond,  there  is  much  land  to  be  re-possessed.  The  incum* 
bent  has  recently,  with  the  full  concurrence  of  his  vestry,  ac* 
cepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Suffolk, 
Nansemond  county,  and  w;ill  officiate  there  once  in  each  month, 
until  a  resident  Rector  can  be  settled  and  sustained  in  that 
church.

Previous  to  that  time,  they  had  been  destitute  of  the  services 
of  a  Rector  for  several  years,  the  churches,  in  the  meantime, 
remaining  closed,  except  when  occasionally  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson, 
of  Petersburg,  and  others  of  the  neighboring  clergy,  officiated  in 
them  on  a  week-day. 

At  City  Point,  there  already  exists  a  gratifying  and  promising 
degree  of  interest.  The  congregation  has  increased  steadily 
since  the  services  were  resumed,  and  it  is  now  sufficiently  large 
to  fill  the  church.  The  Yestry  have  undertaken  to  repair  the 
church  building,  and  will,  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  make 
it  a  very  pleasant  and  convenient  house  of  worship.  At 
Bermuda  Hundreds,  we  have  a  good  church  building,  but  a 
small  congregation.     Services  are  held  here  but  once  a  month. 

The  following  statistics  are  all  that  can  be  reported  at  present:

Remarks. — One  of  the  Sunday  schools  above  reported^  was 
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organized  at  Broadway  by  some  gentlemen  and  ladies  belonging 
to  St.  John's  Parish.  With  a  Christian  zeal  and  perseverance 
worthy  of  much  praise,  they  have  prosecuted  their  labors  of 
love  amongst  a  population  hitherto  destitute  of  the  means  of 
religious  instruction^  and  already  they  have  much  to  encourage 
them  in  believing  that  their  efforts  are  blessed  by  God. 

P.  S. — In  behalf  of  St.  John's  Church,  I  take  this  opportu- 
nity of  acknowledging  the  reception  of  twenty-five  prayers  fiom 
a  benevolent  lady  in  Philadelphia;  of  fifty  dollars  from  the  same 
lady  to  be  used  in  repairing  the  church,  and  of  a  communion 
service  and  baptismal  bowl  from  a  gentleman  in  Prince  G^rge 
County.

— At  the  approaching  Convention,  petitions  will  be 
presented  from  both  churches,  asking  for  a  formal  separation;  in 
anticipation  of  which,  the  congregation  of  Merchant's  Hope  have 
secured  the  services  of  Rev.  R.  L.  Johnson,  late  of  South  Caro- 
lina. The  numerous  attendance  on  the  services  at  this  Church, 
shows  the  hold  which  the  Church  has  obtained  on  the  esteem 
of  the' community.  Within  a  short  period  additional  room  in 
the  church  edifice  will  have  to  be  provided.  The  Rector  during 
the  past  year  has  once  a  month  gathered  around  him  here  a  large 
and  interesting  class  of  catachumens — children  belonging  to  the 
congregation.  The  deportment  of  these  children,  and  their  inte- 
rest in  the  course  of  instruction,  was  most  gratifying.    The

Brandon  congregation  has  nearly  completed  a  most  beautiful 
church  edifice  in  the  modern  style,  which  will  be  ready  for  con- 
secration by  the  time  appointed  by  the  Assistant  Bishop  for  his 
visitation.  The  whole  cost  will  not  be  less  than  $7,000,  every 
cent  of  which  will  be  paid  wFien  due.  Too  much  praise  cannot 
be  given  to  the  little  handful  of  contributors  on  whom  this 
expense  has  fallen.  One  member  of  this  congregation  has  given 
more  than  one- third  of  the  whole  cost.  This  church  will  hence- 
forth be  connected  with  the  church  at  Cabin  Point,  and  the 
Rector  is  already  alternating  between  these  two  congregations. 
The  congregations  at  Brandon  are  steadily  improving.  At  Cabin 
Point  there  is  an  old  colonial  church  still  standing.  It  needs 
much  repairs,  however.  One  liberal  vestryman  has  proposed  to 
expend  several  thousand  dollars  in  refitting  it — he  offering  to 
furnish  the  means.  A  youth  not  yet  of  age  insists  on  sharing 
the  ex|)enses.  The  Rector  reports  these  instances  of  liberality, 
hoping  thereby  to  excite  emulation  in  other  Parishes.  The 
former  parsonage  of  this  Parish  has  been  ceded  to  the  Merchant's 
Hope  church.  A  rectory,  with  a  snug  farm  attached,  has 
already  been  provided  at  a  cost  of  about  $1 ,860,  for  the  use  of  the 
Rector  of  the  new  Parish  of  Martin's  Brandon.

One  for  very  young 
children,  of  20  scholars  with  the  prospect  of  additions,  under 
the  care  of  three  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation.  The  other 
is  for  the  colored  people  which  is  taught  orally,  at  present,  by 
the  Rector.

Remarks. — The  Rector  of  this  Parish  would  thankfully,  bat 
humbly,  mention  the  work  of  grace,  which,  in  common  with 
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Other  servants  of  the  Lord  in  the  locality  of  his  labors,  he  has 
been  permitted  to  witness  within  the  last  few  weeks.  An  at 
flictive  Providence,  eliciting  the  power  of  faith,  in  the  case  of  a 
young  Presbyterian  student  of  Washington  College,  seems  to 
have  been  the  occasion  of  this  spiritual  blessing.  A  very  unu- 
sual sensibility  of  mind  on  the  part  of  many  was  soon  indicated; 
and  services  were  held  with  more  than  usual  frequency  in  several 
churches.  My  own  were  not  increased  much  in  number,  but 
very  greatly  in  interest.  Every  word  seemed  to  be  precious. 
The  great  inquiry  came  from  many  souls;  and  on  Whitsunday 
our  hearts  were  gladdened  by  the  spectacle  of  more  than  twenty 
young  men  together  at  the  chancel,  bending  the  knee,  for  the 
first  time,  to  receive  the  memorials  of  our  blessed  Lord's  dying 
love.  One  of  these^  from  a  Baptist  family,  I  had,  in  the  morn- 
ing, baptized,  by  immersion,  in  the  adjacent  river — he  preferring 
that  mode,  as  most  agreeable  to  his  parents.  Three  others  were 
(he  same  day  baptized,  by  sprinkling,  in  the  church.  The  so- 
lemn impression  is  on  several  minds,  among  these  educated 
youths,  that  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry  is  their  calling  and 
must  be  their  happiness;  and  it  is  trusted  they  may  indeed  become 
faithful  embassadors  of  Christ.  The  good  work  is  still  happily 
progressing  among  the  fine  young  men  of  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  whose  active  Christian  Superintendent  and  his  devout 
associates  in  administration,  do  so  much  to  make  it  a  scene  of 
such  surpassing  interest  in  this  season  of  refreshing.  We  trust 
many  more  will  be  brought  to  the  same  happy  experience  in 
which  their  companions  are  rejoicing,  and  that  unworthiness 
may  in  no  wise  frustrate  so  rich  a  mercy.

We  have  lost  nine  by  death  and  removal,  and  now 
number  twenty-four.  Two  of  the  liberal  contributors  to  oar 
new  church  (not  communicants),  Wm.  R.  Hankins  and  Boiling 
Jones,  have  died  before  the  completion  of  the  building,  but  their 
femilies  will  worship  in  its  hallowed  walls.  With  the  aid  of 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  they  can  sustain  an  unmarried 
minister,  and  I  can  assure  such  he  will  have  a  kind-hearted  and 
generous  people  to  whom  to  break  the  bread  of  life.

Institute — at  Staunton.  It  affords  cordial  pleasure  to  report  the 
continued  prosperity  and  success  of  the  Institution,  and  the  be- 
lief that,  under  God,  it  will  prove  a  most  important  auxiUary  to 
the  other  eibrts  of  the  Church  in  the  Uiocese.  One  hundred 
and  eighteen  pupils^  under  the  care  of  nine  teaches,  have  been 
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connected  with  the  School  during  the  present  year,  among  whom 
there  are  twelve  communicants.  The  debt,  which  has  so  long 
hindered  the  operations  of  the  Institution^  having  been  paid,  the 
Trustees  will  now  have  the  means  to  make  some  necessary  im- 
provementS;  much  needed^  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
School.
